FOREWORD. 

To  all  Descendants  of  the    Exile  the    Rev.    Anthony  Jacob 
(Gerhart)  Hcnkel  of  whatever  Name  or  Creed, 

Dear  Friends  : 

Almost  two  centuries  have  passed  since  our  reverend  father, 
for  conscience  sake,  was  compelled  to  forsake  the  Father- 
land and  seek  a  new  home  in  America.  He  immediately 
resumed  his  holy  calling  upon  his  arrival  here,  but  under 
greatly  changed  conditions. 

He  was  a  humble,  modest,  and  unassuming  man  of  God. 
He  had  the  courage  of  his  convictions,  and  was  full  of  zeal 
for  the  good  of  his  fellow-men. 

He  was  only  one  of  many  others  who  were  exiled  for  con- 
science sake,  and  his  coming  hardly  noticed,  yet  the  work 
of  our  reverend  ancestor  abides  and  grows  with  the  coming- 
years.  His  faith  and  nobility  of  character  are  honored  by 
Providence  in  stamping  his  excellencies  on  his  posterity  in 
a  marvelous  degree,  as  the  long  line  of  divines,  writers,  edu- 
cators, and  public  benefactors  who  came  from  him  abund- 
antly attests. 

It  is  but  a  few  decades  ago  that  his  memory  as  a  founder 
was  rescued  from  oblivion,  and  his  noble  deeds  are  now  in- 
scribed imperishably  upon  the  pages  of  Lutheran  history. 

Many  of  his  descendants  have  been  hardly  less  conspicu- 
ous than  he,  and  yet  the  history  of  this  patriarch,  and  his 
illustrious  descendants  who  have  made  a  profound  impres- 
sion on  the  ecclesiastical  history  of  America,  lies  scattered 
m  a  hundred  fields  of  human  endeavor,  having  no  connection 
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whatever,  and  will  soon  be  irrecoverably  lost  unless  an   im- 
mediate attempt  is  made  to  preserve  them. 

It  is  therefore  most  timely  that  this  work  should  be  un- 
dertaken. While  much  has  already  been  lost,  there  still 
remains  much  to  be  preserved.

THE  GENESIS  OF  THE  MEMORIAL. 

In  May,  1909,  Carl  R.  Hinkle,  of  Benton,  Wisconsin,  and 
his  uncle,  Dr.  James  Hinkle,  of  Sullivan,  Indiana,  made  an 
extended  tour  in  the  South  and  East  to  secure  information 
concerning  the  family.  During  their  visit  to  us  we  put 
them  "next"  to  some  points  that  have  borne   great  results. 

In  their  search  in  St.  MichaePs  graveyard,  in  German- 
town,  Carl  was  so  fortunate  as  to  find  the  grave  of  our  inf- 
migrant  mother  Maria  Elisabeth  Henkel,  wife  of  the  Exile, 
and  also  of  Anthony,  Jr.,  from  whom  both  Carl  and  the 
Doctor  descend. 

Some  months  later  Carl  proposed  that  we  erect  a  monu- 
»tt  nt  to  our  immigrant  fore-parents,  and  asked  that  the  edi- 
tor furnish  the  inscription. 

1  he  writer  then  proposed  that  we  make  an  appeal  in  %c\\- 
L'ra»-      *n  thinking:  of  how  to    reach   the   manv.    the   idea   of 
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a  "  Memorial  Association,"  and  issuing  a  periodical  giving 
a  progressive  history  of  the  family  dawned  upon  his  mind. 
A  number  of  representative  members  of  our  great  family 
were  at  once  communicated  with  in  reference  thereto,  and 
all  gave  the  project  their  hearty  endorsement. 

Nuw  let  all  our  people  give  this  scheme  their  loyal  sup- 
port, by  sending  in  addresses,  subscribers,  and  funds,  and 
ultimate  success  will  crown  our  initial  efforts. 

"FALCKNER  SWAMP"  THE  HOME  OF 
OUR  ANCESTOR. 

Falckner  {(  Swamp"  is  a  misnomer,  as  this  region  is  one 
of  the  finest  and  most  fertile  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 
It  derived  its  name  from  Rev.  Daniel  Falckner,  the  agent  of 
the  "Frankfort  Land  Company."  It  was  also  called  "New 
Hanover,"  a  name  which  still  continues  as  a  church,  post- 
office,  and  township,  in  Montgomery  County.  The  region 
adjoins  the  range  of  hills  embraced  in  Colebrookdale  town- 
ship, in  Berks  County,  and  immediately  beyond  which  lies 
the  beautiful  Oley  Valley,  quite  noted  in  colonial  history. 
To  locate  the  region  in  the  mind  of  the  reader  we  may  state 
that  in  going  to  Philadelphia  from  Reading,  by  rail,  he  will  pass 
the  city  of  Pottstown  ;  immediately  beyond,  to  the  left  of  which 
he  will  notice  a  range  of  wooded  hills  ;  from  Pottstown  a  road 
passes  across  these  hills  which  leads  directly  to  New  Han- 
over, a  distance  of  three  miles,  where  lived  our  Ancestor, 
and  where  was  built  the  first  German  Lutheran  Church  in 
the  New  World.  It  is  about  forty  miles  from  Philadelphia. 
'  The  Falckner  Swamp"  is  embraced  in  a  tract  of  land, 
comprising  22,025  acres,  purchased  from  William  Petm  prior 
to  16S6,  by  a  number  of  eminent  people  of  Frankfort,  Ger- 
many, whereon  to  settle  the  many  religious  dissenters  of  the 
Fatherland  who  were  suffering  many  disabilities  at  that  time.  l

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Daniel  Pastorius,  the  founder  of  Germantown  (1683),  was 
for  many  years  the  agent  of  the  Frankfort  company,  but 
sadly  neglected  his  duties  toward  the  company,  and  not  un- 
til Daniel  Falckner  was  constituted  the  agent  (some  four- 
teen years  afterwards),  was  a  patent  issued  to  the  company. 
The  original  grant  called  for  25,000  acres.  The  patent 
dated  1701,  covers  22,025  acres,  "  the  residue"  of  the  origi- 
nal grant.  Still  later  John  Henry  Sprbgel  succeeded  to  the 
agency  of  the  Frankfort  Laud  Company,  and  it  was  from 
him  that  our  ancestor  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel  and  his 
son-in-law  Valentine  Geiger,  bought  adjoining  tracts  soon 
after  their  arrival  in  171 7. 

ON  THE  ANCESTRAL  TRAIL. 

Somewhere  about  A.  D.  1800,  Solomon  Henkel,  son  of 
the  noted  Rev.  Paul  Henkel,  of  New  Market,  Virginia, 
during  the  course  of  his  medical  studies  in  Philadelphia,  be- 
came acquainted  with  a  grand-daughter  of  our  Exile  ances- 
tor. (Rev.)  Ambrose,  brother  to  Solomon,  later  also  met 
her.  This  woman  whose  name  is  unfortunately  lost,  had  in 
her  possession  the  diary  of  the  Exile.  Among  the  things 
the  brothers  learned  from  her  was  that  her  grandfather  was 
of  the  German  nobility,  a  court  preacher,  who  incurring  the 
displeasure  of  his  sovereign  by  preaching  against  the  profli- 
gacy of  the  court,  was  compelled  to  quit  the  realm,  and  on 
that  account  came  to  America,  and  that  he  was  a  lineal  de- 
scendant of  Dr.  Johann  Henkel  of  the  Reformation. 

She  also  told  the  brothers  that  the  Exile  died  as  the  re- 
sult of  a  fall  from  his  horse  near  Chestnut  Hill.  All  that 
this  woman  said  is  fully  confirmed,  as  will  be  seen  farther  on. 
She  had  in  her  possession  some  of  the  table  silverware  of 
her  grandparents,  and  generously  gave  the  brothers  a  silver 
plate  and  (betrothal)  spoon.  By  some  mishap,  now  un- 
known, they  failed  to  bring  with  them  the  plate-,*  but  the 
spoon  is  now  in  the   possession  of  Ambrose  L.  and  Elon  O. 
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Henkel,  of  New  Market,  Virginia.  It  bears  the  royal  stamp 
and  a  coat  of  arms — a  heart  entwined  with  "  forget  me  nots  ,% 
— and  the  date,  1685,  the  probable  date  of  the  marriage  of 
our  immigrant  ancestors. 

In  1843,  Dr.  Solomon  Henkel  and  his  son-in-law  Rev.  D. 
M.  Henkel  began  the  compilation  of  a  family  genealogy, 
which  was  later  greatly  extended.  In  some  way  the  strange 
error  was  made  in  giving  the  name  u GerkarV "  to  the  Exile. 
The  pedigree,  to  which  we  will  hereafter  refer  to  as  the  Vir- 
ginia lists,  was  correct  in  giving  the  names  of  the  Exile's  four 
sons  and  three  daughters,  and  also  gives  most  of  the  issues 
of  the  sons. 

The  Exile  being  generally  regarded  as  the  organizer  of  the 
Lutheran  congregations  of  Germantown  and  Philadelphia, 
he  was  exploited  by  the  historians  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  America  as  Rev.  "Gerhart"  Henkel,  the  error  probably 
being  derived  through  the  Virginia  lists,  as  it  could  not  have 
been  derived  from  any  references  to  the  Exile  of  the  colonial 
period. 

OUR  ANCESTORS  IX  EARLY  HISTORY. 

Long  before  seeing  the  Virginia  lists  the  editor  knew  of 
his  descent  from  one  of  the  first  Lutheran  ministers  in 
Pennsylvania,  named  "  Henkel r,:M  but  we  could  not  derive 
his  given  name  from  the  colonial  references.  The  ignorance 
of  the  early  writers,  especially  Muhlenberg  and  Helmuth  of 
his  given  name,  is  to  us  passing  strange. 

The  car  lies!  reference  to  the  Exile  is  the  following  :  Some- 
time prior  to  1725  a  certain  Van  Dicren,  of  New  York,  ap- 
plied to  the  Swedish  and  other  authorities  for  ordination 
which  was  refused.  It  was  held  that  he  then  applied  to  our 
ancestors  who  ordained  him  to  the  Lutheran  ministry.  This 
gave  rise  to  a  great  controversy  because  it  was  held  that 
Ik-iikc!  had  no  right  to  ordain  Van  Dieren.  A  Lutheran 
minister  of  New  York,    named   Berkmeyer,  came  in  conflict 
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with  this  Van  Dieren  and  in  1728  published  a  book1  in  the 
Dutch  language  in  New  York  on  the  subject.  In  this  book 
it  is  said  that  the  Swedish  Provost  of  Pennsylvania  declares 
that  he  heard  Henkel  say  viwith  his  own  lips'1  that  he  did 
not  ordain  Van  Dieren. 

In  this  entire  controversy  his  Christian  name  is  not  given, 
except  by  Dr.  Mann  111  his  annotations.  The  next  reference 
is  in  the  Goshahoppen  Lutheran  church  records  where  "  Pfar- 
rer"  (preacher)  Henkel  baptized  a  child  early  in  1728. 
Next  in  order  comes  Muhlenberg  in  his  reports  to  his  su- 
periors at  Halle. 

In  17512  he  refers  to  tile  first  Lutheran  preachers  at  New 
Hanover  as  the  Swedish  pastors  of  Wicaco,  &c,  and  " Herr 
Pfarrer  Henkel."  M.  again  refers  to  him  as  c<  Einem  Alien 
Deutschen  Prediger namens  Henkel"5  (an  old  German  preach- 
er named  Henkel ) . 

In  1762,  Valentine  Geiger,  son-in-law  of  the  Exile  and  an- 
cestor of  the  editor,  died.  He  was  buried  by  Muhlenberg,  who 
sent  a  lengthy  obituary  of  the  deceased  to  Halle,4  in  which 
he  says  Geiger  had    come  to   Pennsylvania  some  45   years 

ago  (171 7),  with  his  father-in-law  u  Pfarrer  H ."     Here 

M.  only  gives  his  name  as  "H" —  (Henkel — Ed.)  Hel- 
muth,  the  successor  of  Muhlenberg,  also  refers  to  him  simply 
as  "der  Pfarrer  Henkel. "  Turning  now  from  ecclesiastical 
to  legal  records  we  have  his  name  definitely  given.  Early 
in  1 718,  A nthony  Henkel  and  Valentine  Geiger  each  bought 
land  in  New  Hanover  from  John  Henry  Sprogel,  the  agent 
of  the  Frankfort  Land  Company.  This  Anthony  could  not 
have  been  the  son,  for  Anthony,  Jr.,  was  born  in  1709. 

The  next   legal   reference   finds   our   ancestor    in  jail  for

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marrying  a  couple,  he  not  being  naturalized.  It  seems  this 
point  was  not  clearly  defined  by  law  as  to  whether  or  not  a 
foreigner,  not  naturalized,  had  a  right  to  perform  marriages. 
At  any  rate  our  ancestor  was  brought  into  court  for  so  do- 
ing, and  put  to  jail  while  the  Quaker  fathers  were  wrangling 
on  this  point,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  proceedings 
of  the  Council1   : 

1723  :  ilA  question  was  suggested  and  argued  in  the  Assembly 
whether  a  clergyman,  being  an  alien,  could  lawfully  marry  any  per- 
son wit /tin  the  Province.  It  was  not  decided.  Anthony  Jacob  Hin- 
kle \  ordered  by  the  Assembly  to  be  taken  to  the  County  Jail  by  the 
Sheriff  and  there  detained  during  their  pleasure." 

Next  Anthony  HenkePs  name  appears  on  a  petition  in  1723 
for  a  road,  and  in  172S  for  protection  against  some  lawless  In- 
dians. In  the  petition  of  1728  he  signs  his  name  in  Latin 
script,  while  his  son  Gerhart  and  son-in-law  Valentine  Geiger 
both  sign  in  cultured  German.

Then  personally  appeared  Herman  Groothausen,  Hans 
Michael  Schwenstock,  and  George  Ruger,  the  witnesses  to 
the  foregoing  non-cupative  will,  and  on  their  oath  did  de- 
clare that  the  testator  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel,  on  the  twelfth 
day  of  this  instant,  August,  fell  off  his  horse  on  the  road 
trom  Philadelphia  to  his  house  in  New  Hanover  township, 
which  disabled  him,  and  he  was  carried  to  the  house  of  the 
deponent  Herman  Goothausen  in  the  manor  of  Springfield, 
where  the  testator  lying  very  ill,  bid  the  deponents  take  no- 
tice that  the  contents  of   the  within   and  above    writing  was 
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his  will,  and  the  deponents  do  say  that  the  testator  at  the 
time  of  his  speaking  the  said  non-cupative  will  was  of  sound 
mind,  memory,  and  understanding,  to  the  best  of  their 
knowledge  and  belief.

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At  the  time  of  the  Pioneer's  death,  his  two  youngest  sons 
Justus  and  Anthony,  by  the  terms  of  his  will,  obtained  the 
plantation  of  250  acres.  Anthony,  who  was  bom  in  1709, 
was  still  under  age  and  probably  unmarried. 

Evidently  there  was  a  rearrangement  of  the  holdings  in  a 
few  years,  as  we  find  that  150  acres  of  this  land  was  patented 
to  George  Rudolplius,  the  second  son,  in  1734.  Anthony, 
the  youngest,  retained  the  home,  with  100  acres,  until  he 
sold  it  in  1739,  when  he  removed  to  Germantown.  George, 
soon  after  obtaining  his  patent,  disposed  of  his  land  and 
removed  to  Frederick  County,  Maryland,  as  elsewhere  noted. 

tup:  immediate  FAMILY  of  the  exile. 

As  will  be  seen  in  the  Parson's  will,  his  family  consisted 
of  his  wife  Maria  Elisabeth  (born  167 1,  died  1744)  and 
seven  children,  four  sous  and  three  daughters.  The  chil- 
dren as  named  in  the  will  agrees  with  the  Virginia  lists  ex- 
cept that  in  the  latter  their  second,  or  complimentary  names, 
are  not  given.  The  children  in  the  order  named  by  the 
Parson  were  as  follows:  (1)  Gerhart  Anthony,  "my  oldest 
sou";  (2)  George  Rudolphus ;  (3}  John  Justus;  (4)  Anthony 
Jacob;  (5)  Johanna  Fredrika ;  (6)  Maria  Elisabeth;  (7) 
Maria  Catharine.  Of  the  foregoing  we  cannot  tell  the  pre- 
cise age  of  any.  Gerhart,  George,  and  "Preka,,  were  cer- 
tainly born  prior  to  1700,  as  the  latter  (Mrs.  Geiger)  was 
married  and  had  a  son  (Anthony),  prior  to  their  coming  to 
America  in  1717.  She  died  before  her  mother,  as  the  Pa- 
triarch Muhlenberg  in  his  eulogy  on  her  husband,  says  he 
was  again  married  when  he    (Muhlenberg)  arrived  in  1742. 

"Freka"  Henkel  and  her  husband  Valentine  Geiger  are 
buried  at  the  New  Hanover  Lutheran  Church.  We  have 
not  yet  found  their  graves. 

Of  Gerhart,  the  oldest  son,  we  know  very  little,  and  he  is 
the  onlv  son  we  cannot  trace  to  the  end.      We  know  that  he 
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lived  several  miles  west  of  New  Hanover  in  Colebrookdale, 
now  in  Berks  County.  That  county  was  formed  in  1752, 
and  there  ought  to  be  land  or  mortuary  records  at  Reading 
after  that  date,  or  at  Philadelphia  before.  Our  researches, 
however,  have  been  in  vain  except  as  to  the  following  from 
other  sources :  His  name  appears  with  that  of  his  father  on 
a  petition  for  a  road  in  1723.  In  172S,  both  he  and  his 
father  signed  a  petition  for  protection  from  marauding 
Indians.  It  was  from  this  latter  that  his  autograph  was 
secured  and  published  and  which  was  supposed  to  be  his 
father's.  On  December  10,  1733,  "Gerhart  Henckel  and 
wife "  stood  sponsors  at  a  christening  in  Oley  which  was 
some  miles  west  of  their  home.  l  In  the  ledger  of  Thomas 
Potts,  who  had  a  store  in  this  region,  are  most  interesting 
accounts  of  dealings  with  Anthony,  jr.,  and  Gerhart  Henkel. 
The  accounts  run  from  1733  to  1736,  and  what  is  peculiar 
in  business,  each  of  the  brothers  signed  the  account  against 
them  as  being  correct.  This  ledger  is  in  the  possession  of 
-Governor  Pennypacker  who  had  the  Henkel  accounts  copied 
and  kindly  sent  to  us  for  "  The  Henkel  Memorial.''  We 
hope  to  publish  the  accounts  in  a  future  issue. 

In  this  connection  we  will  give  what  we  know  of  Ger- 
hart's  family.  The  Virginia  lists  credit  him  with  the  fol- 
lowing children :  (1)  George;  (2)  John;  (3)  Elizabeth,  who 
married  a  Shultz ;  (4)  Susanna ,  who  married  a  Leison  ; 
(5)  Mary,  who  married  a  Yunt. 

Of  the  sons  we  know  nothing  definite.  We  found  a 
''George  Hengel "  hauling  iron  from  the  Colebrookdale 
furnace  in  1744,  and  since  George  the  son  of  the  Parson  was 
then  already  in  Maryland  it  is  evident  that  he  was  the  son 
of  Gerhart.  There  are  two  John  Hinkles  buried  close  to- 
gether at  Sjt.  Michael's,  Germantown,  evidently  father  and 
son.  The  elder  died  1S13,  aged  67  years;  the  younger 
died  in  1806,  aged  46  years.      The   reader  will   see   that   the

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elder  was  born  in  1746,  and  may  have  been  the  son  of  Ger- 
hart,  but  we  doubt  it,,  as  he  seems  too  young.  There  was  a 
John  Hinkle  lived  and  died  in  Lancaster  County  who  fits  in 
much  better.  We  have  tried  hard  to  connect  this  latter 
family  with  us  but  without  success  so  far. 

Of  the  daughters  we  only  have  the  following1  :  Mary  Mar- 
garet Henkel  was  married  to  John  George  Yunt,  September 
to,  1745.  Maria  Elizabeth  Henkel  married  John  Theobald 
Shultz,  April  6,  1747.  Susanna  Margaret  Henkel  married 
Henry  Midler,  November  19,  1752.  Here  in  our  opinion 
\vc  have  the  marriages  of  the  three  daughters  of  Gerhart 
Ilenkel,  certainly  the  two  first.  The  Virginia  lists  say  that 
Susanna  married  a  Leison.  He  may  have  been  a  second 
husband. 

Rev.  J.  Casper  Stoever's  Records  give  us  the  following  : 
On  August  10,  1734,  he  had  a  christening  in  Colebrookdale 
at  which  time  Anna  Catharine  Henckel  stood  sponsor.  On 
August  25,  1737,  he  had  another  christening  in  the  same 
locality  when  Anna  Maria  Yunt  and  Anna  Catharine  Henckel 
were  sponsors.  When  we  first  found  this  we  supposed  the 
first  named  to  have  been  the  daughter  of  the  Parson  and  the 
latter  her  niece.  Later  discoveries  disprove  this  as  Catharine 
the  Parson's  youngest  daughter  was  then  already  married  to 
Peter  Apple  and  had  a  son  born  in  1734.  As  to  the  latter 
the  marriage  records  .quoted  show  differently.  Who  then 
were  these  women?  We  think  we  have  it.  Anna  Catharine 
was  the  wife  of  Gerhart  Henkel  and  Anna  Maria  Yunt  was 
the  wife  of  John  George  Yunt,  sr.,  whose  son  in  1745  mar- 
ried HenkePs  daughter. 

We  are  pretty  sure  that  the  Yunt  family  in  the  South,  and 
with  which  the  Henkels  intermarried,  is  of  this  old  stock. 
John  George  Yunt  has  accounts  in  the  Potts  ledger  in  con- 
nection with  Gerhart  Henkel,  all  of  which  indicates  a  close 
connection  of  the  families  in  1735.

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George  RudotpJms,  the  second  son  of  the  Parson,  with  his 
wife  Mary,  removed  prior  to  1738  to  the  "  Monocacy  settle- 
ment," in  (now)  Frederick  County,  Maryland,  where  Rev. 
Stoever1  baptized  his  children  in  1738  and  1740.  He  died 
in  Virginia  in  17S7.  Will  on  file  at  Winchester.  Of  him, 
later. 

John  Justus,  third  son  of  the  Parson,  with  his  wife 
Chrisieua,  and  family,  at  an  early  day  removed  to  Rowan 
County,  in  North  Carolina.  In  1760,  he  left  North  Carolina, 
and  after  several  removals,  finally  located  in  Pendleton 
County,  Virginia,  where  he  died  at  a  very. advanced  age  in 
1794,  leaving  a  large  family,  which  has  now7  grown  to  a 
great  posterity.      Of  him  later. 

Anthony  Jacob,  youngest  son  of  the  Parson,  after  disrx>sing 
of  the  old  home  at  New  Hanover  in  1739,  purchased  a  farm 
on  the  Germantown  road  at  what  is  now  Mt.  Airy,  about  a 
mile  west  of  Germantown.  Here  he  died  1751,  and  was 
buried  in  St.  Michael's  Lutheran  graveyard. 

Of  Maria  Elisabeth,  daughter  of  the  Parson,  who  married 
Elias  Kuhn,  we  know  nothing  at  present. 

Maria  Catharine,  youngest  daughter  of  the  Parson,  as 
said,  married  Peter  Apple,  and  prior  to  1742  they  removed 
to  the  l<  Monocacy  settlement  "  in  "Maryland,  whither  her 
brother  George  Henkel  had  also  gone. 

It  will  be  noted  that  we  have  recovered  five  of  the  seven 
children  of  the  Parson,  and  of  these  five  we  are  able  to  give 
more  definite  information  in  future  issues. 

For  Maria  Elisabeth  Kuhn,  named  after  her  mother,  we 
have  never  made  a  systematic  search.  There  were  several 
families  of  this  name  very  prominent  in  colonial  days,  and 
when  once  we  have  the  time  to  search  the  records,  we  hope 
to  meet  with  success.  Meanwhile  suggestions  or  informa- 
tion is  in  order. 

In  future  issues  we  will  consider  these  various  branches 
in  detail  as  information  accumulates.

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TOMBSTONE  OF  ANTHONY  JACOB  HENKEL,  Jr. 

YOUNGEST   SON    OF   THE    EXILE,    REV.    ANTHONY   JACOB    HENKEL 
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THE  EXILE'S  GRAVE. 

In  our  prospectus  we  mentioned  our  opinion  that  we  had 
found  the  grave  of  our  ancestor  Henkel.  That  opinion  is 
founded  on  the  following  facts.  The  unknown  relative  on 
whose  statements  to  Dr.  Solomon  Henkel  and  his  brother 
Rev.  Ambrose,  our  primal  knowledge  of  the  Exile  rests, 
stated  that  he  was  buried  at  Chestnut  Hill  which  is  several 
miles  west  of  Germantown.  In  Rev.  Paul  HenkePs  journal 
in  a  note  which  we  think  was  made  long  before  his  sons  met 
the  aforesaid  lady,  he  expressly  says  the  immigrant,  who 
was  his  great  grandfather,  was  buried  at  Chestnut  Hill.  It 
is  therefore  clear  that  he  was  not  buried  at  his  home  in  New 
Hanover  about  twenty-five  miles  from  where  he  fell  from  his 
horse,  sustaining  injuries  from  which  he  died.  When  the 
widow,  Maria  Elisabeth,  died  sixteen  years  later  (1744,) 
she  was  buried  in  St.  Michael's  Lutheran  graveyard  which 
was  situated  nearly  a  mile  west  of  Germantown  proper  in  a 
suburb  called  "Summerhausen,"  but  called  in  Anthony 
(Jr.'s)  will  "Cettelhousen."  That  the  mother  and  son  An- 
thony were  buried  in  a  private  or  reserved  plot  is  proved  from 
the  latter's  will  wherein  he  directs  to  be  buried  in  his  own 
"sepulture"  ;  consequently  mother  and  son  and  other  de- 
scendants are  all  buried  on  this  lot,  and  yet  there  is  vacant 
space,  which  further  shows  its  privacy  in  a  graveyard  where 
almost  every  available  space  is  occupied. 

During  a  recent  visit  to  the  graves  in  company  with  the 
pastor  of  St.  Michael's,  Dr.  Zeigenfuss,  the  editor  observed 
that  the  footstone  of  our  ancestress  was  broken  in  pieces. 
Putting  the  pieces  together  he  had  the  entire  stone  and  found 
it  unusually  large  for  a  footstone.  Moreover  it  had  been 
shaped  like  the  headstone,  (which  see  in  the  cut,)  and  this 
was  unusual  ;  then  also  one  side  was  smoothed  and  two  letters 
deeply  cut  thereon  "A.  H." — the  initials  of  the  Exile,  now 
let  the  reader  again  glance  at  the  headstone  of  the  wife  and 
he  will  see  cut  in  the  top  the  same  initials.      This  in  our  opin- 
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ion  stands  for  "Anthony  Henkel"  the  pioneer,  and  the  wife 
was  placed  in  tJie  same  grave  with  her  husband,  which  was  a 
common  occurrence  at  that  day.  When  the  idea  of  a  double 
grave  dawned  upon  ns  we  also  noted  the  unusual  length  of 
the  grave  from  the  headstone  shown  in  the  cut  and  the  broken 
footstone,  which  upon  measurement  was  found  to  be  90 
inches  or  7*2  feet.  Will  any  of  our  readers  for  a  moment 
believe  that  our  immigrant  mother  was  as  tall  as  that  ? 

The  inference  is  plain  that  this  is  a  double  grave,  and  that 
the  headstone  of  the  Exile  marked  with  his  initials  became 
the  footstone  of  the  common  grave  after  his  companion 
shared  his  place  of  repose. 

We  have  resolved  that  a  test  must  be  made  to  determine 
this  matter.  A  few  hours'  work  with  pick  and  shovel  and 
we  shall  know  whether  our  inferences  are  correct. 

Many  people  whose  judgment  in  such  matters  is  worthy 
of  the  highest  respect  share  in  our  opinion.  Whether  right 
or  wrong,  the  readers  of  The  Henkel  Memorial  will  know 
in  the  next  issue. 


THE  HEXKELS  PROMINENT  IN  THE 
REFORMATION. 

From  the  lost  diary  of  the  Exile  and  the  statement  of  his 
granddaughter  to  Dr.  Solomon  and  Ambrose  Henkel,  of  New 
Market,  Virginia,  the  Exile  was  a  descendant  of  Johann  Hen- 
kel, Chaplain  to  Queen  Marie  of  Hungary.  This  interesting 
and  important  fact  gave  us  a  clew  for  the  further  develop- 
ment of  our  family  history. 

Who  was  Dr.  Johann  Henkel  ?  He  turns  out  to  have  been 
one  of  the  great  men  of  the  Reformation  !  The  historically 
inclined  will  find  that  immediately  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Reformation  (1517),  it  was  introduced  into  Hungary,  many 
sections  and  cities  of  which  were  German. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Reformation  the  King  of  Hungary, 
Louis  II.  (b.  1506,  d.  1526),  was  but  a  youth,  and  the  tool 
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of  unscrupulous  ecclesiastics  and  politicians.  His  wife  Marie, 
who  was  older,  was  a  strong-minded,  pious,  and  intelligent 
woman.  Marie  was  crowned  in  1522.  She  corresponded 
with  Luther,  and  was  in  favor  of  the  Reformation. 

Becoming  disgusted  with  the  corruptions  of  the  Romish 
clergy  she  desired  of  Luther  that  some  one  of  the  Evangelical 
faith  be  sent  as  her  Chaplain  or  Court  preacher.  Luther 
n  commended  Dr.  JohannHenkel  of  Leutschau,  "  thefriendof 
Erasmus  " — a  man  of  great  learning  and  piety.  Pie  was 
accordingly  the  first  Protestant  Court  preacher  of  the  kingdom. 

Dark  days  were  in  store  for  Hungary.  The  Turks  who 
had  often  unsuccessfully  invaded  Europe  now  saw7  their 
opportunity  in  the  youth  and  weakness  of  Ludwig  II.  and 
the  distracted  state  of  his  kingdom  to  invade  his  domain 
with  a  powerful  army.  His  friendly  European  neighbors 
had  not  time  to  come  to  his  rescue,  and  so  it  happened  that 
the  young  king  with  a  poorly  equipped  force  of  25,000  men 
met  the  Turks  under  the  famous  Solyman  at  the  head  of 
200,000  men,  August  29,  1526,  at  Mohacs. 

The  issue  of  battle  wTas  the  most  disastrous  in  the  history 
of  Hungary.  The  king,  seven  bishops,  nearly  all  his  gener- 
als, and  22,000  of  his  men  wrere  killed  or  wounded. 

European  nations  came  to  the  rescue,  but  on  that  fateful 
oay  Hungary  virtually  lost  her  independence,  as  she  has  been 
a  ward  of  Germany  or  part  of  Austria  ever  since.  While 
these  national  disasters  checked  the  spread  of  Protestantism, 
Queen  Marie  remained  steadfast  to  the  faith  through  all  her 
adversities,  thanks  to  the  devoted  pastor,  John  Cordains,  and 
her  Chaplain,  Dr.  John  HenkeL 

DR.  JOHN  HENKEL. 
In  Craig's  History  of   the  Protestant  Church  in  Hungary, 
is  this  reference  to  Henkel  :J    il  The  same  spirit  animated 
the  pastor,  John  Cordatus,  and  the  Chaplain  of  Queen  Mary, 


J.  Vide. 
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John  Henkel.  This  latter  was  the  friend  of  Erasmus  ;  and 
having  explained  to  the  Queen  the  true  nature  and  aim  of 
Luther's  work,  he  gained  her  over  to  the  side  of  the  Reforma- 
tion. The  Chaplain  was  so  highly  esteemed  by  the  Queen 
that  she  would  on  no  .account  part  with  him.  In  1530,  she 
and  her  chaplain  went  to  the  Diet  at  Augsburg,  and  when 
all  others  were,  by  the  order  of  Charles,  (Emperor  Charles  V., ) 
prevented  from  preaching,  Henkel  still  continued  to  proclaim 
the  Word  of  God  at  the  Court  of  Mary." 

BOOK  OF  CONCORD. 

The  reader  of  church  history  will  learn  that  already  in 
Luther's  time  there  were  divergent  views  held  among  the 
Lutherans  themselves  concerning  their  doctrines.  Accord- 
ingly a  concerted  effort  was  made  to  harmonize  these  ele- 
ments by  adopting  certain  forms  and  symbols,  called  the 
"  Book  of  Concord."  In  adopting  this  all  loyal  Lutheran 
clergymen  were  expected  to  subscribe.  The  names  of  the 
subscribers  are  given  for  the  entire  German  Realm  in  the 
first  issue  of  the  Book  of  Concord.  That  which  we  consulted, 
seems  to  be  the  first  edition,  dated  A.  D.  15S0,  and  has  the 
names  of  8,334  ministers,  51  sovereigns,  notables,  and  city 
councils. 

We  went  over  these  lists  carefully  and  found  the  follow- 
ing Henkel  names,  some  in  Latinized  form  :  Christopher 
Heinckclius,  of  Delitsch,  Saxony  ;  Franciscns  Henkel,  of 
Neustadt,  Brandenburg;  Justus  Henkelius,  of  Saladlum. 

The  reader  is  requested  to  note  the  name  Justus,  which 
was  also  the  name  of  one  of  the  sons  of  the  Immigrant. 
There  is  room  for  inference. 


THE  HENKEL  NOBILITY. 

The  unknown  granddaughter  of  the  Exile,  (already  quot- 
ed,) also  stated  to  Dr.  Solomon  and  Ambrose  Henkel,  of 
New  Market,  Virginia,  that  her  grandfather  was  connected 
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with  the  Henkel  Nobility  of  Germany.  Prof.  Mann  says  in 
his  annotations  in  the  Halle  Reports,*  that  it  was  the 
I'odtzig  branch  of  the  family,  and  that  he,  the  Exile,  was 
the  immediate  relative  of  Count  Henkel,  the  benefactor  of 
the  Halle  Institute,  and  through  whose  help  Rev.  H.  M. 
Muhlenberg  was  sent  to  this  country  in  1742  ;  and  further- 
mofe  states  that  Muhlenberg  was  a  blood  relative  of  the 
\  [cnkels. 

The  sevnt  of  "blue  blood"  in  our  veins  led  us  to  seek  out 
its  source.  In  the  Pennsylvania  State  Library  we  found  an 
oM  German  book2  on  the  Nobility  of  uThe  Holy  Roman 
Empire"  in  which  the  Henkels  are  exploited.  There  are 
two  branches  of  the  family  which  is  very  ancient.  The 
Counts  Henkel  von  Dounersmark  were  raised  by  the  present 
German  Kaiser  Wilhelm  to  the  rank  of  Princes  of  the  Ger- 
man Empire  in  1895.  The  Poeltzig  branch  from  which  we 
are  supposed  to  come  is  not  quite  so  high. 

Through  a  mutual  friend  we  were  induced  some  years  ago 
to  write  to  Dr.  Ebrard,  the  Archivist  of  the  city  of  Frank- 
furt, Germany; and  who  is  one  of  the  greatest  living  author- 
ities,.and  desired  him  to  ascertain  the  antecedents  of  our  im- 
migrant ancestor  whom  we  then  all  erroneously  called  liGer- 
harf\  This  not  being  the  name  of  the  Exile  Dr.  Ebrard 
failed  to  find  him.  Nevertheless  in  his  researches  he  made 
an  important  discovery.     We  will  here  give  his  letter  in  full. 

"Frankfurt  a.  M.,  11  July,  1903.  t 
Schr  geehrter  Herr :  Zu  ineinem  Dedaucr?i  Jindet  sieli  zeeder  in 
aer  Stadt-bibliothek,  noch  in  Stadtarchiv  irgend  eine  Spur  uber  Ger- 
hard Henkel  oder  uber  die  Grafen  von  Henkel  von  Poeltzig. 

Ich  habe  nur  gefunden  das  Konrad  Henkel  vim  Dotmerstnark 
I525'I54?  Feld-Oberst  Koyiig  Eudwig  II.  von  ungarn  war  und 
st  in  So/in  Johann  am  Hof  der  Konigen  Maria  lebte."

This  translated  reads  : 

"Frankfurt  a.  in.  (on  the  Main,)  July  n,  1905. 

Very  honored  sir:  To  my  regret  we  find,  neither  in  the 
City  Library,  nor  in  the  City  Archives  a  trace  concerning 
Gerhart  Henkel  or  the  Counts  von  Henkel  von  Poeltzig.  I 
only  found  that  Konrad  Henkel  von  Donnersmark  1525- 
1540,  Field  Marshal  to  King  Ludwig  II.  of  Hungary  was, 
and  his  son  Johann  at  the  court  of  Queen  Maria  lived." 

This  letter  contains  the  very  important  fact  that  if  it  is 
true  that  our  immigrant  ancestor  descended  from  Dr.  Johann 
Henkel  of  the  Reformation,  we  come  not  from  the  lower 
(Poeltzig)  branch,  but  the  Z//^-/^/ (Donnersmark)  branch  of 
the  Henkel  Nobility.  It  is  clear  that  Dr.  Johann  Henkel  was 
a  son  of  Count  Conrad  Henkel  von  Donnersmark  one  of  the 
commanders  of  King  Ludwig's  army. 

This  opens  a  wide  field  of  interest,  and  some  day  we  may 
reproduce  in  our  Henkel  Memorial,  the  semi-royal  arms 
the  American  Henkels  are  entitled  to  wear  if  there  is  no  mis- 
take. 

The  letter  of  Prof.  Ebrard  makes  it  probable  that  Count 
Conrad  Henkel  participated  in  the  battle  of  Mohacs  where 
his  Sovereign  was  killed,  and  from  the  dates  of  his  service 
given,  f  1.535-1540,)  it  is  clear  that  he  survived  the  disaster 
at  Mohacs  (1526).  We  have  not  had  opportunity  to  pursue 
our  researches  further  into  the  personal  history  of  this  con- 
spicuous ancestor. 

HENKEL  COAT  OF  ARMS. 

Some  of  our  people  are  anxious  to  secure  a  print  of  the 
Henkel  "Coat  of  Arms."  Before  the  receipt  of  Dr.  Ebrard's 
letter  we  had  made  inquiry  of  a  professional  in  Heraldry  in 
London  who  offered  to  make  a  cut  of  the  arms  of  the  Poeltzig 
branch  for  u6o  shillings"  which  would  be  three  pounds,  or 
fifteen  dollars  in  American  money. 

Since  then  the   letter  of   Dr.  Ebrard  makes  it  clear  that  if 
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our  ancestor  Anthony  Jacob  descended  from  Dr.  JoJiann  of 
the  Reformation,  and  he  was  a  son  of  Count  Conrad  of  the 
Dennersmark  branch,  our  insignia  of  nobility  is  higher  than 
we  first  thought.  Our  interest  in  the  matter  is  revived  by 
the  birth  of  The  Henke I  Memorial. 


VALENTINE  GEIGER. 

Valentine  Geiger,  son-in-law  of  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Hen- 
ke!, was  born  in  Germany  in  1685,  and  died  in  New  Hanover 
township,  now  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  De- 
cember, 1762.  He  had  a  good  education,  and  wrote  a  neat 
and  cultured  hand. 

Upon  his  arrival  in  America  with  his  father-in-law,  in 
1 717,  he  located  on  a  tract  of  250  acres  which  he  purchased 
of  John  Henry  Sprogel,  agent  of  the  Frankfurt  Land  Com- 
pany, in  April,  1718,  at  20  pounds  per  hundred,  or  one  dol- 
lar an  acre. 

On  this  plantation  he  lived  upwards  of  forty-five  years. 
He  was  a  man  of  considerable  prominence,  an  elder  in  the 
New  Hanover  Church,  and  in  fact  according  to  the  Patriarch 
Muhlenberg,  he  was  the  first  Elder  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  the  New  World. 

When  Geiger  died,  Muhlenberg  came  all  the  way  from 
Philadelphia  to  conduct  the  obsequies,  and  furnished  a  fine 
obituary  for  the  Halle  authorities1  which  we  hope  to  give 
in  a  future  issue. 

In  the  year  1747  he  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  his  house 
by  fire,  which  also  destroyed  his  title  papers  to  his  planta- 
tion. In  order  to  protect  his  property  he  appeared  before 
Justice  John  Potts  on  March  16,  1747,  and  made  oath  to  the 
facts  of  his  purchase,  &c,  which  was  confirmed  by  papers 
and  receipts  still  held  by  the  family  of  Sprogel,  who  had

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long  since  died.     It  is  to  the  recital  of  these  facts1  that  we 
owe  our  knowledge  of  some  of  his  affairs. 

Valentine  Geiger  was  the  father  of  fourteen  children,  ten 
of  whom  survived  him.  Johanna  Fredrika  Henkel,  daughter 
of  the  Exile,  and  wife  of  Valentine  Geiger,  was  not  the 
mother  of  all  his  children,  as  she  had  died  prior  to  Muhlen- 
berg's arrival  in  America,  (1742,)  as  he  states  in  Geiger's 
obituary,  and  Geiger  was  then  again  married  to  Mary  Eliza- 
beth (parentage  unknown).  We  have  knowledge  of  the 
following  children  of  Valentine  Geiger  : 

(1)  Anthony,  born  February  8,  171 7,  in  Germany  ;  married 
in  1746,  at  New  Hanover,  and  died  April  11,  1753.  He  re- 
sided in  Douglass  township,  (now  Berks  County,)  at  the  time 
of  his  death. 

(2)  Christopher,  born ;  died  1805  in  Robeson  town- 
ship, Berks  County.  He  was  the  executor  of  his  brother 
Anthony's  will,  and  according  to  the  New  Hanover  Church 
record,  married  Barbara,  the  widow  of  Anthony,  only  a  few 
weeks  after  her  husband's  death,  and  in  one  year  thereafter 
(April  26,  1754,)  they  had  a  son  Anthony — and  many  other 
children,  according  to  his  will. 

(3)  Mary Margar eta,  born  1721;  married  1747,  John  Sta- 
pleton,  son  of  Robert,  of  Oley,  Berks  County,  and  died  1794. 

(4)  Valentine,  Jr.,  born  ;   married   in    May,    1747, 

Sarah  Vetatoo,   a    widow,   by  whom  he  had    five   children, 

Jacob,  born  1748  ;  Mary  Elizabeth,  born  1750  ;  John  Anthony, 
born  1753;  John  Valentine,  born  1755  ;  Sarah,  born  1758. 
Sarah,  the  wife  of  Valentine  Geiger,  Jr.,  died  January  17, 
1764.  By  her  former  husband  she  had  children — James  and 
Sarah  Vetatoo.  This  latter  name  disappears  from  Pennsyl- 
vania prior  to  the  Revolution  and  reappears  in  North 
Carolina. 

(5)  Anna  Barbara,  confirmed  at  New   Hanover  Church,

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April  21,  1754;  married  November  4,  1755,  at  Germantown, 
t<>  George  Kast,  a  widower. 

(6)  Jo1in\  born  about  1742;  confirmed  May  14,  1758,  at 
the  age  of  sixteen  ;   married  Elizabeth ? 

(y<)  John   IE 77 ry:9  born    March    28,    1744;   confirmed   May 

(.8)  Ihnjamiii,  born  March  8,  1748;  married  Elisabeth 
—  ?     First  child  Benjamin,  born  February  1,  1777. 

(9)  Jiuoby  born  about  1749;  confirmed  June  17,  1764; 
aged  fifteen. 

Thus  we  have  accounted  for  nine  of  the  ten  children  whom 
Muhlenberg  says  survived  their  father  Valentine  Geiger,  Sr. 
The  Geigers  are  a  robust  and  stalwart  race  of  people.  Not 
many  of  them  have  achieved  prominence  in  public  life. 
They  rather  belong  to  the  hard  working,  thrifty  yeomanry, 
the  bone  and  sinew  of  the  American  nation.  The  descend- 
ants of  Valentine  Geiger  turned  out  numerously  and  did 
great  service  in  the  Revolution. 

In  a  future  number  we  hope  to  give  more  in  detail  im- 
portant facts  concerning  Valentine  Geiger  and  his  posterity. 
In  this  issue  we  will  content  ourselves  with  giving  our  de- 
scent from  the  Exile,  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel,  through  Geiger, 
so  that  those  closely  related  to  the  Editor  may  trace  their 
pedigree  by  his. 

March  10,  1747,  John  Stapleton,  son  of  Robert,  the 
immigrant,  married  Maria  Margareta,  daughter  of  Valen- 
tine  and  Johanna  Fredrika  Henkel  Geiger.  They  had  but 
one  son,  John,  born  September  29,  1751.  He  was  a  first 
lieutenant  in  the  Revolution.  He  died  May  17,  1820.  John 
Stapleton,  Jr.,  had  only  one  son  who  ever  married;  this  was 
William,  born  November  12,  1782;  and  died  March  17,  1S49. 
The  oldest  child  of  William  Stapleton,  Sr.,  was  his  son 
IVi//iamr _/>.,  born  March  21,  1815  ;  and  died  March  10,  1899. 
One  of  his  sons  is  the  Editor. 

A  number  of  prominent  men  have  descended  from  v'Freka,, 
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Henkel  Geiger.  Several  noted  authors  and  one  law  judge 
in  the  west,  and  we  hope  they  may  yet  join  the  ranks  of 
their  Henkel  kin  so  we  can  make  them  known. 


GEORGE  1UJD0LPHUS  IIIXKLE  OF 
MARYLAND. 

George  Rudolphus  was  the  second  son  and  third  child  of 
Rev.  Anthony  Henkle,  and  was  born  about  1700,  and  died 
in  Frederick  County,  Virginia,  in  1788.  By  referring  to  the 
final  disposal  of  his  father's  land,  it  will  be  seen  that  George 
obtained  150  acres  of  the  homestead  which  was  not  in  accord- 
ance with  his  father's  will. 

Whatever  the  causes  of  the  change,  the  records  show  that 
George  obtained  a  patent  for  this  land  in  1734.  *  In  1737  he 
disposed  of  his  property  and  removed  to  the  Monocacy  Set- 
tlement in  Frederick  County,  Maryland.  His  home  planta- 
tion was  on  Israel's  Creek  about  ten  miles  north  of  Frederick. 
The  county  records  show  that  he  was  a  man  of  affairs  and  at 
various  times  bought  land. 

In  1768  he  conveyed  his  homestead  on  Israel's  Creek  con- 
ditionally, to  his  son  Jacob,  his  wife  Mary  renouncing  her 
rights.  We  think  that  at  this  time  he  removed  to  Virginia, 
as  there  is  no  further  trace  of  him  in  Maryland.  His  Virginia 
locality  we  have  not  yet  found,  but  there  is  a  Henkle  settle- 
ment between  Harper's  Ferry  and  Charles  Town  in  Jefferson 
County  that  goes  back  to  colonial  days,  which  we  think* 
came  from  his  son  Henry.  This  latter  name  we  never  found 
in  the  Maryland  records.  This  region  formerly  was  in 
Frederick  County,  Virginia,  and  hence  the  will  of  George  is 
on  record  in  Winchester. 

George 'Hinkle  and  wife  Mary  were  members  of  the  Lu- 
theran church  at  Creagerstown  which  has  the  distinction  of 
being  the  oldest  Lutheran  congregation  in  Maryland. 


I,  Penn.  Arch  ,  Series  III.,  Vol.  XXIV 
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Rev.  John  Casper  Stoever,  the  pioneer  preacher,  baptized 
some  of  their  children,  and  from  those  records  we  obtained 
the  birth  dates  of  their  children.  The  family  of  George 
Hinkle  were  the  following  known  children,  but  there  may 
have  been  more  : 

( i )  George,  Jr.,  born  1734.  In  1784  he  removed  to 
Allegheny  County,  Maryland,  where  he  was  a  pioneer  and 
built  Hinkle's  fort  as  a  protection  for  the  neighborhood. 
He  has  a  great  and  honored  posterity. 

(2)  John  Baltzer,  born  December  25,  1737,  and  died  in 
Frederick  County,  Maryland,  February  4,  1804.  He  was  a 
man  of  means  as  he  subscribed  to  the  Revolutionary  fund. 

(3)  Philip  Christopher  was  born  May  7,  1740.  He  was  a 
soldier  in  the  Revolution  as  elsewhere  noted.  At  the  close 
of  the  war  he  removed  to  Rowan  County,  North  Carolina, 
and  located  among  his  cousins. 

(4)  Jacob,  who  lived  and  died  on  the  old  Maryland  home- 
stead. 

(5)  Margaret,  who  married  a  Smith.  Some  descendants 
in  Frederick,  Maryland. 

(6)  Henry,  mentioned  in  his  father's  will. 

(7)  Note  in  the  will  the  word  sisters,  showing  that  Mrs. 
Smith  was  not  the  only  daughter. 

The  Will  of  George  Hinkle.    (Filed  at  Winchester,  Va.) 

H  THIS  I  DO  CERTIFY  and  give  from  under  my  hand 
as  my  last  will  and  testament  and  my  dying  words.  I  leave' 
to  my  wife  Mary  my  bed  and  bed  clothes,  cows,  sheep  and 
hogs,  and  household  goods  and  the  half  lot  that  I  live  on  to 
my  wife  Mary  as  long  as  she  lives,  and  the  stuff  that  is  in 
the  house  to  my  wife  Mary,  a  horse  and  mare,  and  I  leave  to 
my  wife  Mary  the  third  part  of  the  land  that  is  in  Maryland 
that  my  son  Jacob  has  in  hands  ;  and  further  after  my  wife 
Mary's  death  the  half  lot  comes  to  my  son  Henry,  and  he  is 
to  pay  as  much  to  his  brothers  and  sisters  as  I  paid  for  Che 
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half  lot  and  is  to  equally  divide  among  his  brothers  and  sis- 
ters, and  further  I  leave  my  wife  Mary  for  executor. 

As  witness  my  hand  and  seal  this  first  day  of  February,  anno 
doinini,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-six  (^i  7S6)  . ' '

From  the  will  it  is  easy  to  see  that  the  testator  was  ill  and 
thought  himself  dying  when  he  made  it.  Although  it  stood 
in  law,  it  does  not  follow  the  legal  form,  and  may  have  been 
dictated.  He  was  then  very  old  and  feeble  which  accounts 
for  the  peculiar  wording.  His  wishes,  however,  are  clearly 
expressed.  As  wills  are  usually  probated  soon  after  the 
death  of  the  testator,  it  will  be  seen  that  he  lived  over  two 
years  after  making  it.  „ 

MARIA  CATHARINE  HEXKLE  APPLE. 

Mrs.  Apple  was  the  youngest  child  of  our  Exile  ancestor. 
In  the  old  Pennsylvania  home  she  married  Peter  Apple  who 
came  from  Germany  in  1733.  They  quite  early  removed  to 
the  Monocacy  Settlement  in  Maryland — not  far  from  her 
brother  George  Hinkle. 

The  Apples  were  well  to  do  and  good  church  people. 
Apple's  church  near  Thurmout,  Maryland,  perpetuates  the 
family  name  where  they  lived  and  died.  Peter  Apple  died 
in  1775,  leaving  to  his  wife  Catharine  his  plantation  and 
choice  of  houses,  and  a  large  amount  of  household  goods. 
To  his  granddaughter  he  left  100  pounds  and  a  copper  kettle. 
He  mentions  four  daughters,  all  married,  as  follows  :  Eva 
House,  Charlotte  Meyer,  Mary  Matthias  and  Magdalene  By- 
erly.  In  Rev.  Stoever's  records  a  daughter  Roscna,  born  May 
9,  1742,  is  recorded.  We  found  no  other  record  of  the  son. 
There  were  thus  at  least  six  children.  We  never  met  any 
descendants.      Mrs.  Apple  died  in  1785.

THE  UNKNOWN  GRANDDAUGHTER. 

Reference  is  made  in  this  issue  to  a  granddaughter  of  the 
Parson  and  who  imparted  so  much  primary  information  con- 
cerning our  immigrant  ancestor  to  Ambrose  Henkel,  of  New- 
Market,  Virginia.  Her  name  unfortunately  was  not  pre- 
served. For  years  we  have  pondered  over  the  probable 
identity  of  this  woman  with  a  view  of  recovering  the  Exile's 
diary  which  was  in  her  possession.  The  late  Rev.  D.  M. 
Henkel,  D.  D.,  one  of  the  compilers  of  the  Virginia  pedigree 
lists,  told  us  that  this  woman  was  living  as  late  as  1815. 

Dr.  A.  D.  Henkel,  of  Winchester,  Virginia,  who  has  a 
great  many  letters  of  the  old  Virginia  fathers  in  his  posses- 
sion, recently  unearthed  two  which  throw  light  on  this  sub- 
ject, and  at  the  same  time  present  a  tangled  thread  difficult 
to  unravel.  One  letter  by  Ambrose  Henkel  (to  whom  the 
1 'granddaughter' '  imparted  the  information,  and  gave  the 
silver  spoon  dated  1685,)  was  written  to  Margaret  Grove \ 
of  Philadelphia.  In  this  letter  he  calls  her  u respected  aunt" 
and  refers  to  his  recent  visit  to  Philadelphia,  &c.  The  let- 
ter indicates  kinship  and  cordial  relations,  but  bears  no  date, 
and  seemingly  was  never  sent,  or  is  a  copy. 

The  second  letter  is  dated  Philadelphia,  February  22, 
181 1,  and  was  written  by  Margaret  Grove  to  Rev.  Paul 
Henkel,  father  of  Ambrose,  in  which  she  refers  to  the  re- 
cent visit  of  his  son  Ambrose,  and  says,  "he  is  a  fine  young 
man."  She  says  "my  health  is  as  good  as  I  can  reasonably 
expect/'  leaving  the  inference  that  she  was  old,  &c.  The 
reader  will  see  a  connection  somewhere  in  the  following 
facts.  This  woman  was  a  relative,  Ambrose  calls  her  '  "aunt. ' ' 
Now  line  these  letters  up  against  the  following  known 
facts : 

1.  The  wife  of  Anthony  Henkel,  Jr.,  of  Germautown,  was 
named  Margaret,  and  was  the  mother  of  his  children. 

2.  After  his  death  in  1751,  (see  estate  records.;  she 
married  Martin  Groj]\  which  name  was  anglicised  to  Grove, 
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so  that  her  name  appears  as  Grqffi "and  Grove  in  the  settle- 
ment of  the  estate.  The  above  facts  are  established  by  the 
court  records  in  this  number. 

3.  Joint  Hinkle,  (born  1733,  died  1S16,)  oldest  child  of 
Anthony  Henkel  and  his  wife  Margaret,  afterwards  Mrs. 
"Grove,"  removed  to  York  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  colo- 
nial days,  where  his  descendants  still  reside.  This  York 
County  branch  have  a  record  that  John  Hinkle's  father  was 
Anthony,  and  his  wife  was  Margaret,  who  married  a  Groff 
(Grove)  after  her  husband's  death,  and  that  she  lived  to  be 
one  hundred  years  o/d.  Her  son  John  was  born  April  30, 
1733,  and  the  reader  can  readily  see  that  the  Margaret  Grove 
the  "respected  aunt"  to  whom  Ambrose  wrote  and  who 
wrote  to  Paul  in  181 1,  could  easily  have  been  the  widow  of 
Anthony,  son  of  the  Exile.  Moreover,  she  was  mistress  of 
the  house  in  which  Maria  Elisabeth,  widow  of  the  Exile, 
died  in  1744.  Her  husband  followed  his  mother  in  1751, 
and  she  (the  widow)  was  his  successor,  and  had  her  own 
way  upon  the  premises  for  many  years  as  will  be  seen  in  the 
proceedings  for  partition,  &c.  It  may  be  said  that  she  was 
not  a  ^rtf/z^d  a  lighter,  but  a  daughter-in-law  of  the  Parson. 
That  doesn't  worry  us.  In  a  hundred  years  things  often 
"get  mixed."  Think  of  how  our  fathers  "got  mixed"  on 
the  Parson's  name// 

Mrs.  Margaret  Grove  had  one  daughter  by  her  first  hus- 
band, ivnthony  Henkel.  This  was  Barbara,  who  prior  to 
September,  1753,  an<^  before  she  was  of  age,  married  John 
Conrad,  of  Germantown.  Her  husband  had  a  fulling  mill 
on  Cresheim  Creek  near  Germantown.  He  died  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Revolution.  We  do  not  know  whether  she 
married  again,  but  we  have  traced  two  sons  to  Rowan  County, 
North  Carolina,  prior  to  1790.  Mrs.  Conrad  was  probably 
well  known  to  Ambrose  and  Solomon  Henkel,  and  either 
Mrs.  Grove,  or  Barbara  Henkel  Conrad,  granddaughter  of 
the  Exile,  exhibited  the  diary  and  presented  the  spoon.  <  >i 
this  we  feel  certain. 
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NEW  HANOVER  CHURCH. 

This  church,  situated  in  Falkner's  Swamp,  New  Hanover 
township,  Montgomery  County,  has  the  rare  distinction  of 
housing  the  oldest  Lutheran  congregation  in  America.  The 
Swedes  founded  congregations  much  earlier,  but  they  have 
all  lapsed  or  turned  Episcopalian.  Just  when  the  congrega- 
tion was  organized  is  not  known.  It  is  held  that  the  Swedish 
pastors  of  Wicaco  and  Morlotton,  who  were  also  able  to 
preach  German,  were  here  soon  after  1700,  and  that  Daniel 
Falckner  also  preached  here.  It  is  held,  too,  that  a  church 
was  built  in  1704.  This  may  all  be  true,  but  the  data  are  to 
us  very  hazy,  notwithstanding  the  unkind  strictures  on  the 
Editor  made  by  Dr.  Theo.  Schmauk  in  his  recent  history  of 
the  early  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  when  he  says  we 
discredited  these  early  beginnings  in  order  to  magnify  the 
relation  of  our  Henkel  ancestor  to  the  church.  This  is  an 
unworthy  imputation.  That  there  was  such  an  early  church 
we  will  not  dispute ;  however,  the  reader  who  wishes  to 
pursue  the  subject  further  is  referred  to  Dr.  Schmauk's 
excellent  work,  which  is  the  latest  and  best  on  the  early 
Lutheran  Church  in  America.  * 

Just  where  this  log  church  stood  no  one  knows,  but  with 
the  arrival  of  our  Henkel- Geiger  family  a  new  era  dawned, 
and  the  records  are  clear.  In  1719,  John  Henry  Sprogle, 
the  agent  of  the  Frankfurt  Land  Company,  donated  fifty 
acres  of  land  adjoining  that  of  the  pastor  Rev.  Anthony 
Jacob  Henkel  and  his  son-in-law  Valentine  Geiger,  for  school 
and  church  purposes.  It  was  then  surveyed  by  Heindrick 
Pennebeeker,  ancestor  of  the  Pennepacker  family.2  It  is  held 
that  this  land  may  have  been  in  the  possession  of  the  congre- 
gation long  before  the  grant  was  made.  Of  this  we  have  no 
proof. 

In  1 72 1  a  log  church  was  erected  on  this  land  by  Pastor

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Henkel,  and  in  order  to  secure  money  and  labor  the  family 
pledged  their  silver  plate,  one  piece  of  which  (a  spoon)  is 
now  in  possession  of  the  seventh  generation.  Traces  of  the 
foundation  of  this  old  church  were  still  visible  some  years  ago. 

The  present  structure  is  built  of  stone,  massive  in  its  pro- 
portions, most  beautifully  situated  on  the  brow  of  a  gentle 
elevation  overlooking  the  valley,  and  was  erected  in  1767. 
The  first  elder  of  the  congregation,  according  to  the  patriarch 
of  the  Lutheran  Church,  Muhlenberg,  was  the  son-in-law  of 
Pastor  Henkel,   Valentine  Geiger. 

He  died  in  1762,  and  was  buried  here,  but  we  are  unable 
to  find  his  grave.  There  are  other  Geigers  buried  here  who 
we  believe  were  relatives  to  Valentine  as  he  stood  sponsor 
for  several  of  their  children.  They  were  Jacob  Geiger, 
born  1694,  died  1772  ;  Andrew  Geiger,  born  1700,  died  1766. 
The  church  was  used  as  a  hospital  for  the  wounded  after 
the  battle  of  Brandy  wine,  and  there  are  doubtless  many 
Continental  soldiers  buried  here. 

All  the  early  records  of  the  church  are  lost.  The  existing 
records  begin  with  Muhlenberg's  administration,  1742,  since 
which  time  they  are  continuous,  and  consist  of  baptismal 
and  marriage  records.  Most  of  these  records  we  have 
explored.  We  once  spent  many  days  here  in  research,  at 
which  time  the  pastor  Dr.  J.J.  Kline,  and  the  officials,  placed 
the  records  at  our  disposal  and  installed  us  in  the  office  of  the 
church  in  which  to  work.1 


ST.   MICHAEL'S,  GERMAXTOWN. 

This  ancient  church  and  place  of  sepulture  is  most  sacred, 
as  our  ancestor  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel  is  not  only  the 
reputed  founder  of  this  congregation  ;  but  here   also  lie  buried

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his  widow  and  youngest  son  Anthony,  Jr.,  and  as  elsewhere 
noted,  there  are  grounds  for  believing  that  the  Exile  himself 
is  buried  here. 

There  are  older  graveyards  in  old  Germantown  proper 
where  the  old  settlers  who  were  Quakers,  Menuonites,  and 
Dunkards,  were  buried. 

St.  Michael's  was  established  beyond  the  town,  and  was 
distinctively  Lutheran.  The  oldest  grave  so  far  found  is  that 
of  Anna  Gottlieb  Schneider,  and  dated  1727.  This  grave  is 
of  interest  to  us  because  it  shows  that  the  graveyard  existed 
prior  to  Pastor  Henkers  death  in  1728.  Our  people  repose 
amid  illustrious  company.  Within  six  steps  of  the  Henkel 
plot  lies  Gen.  Christopher  Ludwig,  the  Commissary  General 
of  the  Revolution,  a  member  of  St.  Michael's.  He  was  famous 
in  Colonial  history.  It  took  a  German  to  feed  the  fighting 
patriots  with  so  little  to  go  on.  A  Yankee  would  have  let 
them  starve.  Gen.  Ludwig  was  born  1721,  and  died  1S01. 
His  wife  lies  by  his  side. 

Twenty-five  steps  from  the  Henkel  plot  lies  Herman 
Groothouse,  at  whose  house  our  Exile  father  died  in  1728. 
He  was  born  in  1670,  and  died  in  1743.  His  son  John,  born 
1695,  died  1745,  lies  near  him. 

Some  of  these  latter  people  anglicised  to  c<  Greathouse,', 
located  at  an  early  day  on  the  upper  Ohio,  and  figure  in  the 
history  of  that  region.  To  one  is  laid  the  charge  of  bringing 
on  4t  Cressop's  War  "  which  cost  the  lives  of  so  many  settlers 
bv  the  hostile  Indians.

THE  HHXKEL  MEMORIAL    AND    MEMORIAL 
ASSOCIATION. 
The  Hexkel  Memorial    Association    is   still    in   an 

embryonic  condition,  but  embryos  under  proper  conditions 
develop  into  their  normal  state,  and  so  will  The  Henkel 
Memorial  Association,  if  all  who  come  in  touch  with  these 
presents  co-operate.      The  object  will  be  twofold  : 

First,  to  gather  and  preserve  the  history  of  the  Henkel 
and  cognate  families,  and  impart  information  regarding  the 
same  to  all  who  are  interested ; 

Second,  this  Association  when  organized  will  undertake 
to  place  a  suitable  monument  at  the  grave  of  the  pioneer. 

To  give  form  to  this  movement  the  subscribers  to  The 
Henkel  Memorial  publication  fund  will  be  considered  as 
members  of  the  Association.

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FAMILY   HEIRLOOMS. 

The  Editor  is  the  possessor  of  an  oblong,  wooden  bandbox- 
most  beautifully  painted  and  ornamented  with  tulips  and 
poppies,  in  natural  size  and  color.  On  the  lid  is  painted 
the  picture  of  u  Freka"  Henkcl  (Johanna  Fredrika),  and 
her  husband  Valentine  Geiger,  son-in-law  of  the  Parson.  It 
was  a  zvedding  present,  and  as  she  was  married  some  years 
before  they  came  with  the  Exile  to  America  in  1 71 7,  the 
box  is  almost  two  hundred  years  old.  The  old  lady,  of  Ger- 
mantown,  Pennsylvania,  mentioned  as  having  given  a  silver 
spoon  and  large  silver  plate  to  Ambrose  Heukel,  had  at  that 
time  the  family  plate  of  our  immigrant  ancestors.  Being 
on  horseback,  he  was  unable  to  carry  the  plate,  which  was 
left  in  Philadelphia;  but  could  not  be  found  when  a  year  or 
two  later  he  called  for  it.  Possibly  some  of  this  plate  may 
yet  be  found  among  the  relatives,  by  proper  research. 

This  betrothal  spoon,  dated  16S5,  has  the  royal  stamp  and 
a  pretty,  engraved  design — a  heart  pierced  with  forget-me- 
nots — and  four  initial  letters  within.  It  was  pledged  with 
other  silverware  by  the  Exile's  wife,  to  liberate  the  trustees 
who  were  in  prison  for  debt,  it  is  said,  for  the  first  German 
Lutheran  church  built  in  America,  before  its  dedication. 
During  the  Civil  War,  as  a  Yankee,  regiment  was  marching 
through  the  Shenandoah  Valley  of  Virginia,  some  miscreants 
from  the  ranks  ransacked  the  home  of  Ambrose,  taking 
therefrom  all  the  silverware,  save  this  spoon,  which  was 
providentially  overlooked  under  a  piece  of  paper  on  a  safe- 
shelf .  It  is  now  in  possession  of  his  grandsons  Ambrose  L. 
and  Elon  O.  Henkel,  New  Market,  Virginia. 

The  historic  robe,  worn  by  Muhlenberg  of  Revolutionary 
fame,  given  to  Paul  fienkel,  a  licentiate  under  him,  now  the 
property  of  his  great-grandson,  Ambrose  L.  Henkel,  is 
on  exhibition  in  Mt.  Airy  Lutheran  Theological  Seminary, 
(Philadelphia,)  near  St.  Michael  Church.  Under  the  super- 
vision of    Rev.   Jacob  Anthony  Henkel,  by  error  known    as 
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Gerhart,  this  church  was  erected,  but  not  entirely  finished. 
It  was  afterwards  dedicated  by  Rev.  Muhlenberg,  who  came 
to  America  through  the  instrumentality  of  his  kinsman 
Count  Henkel.  On  the  occasion  of  the  receipt  of  the  robe  at 
the  seminary,  September  30,  1909,  there  was  an  immense 
concourse  present,  and  it  received  numerous  notices  in  news- 
papers and  magazines. 

If  any  of  the  readers  of  The  Memorial  have  in  their  pos- 
session any  heirlooms,  we  wish  they  would  communicate 
with  us,  so  we  can  describe  them  in  the  next  issue. 


A  HEXKEL  REUNION. 
All  the  descendants  of  the  Parson  of  whatever  name,  should 
be  interested  in  a  prospective  family  reunion.  We  propose 
that  such  a  reunion  be  held  at  Germantown,  Pennsylvania, 
at  the  time  of  the  dedication  of  the  Henkel  monument.  // 
iv ill  be  the  event  of  your  life.

We  think  the  good  people  of  old  St.  Mi- 
chael's would  be  glad  to  greet  the  descendants  of  t\\e  founder 
of  their  church.

GOVERNOR  PENNYPACKER. 

Former  Governor  Samuel  W.  Penny  packer,  of  Philadel- 
phia, who  was  one  of  Pennsylvania's  best  Chief  Executives, 
is  a  noted  literary  antiquarian,  and  has  been  for  many  years 
President  of  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Society.  His  an- 
cestor Heindrick  Pannebeeker  came  to  the  Province  prior  to 
1700.  He  was  a  surveyor,  and  it  was  he  who 'set  the  metes 
and  bounds  of  our  Henkel  ancestral  plantation. 

Governor  Peuuypacker  is  interested  in  the  Henkel  Me- 
morial, and  has  already  placed  the  Editor  under  obligations 
for  data.  There  is  a  Peuuypacker  branch  that  has  Henkel 
blood  in  their  veins.  Elisabeth  Staplelon,  daughter  of  John 
vStapleton,   Jr.,  born  January  17,  17S4,  about   1804    married 
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a  Penny  packer^  of  Perkiomen.  The  young  wife  died  at  the 
home  of  her  father  in  Oley,  Berks  County,  in  the  spring  of 
1S06,  leaving  a  baby  boy  which  was  raised  by  its  father's 
people.  We  have  never  met  that  branch  of  our  kin.  The 
children  of  that  babe  were   cousins   to  the    Editor's   father. 


ANCESTRAL  HOUSE  BUILDING. 

We  have  seen  many,  and  have  helped  to  make  "ancestral 
trees."  To  our  mind  a  building  is  a  better  symbol.  Foun- 
dations must  be  laid,  walls  reared,  divisions  and  subdivisions 
made,  some  parts  for  utility  aud  some  for  ornament,  the 
materials  come  from  many  quarters,  many  hands  bring  the 
supplies,  somebody  must  superintend  its  erection,  &c. 

The  Henkcl  edifice  is  underway.  In  this  issue  the  reader 
will  already  see  the  foundation  stones  laid,  and  the  frame 
work  standing  out.  In  the  work  so  far  done,  many  hands 
have  assisted.  Ambrose  L.  Henkel,  of  New  Market,  Vir- 
ginia, has  been  for  years  the  special  conservator  of  the 
general  family  interests,  with  a  wide  personal  acquaintance 
of  "kith  and  kin."  Carl  R.  Hinkle,  of  Benton,  Wisconsin, 
discovered  the  Henkel  burial  plot  and  graves  at  St.  Michael's. 
Miss  Anna  Hinkle,  of  Hanover,  Pennsylvania,  has  opened 
the  lines  of  John  Hinkle,  Esq.,  of  York  County.  H.  M. 
Calhoun,  an  attorney  of  Franklin,  West  Virginia,  has  worked 
out  \he  Justus  line  of  Virginia.  Mr.  Warren  Ely,  of  Doyles- 
town,  Pennsylvania,  discovered  some  years  ago  the  will oV 
the  Exile  by  which  his  name  Anthony  Jacob  was  incontest- 
ably  established.  Dr.  C.  O.  Miller,  of  New  Market,  Vir- 
ginia, has  numerous  personal  letters  from  old  Henkels  and 
relatives  for  a  century  or  more  back — showing  men  and  his- 
tory of  those  days — most  valuable  and  interesting,  which 
should  be  given  to  the  public,  that  all  may  read.  Elon  O. 
Henkel,  of  the  old  established  firm  of  Henkel  &  Company, 
New  "Market,  Virginia,  is  giving  valuable  assistance  in  'join;^ 
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over  copy,  much  of  which  is  prepared  under  great  stress  of 
business  and  cares,  and  in  careful  proof-reading.  Proof- 
reading is  an  art,  and  much  depends  upon  it,  especially  in 
work  of  this  kind.

SOME  NOTABLE  NEIGHBORS  OF  OUR  ANCESTOR. 

In  sparsely  settled  places  a  man's  "neighbors"  may  live 
many  miles  away.  Our  ancestor  Rev.  Anthony  Henkel  had 
some  such  neighbors  whose  names  are  inseparably  linked 
with  our  national  history.  A  few  miles  from  him  lived  Yost 
Heit,  who  located  on  the  Perkiomen  a  little  before  our  an- 
cestor arrived.  About  1732,  Heit  and  a  man  named  Van 
Meter  purchased  many  thousand  acres  of  land  in  the  Shen- 
andoah Valley,  Virginia,  and  started  a  tide  of  emigration 
thitherward  notable  in  history.  Heit  and  his  sons,  and  sons- 
in-law,  Christman  and  Bowman,  all  figure  in  early  Virginia 
history.  Several  families  of  our  Henkels  have  some  of  old 
Yost  Heit's  blood  coursing  in  their  veins.  In  this  same 
neighborhood  on  the  Perkiomen  lived  Heindrick  Pannebeeker, 
(now  Pennypacker, )  who  came  from  Germany  prior  to 
1700.  He  was  a  surveyor,  and  figures  in  the  early  land  trans- 
actions of  our  family.  His  descendant  Ex-Governor  S.  W. 
Pennypacker  now  owns  the  old  Pannybeeker  homestead. 

About  six  miles  west  of  our  ancestor  in  (now)  Amity 
township,  Berks  County,  lived  George  Boon,  Sr.,  who  lo- 
cated there  in  17 14.  He  was  the  grandfather  of  the  famous 
Daniel  Boon,  the  noted  frontiersman  and  founder  of  Ken- 
tuck)-.  In  Amity,  also,  lived  Mordecai  Lincoln,  the  ancestor 
of  the  immortal  President,  Abraham  Lincoln,  whose  grand- 
father, John  Lincoln,  located  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley. 
The  Boons  and  Lincolns  were  Quakers,  and  in  going  to  and 
from  Philadelphia,  passed  the  home  of  our  ancestor,  and 
hence  must  have  been  well  acquainted  with  him. 

Soon  after  the  death  of   our  ancestor   Henkel,    Robert    P. 
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Stapleton,  an  English  Quaker,  located  four  miles  north  of 
Boon  and  Lincoln.  It  was  his  son  JoJui  who  March  10, 
1747,  married  Maria  Margareta  Geiger  (horn  1720,  died 
1794,)  daughter  of  Valentine  and  Johanna  Fredrika  Henkel 
Geiger.  The  immigrant  Stapleton  'l  followed  the  crowd' ' 
to  Virginia  in  1752  and  died  on  his  estate  near  (now)  Quicks- 
burg,  in  1754.  From  him  comes  a  great  posterity,  among 
them  Gen.  John  E.  Roller,  of  Harrisonburg,  Virginia,  and 
Gen.  Vespasian  Warner,  late  U.  S.  Pension   Commissioner.

To  All  the  Desceiidants  of  Rev.  Af&kony  Jacob  Hcnkel — Greetings. 
Dear  Friends  : 

The  first  number  of  The  Hexkel  Memorial  met  with  a 
flattering  reception,  and  had  the  immediate  effect  of  increas- 
ing our  publication  fund  and  earnest  effort  on  the  part  of 
many  to  seek  their  connection  with  our  honored  ancestor, 
Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel.  Our  aim  is  to  make  The 
Hexkel  Memorial  a  progressive  history  of  the  great 
HENKEL  family.  In  this  connection  it  should  be  borne  in 
mind  that  the  name  is  now  variously  written  ;  the  most 
common  form  being  HENKEL. 

In  our  first  issue  we  gave  the  foundation  facts  relating  to 
our  family  history,  including  the  will  of  our  immigrant 
ancestor,  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel,  in  which  he  names 
all  his  children. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  may  not  have  No.  1  of  the 
Memorial  at  hand,  we  here  repeat  the  following  facts  con- 
cerning our  ancestor  :  He  was  an  exiled  German  court 
preacher,  and  arrived  in  Pennsylvania  in  171 7,  in  company 
with  his  son-in-law  Valentine  Geiger.  He  was  one  of  the 
first  German  Lutheran  ministers  in  the  Province,  and  the 
founder  of  the  Lutheran  churches  in  Germantown  and  Phil- 
adelphia. 

On  August  12,  1728,  as  he  was  returning  to  his  home 
from  Philadelphia,  he  accidentally  fell  from  his  horse  which 
caused  his  death.  The  Parson  was  an  elderly  man  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  and  was  survived  by  his  wife  MARIA 
ELIZABETH  and  children  as  follows:  (1)  Gcrhant 
Antk&ny,  "my  oldest  son;' ■'    (2)    George  Rudolph ;    (3)  Johrk 
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Justus ;  (4)  Anthony  Jacob,  Jr.;  (5)  Johanna  Fredrika, 
(Mrs.  Valentine  Geiger);  (6)  Maria  Elizabeth  (Mrs.  Elias 
Kuhn);  (7)  Maria  Catharine  (Mrs.  Peter  Apple).  All 
the  foregoing  so  far  as  is  known,  were  heads  of  families. 


ANTHONY   JACOB    HENKEL,    JUNIOR, 

OF  GEIIMAXTOYTN. 

(Youngest  son  of  the  Exile.) 

Anthony,  the  youngest  son  of  the  Exile,  was  born  in 
Germany  in  1709.  Although  not  quite  of  age  at  the  time  of 
his  father's  death,  (1728),  he  and  his  older  brother,  Justus, 
were  given  control  of  their  father's  estate.  As  appears  in 
No.  1,  p.  13,  the  sons  divided  the  homestead^  and  later  dis- 
posed of  their  respective  shares  and  removed  from  New 
Hanover.  Anthony,  Jr.,  married  early  in  life,  Margaret, 
(parental  name  unknown)  with  whom  he  had  a  large  family. 

In  1739,  he  sold  his  share  of  the  old  homestead  and  pur- 
chased a  farm  on  the  main  road  about  a  mile  west  of  Ger- 
mantown,  where  he  established  an  inn,  (considered  a  most, 
honorable  business  then).  Here  he,  in  1746,  built  the 
"  Mermaid  Inn,"  which  is  still  standing,  and  in  which  he 
died  in  1751. 

Anthony  was  a  man  of  singular  piety,  as  evinced  by  his 
solicitude  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  his  children  as  may  be 
seen  in  his  will.  He  also  made  a  bequest  to  St.  Michael's 
Lutheran  church  of  Germantown,  of  which  he  was  an  Elder. 
He  had  the  rare  distinction  of  being  a  delegate  to  the  first 
Lutheran  Convention1  (Synod)  in  America,  in  1748,  and 
yearly  thereafter  till  his  death,  January  21,  1751  ;  aged  41 
years  and  8' months. 

The  court  records  show  that  his  widow,  Margaret,  in  less 
than   two  years,   was    married    to    Martin   Groff    (generally

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written  Grove).  The  records  of  her  oldest  son,  John  Hinkle, 
Esq.,  of  York  county,  say  she  was  first  married  to  "Hinkle" 
with  whom  she  had  a  family,  and  after  his  death  to  ' '  Groves, ' ' 
and  lastly  to  "  Eagle,"  and  died  in  Philadelphia,  aged  over 
one  hundred  years.  This  is  probably  correct.  (See  p.  29, 
No.  1.) 

The  body  of  Anthony  fad)  reposes  in  St.  Michael's  grave- 
yard, Germantown,  in  company  with  that  of  his  mother,  and 
in  all  likelihood  his  honored  father,  the  exiled  pioneer. 

WILL  OF  ANTHONY  HINKLE,  JR.  . 
(Phila.  City  Hall,  Room  162,  Will  Book  I.,  p.  362.) 

"A  just  translation  of  the  following  German  will, 'per 
J.  B.  Sculpius." 

u  German  Township,  January  17,  1750-51. 

In  the  name  of  the  Holy  Trinity  :  Since  I,  the  subscriber, 
although  weak  in  body,  yet  in  my  perfect  senses,  have  con- 
sidered how  certain  death  is,  therefore  concluded  to  put  my 
house  in  order,  and  hereby  make  my  last  will  carefully 
amongst  my  family. 

I  recommend  and  submissively  (submit?)  my  soul  to  the 
mercy  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus,  through  His  blood  redeemed  to 
guard  in  His  hand  until  theday  of  resurrection,  and  my  body 
to  be  buried  in  the  Lutheran  burial  place  in  my  sepulchure.1 

I  recommend  my  wife  and  children  to  the  protection  of 
their  Heavenly  Father,  and  pray  He  will  be  their  husband 
and  father,  and  exhort  them  that  they  would  all  their  lives' 
long  keep  God  before  their  eyes  and  prepare  for  eternity. 

About  my  effects  I  order  as  follows  : 

1.  As  long  as  my  wife  remains  in  her  widowhood  and 
accomplishes  the  bringing  up  of  her  children,  there  shall  be 
nothing  sold,  but  remain  together  and  administered  by  my 
wife  and  oldest  son  until  the  youngest  child  is  ten  years  old, 


1.  From  this  it  is  evident  that  he  had  a  reserved  lot,  in  which 
was  buried  1744,  and  probably  his  honored  father.— Ed. 
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but  if  my  wife  marry  again,  then  may  she  if  willing  remain 
upon  the  place  and  keep  her  house  and  have  her  third  part 
according  to  law  of  all  moveables  and  revenues,  and  shall 
have  for  every  child  until  it  is  12  years  old  five  pounds  Penn- 
sylvania currency  per  year  for  the  bringing  up  of  them,  as 
lone  as  the  children  are  comfortablv  sent  to  school,  she  shall 
have  20  shillings  school  money,  upon  consideration  that  she 
nor  her  husband  do  not  cut  any  wood  nor  cause  any  to  be 
cut  for  to  sell,  or  use  any  further  than  is  needful  for  fencing 
and  what  depends  thereto,  though  they  may  use  any  dead 
wood  for  fireing  or  housekeeping. 

2.  My  widow,  or  those  in  whose  care  the  children  may 
be  intrusted,  shall  keep  them  in  due  season  to  school  and 
church,  and  take  care  that  everyone  of  them  before  it  comes 
to  be  18  years  of  age  may  be  admitted  to  communion  and  con- 
fession.    This  is  my  solemn  will. 

3.  When  the  youngest  of  my  children  aforesaid,  is  10  years 
old,  then  shall  evervthing  be  set  down  and  be  divided  amongst 
them  whereby  it  is  to  be  observed — That  the  oldest  son,  John, 
for  his  heritage  above  the  rest  shall  have  twenty  pounds 
sterling  for  himself. 

4.  My  only  daughter,  Mary  Barbara,  shall  when  she  shall 
marry,  besides  her  usual  portion,  have  first  a  good  bed 
according  to  her  condition,  and  if  she  should  marry  without 
the  consent  of  her  mother,  and  the  hereinafter  named  coun- 
cillors, then  shall  this  be  nil  and  void. 

5.  After  my  decease,  and  in  four  weeks  time,  shall  all  my 
estate,  moveables,  or  whatsoever  it  may  be  called,  be  praised 
by  honest  men  in  the  presence  of  my  wife  and  son,  and  the 
hereinafter  named  counsellors. 

6.  The  Evangelical  church  here  in  Germantown  at  Cettle- 
housen  shall  receive  5  pounds  Pennsylvania  currency  out  of 
my  estate  within  one  half  year  after  my  decease  which  John 
Grethousen  and  Anthony  Gilbert  as  trustees  are  to  receive 
and  account  for. 
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7.  My  wife  and  last  widow  Anna  Margareta  Hinkcl,  and 
my  oldest  son  John,  are  hereby  instituted  to  be  executors  of 
this  my  last  will  and  are  in  virtue  hereof  ordained  with  the 
condition  that — 

8.  The  two  aforesaid  executors  as  to  their  advice  and 
counsel  accept  and  use  those  two  men,  viz.,  Henry  Keppele, 
my  dear  godfather  at  Philadelphia,  and  Anthony  Gilbert, 
my  trusted  friend  in  Germantown,  so  that  in  weighty  mat- 
ters they  be  advised  by  them  and  without  their  advice  not 
to  execute  anything.  I  hope  that  those  two  men  will  out  of 
love  and  friendship  to  my  family  take  care  that  all  my  debts 
be  paid  and  that  those  which  are  indebted  to  me  make  pay- 
ment, and  that  all  according  to  my  testament  be  ordered. 

To  the  confirmation  of  which  have  I  in  the  presence  of  all 
witnesses  given  at  the  first  mentioned  date. 

Antoni  Henckel. 

Signed,  sealed,  and  delivered  in  the  presence  of  Peter 
Brumholtz,  Anthony  Gilbert,  Baltzer  Hoffman. 

GUARDIANS  APPOINTED. 

It  is  evident  that  Anthony  Henkel,  Jr.,  was  sick  when  he 
made  his  will,  as  it  was  probated  in  less  than  a  month  after 
it  was  made,  showing  that  he  had  died  meanwhile.  Letters 
of  administration  were  granted  the  widow  Margaret  and  son 
John,  who  was  sworn  not  being  of  age. 

The  widow  bore  a  son  after  her  husband's  death  who 
was  appropriately  named  Benjamin.  The  widow  married 
prior  to  July  26,  1753,  Martin  Groff  (now  Grove)  who  joined 
her  in  filing  settlement  at  the  time.  The  daughter  Barbara 
was  then  already  married  to  John  Conrad. 

The  court  accounts  show  an  inventory  of  property  amount- 
ing to  313  pounds,  15  shillings,  and  the  balance  at  settlement 
was  89  pounds. 

The  widow  and  son  John  evidently  managed  the  estate 
detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  other  children  as  they  went 
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to  court  and  asked  for  guardians.      (Orphans'  Court,  Docket 
No.  4,  Sept.  5,  17,53,). 

"  The  petition  of  Anthony,  Philip,  Charles,  Henry,  Peter, 
Michael,  and  Benjamin  Hinkle,  and  John  Conrad  and  Barbara 
his  wife,  late  Barbara  Hinkle,  a  minor,  was  presented,  setting 
forth  that  the  said  Anthony,  Philip,  Charles,  Henry,  Peter, 
and  Benjamin  Hinkle,  and  Barbara  Conrad  are  all  minor 
children  of  Anthony  Hinkle  late  of  Germantown  who  died 
in  January,  1751,  seized  and  possessed  of  considerable  real 
estate,  and  by  will  did  appoint  his  wife  Anna  Margaret,  now 
the  wife  of  Martin  Groff,  and  his  oldest  son  John  Hinkle, 
executors,  and  desiring  the  court  to  appoint  suitable  persons 
as  their  guardians,  whereupon,  Dewalt  Endt  and  William 
Levering  were  appointed  guardians  of  those  under  fourteen 
years  of  age,  viz.,  Charles,  Peter,  Michael,  Henry,  and  Ben- 
jamin. John  Conracls  was  appointed  guardian  for  his  wife, 
and  Anthony  and  Philip  being  upward  of  fourteen  years  of 
age  made  choice  of  William  Levering  as  their  guardian. 

AUDITORS  APPOINTED. 

At  this  same  court  the  children  asked  that  auditors  be 
appointed  to  examine  the  accounts  of  their  mother  Mrs. 
Groff  and  their  brother  John,  in  the  administration  of  the 
estate.  The  court  then  appointed  William  Dewees,  Peter 
Robinson,  and  Samuel  Morris,  to  examine  and  settle  the 
accounts  of  the  executors  and  report  at  the  next  orphans'  court. 
Their  report  filed,  Oct.  27,  1753,  is  as  follows  :  "  Pursuant 
to  the  within  order,  Dewees,  Morris,  and  Robinson  examined 
the  accounts  of  Anna  Margaret  Grove  one  of  the  said  execu- 
tors to  the  said  estate  and  find  balance  due  to  the  said  estate 
of  43  pounds,  9  shillings,  and  3  pence." 

FINAL  SETTLEMENT  OF  THE  ESTATE. 

A  reference  to  the  will  of  Anthony  Henkle,  Jr.,  will  show 
that  he  gave  his  widow,  in  case  of  her  remarriage,  the  priv- 
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ilege  of  remaining  on  the  estate  for  a  period  of  ten  years. 
The  records  show  that  she  prolonged  her  stay  to  fifteen  years. 
The  heirs  instituted  proceedings  in  partition  in  the  spring 
of  1766.  The  settlement  and  division  of  the  property  was 
made,  Sept.  2,  1766,  each  of  the  children  receiving  a  share. 
John  the  oldest  took  the  old  home  and  fifteen  acres  of  land. 
This  was  "  The  Mermaid  Inn  n  which  had  been  established 
by  his  father,  and  which  he  continued  until  his  removal  to 
York  County  some  years  later. 

FAMILY    OF   ANTHONY,  Jr.,  OF  GERMANTOWN,    PA. 

Anthony,  Jr.,  youngest  son  of  the  Exile,  had  family  as 
follows  : 

(1)  JOHN,  Esq.,  of  York  County,  Penna.  He  was  born 
at  the  ancestral  home  at  New  Hanover,  April  30,  1733; 
married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William  Levering,  of  Roxboro, 
near  Germantown ;  succeeded  to  his  father's  business  in 
keeping  the  Mermaid  Inn  which  he  sold,  and  in  1774,  removed 
to  Manheim  Township,  York  County.  He  had  a  large  and 
influential  family  ;  he  and  his  sons  William  and  Anthony 
were  soldiers  in  the  Revolution.  John,  Esq.,  died,  Oct.  8, 
1816  ;  buried  at  Hanover,  Penna. 

(2)  BARBARA  (only  daughter),  born  1735;  married 
when  under  age  to  John  Conrad  who  had  a  fulling  mill  near 
Germantown  ;  Conrad  died  1774;  date  of  her  death  unknown  ; 
some  of  her  sons  removed  to  North  Carolina. 

(3)  Anthony  (3d),  born  about  1737  ;  married1  April  19, 
1756,  at  Germantown,  Maria  Mag dalena  Zzuicker,  daughter  of 
Wendel  Zwicker  who  arrived  from  Germany,  Oct.  5,  1737  ;2 
Anthony's  father-in-law,  and  brother  John,  and  brother-in- 
law  John  Conrad,  were  witnesses.  Pie  and  his  wife's  people 
removed  to  Earl  Township,  Lancaster  County,  Penna.,  where

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he  reared  a  considerable  family.  Of  these  only  three  are  at 
this  time  known.  They  were  Wendel,  born  in  May,  1757, 
a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  died  in  Sullivan  County,  Indiana, 
July  11,  183S.  Nathaniel -(Nathan),  born  April  17,  1759,  died 
in  Sullivan  County,  Indiana,  Dec.  25,  1848,  he  was  also  a 
soldier  in  the  Revolution.  Elizabeth,  born  1773,  wife  of 
Geo.  Smith.  Anthony,  the  father,  was  also  a  soldier  of  the 
Revolution. 

(4)  PHILIP,  born  in  1739,  probably  at  Germantown, 
whither  his  father  had  removed.  He  married,  1759,  Mary 
Johnson,  and  in  1766,  purchased  a  large  plantation  in  Plum- 
stead  Township,  Bucks  County  ;  he  had  a  large  family  and 
died  in  1814  ;  he  too  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier. 

(5)  PETER,  who  married  Salome,  and  removed  to  Coca- 
lica  Township,  Lancaster  County,  prior  to  1768,  as  on  Oct. 
3,  1768,  he  and  wife  conveyed  his  share  of  his  Germantown 
patrimony  to  Jacob  Hinkle,  subject  to  his  mother  Margaret's 
dower  therein.  He  signs  himself  as  Peter  Hinkle,  saddler,  of 
Cocalico  Township,  Lancaster  County.  Soon  after  this  his 
name  disappears  from  the  tax  list  and  reappears  in  North 
Carolina.  His  will,  made  1775,  is  recorded  at  Salisbury, 
North  Carolina,  in  which  he  devises  property  to  his  wife 
Salome,  and  son  Anthony,  and  daughter  Mary,  and  Peter 
Conrad  (his  "cousin")-  He  also  makes  provisions  for  an 
unborn  child  whom  we  know  was  named  Peter,  (born  1775,,) 
as  is  seen  in  the  adjustment  of  the  estate. 

(6)  MICHAEL  was  a  physician  and  lived  in  Philadel- 
phia, where  he  died  181 5,  leaving  a  wife  and  family.  We 
are  not  yet  in  touch  with  this  family. 

(7)  CHARLES,  (8)  HENRY,  and  (9)  BENJAMIN, 
these  three  remain  on  the  Germantown  tax  list  until  after 
the  Revolution  when  they  reappear  in  Rowan  County,  North 
Carolina,  among  their  kindred  there.  The  following  pur- 
chases are  recorded  at  Salisbury,  1783,  a  grant  to  Charles  of 
320    acres.      1784,   a    grant    of    150,  and    17S9,  140  acres  to 
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Benjamin.  17S6,  grant  to  Henry  of  200  acres.  We  are  not 
in  touch  as  yet  with  any  of  these  North  Carolina  families. 
Charles  Hinkle  died  prior  to  1797.  He  had  two  known 
sons,  Casper  and  Charles,  who  as  heirs  of  Charles,  Sr.,  de- 
ceased, disposed  of  their  land  on  Abbott's  Creek,  Rowan 
County,  to  Anthony  Hinkle  in  1797. 

From  the  foregoing  the  reader  will  note  that  five  sons  of 
Anthony  2d  removed  to  North  Carolina.  They  all  located  in 
Rowan  County,  a  region  settled  almost  entirely  by  Pennsyl- 
vanians. 

Besides  these  brothers,  several  of  their  nephews,  the 
Conrads  and  Henkel  cousins,  located  in  this  same  region. 
The  records  in  the  courthouse  at  Salisbury  abound  with 
references  to  our  people  in  North  Carolina. 


PHILIP  HINKLE,  OF  BUCKS  COUNTY. 

Philip  was  a  son  of  Anthony,  of  Germantown,  born  1739, 
and  died  May  15,  1814.  His  wife  was  Mary  Johnson,  daugh- 
ter of  Casper,  whom  he  married  in  1759. 

In  1766  he  purchased  a  farm  of  153  acres  in  Plumstead 
Township,  Bucks  County,  where  he  carried  on  farming  and 
blacksmithing.  Adding  more  land  to  his  estate  from  time  to 
time,  he  was  owner  of  over  250  acres  at  his  death,  besides 
over  $6,000  in  personal  property.  He  also  had  a  store  and 
inn.      The  place  is  now  called  "  Hinkletown."  • 

He  served  as  a  soldier  in  the  Revolution.  His  wife  sur- 
vived him  many  years.      They  had  children  as  follows  : 

(1)  Joseph,  who  lived  and  died  in  Tinicum  Township, 
Bucks  County. 

(2)  Casper,  born  1762;  died  1850.  He  succeeded  to  the 
old  home.  Among  others  he  had  a  son  Anthony,  born  1S01  ; 
husband  of  "Aunt  Sally,"  who  died  1907,  a  centenarian  at 
Allentown,  Penna. 

(3)  Charles,  located  in  lower  Bucks  County. 
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(4)  Philip,  Jr.,  who  prior  to  1800  married  Sarah  Geiger, 
his  father's  cousin,  and  daughter  of  Christopher.  Philip 
died  1825,  but  the  widow  lived  till  1862.  They  had  nine 
children,  of  whom  Dr.  Frank  Hinkle,  born  1824,  died  1909, 
is  noted  in  this  issue. 

(5)  Anthony  of  whom  presently. 

(6)  Catharine,  married  Joshua  Richards;  moved  to  Phila- 
delphia. 

(7)  Mary,  married  Jacob  Hollabush;   moved  to  Virginia. 

(8)  Elisabeth,  died  single. 

(9)  Barbara,  married  William  Gross,  Philadelphia.. 

(10)  Ann. 

Of  the  foregoing  (5)  ANTHONY  was  born  1777;  mar- 
ried, May  20,  1800,  Elisabeth  Hughes,  daughter  of  Alex. 
Hughes,  of  Bedminster  Township,  Bucks  County,  whose  wife 
was  Margaret  Levering.  Anthony  Hinkle  died  18 15,  and  his 
wife  1851.      They  had  children  as  follows  : 

(a)  Caroline,  (b)  Mary,  (c)  Elisabeth,  (d)  Alexander, 
(e)  Philip,  (f)  Anthony  Howard. 

Of  the  foregoing  (e)  Philip  was  born  October  4,  181 1,  and 
died  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  October  6,  18S0.  He  was  married 
to  Frances  Quinn.  Their  son  Thornton  M.  Hinkle,  born 
August  17,  1840,  has  been  for  many  years  a  leading  attorney 
of  Cincinnati. 

(f)  Anthony  Howard,  born  March  10,  1815 ;  died  June  2$y 
1883,  at  Cincinnati;  married  Frances  Shillinger.  Of  their 
children,  Anthony  Howard,  Jr.,  was  born  December  7,  1842. 
Philip  and  Anthony  Howard  Hinkle  in  early  life  went  to 
Philadelphia  where  the  latter  learned  the  printing  and  book 
binding  business.  Full  of  energy  and  pluck  the  brothers 
went  to  Cincinnati  and  engaged  in  business.  Anthony 
Howard  connected  himself  with  one  of  the  largest  book 
publishing  firms  in  the  country  and  made  a  fortune.  His 
son  Anthony  Howard,  Jr.,  still  retains  his  connection  with 
the  business. 
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JOHN  AXD  GEORGE,    SONS  OF  GERIIAKT. 

Gerhart,  oldest  son  of  the  Exile,  had  but  two  sons,  George 
and  John.  In  No.  1,  p.  15,  the  reader  will  note  our  opinion 
that  they  removed  to  Lancaster  County,  for  the  reason  that 
John  never  appears  on  the  record  of  the  home  county,  and 
George  disappears  after  1744.  Recently  we  have  made  fur- 
ther investigations  as  follows  : 

George  Hinkle  and  wife  Barbara  lived  in  Earl  Township, 
Lancaster  County.  They  owned  400  acres  of  land.  Had 
children — John,  George,  Jonathan,  Samuel,  Catharine  (Da- 
vis), Mary  and  Anna.  George  Hinkle  died  in  1778.  John 
Hinkle  lived  in  Manor  Township,  and  with  his  wife  Anna 
Elizabeth  had  children  born  (Lane.  Luth.  Ch.  Rec):  Wil- 
liam, 1754  ;  John,  1755  ;  JOHN  JUSTUS \  1758  ;  Catharine 
Elisabeth,  1760;  Anna  Elisabeth,  1761  ;  John  Peter,  1770. 
John  Justus  was  doubtless  named  for  his  great  uncle  of  that 
name  in  Virginia.  John  Hinkle  died  in  1780. 
vWe  are  not  able  to  make  any  of  the  immigrant  Hinkles  fit 
in  the  place  of  these  two  men,  but  many  circumstances  mark 
them  as  the  grand  sons  of  the  Exile.  In  this  connection  it 
should  be  born  in  mind  that  Anthony  and  Peter,  sons  of  An- 
thony, of  Germantown,  also  lived  in  this  neighborhood  some 
years  before  their  removal  to  North  Carolina.  Several  sous 
of  George  and  John  Hinkle  were  soldiers  in  the  Revolution. 


JUSTUS  HENKEL,  OF  VIRGINIA. 

John  Justus  was  the  third  son  of  the  Exile,  Rev.  Anthony 
Jacob  Henkel.  He  and  his  brother,  Anthony,  Jr.,  are  men- 
tioned by  the  Exile  in  his  will  as  "my  two  youngest  sons  ;n 
and  as  Anthony  the  youngest  was  born  in  1709,  we  presume 
Justus  was  born  about  1707. 

By  the  terms  of  their  father's  will  (see  Memorial,  page  10), 
these  two  brothers  acquired  the  homestead  in  New  Hanover 
at  their  father's  death  in  1728.      A   few  years   later  we   find 
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George,  the  next  older  brother,  in  possession  of  half  of  the 
plantation,  for  which  he  obtained  a  patent  in  1734.  Justus 
was  taxed  for  twenty-five  acres  until  1748  when  we  lose 
sight  of  him  on  the  records. 

About  1750,  there  was  a  heavy  migration  of  Germans  from 
Eastern  Pennsylvania  to  Virginia  and  North  Carolina.  Justus 
Henkel  followed  the  tide,  and  soon  the  name  reappears  in 
Rowan  County,  near  the  Forks  of  the  Yadkin,  in  North 
Carolina. 

In  1755,  Jacob,  the  oldest  son  of  Justus,  purchased  656 
acres  of  land  on  Dutchman's  Creek  near  Salisbury. 

In  this  connection  we  must  introduce  another  family  most 
intimately  connected  with  the  family  of  Justus  Henkel. 

In  1729,  Alexander  Mack,  founder  of  the  Brethren  Church 
(Dunkards,)  arrived  at  Philadelphia,  with  his  company  of 
German  religious  exiles.  In  this  company  was  George 
Dieter,1  (now  mostly  written  Teeter).  In  1735,  we  find 
Dieter  living  on  the  Opequon  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley, 
Virginia.2  From  there  he  seems  to  have  removed  to  the 
German  settlement  in  North  Carolina  where  the  family  be- 
came associated  with  that  of  Justus  Henkel,  and  their  family 
fortunes  were  linked  for  many  years.  About  1760,  the 
Indians  of  North  Carolina  became  so  troublesome  that  many 
German  settlers  determined  to  move  farther  north  for  safety. 
Among  the  families  that  moved  northward  were  the  Henkels 
and  Dieters,  (Teter).3  Justus  removed  first  to  Rockingham 
County,  Virginia,  where  he  remained  but  a  short  time,  and 
thence  to  (now)  Pendleton  County  in  1760,  where  he  and 
his  sons  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Justus,  Jr.,  and  the  Teeter 
family  acquired  large  tracts  of  land  on  the  North  Fork  of  the 
South  Branch  of  the  Potomac  River. 

Jacob  Henkel,  oldest  son  of  Justus,  was  a  man  of  family

in  1760,  first  to  Loudoun  County,  Virginia,  where  he  remained 
but  a  short  time.  Thence  he  removed  to  Frederick  County, 
Maryland,  where,  as  we  have  noted,  his  uncle  George  Hinkle 
and  aunt  Mary  Apple  resided. 

In  the  spring  of  1761,  he  moved  to  Hampshire  County, 
Virginia.  Here  the  hostile  Indians  again  imperiled  their 
lives,  and  they  were  compelled  to  take  refuge  in  a  stockade 
for  safety.  The.  Indians  made  several  attacks  on  the  fort, 
and  in  one  of  which,  little  Hannah,  daughter  of  Jacob 
Henkel,  was  burned  to  death.  From  this  place  he  removed 
to  Mill  Creek,  in  (now)  Hardy  County,  where  he  died  in 
middle  life.  The  widow  of  Jacob  Henkel  married  and  died 
a  widow  in  18 14. 

Justus  Henkel  and  his  stalwart  sous  were,  in  every  sense, 
pioneers.  They  were  brave,  earnest,  and  representative 
men,  and  did  much  for  the  weal  of  Northern  Virginia.  There 
is  no  doubt  but  that  the  family  was  well  represented  in  the 
War  of  Independence,  but  our  efforts  to  connect  any  of  the 
family  wTith  the  military  operations  of  the  Revolution  have 
been  unsuccessful  for  the  reason  that  the  Revolutionary 
records  of  the  frontier  counties  are  very  scant  and  imperfect. 
We  find  Justus,  Jr.,  commissioned  a  captain  of  militia  in 
1789,  which  implies  his  military  service  in  the  great  struggle 
which  had  closed  but  a  few  years  before.  Isaac  Henkel, 
the  youngest  son  of  Justus,  Sr.,  was  one  of  the  prominent 
men  of  Northern  Virginia,  as  also  Maj.  JohnSkidmore,  son- 
in-law  of  Justus. 

It  is  quite  probable  that  one  or  more  of  the  sons  of  Justus 
were  in  the  expedition  against  the  Indians  under  Gen.  Lewis, 
as  John  Skidmore,  Henkel \s  son-in-law,  commanded  a  com- 
pany of  rangers,  and  was  wounded  in  the  battle  of  Point 
Pleasant,  October  10,  1774. 

Isaac  Henkel  and  his  brother-in-law  Maj.  Skidmore  were 
both  justices,  and  in  1777  participated  in  organizing  Rock- 
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ingham    County,  within    the  bounds    of   which   they   lived. 

In  1788,  Isaac  Henkel  and  his  nephew  Moses  (brother  of 
Rev.  Paul),  who  was  a  justice,  surveyor,  and  minister,  and 
Maj.  Skidmore  organized  the  county  of  Pendleton,  within 
the  bounds  of  which  they  also  lived.  From  the  foregoing 
brief  sketch  it  will  be  seen  that  the  family  of  Justus  was 
prominent  in  colonial  days  in  civil  life. 

The  moral  character  of  the  family  may  be  inferred  from 
the  fact  that  all  the  six  sons  of  Jacob,  son  of  Justus,  became 
ministers.  Then  the  ministerial  sons  themselves  produced 
an  unusual  number  of  ministers.  As  examples  we  may  cite 
the  noted  Rev.  Paul  Henkel,  oldest  son  of  Jacob,  whose  five 
sons  were  ministers,  and  a  daughter,  a  minister's  wife  ;  Rev. 
Moses,  brother  of  Paul,  had  SEVEN  ministerial  sons,  some 
of  national  reputation.  The  date  of  the  death  of  Justus  is 
unknown,  but  was  certainly  prior  to  1784,  as  his  name  does 
not  appear  in  the  United  States  Census  Report  of  that  year, 
although  his  son  Isaac  was  enumerator  of  that  district.  The 
home  of  Justus  was  at  (now)  Upper  Tract,  and  his  house 
was  still  standing,  it  is  said,  within  the  memory  of  persons 
still  living. 

THE  CHILDREN  OF  JUSTUS  HENKEL,  SR. 

The  children  of  Justus  Henkel  were  as  follows  in  their 
order  :

We  are  able  to  give  only  a  few  of  the  families  of  the  third 
generation,  for  which  we  are  indebted  to  the  list  made 
by  Rev.  D.  M.  Henkel  in  1843,  with  recent  additions  made 
by  H.  M.  Calhoun,  Esq.,  of  Franklin,  West  Virginia.  The 
limits  of  this  issue  forbid  the  printing"  of  the  more  recent 
generations  we  have  collated  since  this  work  began.

Rev.  Paul,  (1754- 1825)  a  commanding  figure  in  the  history 
of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  South.  He  married,  Nov.  20, 
1776,  Elisabeth  Negley  with  whom  he  had  a  large  and  influ- 
ential family  as  follows :

Moses  Henkel  was  a  many-sided  and  most  useful  man.    He 
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was  a  justice,  and  helped  organize  Pendleton  County  in  1788. 
He  was  a  noted  surveyor,  and  one  of  the  first  Methodist  min- 
isters in  the  county.  Both  he  and  his  oldest  son  Rev.  Jesse 
are  buried  near  Upper  Tract,  Virginia.  Children  of  Moses 
were  as  follows :

THE  FAMILY  OF  JOHN  HINKLE,  ESQ.,  OF 
YORK  COUNTY,  PENNSYLYANIA. 

John  Hinkle,  Esq.,  of  York  County,  Pennsylvania,  was  the 
oldesl  son  of  Anthony  2d,  of  Germantowu,  (vide  p.  49.)  He 
was  born  April  30,  1733,  and  died  October  8,  1816.  He 
succeeded  to  the  parental  homestead  one  mile  west  of  Ger- 
mantown,  and  had  possession  of  the  inn  (now  the  Mermaid) 
after  his  mother  and  her  second  husband,  Martin  Groff, 
moved  away.  He  was  also  a  blacksmith,  and  no  doubt 
carried  on  the  business  in  the  stone  shop  standing  near  the 
Mermaid  and  still  occupied  by  that   craft.     It  is   held   that 
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the  shop  is  near  two  hundred  years  old.  It  is  possible  that 
the  father,  Anthony  2d,  also  worked  some  at  that  trade,  since 
his  son  Philip,  of  Bucks  County,  as  well  as  John,  was  a  black- 
smith. 

In  1774,  (York  records,)  John  Hinkle  purchased  a  large 
farm  in  Manheim  Township,  south  of  Hanover,  Pennsylva- 
nia, and  near  the  Maryland  line.  He  seems  to  have  removed 
thither  at  once,  as  his  name  appears  in  the  tax  lists,  and  he 
buried  his  daughter  Hannah,  aged  seventeen  years,  at  Han- 
over in  1776. 

With  the  inn  he  had  over  twenty-five  acres  of  his  father's 
Germantown  homestead.  In  1768  he  sold  off  four  acres  to 
John  Rex,  and  gave  a  deed  for  the  inn  and  twenty-five  acres 
of  land  in  1793  when  he  signs  his  name  as  "John  Hinkle, 
Blacksmith,  of  Manheim  township,  York  county."  It  was 
through  this  sale  that  we  discovered  the  family  in  York 
County. 

His  wife  Elisabeth  Levering  died  March  2,  1782,  aged  49 

years  and  3  months.     He  married  again  Rachel ?  who 

survived  him.  He  was  a  man  of  intelligence  and  high  stand- 
ing. After  selling  his  farm  to  his  son  Anthony  he  removed 
to  Hanover.  Both  he  and  his  wife  Elisabeth  repose  in  Mt. 
Olivet  cemetery.  Will  on  file  at  York,  Pennsylvania.  John 
and  Elisabeth  Hinkle  had  children  as  follows : 

(1)  William,  named  in  his  grandfather  William  Levering's 
will,  was  born  January  2,  1753,  and  died  in  Carroll  County, 
Maryland,  in  1828.  He  was  buried  at  Bachman's  church, 
Maryland,  some  miles  south  of  the  parental  home  in  York 
County. 

(2)  Anthony,  born  November  30,  1754,  and  died  at  Han- 
over, Pennsylvania,  February  8,  1838.  His  wife  Salome 
L,echner  was' born  August  6,  1759,  and  died  September  15, 
1828.  Both  buried  at  Hanover,  Pennsylvania.  Will  on  file 
at  York,  Pennsylvania.  He  was  a  man  of  prominence,  and 
was  ensign  of  Third  Company,  Seventh  Battalion  of  York 
County,  in  the  Revolution.     (Penna.  Arch.,  6th  series,  vol. 
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ii.,  p.  164,  Sec.)  He  represented  his  church  in  the  Lutheran 
General  Synod  in  1808.  He  was  a  tall  and  powerfully  built 
man,  and  is  well  remembered  by  aged  people. 

(3)  Nathan,  born  1757,  died  1758,  buried  by  side  of  his 
great-grand  parents,  our  exiled  fore-parents,  in  St.  Michael's. 

(4)  Hannah,  born  1759,  died  1776,  Hanover,  Pennsylvania. 

(5)  An  unknown  daughter,  married  to  a  Chambers.  The 
three  grandchildren  provided  for  in  their  grandfather  John 
Hinkle's  will.  They  were  George,  Jacob,  and  Sarah  Cham- 
bers who  moved  to  Ohio,  and  there  have  posterity. 

(6)  Sarah, born  August  12,  1769;  married  Henry  Albright, 
died  August  14,  1802.  Left  a  son  William  Albright  who  died 
1875,  aged  81  years,  who  left  posterity  at  Hanover. 

(7)  Margaret. 

(8)  Elisabeth. 

Of  these  two  daughters  who  were  single  at  their  father's 
death  we  could  learn  nothing.     They  probably  went   West.

William  Hinkle,  of  Carrol!  County,  Maryland, had  children :

Anthony  Hinkle  and  his  wife  Salome  Lechner  had  children  : 

(1)  Hon.  John  Hinkle,  Associate  Judge  of  York  County, 
born  September  25,  1781  ;  died  February  18,  1846  ;  married 
to  Catharine  Wentz.  She  was  born  October  27,  1785;  died 
January  24,  1851.  Their  son  George,  who  died  November 
21,  1868,  was  an  eminent  physician  of  Hanover. 

(2)  Elisabeth,  born  1783;  died  1850;  married  Abraham 
Thomman.  They  reared  a  large  and  influential  family  resid- 
ing in  York  and  Adams  Counties.  Their  son  Anthony,  born 
1807,  had  a  son  Jeremiah  W.  Thomman,  born  July  17,  1858, 
a  teacher  of  note,  and  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  of 
Adams  County  1890  to  1897,  and  now  an  editor  in  Hanover, 
Pennsylvania. 

(3)  Susanna,  married  William  Eyster.  Family  in  York 
County. 

(4)  Sarah,  born  December  12,  1785;  died  July  28,  1866; 
married  to  John  Wentz,  who  was  born  1784  and. died  1858, 
York  County. 

(5)  George,  born  1788,  died  1789. 

(6;  Lydia,  born  March  1,  1792  ;  died  November  22,  1845; 
married  Peter  Hoffman,  Gunpowder  Falls,  Maryland.

Removed  with  a  large  family 
to  Ohio  where  he  died  November  5,  1853.

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OUR  FAMILY  IN  THE  WAR  OF 
INDEPENDENCE. 

Our  family  has  a  Revolutionary  War  record  of  which  we 
may  well  feel  proud,  and  yet  we  are  sad  because  of  our  ina- 
bility to  find  the  record  of  some  who  were  undoubtedly  in 
the  war. 

For  instance,  we  are  unable  to  find  a  single  son  or  grandson 
of  Justus  of  Virginia,  of  whom  there  were  over  a  score  of 
military  age,  which  was  from  eighteen  to  fifty-three  years. 
Of  the  four  sons  of  George,  of  Maryland,  all  of  whom  must 
have  been  in  the  war,  we  only  have  Philip,  (born  1740,) 
who  was  in  the  German  regiment,  three  companies  of  which 
were  from  Western  Maryland,  and  the  rest  from  Pennsylvania. 
This  command  saw  very  severe  service. 

Assuming  that  the  sons  of  Gerhart,  George  and  John, 
removed  to  Lancaster  County,  that  branch  did  nobly. 

The  Penna.  Archives,  5th  and  6th  series,  give  us  the  fol- 
lowing names,  variously  written  HINCLE,  John,  WTilliam  ; 
HINGEL,  John,  Leonard;  HINCKLE,  George,  Jacob, 
John,  Leonard,  Anthony  ;  HINKLE,  Adam,  John,  Leonard, 
Nathan,  Philip,  Wendel,  Jacob,  George,  Anthony,  Joseph, 
Adam.  Some  of  these  names  are  duplications  differently 
written.     Of  the  foregoing  some  details  may  be  of  interest. 

Anthony,  son  of  Anthony  2d,  of  Germantown,  lived  in 
Earl  Township,  Lancaster  County.  He  was  a  private  in  the 
Fifth  Battalion,  Lancaster  County  Militia.  In  the  same 
company  was  his  son  Wendel,  grandfather  of  Dr.  James  R. 
Hinkle,  of  Sullivan,  Indiana.  Nathan,  son  of  this  Anthony, 
wTas  a  drummer  in  Col.  Samuel  Miles'  celebrated  Rifle  Regi- 
ment, Twelfth  Pennsylvania.  Nathan  was  the  grandfather 
of  Nathan  Hinkle,  of  Hymera,  Indiana.  Then  also,  JOHN, 
the  oldest  son  of  Anthony  2d,  of  Germantown,  who  lived  in 
York  County.  He  was  a  militia  man.  His  son  Anthony 
was  First  Lieutenant  in  Seventh  Battalion,  York  County 
Militia.     William,  son  of  John  of  York,  served  in  Maryland. 
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Philip,  of  Bucks  County,  son  of  Anthony  2d,  served  in 
Fourth  Battalion,  Bucks  County  Militia.  Anthony  Hinkle, 
(we  do  not  know  which  of  the  foregoing,)  served  also  in 
the  First  Pennsylvania  Continental  Line.  William,  son  of 
John  of  Lancaster,  served  in  Third  Pennsylvania  Conti- 
nental Line. 

The  descendants  of  Johanna  Fredrica  Henkel,  oldest  daugh- 
ter of  the  Exile,  and  wife  of  Valentine  Geiger,  were  numer- 
ously represented  in  the  Revolution.  We  will  for  the  pres- 
ent pass  them  by,  except  John  Stapleton,  grandson  of 
Johanna.  He  was  the  great  grandfather  of  the  Editor.  He 
wras  a  first  lieutenant  in  First  Battalion,  Berks  County  Militia, 
and  present  at  the  battles  of  Brandy  wine  and  Germantown. 
He  was  born  1751  and  died  1820.  During  the  battle  of 
Germantown  there  was  fighting  done  right  in  the  graveyard 
of  old  St.  Michael's,  where  the  ashes  of  our  sainted  Exile 
parents  and  their  son  Anthony  (2d)  repose.  There  were  at 
least  six  if  not  more  grandsons  and  great  grandsons,  in  that 
conflict.  They  were  probably  unaware  of  each  other's  pres- 
ence for  the  most  part,  but  all  no  doubt  had  tender  solicitude 
for  the  sacred  spot.  After  the  battle,  the  drunken  British 
soldiers  tore  the  pipe  organ  of  St.  Michael's  to  pieces  and 
played  like  little  boys  with  the  pipes  in  the  graveyard. 


RECENT  DEATHS. 

Dr.  Frank  Hinkle.  On  December  2,  1909,  Dr.  Frank 
Hinkle  died  at  his  home  in  Columbia,  Pennsylvania,  aged 
85  years.  He  descended  from  the  Exile  through  two  lines, 
viz.,  Anthony  2d,  of  Germantown,  and  Johanna  Fredrica 
Geiger.  He  graduated  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in 
1846,  located  at  Marietta,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  married  a 
niece  of  Gen.  Simon  Cameron,  President  Lincoln's  famous 
Secretary  of  War.  He  ranked  as  one  of  the  most  eminent 
physicians   of   the  State.      He  was    the  hrst 
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(Lancaster)  to  use  ether,  &c,  as  an  anaesthetic.  As  a  sur- 
geon in  the  Civil  War  he  attained  great  distinction  as  the 
discoverer  that  permanganate  of  potassium  was  a  preventive 
of  gangrene  in  surgical  operations.  For  this  discovery  which 
marks  a  new  era  in  the  treatment  of  wounds,  he  is  given  due 
credit  in  all  histories  on  surgical  science.  Through  this  dis- 
covery thousands  of  lives  were  saved.  Dr.  Hinkle  was  a  sin- 
cere Christian,  an  elder  in  the  Presbyterian  church,  and  Pres- 
ident of  the  Lancaster  County  Sabbath  School  Association. 

Dr.  Casper  C.  Henkel.  Died  at  his  home  at  New  Market, 
Virginia,  November  16,  1908.  He  was  a  grandson  of  Dr. 
Solomon,  son  of  Rev.  Paul,  of  Virginia.  He  served  with 
great  distinction  as  Surgeon  of  the  Third  Brigade  of  Gen. 
Thos.  J.  Jackson's  Division,  and  as  Acting  Division  Surgeon, 
in  the  Confederate  Army  of  the  Civil  War;  participated  in 
twenty-nine  engagements,  served  from  the  beginning  to  the 
close  of  the  war. 

"Aurif"  Sally  Hinkle.  "Aunt"  Sally  died  at  Allentown, 
Pennsylvania,  March  15,  1907,  having  reached  the  century 
mark  on  September  28,  1906.  She  was  a  remarkable  woman 
and  retained  her  faculties  to  the  last.  She  was  the  widow 
of  Anthony,  son  of  Casper,  son  of  Philip,  son  of  Anthony  2d, 
of  Germantown,  son  of  the  Exile.  She  was  a  descendant  in 
the  fourth  generation  of  the  Countess  Ursula  von  Peterholtz, 
of  Alsace-Lorraine.      She  left  a  numerous  posterity. 

Miss  Emily  Trone.  This  sweet  spirited  cousin,  noted  for 
her  many  charities,  also  came  from  Anthony  2d.  She  was 
a  great-grand  daughter  of  Judge  John  L.  Hinkel,  of  Han- 
over, Pennsylvania.  Miss  Emily  died  in  a  Baltimore  hospi- 
tal, followinga  serious  surgical  operation,  September  2,  1909. 


MAKING  GOOD. 

Quite  a  number  of  our  family  are  making  good  in  most 
honorable  walks  of  life.  Hon.  J.  Grant  Hinkle,  of  Spokane, 
is  Assistant   Secretary   of   State,  of   Washington.      He   is  of 
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Justus  stock.  Hon.  James  D.  Hinkle,  of  the  same  State,  is 
a  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court.  He  comes  from  Anthony  2d. 
Hon.  John  Hinkle  Ruhlman,  of  Youngstown,  Ohio,  a  rail- 
road magnate  and  "'Captain  of  Industry,"  has  been  appointed 
by  Governor  Harmon  to  represent  the  "Buck  Eye"  State  in 
the  second  International  Congress  of  Road  Builders,  to  be 
held  at  Brussels,  Belgium,  beginning  July  31,  next.  Mr. 
Ruhlman  comes  from  Anthony  2d,  via  John,  Esq.,  of  York 
County,  Pennsylvania.  Hon.  Luke  Chaney  Strider  is  one  of 
the  Judges  of  the  Municipal  Courts,  Washington,  D.  C.  He 
descends  from  Geo.  Rudolphus  Henkel,  of  Maryland.  Many 
of  our  ladies,  too,  have  attained  distinction  as  artists,  musi- 
cians, and  writers.  Miss  Florence  Hinkle,  of  Philadelphia, 
although  still  quite  young,  has  a  national  reputation  as  a 
singer.  Miss  Florence  Hinkle,  of  York,  Pennsylvania,  is  a 
well  known  instructor  in  music.  Miss  Edith  Hinkle,  of 
Ohio  antecedents,  has  won  distinction  on  the  stage.  Miss 
Cora  C.  Curry  has  for  many  years  been  engaged  in  the  Treas- 
ury Department  and  later  in  the  Bureau  of  Navigation, 
Washington.  Mrs.  Sue  J.  Stapleton  Brubaker  is  an  elocu- 
tionist of  note,  and  teacher  of  that  art  in  Union  Seminary, 
at  New  Berlin,  Pennsylvania.  Mrs.  Rebecca  Funkhouser, 
Lebanon  Church,  Virginia,  is  an  enthusiastic  collector  of  an- 
tiques, of  which  she  has  a  good  collection.  Her  sisters  Miss 
Martha  Henkel  and  Mrs.  Elon  O.  Henkel,  daughters  of  the 
late  Dr.  S.  P.  C.  Henkel,  of  New  Market,  Virginia,  are  gifted 
with  much  natural  artistic  talent,  which  has  been  greatly  im- 
proved by  cultivation  in  a  course  of  study  and  practice  pur- 
sued by  both  in  The  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts  in  Philadel- 
phia. In  addition  to  work  in  oil  and  pastel,  they  also  deco- 
rate and  burn  china.  Both  were  successful  teachers  in  large 
schools.  Music  and  art  have  been  developed  in  different 
branches  of  the  family  as  natural  gifts  ;  nor  has  the  family 
been  without  public  speakers  of  great  ability. 
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THE  EXILE'S  GRAVE  FOUND. 

On  page  17  the  reader  will  find,  under  the  caption  "  The 
Grave  of  the  Exile,"  that  the  Editor  expressed  the  opinion 
that  our  exiled  ancestors  shared  a  common  grave.  We  need 
not  repeat  our  argument  here,  but  suffice  it  to  say  that  our 
opinion  then  expressed  is  now  an  incontrovertible  fact. 

Our  readers  who  share  our  interest,  may  wish  to  have  de- 
tails of  the  investigation,  which  we  therefore  give.  A  num- 
ber of  our  kin  who  desired  to  be  present  at  the  investigation 
were  notified  that  it  would  take  place  on  the  9th  inst.  On 
Monday  eve,  June  6th,  1910,  Dr.  James  Hinkle,  of  Sullivan, 
Indiana,  Carl  R.  Hinkle,  of  Benton,  Wisconsin,  Ambrose 
L.  Henkel  and  Dr.  Casper  O.  Miller  and  son  John  Godfrey, 
of  New  Market,  Virginia,  arrived,  and  we  concluded  to 
advance  the  exhumation.  The  Editor  proceeded  at  once  to 
St.  Michael's  churchyard,  Germantown.  Procuring  excava- 
tors we  had  them  remove  the  earth  to  the  depth  of  four  feet 
and  then  awaited  the  party  from  the  city.  hX.  ten  o'clock, 
Tuesday  morning,  the  party  together  with  Rev.  S.  A.  Ziegen- 
fuss,  D.  D.,  pastor,  and  Dr.  Frank  Streeper,  representing 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Michael,  gathered  around  the 
grave  for  observation.  We  gave  Mr.  Farrell,  the  excavator, 
the  word  to  proceed,  and  he  soon  reached  the  remains  of  our 
immigrant  mother,  Mary  Elisabeth  Henkel.  Hardly  a  trace 
of  the  coffin  remained,  but  the  skeleton  was  fairly  well  pre- 
served. The  remains  were  carefullv  lifted  in  order  to  £0 
deeper.  This  done,  the  supreme  moment  was  at  hand.  Was 
our  conclusion  well  founded,  or  was  it  an  idle  fancy?  Mr. 
Farrell  was  now  told  to  proceed  very  carefully,  and  in  a  few 
moments  the  remains  of  the  exiled  court  preacher  and 
founder  of  the  Lutheran  churches  in  Germantown  and  Phil- 
adelphia were  reached. 

The  remains  of  the  parson  who  died  in  1728,  which  is  182 
years  ago,  were  far  more  wasted  than  those  of  his  companion 
who  died  sixteen  years  later.     The  skulls  and  the  few  bones 
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of  both,  however,  were  well  preserved.  The  skeletons  were 
each  six  feet  in  length.  Here  lies  a  lesson  in  heredity.  Most 
of  the  grandsons  and  many  of  the  great  grandsons  were  "six 
footers,"  and  the  tendency  to  tallness  still  abides  in  the  fam- 
ily. The  jaw-bone  of  the  mother  was  unusually  prominent, 
showing  great  force  of  character  and  executive  ability.  The 
skull  of  the  parson  was  more  narrow  and  high,  indicating 
mentality. 

The  remains  were  all  carefully  placed  in  a  box  and  re-in- 
terred. The  Editor  offered  a  prayer  and  benediction,  and  the 
party  then  proceeded  to  The  Mermaid  Inn,  built  by  An- 
thony Henkel  (2d),  in  1746,  for  lunch.  This  discovery  marks 
a  new  stage  of  our  family  history.  There  were  pres- 
ent representatives  of  three  of  the  parson's  children,  viz., 
Johanna  Fredrica,  Justus,  and  Anthony,  Jr.  They  came 
from  "the  sunny  South"  where  the  family  has  been  repre- 
sented over  170  years.  They  came  from  "the  West"  where 
the  family  were  pioneers,  besides  the  Editor,  who  was  born 
within  ten  miles  of  the  ancestral  home  at  New  Hanover,  Pa. 
The  sixth,  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  generations  were  rep- 
resented at  the  opening  of  the  grave. 

It  was  a  thrilling  moment  when  Dr.  Miller,  a  great-great 
grandson  of  the  noted  Missionary  of  the  South,  Rev.  Paul 
Henkel,  held  in  each  of  his  hands  the  skulls  of  our  ances- 
tors. In  those  silent  chambers  once  dwelt  two  truly  great 
spirits  who  for  the  sake  of  Christ,  had,  like  Paul,  "suffered 
the  loss  of  all  things. ' '  They  preferred  freedom  of  conscience 
to  the  favor  of  royalty  and  the  unspeakable  hardships  of 
pioneer  life  to  ease  and  affluence.  God  has  signally  honored 
them  in  calling  near  one  hundred  of  their  descendants  into 
the  sacred  office  of  the  ministry  and  hundreds  more  into 
the  noblest  fields  of  usefulness. 

Is  it  not  singular  that  the  remains  were  so  long  preserved? 
Most  human  remains  disappear  in  less  than  half  the  time 
that  our  fore-parents  slumbered  there.      In    these   silent   re- 
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mains  lay  a  pent  up  message  awaiting  utterance,  and  which, 
like  an  oracle  of  the  long  ago,  speak  at  last.  Reader,  re- 
flect, our  exiled  ancestor  was  old  enough  to  have  been  the 
great-grandfather  of  General  Washington,  who  died  one 
hundred  and  ten  years  ago.  He  was  a  young  man  when 
William  Penn  founded  this  great  commonwealth,  "By  Deeds 
of  Peace."  He  was  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  already,  and  a 
man  of  family,  when  the  Treaty  of  Ryswick  was  signed  in 
1697,  the  violation  of  which  by  France  caused  the  devasta- 
tion of  the  Palatinate  by  fire  and  sword,  and  sent  the  poor 
Germans  to  Pennsylvania  by  the  tens  of  thousands.  The 
ancestral  grave  was  old  when  the  grandsons  and  great-grand- 
sons fought  the  British  in  and  around  St.  Michael's  at  the 
battle  of  Germantown  in  1777. 

Dear  kindred,  is  there  not  in  all  this  a  message  for  you? 
Shall  we  not  all  strive  to  emulate  the  high  standard  set  by 
these  our  honored  dead?  They  were  not  only  of  the  "No- 
bility" in  civil  and  social  life,  but  more  specially  belonged 
to  the  "Nobility"  of  personal  worth.  Let  us  as  their  pos- 
terity merit  this  distinction  by  our  nobility  of  character. 


THE  VAN  DIEREX  CONTROVERSY. 

On  page  8  the  reader  will  note  a  reference  to  an  ordination 
controversy  in  which  our  ancestor,  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob 
Henkel,  was  involved.  We  promised  then  to  give  a  full 
account  of  it  in  this  issue,  but  find  to  our  great  regret  that 
we  have  not  the  space  to  give  such  an  account  as  we  intended, 
and  must  refer  those  who  wish  to  master  the  subject  to  the 
following  works  :  "The  Halle  Reports,"  (Hallische  Nach- 
richten,)  printed  by  Brobst  and  Co.,  Allentown,  Pennsylvania, 
in  which  will  be  found  Dr.  Mann's  notes  ;  "History  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America,"  by  Dr.  Theo.  E.  Schmauk: 
"  Justus  Falckner  "  by  Dr.  Julius  F.  vSacli.se,  (1903;.  We 
give  the  salient  points    of    the    controversy,  reminding  the 
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reader  that  practically  all  we  know  of  the  case  comes  from 
hostile  sources. 

About  1 7 15,  a  young  tailor,  named  John  Bernhart  van  Die- 
ren,  lately  arrived  from  Germany,  connected  himself  with 
the  German  Lutheran  congregation  in  New  York  city.  At 
that  time  that  denomination  was  in  its  formative  period  in 
the  province  and  consisted  of  a  few  feeble  societies  in  New 
York,  Albany,  Schoharie,  and  at  Hackensack,  and  on  the 
Raritan  in  New  Jersey.  The  Lutheran  pastors  were  Rev. 
Joshua  Kocherthal,  who  arrived  in  New  York  with  his  refu- 
gee Palatines  in  1709,  and  Rev.  Justus  Falckner,  who  was 
ordained  by  the  Swedish  Lutheran  pastor,  Rudman,  at  Phil- 
adelphia, in  1703,  and  soon  afterwards  took  up  the  ministry 
among  the  Dutch  and  Germans  on  the  Raritan  and  elsewhere. 

In  Pennsylvania,  the  Lutheran  work  was  also  in  an  embry- 
otic  state  ;  the  Swedes  having  several  churches  on  the  Dela- 
ware, and  the  Germans  no  organization,  unless,  as  is  claimed, 
at  New  Hanover.  The  rapid  influx  of  Germans,  and  the 
scarcity  of  ministers,  will  explain  the  importance  of  the 
controversy  we  relate. 

Soon  after  his  arrival,  van  Dieren,  who  was  an  illiterate 
man,  aspired  to  the  ministerial  office,  and  sought  to  officiate 
in  the  little  society  with  which  he  was  connected.  Having 
married  the  daughter  of  a  prominent  member,  he  obtained  a 
following.  His  erratic  character,  and  lack  of  authority  to 
exercise  the  pastoral  office,  caused  troubles  and  dissensions 
into  which  it  is  needless  to  enter.  About  171 7  he  came  to 
Pennsylvania,  and  sought  ordination  of  the  Swedish  minis- 
ters, who,  for  many  reasons  which  we  cannot  now  give, 
promptly  turned  him  down.  Upon  their  refusal  to  ordain 
him,  it  is  held  that  he  went  to  our  ancestor,  Anthony  Jacob 
Henkel,  who  then  ordained  him.  At  least,  he  returned  to 
New  York  and  exhibited  his  certificate  of  ordination. 

The  controversy  related  to  two  points,  namely,  van  Die- 
ren's  unfitness,  and  HenkePs    want    of    jurisdiction.      Some 
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held  that  Heukel  himself  was  unordaiued,  and  that  he  had 
been  a  wagon-master  in  the  German  army.  Henkel,  however, 
asserted  that  he  was  ordained  in  1693. 

.  As  Kocherthal  died  at  Esopus,  in  17 19,  and  Falckner  in 
1723,  on  the  Raritan,  the  ministrations  of  van  Dieren  became 
more  and  more  important.  Jnstns  Falckner,  befoie  his  death, 
had  written  the  Swedish  pastors  in  Pennsylvania,  for  advice, 
as  to  what  attitude  he  should  maintain  toward  van  Dieren, 
several  congregations  did  the  same.  It  is  to  the  reply  of  the 
Swedes  that  we  owe  most  of  our  knowledge  of  the  true  inward- 
ness of  the  case.  They  of  course  denounced  van  Dieren, 
and  warned  the  people  against  him. 

In  1725,  the  trouble  assumed  a  new  phase  by  the  arrival 
of  Rev.  W.  C.  Berkenmeyer  in  New  York.  Van  Dieren  had 
been  preaching  among  the  Palatines  of  Schoharie,  and  where 
he  baptized  several  children  of  Conrad  Weiser,  who,  in  1728, 
removed  to  Tulpehocken  in  (now)  Berks  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania. Berkenmeyer  came  in  response  to  a  call  by  a  part  of 
the  congregation  in  New  York  city,  in  which  another  faction 
were  seeking  to  secure  van  Dieren.  This  at  once  brought 
matters  to  a  head,  with  the  result  that  Berkenmeyer  became 
the  pastor.  It  did  not,  however,  settle  the  controversy,  and 
in  1728  Berkenmeyer  issued  a  pamphlet  against  van  Dieren 
which  is  anything  but  edifying  reading.  The  book  is  writ- 
ten in  the  Dutch  language,  and  was  printed  by  Peter  Zenger 
in  New  York.  The  only  known  copy  is  in  the  library  of 
Harvard  University.  In  this  pamphlet  are  found  the  replies 
of  the  Swedish  pastors  to  Rev.  Justus  Falckner,  and  the  in- 
quiring congregations.  The  letters  are  of  special  interest  to 
us  because  the  Swedes  discuss  the  alleged  ordination  of 
van  Dieren  by  our  honored  ancestor.  After  relating  van 
Dieren's  unsuccessful  application  to  them  they  say  :  ''Seeing 
now  that  he  could  not  get  ordination  by  us,  he  went  up  to 
Mr.  Hinckler,  living  about  Manatawny,  and  by  him  some- 
how ordained  is  likely  enough  ;   but   yet   when   Mr,   Lidmah 
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(pastor  at  Wicaco,  near  Philadelphia,  Ed.)  was  with  Mr. 
Hinckler,  and  among  other  things  did  ask  him  about 
van  Dieren  his  ordination,  he  protested  then  that  van  Dieren 
was  never  ordained  by  him  ;  however  Mr.  Eidman  has  no 
witness j  but  will  take  his  oath  before  any  magistrate  that  he 
heard  Mr.  Hinckler  say  such  a  thing." 

Notwithstanding  the  contrary  opinion,  we  do  not  believe 
that  Henkel  ordained  van  Dieren.  He  solemnly  denied  hav- 
ing done  so,  and  the  matter  resolves  itself  into  a  question  of 
veracity  between  an  irresponsible  and  contentious  would-be 
minister  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  highly  honored  Swedish 
pastor  of  Wicaco,  Rev.  Jonas  Lidrnan,  and  our  venerable 
exiled  ancestor  on  the  other.  We  let  our  readers  judge  for 
themselves,  however. 

TUEPEHOCKEN. 

This  region,  so  famous  in  colonial  times,  lies  about  mid- 
way between  the  cities  of  Reading  and  Lebanon.  It  was 
settled  by  the  Palatines  who  had  accompanied  Rev.  Joshua 
Kocherthal  to  New  York  in  1709-10.  They  first  located  on 
the  Hudson,  and  later  removed  to  a  place  in  the  Mohawk 
Valley  which  they  called  "Schoharie."  Conrad  Weiser, 
wrho  became  the  official  interpreter  and  agent  for  Pennsylva- 
nia to  the  Iroquois  tribes,  was  one  of  their  leaders,  and  Rev. 
J.  B.  van  Dieren  was  one  of  their  preachers.  Because  the 
New  York  authorities  sought  to  invalidate  the  titles  to  their 
lands  which  they  had  obtained  from  the  Indians,  they  deter- 
mined to  remove  to  Pennsylvania.  The  first  party  was  led 
overland  by  Indian  guides  to  the  head  waters  of  the  Susque- 
hanna in  1723.  From  thence  they  descended  the  stream  to 
the  mquth  of  the  Swatara,  at  (now)  Middletown.  The  second 
convoy  arrived  in  1728,  led  by  the  famous  Conrad  Weiser. 
Van  Dieren  had  promised  to  remove  with  them  and  be  their 
pastor.  Although  he  visited  them,  he  never  became  their 
pastor  except  as  an  occasional  visitant.  Our  ancestor, 
Henkel,  was  probably  the  first  recognized  pastor,  and  through 
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liim  they  built  a  church  in  1727,  which  was  the  second  Ger- 
man. Lutheran  edifice  in  the  Province.  The  first  one  was 
built  at  New  Hanover,  the  home  of  Henkel  and  his  son-in- 
law  Valentine  Geiger. 

The  early  Lutheran  authorities,  Muhlenberg,  Helmuth, 
and  others,  write,  in  u Hctllische  Nachrichten"  of  his  minis- 
trations among  these  people.  As  further  proof  we  may 
quote  a  paragraph  from  a  brief  account  of  the  Tulpehocken 
church  discovered  some  years  ago  in  the  Moravian  archives 
at  Bethlehem  :  "A  preacher  named  Henkel,  from  Falckner 
Swamp,  also  came  to  visit  us,  and  also  frequently  adminis- 
tered the  Lord's  Supper.  He  advised  us  to  build  a  church 
which  we  did  in  1727."  That  this  church  was  then  built  is 
proven  by  a  petition  for  a  road  from  this  church  to  Oley, 
dated  1727. 


ANTHONY    PERSISTENT. 

The  veneration  in  which  the  Exile,  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob 
Henkel,  was  held  by  his  descendants  in  the  early  days,  is 
shown  in  the  persistence  of  the  name  Anthony  among  them. 
We  will  give  a  case  in  point  which  is  truly  remarkable. 
The  parson  was  known  as  Anthony.  His  youngest  son  was 
Anthony  y  of  German  town,  born  1709,  died  1751.  He  had  a 
son  Philip,  of  Plumstead,  Bucks  County  (born  1739,  died 
1814).  Philip  had  a  son  Anthony  who  died  1815,  and  he 
had  a  son  Anthony  Howard,  (born  1815),  of  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  who  had  a  son  Anthony  Howard,  (born  1842,)  who 
also  had  a  son  Anthony  Howard  Hinkel,  born  1882.  Here 
is  a  line  of  seven  generations  extending  over  two  centuries, 
with  only  one  break  in  the  succession  of  the  name.'  Anthony, 
of  Germantown,  also  had  a  son  Anthony  oi  Lancaster  County. 
Freka  Geiger,  the  Exile's  oldest  daughter,  named  her  first 
born  son  Anthony,  who  was  born  1717,  and  died  1753.  So, 
many  more  examples  might  be  given.  Almost  every  family 
to  the  third  generation  had  an  Anthony. 
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THE  GREATER  HEXKLE  FAMILY. 

In  the  previous  issue  we  promised  to  give  the  names  of 
Henkle  and  Hinkle  families,  other  than  ours.  We  will  now 
do  so.  In  our  opinion  all  these  families  spring  from  one 
original  stem  that  reaches  back  many  centuries.  Our  au- 
thorities for  the  following  arrivals  are  the  excellent  Penn- 
sylvania Archives  of  which  there  are  over  one  hundred  vol- 
umes. Volume  XVII.  of  the  Second  Series  has  the  names 
and  date  of  arrival  of  over  forty  thousand  "foreign"  immi- 
grants to  this  province  prior  to  1800  —  German,  Swiss, 
Dutch,  French,  &c.  Unfortunately  there  are  no  records  of 
British  subjects  except  as  we  find  them  in  the  tax  lists,  land 
deals,  marriages,  &c.  Many  of  the  Henkels  who  arrived 
later  than  our  family  located  in  the  same  general  region, 
which  causes  much  trouble  and  confusion  in  getting  the 
family  lines. 

In  these  lists  of  immigrants  the  names  are  variously  writ- 
ten, as  the  immigrants  did  not  always  sign  their  own  names, 
and  the  English  clerks  played  havoc  with  them.  (Heinkle, 
Heinkel,  Henckle,  Heinkell,  &c.)  However,  when  these 
same  people  are  met  with  in  the  church  and  other  records, 
the  name  is  HENKEL.  This  the  English  changed  to 
Hinkle.  We  have  spent  much  time  in  gathering  the  follow- 
ing names  and  in  placing  them  in  the  order  of  their  arrival. 
Henkel,  Peter,  arrived  1735  ;  John  George,  1739;  Christian, 
1 74 1.  Philip,  1749,  located  in  Windsor  Township,  Berks 
County,  died  1793.  Jonn  Leonard,  1749,  located  in  Bucks 
County  ;  was  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution.  Michael  and  wife 
Barbara,  1748,  located  in  Lehigh  County.  Peter,  1750; 
George  Frederick  and  wife  Anna  Maria,  from  Bolsingen, 
Germany,  1752  ;  children  baptized  in  Philadelphia.  John 
David,  1752;  John  Christopher,  1753,  married  1759  to  Eve 
Maria  Seeger,  had  a  large  family,  children  baptized  at  Ger- 
mantown;  he  died  about  1793.  Conrad,  1 748,  appears  as 
a  witness  to  marriages,  &c,  in  New  Hanover,  1753,  and  later. 
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Casper,  1753,  located  in  Tulpehocken,  Berks  County.  Jo- 
hannis,  1753  ;  John  Valentine  and  John  George,  1754;  Chris- 
tian and  wife  Veronica,  1755  ;  he  died  in  Germantown,  1757. 
Heinrich,  1755  ;  Simon,  1756.  There  was  a  John  Henkel 
lived  in  Cunirue  Township,  Berks  County,  prior  to  1756. 
Joachim  Henkel  appears  on  the  church  records  in  Phila- 
delphia County  in  1759,  and  after.  Jacob,  1766;  Christopher, 
1773;    Casper,  1793. 

In  Philadelphia  the  Editor  found  the  following  wills  : 
Christian  Hinckel,  dated  1775,  Philadelphia,  was  aged  and 
sick,  &c;  left  no  sons.  John  Hinckel,  of  Philadelphia,  1798; 
had  a  wife  Magdalena  and  children — Elisabeth,  Frederick, 
John,  George,  Catharine— some  were  minors.  Peter  Hinkel, 
of  Germantown,  will  made  1798  and  probated  1801,  wife 
Elisabeth  and  children  John,  David,  Conrad,  Margaret,  Anna 
and  Elisabeth.  This  family  is  still  represented  in  German- 
town,  and  is  thought  by  many  to  come  from  our  branch.  He 
purchased  part  of  the  Anthony  Henkel  estate,  and  this  adds 
to  the  error.  He  was  not  of  our  kin,  however,  but  lived  at 
Radnor  prior  to  his  purchase. 

Dr.  John  Michael  Hanckel,  of  Northern  Liberties,  Phila- 
delphia, died  in  181 5,  wife  Anna  Dorothy  Maria,  mentions 
daughter  Anna  Dorothy  Henriett,  who  was  to  share  with 
wife  his  property  during  life,  and  after  death  the  property 
to  be  divided  among  "all  my  children."  We  take  this  Mi- 
chael to  be  the  son  of  Anthony,  of  Germantown,  and  the 
only  one  who  did  not  remove  far  from  the  old  home.  He 
appointed  his  son  Christian  and  Jacob  Meyer,  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  John  Conrad,  of  Germantown,  as  executors.  It 
will  be  seen  elsewhere  that  Michael's  only  sister,  Barbara, 
was  married  to  John  Conrad,  of  Germantown.  As  Conrad 
died  long  before  this  will  was'made,  we  assume  that  this  was 
a  son,  and  hence  a  nephew  to  the  testator. 

The  Editor  has  found  it  exceedingly  difficult  to  disentan- 
gle these  families  from  our  own.      He  is  constantly  receiving. 
letters   from  people  who   claim  kinship,  but   when   ferreted 
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out,  are  found  to  spring  from  other  lines.  We  give  a  few- 
examples  of  our  own  mistakes  :  Years  ago  when  looking  for 
the  children  of  Anthony  2d,  of  Germantown,  w7e  found  a 
Philip  in  Windsor  Township,  Berks  County.  Now  as  An- 
thony's Philip  never  appears  on  the  tax  list  anywhere  near 
his  home  we  concluded  that  the  Windsor  Philip  was  the  man 
we  wrere  looking  for.  We  so  printed  it  in  our  sketch  of  the 
Henkel  family  in  "The  Pennsylvania  German  Magazine." 
We  discovered  our  error  when  wTe  afterwards  noted  that  the 
Windsor  man  in  his  will,  in  1793,  says  he  is  "old  and  in- 
firm." We  then  started  to  seek  anew7,  and  found  our  man 
in  Bucks  County,  as  appears  in  these  records.  For  years  wre 
were  on  the  lookout  for  John,  oldest  son  of  Anthony  2d,  and 
John,  son  of  Gerhart,  oldest  son  of  the  Exile.  We  were 
sure  wre  had  our  man  in  Johann  Christopher,  of  Germantown, 
noted  above.  This  John,  however,  would  not  fit  in,  and  we 
gave  him  up.  Years  later  we  found  John,  son  of  Anthony, 
as  a  resident  in  York  County,  through  his  sales  of  the  pa- 
rental estate,  when  he  signs  "John  Hinkel,  blacksmith, 
Manheim  township,- York  county."  When  we  found  the 
family  it  was  clear  enough.  The  finding  of  John,  son  of 
Gerhart,  will  also  be  noted  in  this  issue.  There  is,  however, 
still  an  element  of  doubt  in  the  latter.  The  proofs  while 
reasonably  good  are  not  conclusive. 


EDITORIAL  BRIEFS. 

That  was  a  unique  discovery  in  old  St.  Michael's  grave- 
yard, given  elsewhere  in  this  issue  of  the  Memorial.  It 
comes  as  a  message  to  us  all  from  the  long  ago.  May  we 
rightly  interpret  its  meaning  and  heed  its  lessons  so  full  of 
interest.

A  prominent  trait  in  our  family  is  its  independence  of 
thought.  This  was  plainly  evidenced  as  far  back  as  the 
Reformation  when  the  Henkels  early  sympathized  with  and 
espoused  the  cause  of  Protestantism.  Another  Teutonic 
trait  of  the  family  is  its  sturdy  persistency  of  purpose  and 
tenacity  of  principle.  It  therefore  happens  that  if  all  were 
at  first  strict  Lutherans,  there  are  some  who  have  preserved 
the  faith  unbroken  down  the  ages ;  but  there  are  others 
whose  independence  of  thought  has  forced  them  into  con- 
nection with  other  denominations  who  have  likewise  forged 
to  the  front  in  the  foremost  rank.  For  we  have  found  de- 
scendants of  the  Exile  in  almost  every  Protestant  denomina- 
tion in  America  as  ministers,  teachers,  authors,  &c.  We 
could  write  an  interesting  chapter  on  this  subject  had  we 
the  space  to  spare.

Scholarship  too  has  ever  been  a  family  trait.  From  the 
days  of  our  ancestor  Dr.  Johann  Henkle,  Chaplain  to  Queen 
Marie,  and  tlthe  friend  of  Erasmus, "  the  greatest  scholar  of 
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his  age,  to  the  present  time,  hosts  of  our  people  have  graced 
the  learned  professions.  As  teachers  many  have  attained 
distinction.  Prof.  John  Henkel  (born  1679,  died  1744)  was 
one  of  the  profoimdest  scholars  of  Europe.  Although  orig- 
inally a  medical  man,  he  extended  his  researches  into  almost 
every  field  of  science.  His  greatest  attainments  were  in 
physics  and  mineralogy.  Augustus  II.,  King  of  Poland,  and 
Elector  of  Saxony,  made  him  his  "Counselor  of  the  Mines" 
(Economic  Mineralogy).  He  was  the  father  of  the  porcelain 
industry  at  Meissen.  He  was  a  prolific  author.  His  work 
on  pyrotology  was  translated  into  English  in  1757.

BIOGRAPHY  OF  HEY.   PAUL   HENKEL. 

Rev.  Paul  Henkel  was  the  oldest  son  of  Jacob  and  Mary 
Teeter  Henkel.  (Paul,  Jacob,  Justus,  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob). 
He  was  born  in  Rowan  County,  North  Carolina,  December 
15,  1754,  and  died  at  his  home  in  New  Market,  Virginia, 
November  17,  1825.  About  1776,  he  placed  himself  under 
the  instruction  of  Rev.  Krugh,  of  Frederick,  Maryland,  as  a 
student  for  the  Lutheran  ministry.  He  thoroughly  mastered 
the  Classics  and  Theology,  and  early  in  1781  began  the 
work  of  the  ministry.  In  June,  1783,  he  was  examined  by 
the  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania  and  granted  license 
to  preach,  and  was  ordained  as  an  Elder  by  the  same  body,  June 
6,  1792.  From  that  date  until  1820  the  records  abound  in 
references  to  his  activity,  and  the  reader  is  referred  to  the 
printed  record  of  "  The  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  Pennsyl- 
vania" for  many  matters  of  interest  respecting  him  that  we 
must  pass  by. 

He  was  an  intimate  friend  of  Rev.  Peter  Muhlenberg  who, 
as  a  Major-General  of  the  Revolution,  gained  such  renown. 
Almost  every  school  boy  knows  the  story  of  how  young  Peter 
Muhlenberg,  who  was  then  pastor  of  the  Lutheran  church 
at  Woodstock,  Virginia,  clad  in  his  long  silk  clerical  gown, 
preached  a  patriotic  sermon  to  his  people,  and  then  opening 
his  robe  disclosed  a  colonel's  uniform  underneath.  Laying 
the  robe  aside  he  said  the  time  to  fight  had  come,  and  en- 
listed his  members  in  the  service  of  his  country.  The  fame 
of  General  Muhlenberg  need  not  be  given   here.      But   what 
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of  the  robe?  Out  of  respect  to  the  Henkel  family  (from 
which  Muhlenberg  descended),  he  gave  the  robe  to  the  stu- 
dent Paul  Henkel  with  the  injunction  that  it  remain  in  the 
family  in  ministerial  line.  From  Paul  the  robe  came  to  his 
oldest  son;  then  to  another,  Rev.  Andrew;  from  Andrew  to 
his  nephew  Rev.  Dr.  Socrates.  Here  the  ministerial  suc- 
cession ending,  Mr.  Ambrose  L.  Henkel,  sou  of  Socrates,  in 
1909  loaned  the  robe  to  the  Lutheran  Theological  Seminary 
at  Mt.  Airy,  near  Germantown,  Pennsylvania. 

Tradition  says  Paul  was  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  of 
which  we  have  no  doubt.  Immediately  at  the  close  of  the 
war  his  ministerial  work  as  a  regular  pastor  was  begun  in 
the  Shenandoah  Valley,  but  his  activities  extended  far  into 
the  adjacent  counties.  His  home  was  in  New  Market  until 
1800,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  years  when  he  resided  in 
Staunton.  In  1800,  he  removed  to  the  place  of  his  birth. 
Rowan  County,  North  Carolina.  Here  he  labored  until  1805 
when  he  returned  to  New  Market  for  the  double  purpose  of 
regaining  his  shattered  health  and  of  assisting  his  sons  in 
establishing  the  printing  house. 

Paul  Henkel  is  a  commanding  figure  in  the  history  of  Lu- 
theranism  in  America.  Not  only  as  a  writer  of  hymns  and 
Lutheran  books,  but  specially  as  a  missionary,  does  he  stand 
unsurpassed,  and  is  worthy  to  be  classed  with  his  great-grand- 
father, our  exiled  ancestor,  and  our  more  distant  progenitor, 
the  learned  court  preacher  of  Queen  Marie,  and  "the  friend 
of  Erasmus,"  the  Rev.  Dr.  Johann  Henkel  of  the  Reformation. 

In  1806,  he  was  appointed  by  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  as  a 
traveling  missionary  for  the  South  and  West  at  a  salary  of 
$40  a  month  when  actually  in  the  field.  His  engagement 
was  renewed  from  year  to  year  with  varying  conditions  until 
1816.  His  labors  during  this  period,  as  disclosed  by  his 
fragmentary  journals,  were  truly  apostolic.  His  acth  ' 
extended  all  over  western   Virginia,  North  and  South  C 
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lina,  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  and  Ohio.  In  an  undated  journal 
he  writes  of  coming  to  a  locality  from  which  the  people  had 
fled  because  of  the  hostile  Indians,  and  at  another  time  he 
was  not  permitted  to  preach  at  a  fort  to  which  he  came  for 
fear  of  attracting  the  enemy.  Truly  he  was  like  his  proto- 
type, Paul,  "in  perils  oft."  In  1S12,  he  removed  to  Point 
Pleasant,  West  Virginia,  on  the  Ohio  River,  where  he 
remained  three  years,  during  which  time  he  laid  the  founda- 
tions of  many  congregations.  In  1S03,  he  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod;  in  1818  of  the  Ohio 
Synod  ;   and  in  1S20  of  the  Tennessee  Synod. 

He  married,  November  20,  1776,  Elizabeth  Nagley,  the 
daughter  of  George  Nagley  of  (now)  near  Monterey,  Virginia. 
She  was  of  the  New  Jersey  Nagley  family,  some  of  whom 
were  noted  artists  and  portrait  painters.  They  had  three 
daughters  and  six  sons,  five  of  whom  were  prominent  min- 
isters.     (Page  59.) 

The  literary  work  of  Rev.  Paul  Henkel  is  all  the  more 
remarkable  when  we  consider  his  almost  constant  travels  as 
a  missionary.  Nevertheless  he  wrote  hyms  and  books  that 
of  themselves  were  sufficient  to  bring  him  a  lasting  fame. 
In  1 8 10,  he  published  a  German  hymn-book  for  the  use  of 
the  Lutheran  church  in  the  South  which  passed  through 
several  editions.  In  1816,  he  published  an  English  hymn- 
book  of  the  same  character,  which  was  also  revised  and 
republished.  In  181 1,  he  published  a  German  catechism, 
which  passed  several  editions  and  later  he  published  an 
English  catechism.  He  was  a  fine  poet  in  both  English  and 
German,  and  many  of  the  hymns  in  his  books  were  his  own 
productions.  We  may  here  add  in  closing  that  Rev.  Paul 
and  his  five  ministerial  sons  preached  in  both  English  and 
German  as  occasion  required. 
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THE  EMINENT  SONS  OF  THE    REV.   PAUL 

HENKEL. 

Solomon  Heukel,  Af.  D.,  oldest  son  of  Paul,  was  born 
in  Pendleton  County,  Virginia,  November  10,  1777,  and 
died  at  his  home  in  New  Market,  Virginia,  August  31,  1847. 
He  began  the  study  of  medicine  in  early  youth,  and  attained 
a  degree  of  skill  and  proficiency  as  is  seldom  found  in  that 
profession.  He  was  one  of  the  first  to  adopt  modern  meth- 
ods; such  as,  urinary  analysis,  &c,  in  the  detection  and  cure 
of  disease.  He  wras  not  only  progressive  in  his  chosen  pro- 
fession, but  possessed  many  other  accomplishments.  He 
opened  his  apothecary  shop  in  New  Market  in  1797,  his 
office  in  1800,  and  was  soon  afterwards  appointed  as  post- 
master, an  office  which  he  retained  many  years. 

In  1804,  he  laid  plans  for  the  establishment  of  a  printing 
press  in  his  town  which  was  happily  Consummated  in  1806 
when  he  associated  with  himself  his  brother  Ambrose,  in 
whose  name  the  project  was  launched.  Some  eight  years 
later  he  acquired  the  entire  control  of  the  printing  house  and 
remained  its  owner  until  his  death. 

He  was  profoundly  religious,  and  the  "History  of  the 
Tennessee  Synod  "  shows  his  deep  interest  in  providing  his 
church  with  the  works  of  Luther,  and  its  final  accomplish- 
ment by  his  no  less  gifted  sons.  On  September  9,  1800,  he 
was  married  to  Miss  Rebecca,  the  gifted  daughter  of  Godfrey 
Miller,  of  Winchester,  and  with  whom  he  had  a  large  family. 
His  sons,  as  said,  were  also  men  of  note — a  mere  mention  of 
them  must  suffice  for  the  present. 

Dr.  Samuel  Godjrey,  born  1807,  died  1863,  was  not  only 
eminent  in  his  profession,  but  was  also  a  profound  classical 
and  theological  scholar.  On  his  able  shoulders  fell  the 
main  burden  of  carrying  out  the  designs  of  his  honored  father 
and  the  Tennessee  Synod  to  give  to  the  world  correct  English 
translations  of  the  works  of  Luther. 
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Dr.  Solon  P.  C.  Henkel  (18 18- 1883)  was  also  a  promi- 
nent practitioner  and  associated  in  the  Lutheran  publications. 

Dr.  Si  Ion  Amos  Henkel  (1813-1844)  died  in  ihe  bloom 
of  manhood  as  the  result  of  an  accident,  just  as  a  career  of 
great  promise  was  opening  before  him.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  he  held  under  advisement  the  offer  of  a  professorship 
in  one  of  the  greatest  medical  institutions  in  America.  He 
had  made  important  discoveries  in  electrical  science  which 
was  then  in  its  infancy.  Greater  than  all,  he  was  perfecting 
a  method  of  photographing  in  natural  colors,  an  art  which 
is  not  yet  attained.  In  1827,  when  fourteen  years  of  age, 
he  published  a  small  book,  setting  the  type,  making  the 
cuts,  &c.  Not  being  strong  enough  to  work  the  press  his 
cousin  Eusebius  gave  him  some  assistance.  What  might 
not  this  gifted  young  man  have  accomplished  had  he  lived  ? 

Rev.  Philip  Henkel,  second  son  of  Paul,  was  born  in  Pen- 
dleton County,  Virginia,  September  23,  1779,  and  died  at 
Richland,  North  Carolina,  October  9,  1833.  He  was  ordained 
to  the  Lutheran  ministry  in  1805,  and  until  his  death  was 
unremitting  in  his  labors.  He  was  much  associated  with  his 
father  in  missionary  work.  He  extended  his  labors  into 
Tennessee,  Kentucky,  Ohio  and  Indiana.  He  reported  to 
his  synod  in  1831  that  he  had  just  organized  five  congrega- 
tions in  the  latter  State.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Tennessee  Synod  and  the  President-elect  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  He  was  survived  by  his  wife  and  seven  children  of 
whom  Rev.  Eusebius  and  Rev.  frenaeus  were  Lutheran  min- 
isters of  note,  and  of  whom  we  may  give  more  in  next  issue. 

Rev.  Ambrose  Henkel  was  born  July  n,  1786,  and  died  at 
New  Market,  Virginia,  January  6,  1S70.  He  was,  with  his 
brother  Dr.  Solomon,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Henkel 
Press  (1806) ,  its  first  publisher  and  editor.  Besides  his  main- 
minor  works  which  he  issued  while  connected  with  the  print- 
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ing  house,  he  rendered  his  synod  distinguished  services  as 
the  editor  of  the  hymn-book  (1838),  Book  of  Forms  and 
Ritual  (1843),  and  many  others.  In  fact  he  bore  a  promi- 
nent part  in  most  of  the  sy nodical  publications.  He  entered 
the  ministry  of  the  Tennessee  Synod  in  1823,  and  served  as 
its  secretary  for  a  number  of  sessions.  While  of  a  versa- 
tile turn  of  mind,  he  was  most  scrupulous  and  painstak- 
ing in  all  his  work.  He  had  a  wide  range  of  information, 
and  his  discourses  were  very  instructive  as  well  as  edifying. 
He  was  thrice  married,  first  to  Miss  Catharine,  daughter  of 
Frederick  Hoke  of  Lincoln  County,  North  Carolina;  second 
to  Miss  Mary,  daughter  of  Martin  Kite  of  Page  County, 
Virginia  ;  and  third  to  Miss  Veronica,  daughter  of  Peter 
Heyle,  Esq.,  of  Lincoln  County,  North  Carolina.  He  was 
survived  by  his  wife  and  six  children. 

Rev.  Andrew  Henkel,  the  fourth  son  of  Rev.  Paul,  was 
born  at  New  Market,  Virginia,  October  21,  1790,  and  died 
in  Germantown,  Ohio,  April  23,  1870,  and  was  there  buried. 
He  received  regular  ministerial  license  from  the  Pennsylvania 
Synod  in  181 1.  In  1826,  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  Lutheran 
church  at  Germantown,  Ohio,  where  he  passed  a  long  and 
eminently  successful  pastorate  which  was  only  broken  by  a 
brief  stay  at  Goshen,  Indiana,  and  Lewisburg,  Ohio.  During 
his  service  of  forty  years  at  Germantown  he  baptized  over  one 
thousand  persons,  catechized  877,  buried  683,  and  married 
495  couples.  He  was  one  of  the  foremost  citizens  of  his 
community,  and  held  many  positions  calling  for  good  judg- 
ment and  uprightness,  commanding  the  confidence  and  high 
esteem  of  all  during  his  long  and  useful  lift:.  Like  his 
brothers  he  possessed  a  literary  turn  of  mind,  and  wrote  both 
English  and  German  productions  for  publication,  evidencing 
great  versatility  and  vigorous  mind.  He  also  had  much  artis- 
tic talent,  and  his  portrait  painting,  drawings,  and  book 
illustrations  were  most   creditable. 
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Rev.  David  Henkel.  This  gifted  and  very  eloquent  son 
of  Paul,  was  born  at  Staunton,  Virginia,  May  4,  1795,  and 
died  in  Lincoln  County,  North  Carolina,  June  5,  1831.  He 
was  one  of  the  most  profound  scholars  and  most  noted 
orators  of  the  South.  He  entered  the  Lutheran  ministry  in 
North  Carolina  in  181 2  when  not  yet  eighteen  years  of  age, 
and  was  soon  in  great  demand  for  the  fearless  and  intrepid 
manner  in  which  he  defended  his  church  against  such  who 
were  making  inroads  against  the  faith  by  sectarian  or  heretical 
doctrines.  His  literary  labors  too  were  quite  extensive.  At 
the  solicitation  of  his  synod  he  prepared  a  number  of  doctrinal 
works  to  check  heretical  encroachments.  His  productions 
were  nine  in  number.  Among  them  were  "  The  Carolinian 
Herald  of  Liberty"  (1821);  "The  Heavenly  Flood  of  Regen- 
eration" (Baptism,  1822);  "Answer  to  Joseph  Moore' '  (1825); 
"  Treatise  on  the  Person  and  Work  of  Christ  "  (Anti-Uni- 
tarian, 183 1).  His  wife  was  Miss  Catharine,  the  daughter 
of  Hon.  Peter  Heyle,  of  Lincoln  County,  North  Carolina. 
who  survived  him  with  seven  children.  Two  of  the  sons, 
Rev.  Poly  carp  Cyprian ,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  Socrates,  D.  D., 
Lutheran  ministers  of  note,  will  receive  attention  in  our 
next  issue 

Rev.  Charles  Henkel,  D.  D.,  youngest  son  of  Rev.  Paul, 
was  born  in  New  Market,  Va.,  May  18,  1798,  and  died  in 
Perry  County,  Ohio,  February  2,  1841,  in  the  bloom  of  a 
most  useful  life.  As  a  young  man  he  migrated  to  Ohio, 
entered  the  Lutheran  ministry  and  rose  to  prominence,  serv- 
ing as  president  of  his  synod.  Like  his  kindred  he  was  also 
the  founder  of  numerous  churches.  He  was  also  a  fine 
scholar  and  translated  the  Augsburg  Confession  (183 1), 
which  was  afterwards  published  by  the  order  of  the  Tennes- 
see Synod,  (vide  "  Hist.  Tenn.  Synod,"  page  83;.  At  his 
death  he  was  survived  by  his  wife,  daughter  Mary  Elizabeth, 
and.  son  David  Melandithon,  D.  Z?»,  who  spent  over  fifty 
years  in  the  Lutheran  ministry,  and  died  at  Catawis^a,  Penn- 
sylvania, November  8,  1904,  in  the  86th  year  of  his  age. 
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THE  HENKEL  PRINTING  HOUSE  AT  NEW 
MARKET,   VIRGINIA. 

This  institution  is  the  crowning  glory  of  our  family,  and  a 
mass  of  contemporary  letters  of  Dr.  Solomon,  Ambrose,  Philip, 
David,  and  their  honored  father,  Rev.  Paul  Henkel,  pertain- 
ing to  the  plant  from  its  inception  in  1804  to  1825,  which 
have  been  placed  at  our  disposal,  bring  to  us  a  deep  regret 
that  our  limited  space  will  permit  only  a  cursory  notice  of  it. 
An  entire  issue  of  the  Memorial  would  hardly  be  sufficient 
to  do  these  noble  men  justice  in  telling  what  they  did  for 
posterity.  As  early  as  1S04,  Dr.  Solomon  Henkel  (oldest 
son  of  Rev.  Paul,)  who  was  a  physician  living  in  New  Mar- 
ket, Virginia,  wrote  to  his  father,  then  living  in  North  Car- 
olina, telling  him  he  was  minded  to  establish  a  printing  press 
and  desired  his  father  to  remove  to  New  Market,  and  he  and 
"the  boysn  were  to  join  in  the  enterprise.  Early  in  1805, 
he  wrote  again  giving  full  details  of  his  plans  which  were 
afterwards  carried  out. 

In  the  fall  of  1805,  Paul  Henkel  removed  to  New  Market, 
and  all  hands  were  soon  engaged  in  launching  the  venture. 
Letters  discouraging  the  enterprise  were  sent  to  Dr.  Solomon 
by  Gruber,  the  famous  printer  of  Hagerstown,  Maryland, 
and  Zentler,  of  Philadelphia,  but  the  Henkels  would  not  quit 
the  enterprise.  In  July,  1806,  the  press  arrived,  and  a  com- 
petent printer  was  engaged  to  start  the  work.  The  business 
was  carried  on  in  the  name  of  Ambrose  Henkel,  who  with 
his  brother,  Dr.  Solomon,  were  the  responsible  heads,  al- 
though it  was  a  family  affair  from  the  beginning.  Their 
honored  father  and  all  the  sons,  with  the  exception  of  Dr. 
Solomon,  entered  the  field  of  authorship,  and  thus  all  con- 
tributed more  or  less.  Several  of  the  sons  were  engravers 
and  made  their  own  illustrations.  Of  the  latter,  Andrew 
was  the  most  skillful,  having  learned  the  art  in  Philadelphia 
in  1809-10.     About  1814,  Ambrose  sold  out  his   interest   to 
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his  brother,  Dr.  Solomon,  who  was  then  the  sole  owner  un- 
til his  death  in  1S47. 

Dr.  Henkel  was  not  only  a  benefactor  in  his  professional 
life,  but  made  posterity  his  debtor  for  his  far  seeing  interest 
in  giving  the  world  the  complete  works  of  the  great  Reform- 
er, Martin  Luther,  in  an  English  dress.  Not  being  able  to 
carry  out  his  schemes,  owing  to  his  age  and  infirmities,  he 
charged  his  gifted  sons  to  carry  out  his  long  cherished  plans. 
These  noble  men  constituted  the  new  firm  of  Solomon  D. 
Henkel  &  Brothers.  They  were  Solomon  D.,  Dr.  Samuel 
G.,  Mr.  Siram  P.  and  Dr.  Solon  P.  C.  Henkel.  These  men 
lived  to  carry  out  the  cherished  desires  of  their  sainted  father, 
and  thereby  rendered  a  lasting  service  to  the  Lutheran  church 
in  America. 

While  thus  laboring  together,  a  cousin,  Socrates  Henkel, 
son  of  the  eloquent  David  Henkel,  of  North  Carolina,  and 
who  was  a  student  at  an  institution  of  learning  at  New  Mar- 
ket, co-operated  with  them.  As  stated  in  the  preface  of  the 
Book  of  Concord,  "The  Augsburg  Confession,  the  Apology, 
the  Smalcald  Articles,  Appendix,     .  in  a  version  purely 

literal,  were  furnished  by  the  Rev.  Ambrose  and  Socrates 
Henkel.  .  .  The  Smaller  Catechism  was  copied  mainly 
from  the  translation  by  the  Rev.  David  Henkel,  published  in 
1827.  .  .  All  these  translations  when  collected,  were 
carefully  compared  with  the  original  by  the  Rev.  Ambrose 
Henkel,  and  afterwards,  with  the  exception  of  the  Historical 
Introduction  and  the  Prefaces,  were  revised,  transcribed,  and 
prepared  for  the  press  by  the  Rev.  Socrates  Henkel."  In 
course  of  time  the  latter  succeeded  them  as  proprietor.  Be- 
ing a  minister  in  charge  of  Emmanuel  Lutheran  church 
at  New  Market,  the  operative  work  of  the  establishment  fell 
largely  on  the  shoulders  of  his  sons,  "Messrs.  Ambrose  L.  and 
Elon  O.  Henkel.  These  gentlemen  since  the  death  of  their 
honored  father  (Rev.  Dr.  Socrates  Henkel;  in  1901,  have 
been  the  sole  proprietors  of  this,  the  oldest  Lutheran  pub- 
lishing house  in  North  America. 
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THE  PUBLICATIONS. 

In  1806,  Ambrose  Henkel  began  the  publication  of  church 
minutes  and  pamphlets,  and  a  little  later  small  school  books 
which  were  graded  and  ran  up  to  No.  5.  In  1 810  he  pub- 
lished a  large  hymn-book  which  his  father  had  edited,  and 
had  written  many  of  the  hymns.  In  1S07,  he  began  the  pub- 
lication of  the  first  German  newspaper  in  the  South,  "Der 
Virginische  V&Iksberichier  mid  Neit  Market  WocJienschrifi" 
("  Virginia  and  New  Market  Popular  Instructor  and  Weekly 
News.")  This  paper  was  discontinued  in  June,  1809,  for 
want  of  support.  In  1811,  appeared  Rev.  Paul  HenkePs 
catechism.  All  these  books  were  soon  followed  by  new  edi- 
tions. Nearly  all  the  publications  were  German,  the  En- 
glish were  mostly  pamphlets. 

Rev.  David  Henkel,  of  North  Carolina,  contributed  a 
number  of  doctrinal  and  controversial  works  in  the  English 
language,  among  them  "The  Person  and  Incarnation  of 
Christ,"  1831.  In  the  same  year  appeared  the  Unaltered 
Augsburg  Confession,  the  translation  of  which  was  made  by 
Rev.  Charles  Henkel,  and  was  its  first  appearance  in  English 
in  America.  In  1838  appeared  the  English  Lutheran  Hymn- 
Book  by  Rev.  Ambrose  Henkel,  and  in  1843  The  Liturgy 
or  Book  of  Forms,  by  the  same  author. 

We  must  now  recur  to  the  crowning  work  of  this. notable 
house,  namely,  the  publication  of  the  works  of  Luther,  in 
the  English  language,  under  the  sanction  of  the  Tennessee 
Synod.  However  faithfully  the  others  may  have  colabored, 
it  is  only  due  to  say  that  most  of  the  executive  and  much 
of  the  literary  force  behind  the  enterprise  was  Dr.  Samuel 
Godfrey  Henkel,  eminent  in  the  medical  profession,  and 
a  thorough  master  of  German  and  the  Classic  languages. 
For  the  account  of  the  leading  part  he  took  in  the  publica- 
tion of  these  works  the  reader  is  referred  to  "  The  History  of 
the  Tennessee  Synod,"  pages  1 1 7-1 18,  where  maybe  seen 
how  he  appeared  before  the  synod,  showing  the  importance 
of  the  work  and  seeking  their  co-operation.      Then   how  he 
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secured  the  best  available  originals  from  which  to  make 
translations,  doiug#  much  of  this  latter  work  himself  and  su- 
pervising the  whole. 

Seven  long  years  (1845 — 185 1-4)  were  spent  by  this  noble 
band  of  men  in  preparing  and  printing  these  works.  They 
did  this  at  a  great  loss  to  themselves,  financially,  but  the 
Church  of  Christ  was  enriched  thereby.  The  Book  of  Con- 
cord was  issued  in  1851,  its  first  appearance  in  America.  The 
other  works  followed  in  quick  succession — 1852,  Luther's 
Small  and  Large  Catechisms  ;  1853,  Luther  on  the  Sacra- 
ments, and  other  doctrinal  works.  Other  important  works 
under  later  management  were — 1869,  Luther's  Church  Postil ; 
and  1890,  History  of  the  Tennessee  Synod.  In  1890  was 
begun  the  publication  of  "Our  Church  Paper." 

In  speaking  of  this  establishment,  Rev.  G.  D.  Bernheira. 
D.  D.,  says,  in  his  History  of  the  German  Settlements  and 
the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  Carolinas  :  "The  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  has  had  its  publication  boards  and  socie- 
ties in  abundance,  which  have  doubtless  accomplished  a  good 
work ;  but  the  oldest  establishment  of  the  kind  is  the  one  in 
New  Market,  Virginia  ...  It  was  established  by  the 
Henkel  family,  and  has  continued  under  their  management 
to  this  day,  .  .  .  and  has  issued  more  truly  Lutheran 
theological  works  in  an  English  dress  than  any  similar  insti- 
tution in  the  world."  In  regard  to  this  same  matter  the 
Heroldund  Zeitschrift,  of  January,  1888,  a  German  Lutheran 
paper,  published  in  Allentown,  Pa.,  says  relative  to  this 
family,  "For  sixty  or  seventy  years,  it  has  done  more  than 
any  other  to  arouse  its  brethren  in  the  faith,  in  America,  to 
a  Lutheran  consciousness." 

Adolph  Spaeth,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  in  his  book  entitled, 
"Charles  Porterfield  Krauth,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,"  quotes  what 
the  latter  said  in  this  connection  as  follows:  "The  New 
Market  men  have  finished  their  translation  of  the  Symbols, 
and  have  actually  passed  it  through  the  press.      The  Valley 
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of  Virginia  will  now  have  the  credit  of  having  produced  the 
most  important  contribution  to  the  Lutheran  Theological 
Literature  of  this  country,  which  has  yet  appeared.  .  .  It 
marks  a  distinct  era  in  the  history  of  our  Church  in  this 
country," — Page  194,  Vol.  I. 


REGENT  EXPLORATIONS. 

Since  the  last  issue  of  the  Memorial  we  have  made  a 
number  of  trips  for  the  purpose  of  making  family  explora- 
tions. We  visited  New  Hanover,  Reading,  Lancaster,  York, 
and  Sunbury,  for  the  examination  of  court  and  other  records. 
At  New  Hanover,  the  old  home  of  our  immigrant  fore- par- 
ents, we  made  a  final  attempt  to  find  the  grave  of  Valentine 
Geiger,  and  wife  Johanna  Fredrica,  the  oldest  daughter  of  the 
exiled  parson.  We  had  often  searched  before  ;  but  this  time 
we  chose  the  morning  hour  when  the  sun  shone  directly 
on  the  face  of  the  old  sandstone  from  which  the  storms  of 
over  a  century  had  eroded  most  of  the  inscriptions,  which, 
of  course,  were  German.  All  the  old  stones  were  located 
and  examined  in  detail,  with  the  result  that  we  know  the 
graves  can  never  be  recovered  with  certainty. 

We,  however,  noted  something  which  had  hitherto  escaped 
our  attention.  By  the  side  of  the  grave  of  Anthony  (born 
1 7 17,  died  1753)  oldest  son  of  Valentine  Geiger,  are  two  un- 
marked graves,  side  by  side,  and  which  we  believe  to  be  the 
parents  for  the  following  reasons  :  Johanna  Fredrica  Geiger 
died  prior  to  1742,  and  her  husband  being  an  elder  and  chief 
member  of  the  New  Hanover  church  wre  assume  that  she  was 
buried  in  a  prominent  spot,  which  is  the  case  with  these 
graves.  When  the  son  died  over  ten  years  later,  we  assume 
that  he  was  buried  near  his  mother  on  the  family  plot.  His 
widow  in  an  unreasonably  short  time  married  her  husband's 
brother  (p.  24),  and  with  whom  she  had  a  family,  it  is  evi- 
dent that  she  was  not  buried  by  his  side.      It   i:-  therefore   a 
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fair  assumption  that  the  unmarked  graves  are  those  of  our 
Geiger  foreparents.  The  headstones  were  probably  sand- 
stones which  like  many  others  have  crumbled  and  the  frag- 
ments taken  away  by  the  caretaker.  The  tombstone  of  An- 
thony is  "  Norristown  "  marble  which  is  very  durable.  This 
plot  is  in  the  second  tier  of  graves  in  the  rear  of  the  church, 
and  is  at  the  corner  of  the  lateral  and  main  avenue. 

While  at  New  Hanover  we  made  some  search  for  the  orig- 
inal Henkel  and  Geiger  plantations  which  adjoined,  but 
found  it  took  too  much  time  and  put  it  off  to  "The  sweet 
by  and  by." 

We  also  spent  much  time  in  again  going  over  the  New 
Hanover  church  records  for  traces  of  the  family  of  Gerhart 
Henkel,  oldest  son  of  the  Exile,  but  found  none.  The  rec- 
ords begin  with  Muhlenberg's  arrival  (1742).  The  previous 
records  are  lost. 

Our  researches  in  Lancaster  County  confirm  us  in  the  opin- 
ion that  Gerhart,  oldest  son  of  the  Exile,  and  his  entire 
family,  removed  to  that  county.  On  this  trip  we  found  that 
near  John  and  George  Hinkel,  the  presumed  sons  of  Ger- 
hart, (page  53,)  there  was  also  a  John  Shultz  and  John 
George  Y?inf,  the  names  of  Gerhart  Henkel's  sons-in-law,  and 
it  requires  more  credulity  than  we  can  command  to  believe 
that  the  disappearance  of  Gerhart's  family  from  the  old  home 
vicinity  and  the  reappearance  of  all  these  names  in  one 
neighborhood  in  Lancaster  County  is  only  a  coincidence. 
We  shall  therefore  assume  that  our  deductions  are  correct 
until  otherwise  convinced. 

The  important  mortuary  and  other  documents  found  are 
given  elsewhere  in  this  issue. 

WENDEL  ZWICKER. 
Old  Wendel  Zwicker,  the   father-in-law  of   Anthony  Hen- 
kel (3d,)  page   49,  died   in    Lancaster  County  in    1749,  and 
could  not  have  been  present  at  his  daughter's  wedding  as  the 
church  records  sav.      The  will  is  not  recorded,  but  a  note  in 
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the  will  docket  says,  c'See  file,' 
in  the  files  with  success.  The  will  was  written  by  the  testa- 
tor himself,  is  faded,  torn,  and  soiled,  and  hence  not  trans- 
lated and  recorded.  He  provides  well  for  his  wife  Margaret 
who  was  to  have  the  use  of  the  plantation.  He  had  a  sou 
Nathaniel  and  two  daughters.  The  widow,  Margaret  Zwick- 
er,  of  Earl  Township,  made  her  will  May  22,  1771  ;  and  it 
was  probated  June  12,  1771  ;  hence,  she  died  in  tint  interim. 
When  she  made  her  will  she"  "was  sick  and  weak."  She 
devised  her  son  "Nats"  Zwecker,  and  her  daughter  Chris- 
tena,  the  wife  of  Michael  Oberlin,  the  sum  of  one  English 
shilling  each  ;  and  to  her  daughter  Mary  Magdalena,  the 
wife  of  Anthony  Henkel,  all  the  residue  of  her  personal  es- 
tate. She  tchits"  her  son-in-law  as  follows  :  u  And  I  give 
and  devise  to  my  daughter  Mary  Magdalena  aforesaid,  and 
to  her  issue,  (exclusive  of  her  said  husband,)  all  the  use, 
occupation,  and  advantage  of,  in,  and  to  my  house  and  lot 
in  New  Design,  during  the  natural  life  of  my  said  daughter 
Mary  Magdalena,  and  from  and  after  the  decease  of  my  said 
daughter,  then  to  hold  to  the  issue  of  my  said  daughter  Mary 
Magdalena,  and  to  their  heirs  and  assigns  forever.' ' 

Recurring-  again  to  Wendel  Zwicker  we  found  that  his  es- 
tate  consisted  of  300  acres  in  Earl  Township  which  he 
bought,  June  6,  1743,  from  Rev.  John  Casper  Stoever.  In 
our  opinion  the  entry  in  the  will  docket  that  he  died  in  1749 
is  an  error.  We  think  that  the  clerk  took  the  date  of  the 
will  which  is  1749  for  the  time  it  was  proved,  as  will  be  seen 
presently.  There  are  on  file  a  number  of  lengthy  papers 
regarding  the  settlement  of  this  estate.  On  September  27, 
1764,  Anthony  Hinkel  (3d)  of  Philadelphia  County  and 
Magdalena  his  wife  (daughter  of  Zwicker)  gave  a  deed  of 
release  to  Nathaniel  alias  Ignatius  Zwicker,  sou  of  Wendel, 
of  all  claims  to  the  300  acres  for  the  sum  of  122  pounds.  In 
the  deed  it  is  recited  that  the  father,  Wendel  Zwicker,  had 
LATELY  died  ^  &c.      In  a  later  article  it  appears   that   Mrs. 
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Hinkel  obtained  Si  acres  of  the  estate.  Hinkel  is  designated 
as  a  "  carpenter."  Mrs.  Oberlin,  sister  to  Mrs.  Hinkel, 
gave  a  release  to  her  brother  "  Natns  n  (Nathaniel-Ignatius)

GERHART  HENKLE. 

(Oldest  son  of  the  Exile.) 

We  are  happy  to  announce  some  important  discoveries 
relative  to  Gerhart,  the  oldest  son  of  the  Exile,  and  who 
hitherto  has  baffled  our  most  earnest  efforts  to  find.  We  are 
now  convinced  that  Gerhart  Henkledied  prior  to  1737,  being 
the  first  of  the  Exile's  children  to  die  in  America,  and  pre- 
ceded his  mother  about  seven  and  his  sister  "Freka"  Geiger 
about  three  years.      Our  new  facts  are  as  follows  : 

On  page  14,  Memorial,  and  the  matter  following,  the 
reader  will  note  our  claim  that  the  family  of  Gerhart  removed 
to  Lancaster  County  at  an  early  day.  Since  writing  that, 
we  have  discovered  the  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Shultz  and  Mrs. 
Ynndt,  living  close  to  their  brothers,  leaving  the  third 
daughter  Susanna  unlocated. 

The  reader  w7ill  also  note  in  that  connection  our  belief  that 
Anna  Catharine  was  the  wife  of  Gerhart.  The  home  of 
Gerhart  was  at  or  near  the  Colebrookdale  Iron  Works, 
(now  Boyertown  J  about  four  miles  wrest  of  the  New  Hanover 
church.  Anna  Catharine  Henkle  stood  sponsor  at  a  baptism 
in  Colebrookdale  in  1734  and  NOT  1737,  as  we  state  on  page 
15.  From  the  ledger  of  Potts  and  Company,  storekeepers  at 
the  Iron  Works,  we  see  that  Gerhart's  accounts  run  till  1736  ; 
at  which  date  we  lose  all  trace  of  him  from  all  records.  Let 
us  now  assume  that  he  died  this  year.  What  becomes  of  his 
wife?  In  the'records  of  Rev.  John  Casper  Stoever  we  found 
that  he  married  on  February  1,  1737,  Thomas  Wilson  and 
ANNA  CATHARINE  HENKLE. 

During  our  last  visit  to  New  Hanover  we  found  among  the 
catechumens   in    1750  the   name   of    SUSANNA   MARGA- 
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RETTA  HENKEL,  u Thomas  Wilson's  step-daughter,' ' 
aged  14  years.  This  should  convince  the  most  critical  that 
we  are  right.  It  shows  that  Susanna  was  a  babe  when  her 
father  died,  and  we  know  that  she  WAS  the  youngest. 

On  page  53  will  be  seen  a  record  of  the  families  of  John 
and  George  of  Lancaster  County,  assumed  sons  of  Gerhart. 

The  following  is  on  record,  at  Lancaster,  respecting  the 
two  daughters  Mary  Margaretta  Yundt  and  Maria  Elizabeth 
Shultz,  leaving  Susanna  still  unaccounted  for.    (See  page  15.) 

Sept.  13,  1770,  George  Yundt  (John George)  of  Earl  Town- 
ship, Lancaster  County,  made  his  will.  He  was  then  "very 
weak  in  body."  His  farm  on  which  he  lived  shall  be  divid- 
ed into  three  tracts  and  each  of  his  three  youngest  sons, 
John,  Andrew,  and  George  shall  have  a  tract  ;  son  Ephraim 
also  provided  for;  wife  shall  have  an  income  from  each  share 
until  sll  come  of  age  ;  after  that  she  shall  make  her  home 
with  her  youngest  son — after  her  death  what  she  has  to  be 
divided  between  heirs.  His  son  Nicholas  shall  have  farm  on 
Conestoga  Creek.  To  oldest  daughter  Catharine,  he  gives 
300  pounds,  to  daughter  Salome  300  pounds,  to  youngest 
daughter  Anna  Maria  300  pounds. 

The  executors  were  his  wife  MARIA  MARGARETTA 
(Henkel)  and  JOHN  SHULTZ,  (doubtless  his  brother-in- 
law.)  Will  was  probated,  October  19,  1770,  which  shows 
that  he  made  his  will  on  his  death-bed.  It  will  be  noticed 
that  he  was  in  good  circumstances.  Shultz  lived  adjoining. 
Time  failed  us  to  look  up  the  mortuary  record  of  the  Shultz 
family.  Doubtless,  also,  we  would  be  able  to  find  the  record 
of  Henry  Muller  and  wife  Susanna  Henkel. 

On  page  53-,  it  will  be  seen  that  both  George  and  John 
Hinkel  of  Lancaster  County  had  a  son  named  John.  Both 
of  these  were  soldiers  of  the  Revolution,  but  we  cannot  tell 
which  is  which.  One  of  these  (John)  owned  a  large  body  of 
land  at  Columbia,  Lancaster  County.      He  was  quite  wealthy. 
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He  died  in  July,  1828,  leaving  wife  Catharine  and  children 
John,  Joseph,  Isaac  and  Henry  ;  Elizabeth,  married  to  John 
Lockard  ;  Catharine,  married  to  Henry  Knight ;  Nancy, 
married  to  an  Ottstad  ;  and  Patience  married  to  Joseph  May. 
The  descendants  of  this  John  Hinkel  are  very  numerous  in 
and  about  Columbia  and  across  the  Susquehanna  in  York 
County.  Miss  Florence  Henkel,  the  noted  singer,  of  Phila- 
delphia, comes  from  this  branch  of  the  family. 

It  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  disintegrate  the  descendants 
of  John  and  George  Hinkel,  presumed  sons  of  Gerhart,  from 
several  other  Henkel  immigrants  who  came  direct  to  Lan- 
caster County.  For  instance,  we  have  Heinrich  (Henry) 
who  arrived  1755  {vide  p.  78)  and  who  died  at  Maytown, 
1 781,  leaving  a  wife  "  Mataline  n  and  a  number  of  children 
whom  he  does  not  name  in  his  will. 

Our  work  on  the  Henkel  family  is  practically  unknown  to 
the  posterity  of  the  great  county  of  Lancaster,  and  as  we  are 
now  far  removed  from  that  locality  wre  regret  that  our  dis- 
coveries were  made  so  late.  The  early  removal  of  Gerhart' s 
family  thither,  shows  how  Anthony  (3d)  and  Peter,  sons  of 
Anthony  of  Germantown,  located  there.      (P.  49.) 


CONCERNING  ANTHONY  HINKLE,  THIRD. 

Anthony  3d  was  the  son  of  Anthony  2d,  of  Germantown, 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  born  about  1737  ;  (see  page  49).  For 
the  sake  of  several  of  his  descendants  who  are  among  the 
best  supporters  of  The  Memorial,  we  have  made  special  ef- 
forts to  recover  his  entire  life,  but  in  vain.  We  know  not 
the  time  and,  place  of  his  death  and  names  of  all  his  chil- 
dren. In  our  last  we  had  recovered  only  three  children, 
namely,  Wendel  and  Nathan,  soldiers  of  the  Revolution, 
and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Smith.  We  think  we  can  now  with 
some    assurance    add    another,  namely,    George   Hinkle,    of 
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Cherokee  Creek,  Tennessee,  as  will  presently  appear.  Pos- 
sibly also  Anthony  4th.  Dr.  James  Hinkle,  of  Sullivan, 
Indiana,  grandson  of  Wendel,  says  their  family  tradition  is 
that  two  brothers  went  South,  two  went  West,  (to  Ohio,) 
besides  the  two  who  came  to  Indiana.  The  latter  were 
Wendel  and  Nathan  who  soon  after  the  Revolution  removed 
from  their  home  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  to 
Rowan  County,  North  Carolina,  where  both  owned  some 
property,  and  each  is  credited  with  a  slave  in  the  census  of 
1790.  From  thence  they  removed  to  Kentucky,  and  finally 
about  1820  to  Sullivan  County,  Indiana.  From  the  affidavit 
of  George  Smith,  brother-in-law  to  Wendel  and  Nathan,  we 
infer  that  his  wife  went  to  North  Carolina  as  a  single  girl, 
adding  to  the  assumption  that  her  father,  Anthony  3d,  re- 
moved thither.  -* 

The  United  States  Census  of  1790  gives  us  the  names  of 
ten  heads  of  families  in  Rowan  County,  North  Carolina, 
named  Hinkle,  all  of  whom  were  of  our  kin.  In  this  num- 
ber were  Anthony,  Wendel,  Nathan  and  George.  This 
Anthony  we  know  was  the  oldest  son  of  Peter,  brother  of 
Anthony  2d,  (p.  50)  who  had  considerable  property.  How- 
ever, in  1794,  this  Anthony  gave  a  deed  for  land  in  which 
he  styles  himself  as  Anthony,  "JUNIOR."  Who  was  the 
Anthony  SENIOR  if  not  his  uncle  Anthony  3d,  who  must 
have  come  after  the  census  was  taken.  But  where  had  he 
been  if  this  is  correct  ?  The  tax  lists  of  Lancaster  County 
show  that  he  and  his  sous  left  that  county  at  the  close  of  the 
Revolution.  How  about  George?  Dr.  James  Hinkle  says 
he  often  heard  his  father  talk  about  uncles  George,  Paul, 
and  Solomon.  We  incline  to  think  that  the  conversations, 
which  must  have  taken  place  over  half  a  century  ago,  related 
to  our  prominent  kinsmen,  Rev.  Paul  and  his  son  Solomon, 
of  Virginia.  We  assume  that  the  George,  of  Rowan  County, 
North  Carolina,  was  a  son  of  Anthony  3d,  for  the  reason 
that  he  cannot  be  made  to  fit  in  as  a  sou  of  any  of  the  other 
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brothers  of  Anthony  2d,  who  moved  to  North  Carolina. 
Later  Wendel,  Nathan,  and  George  disappear  from  North 
Carolina,  and  the  two  former  reappear  in  Indiana.  As  to 
the  latter  we  have  this.  In  1814  according  to  a  diary  of 
Rev.  Panl,  when  he  was  on  a  missionary  tour  in  Tennessee, 
he  says  George  Hinkle,of  Cherokee  Creek,  called  to  see  him. 
From  all  this  it  is  probable  that  George  was  a  son  of  Anthony 
3d.  Now  as  to  Anthony  whom  we  think  is  the  FOURTH 
of  that  name  in  succession.  Since  we  gave  the  Revolution- 
ary record  of  our  family  on  page  66,  we  discovered  an  Antho- 
ny Hinkle  in  Capt.  Wilson's  company  of  the  First  Pennsyl- 
vania Line  (Col.  Chambers').  He  was  a  new  recruit,  and 
enlisted  in  March,  1779.  Now  there  were  four  Anthonys 
living  that  we  know  of  at  that  time,  none  of  whom  was  this 
Anthony.  They  were  Anthony  3d,  who  was  then  getting  up 
in  years  and  did  his  duty  as  a  militiaman ;  Anthony  of  York 
County,  son  of  his  brother  John.  We  have  shown  that  he 
was  a  first  lieutenant  in  the  Revolution.  Then  also  Antho- 
ny, son  of  Philip,  and  Anthony  son  of  Peter,  brothers  of 
Anthony  3d,  and  who  were  too  young  for  the  service.  (See 
p.  49,  &c.)  Our  opinion  is  that  this  Anthony  was  a  son  of 
Anthony  3d,  born  about  1761,  and  hence  about  eighteen 
years  of  age.  We  do  not  think  he  went  to  North  Caro- 
lina except  for  a  short  while. 

THE    FAMILY    OF    WENDEL,    THE    OLDEST    SON    OF 
ANTHONY  HINKLE  3D. 

Wendel,  the  oldest  son  of  Anthony  Hinkel  3d,  (page  49,  ) 
was  married  to  Elizabeth  Fox.  She  was  born  November 
30,  1762,  and  died  February  12,  1849.  They  are  both  bur- 
ied at  Pleasantville,  Sullivan  County,  Indiana.  They  had 
children  as  follows  : 

(1)  Mary  Magdalena,  born  January  3,  1785  ;  died  Sep- 
tember 13,  1844;    was  married  to  Jesse  Beck — 1786-1867. 
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(2)  Philip,  born  June  15,  1786  ;  died  October  5,  1865  ; 
married  Martha  Reid,  born  1789,  died  1874. 

(3)  Anthony,  born  178S;   died  1806. 

(4)  John  W.j  born  February  14,  1791  ;  died  November 
6,  1858  ;   married  Elizabeth  Newkirk,  born  1800,  died  1881. 

(5)  Amelia,  born  May  1,  1793  ;  died  October  7,  1868  ; 
married  James  Mayfield,  born  1794,  died  1855. 

(6)  Elizabeth,  born  March,  1796  ;  died  August,  1854  ; 
married  Thomas  Robins,  born  1791,  died  1863. 

(7)  Margaret,  born  September  15,  1797  ;  died  in  spring 
of  1840;   married  Samuel  Miller,  born  1800,  died  1869. 

(8)  Nathan,  born  December  28,  1799  ;  died  February  25, 
1870;  married  Betesia  Reid,  born  July  8,  1800;  died  Sep- 
tember 16,  1862. 

(9)  Susan,  born  September  25,  1802  ;  died  September 
11,  1897  ;  married  first  Elisha  Bedwell,  1 799-1838;  second 
R.  Davidson. 

(10)  Sarah,  born  January   5,    1805;   died  July   30,  1887; 
married  James  Harvey,  1800-1875. 

(11)  Martha,  born  January  5,  1805;   died  January  5,  1880; 
married  James  S.  Reid,  1802-1883. 

(12)  Katharine,  born   September   15,  1807;   died    April  4, 
1835;   married  John  Miller,  1801-1875. 

Nearly  all  the  foregoing  had  large  families.  They  are 
buried  as  follows  :  Mary  Magdalene  and  husband,  Philip  and 
wife,  John  and  wife,  Amelia  and  husband,  Sarah  and  hus- 
band, repose  at  Pleasant ville,  Indiana  ;  Elizabeth  and  hus- 
band, Terre  Haute,  Indiana;  Margaret  and  husband,  near 
Oaktown,  Indiana  ;  Nathan  at  Mattoon,  Illinois  ;  Susan  at 
Paxton,  Indiana  ;  Martha  and  husband  at  Sullivan,  Indiana  ; 
Katharine  at  Salem,  Indiana. 
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FAMILY  OF  REV.  NATHAN  HINKLE,  SON  OF  WENDEL. 

Nathan  Hiukle  was  born  December  28,  1799,  during  his 
father's  residence  at  Bethel,  North  Carolina.  In  his  family 
Bible,  still  in  possession  of  his  family,  it  is  written  that  they 
moved  to  Jefferson  Comity,  Kentucky,  when  he  was  nine 
years  of  age.  In  1S19  they  moved  to  Sullivan,  Indiana,  and 
in  1865  to  Mattoon,  Illinois.  He  was  married  January  20, 
1825,  to  Betesia  (Elizabeth)  Reid,  born  July  8,  1800,  and 
died  September  16,  1862.  He  joined  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  in  Kentucky  when  fifteen  years  of  age.  He  was 
licensed  by  that  church  to  preach  in  1832  ;  ordained  as  a 
deacon  in  1844;   as  an  elder  in  1852.

NATHAN  HINKLE'S  MILITARY  RECORD. 

It  would  be  interesting  indeed  conld  we  find  the  military 
record  of  all  the  descendants  of   our  Exile  father  who  served 
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in  the  Revolution.  There  were  over  twenty,  some  of  whom 
were  commissioned  officers.  For  the  following  record  of 
NATHAN,  son  of  Anthony  3d,  (p.  49,)  we  are  indebted  to 
Miss  Cora  C.  Gurry,  of  Washington,  D.  C.  For  the  record 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Rifle  Regiment  of  which  Nathan  was  a 
member,  see  Penna.  Arch.,  5th  Series,  Vol.  2d.  He  died  in 
Sullivan  County,  Indiana,  184S.  The  following  are  abstracts 
only : 

"Enlisted  in  April,  1776,  in  Capt.  Christ's  company  of 
Col.  Miles'  regiment  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania  ; 
was  in  Trenton,  1776  ;  wintered  in  Philadelphia  ;  thence  to 
Staten  Island,  thence  to  Long  Islaud  ;  was  in  battle  of  Long 
Island  where  Col.  Miles  was  taken  prisoner — many  other  of- 
ficers also,  and  all  of  his  company  except  himself,  Capt. 
Christ,  and  five  other  privates  and  one  sergeant;  marched 
with  the  army  to  New  York  city  ;  then  to  King's  Bridge, 
then  to  Pennsylvania  ;  was  in  the  battle  of  Brandywine  and 
Paoli  ;  thence  to  Valley  Forge  where  he  wintered  1777-8. 
Then  attached  to  foray  wagons  under  command  of  Capt. 
Hart,  and  ordered  to  go  to  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  for 
provisions  and  clothing  for  the  army.  After  return  was  dis- 
charged at  Red  Lion  ;  (where  was  this  place  ? — A.  S.)  Had 
often  seen  his  father's  family  Bible  in  Philadelphia.  After 
discharge  returned  to  Lancaster  County ;  remained  there  two 
or  three  years,  and  then  removed  to  Rowan  County,  North 
Carolina;  lived  thereabout  twenty  years,  and  then  moved  to 
Anderson  County,  Tennessee,  for  three  years ;  thence  to 
Cumberland  County,  Kentucky,  for  ten  years  ;  thence  to 
Lawrence  County,  Indiana,  wrhere  he  had  been  eleven  years, 
(/.  e.,  from  1821  to  1832.) 

Supporting  affidavits  wrere  filed  as  follows  : 

John  Grove  of  Oldham  County,  Kentucky,  knew  Nathan 
Hinkle  as  a  small  boy  living  near  Philadelphia.  (German- 
town— A.   vS.) 

George  Smith,  born  January  1,  1764,  husband  of  Elizabeth 
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Hinkle,  sister  of  Nathan,  first  met  Nathan  in  Rowan  County, 
North  Carolina,  in  1791  ;  were  neighbors  there  five  or  six- 
years,  now  lives  in  Sullivan  County,  Indiana,  fifty  miles  from 
Nathan  Hinkle.  Being  an  orphan  living  near  Valley  Forge, 
George  Smith  joined  the  army  of  the  Revolution.  General 
Washington  being  acquainted  with  him  placed  him  under 
the  command  of  Philip  Hinkle  in  the  winter  of  1777-78. 
The  said  Philip  Hinkle  being  an  uncle  of  the  said  Nathan 
Hinkle.  Have  been  well  acquainted  with  him  since  1791. 
His  affidavit  was  made  in  1841. 

Elizabeth  Hinkel's  affidavit,  made  September  21,  1841, 
widow  of  Wendel,  the  brother  of  Nathan.  She  was  born 
1762.  She  knew  Nathan  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, when  a  very  small  girl;  knew  him  later  in  Rowan 
County,  North  Carolina,  where  she  moved  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  thence  to  Indiana.  Knew  Philip  Hinkle  and 
George  Smith  well.  Nathan  Hinkle  was  a  fifer  in  the  army. 
John  Ryan  of  Lancaster  County  joined  the  British  when  they 
lay  at  Philadelphia.  His  property  was  confiscated.  She 
saw  General  Washington  during  the  Revolution  at  a  stone 
house  not  far  from  Philadelphia.  He  wore  his  hair  in  a 
queue  tied  behind. 

Additional  affidavit  by  Nathan  Hinkle,  made  March  23, 
1844..  He  lived  in  Sullivan  County,  Indiana;  was  aged 
89  years.  His  father's  Bible  is  in  the  possession  of  his 
sister  Elizabeth  Smith  with  whom  he  now  resides.  Has 
been  with  her  several  years.  Elizabeth  is  73  years  old,  was 
born  January  10,  1773.  Their  brother  Wendel,  born  March 
I755>  J757 — A.  S.,)  being  the  oldest  child  had  the  Bible. 
On  his  death  it  came  to  her.  It  is  a  German  Bible,  and  the 
writing  is  German. 

The  pension  of  Nathan,  for  which  these  affidavits  were 
filed,  was  of  course  allowed,  and  when  he  died  (December  25, 
1848,)  the  Historical  Society  of  Sullivan  County,  Indiana, 
erected  a  splendid  monument  to  his  memory. 
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FAMILY  OF  NATHAN  HINKLE,  SON  OF  ANTHONY  3D. 

The  various  movements  of  Nathan  Hir.kle  may  be  traced 
in  his  records  of  the  Revolution  herein  given :  He  was  mar- 
ried in  Pennsylvania,  and  prior  to  1790  removed  to  Rowan 
(now  Forsyth)  County,  North  Carolina,  and  thence  to  Indi- 
ana.     He  had  family  as  follows  :

THE  WILLS  OF  CHRISTOPHER  AND  VALENTINE  (2d) 
GEIGER  (p.  24.) 

Christopher  Geiger,  son  of  Valentine,  Sr.,  was  an  inn- 
keeper near  Shamrock,  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  and 
was  wealthy  for  that  day.  He  married  first,  in  1753,  Bar- 
bara, the  widow  of  his  deceased  brother  Anthony,  and  with 
whom  he  reared  a  large  family,  and  after  her  death    married 

Mary ?     His  will  on  file  at  Reading  was  made  February 

12,  1805,  and  soon  afterwards  probated.  He  provides  liber- 
ally for  his  wife,  (400  pounds  cash,)  and  makes  bequests  for 
his  children  and  grandchildren  as  follows  : 

"Oldest  son  Anthony  (born  1753)  ;  Jacob — granddaughters 
Catharine  and  Rachel;  daughters  of  deceased  son  Henry — 
grandchildren    of    Daniel,   Abigail    and      Catharine    Lewis  ; 
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children  of  deceased  daughter  Catharine — grandchildren 
Nicholas,  Elizabeth,  Mary  and  Catharine  Dick  ;  children  of 
deceased  daughter  Elizabeth.  Daughter  Mary  Magdalena 
Kendle,  wife  of  Joseph  Kendle,  (grandparents  of  Mrs.  Gerret 
Brownback,  Lindale,  Pennsylvania)  ;  son  JoJm — daughter 
Sarah,  wife  of  Philip  Henkel,  Jr.,  parents  of  the  late  Dr. 
Frank  Hinkel,  of  Columbia,  Pennsylvania,  (p.  5 2,)* daughter 
Christena  Geiger,  sou  Elisha  Geiger.  It  seems  his  family 
consisted  of  ten  children.  His  estate  amounted  to  over 
$10,000.   Several  of  the  sons  were  soldiers  in  the  Revolution. 

VANENTINE  GEIGER,  Jr.,  (p.  24,)  was  one  of  the 
pioneers  of  Northumberland  County  on  the  Susquehanna. 
His  plantation  was  in  Augusta  Township  in  which  Sunbury 
was  laid  out  in  1772.  He  purchased  some  of  the  original 
lots.  He  was  prominent  in  "The  Shamokin  country'"  as 
that  region  was  then  called,  and  in  the  early  stage  of  the 
Revolution  we  found  him  referred  to  as  "Captain  Valentine 
Geiger."  This  could  not  have  been  his  son  Valentine  (3) 
who  in  1776  enlisted  in  Col.  Miles'  Rifle  Regiment.  On 
June  9,  1777,  he  made  his  will  (filed  at  Sunbury)  in  which 
he  says  he  "is  weak  in  body." 

It  is  evident  that  he  had  a  lingering  illness  as  the  will  was 
not  probated  till  December  5,  1778,  showing  that  he  died 
near  that  time.  He  was  in  comfortable  circumstances  and 
left  an  estate  of  1,689  pounds,  (about  $8,400.)  He  names 
his  wife  Margaret,  who  was  his  second  wife,  (p.  24,)  and 
children  as  follows  :  Jacob,  Valentine,  Sarah,  Catharine 
Elizabeth,  and  George.     The  last  two  were  minors. 

His  son  Jacob  (born  1748)  does  not  appear  as  a  resident 
of  the  county.  His  son  Valentine,  Jr.,  (3d,)  was  a  promi- 
nent man.  He  had  a  large  plantation  across  the  river  in 
(now)  Snyder  County  as  early  as  1779.  He  also  acquired 
most  of  the  beautiful  island  (Packer's)  at  the  confluence  of 
the  branches  at  Sunbury.  A  great-grand  son,  V ALEX- 
TINE  Geiger  of  Towanda,  perpetuates  the  honored  name  of. 
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the  son-in-law  of  the  exiled  PARSON,  Valentine  Geiger, 
Sr.,  born  1685,  died  1762,  the  first  GERMAN  Elder  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  of  which  we  have  a  record. 
We  have  not  been  able  to  interest  any  of  these  people  in  their 
family  history,  and  at  the  present  writing  have  none  of  this 
name  on  the  list  of  patrons. 

maria'margareta,  the  oldest  daughter  of 
valentine  geiger,  the  immigrant. 

She  was  the  third  child  of  Valentine  and  "Freka"  Henkel 
Geiger,  and  was  born  at  New  Hanover,  1721.  On  March 
10,  1747,  she  married  John  Stapleton,  son  of  Robert  P.  Sta- 
pleton,  of  Oley,  Berks  County.  They  had  but  two  children: 
Maria  Elisabeth,  born  May  14,  1748,  accidentally  drowned 
in  1760;  and  John,  Jr.,  born  September  29,  1751;  John 
Stapleton,  Sr.,  died  December  17,  1754.  His  father  having 
removed  to  Shenandoah  County,  Virginia,  in  1752,  died 
there  also,  in  1754.  Maria  Margareta  Stapleton  remained 
on  the  old  plantation  in  Oley  all  her  life,  dying  there  in 
October,  1794,  and  was  buried  at  Amityville.  When  of  age, 
her  son  John,  Jr.,  obtained  the  upper  half  of  his  grandfather's 
Oley  homestead.  This  place  was  in  possession  of  the  fam- 
ily over  165  years  until  the  descendants  got  to  lawing  about 
it,  and  the  lawyers  lt  scooped  up"  the  place  for  their  fee. 
John  Stapleton  was  a  first  lieutenant  in  the  Revolution.  He 
died  May  17,  1820,  and  was  buried  at  Amityville.  He 
married,  1780,  Rosina,  daughter  of  John  William  Miller,  of 
Oley.  She  was  born  July  15,  1764,  and  died  on  her  birthday 
in  1833.      They  had  children  as  follows  : 

(1)  William,  Sr.,  born  November  12,  1782  ;  died  March 
17,  1849;  presently. 

(2)  Elisabeth,  born  January  17,  1784;  died  1806;  married 
a  Pennypacker,  left  a  babe. 

(3)  Maria,. born  January  11,  1787;  died  March  7,  1844, 
unmarried. 
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(4)  Hannah,  born  January  4,  1790;  died  1.851;  married 
J.  P.  Kauffman,  Esq.;   had  large  family.

had  family. 

(6)  John,  born,  — ?  died,  1861,  unmarried. 

(7)  Sarah,  born — ?  died™?  unmarried. 

Of  the  foregoing,  William,  Sr.,  was  for  many  years  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  scrivener,  surveyor,  merchant,  &c.  He 
was  lame  as  the  result  of  an  accident.  About  1804-5  ^e  was 
clerk  for  the  Potts  Bros,  who  had  a  forge  and  store  at  (now) 
Pottsville,  Pennsylvania.  They  offered  him  a  tract  of  their 
mountain  land  at  fifty  cents  an  acre  as  part  pay  for  his  serv- 
ices. As  he  was  lame  he  had  no  use  for  it.  The  city  of 
Pottsville  now  occupies  the  site  of  the  old  Potts  iron  works, 
and  the  richest  coal  mines  in  that  region  are  on  the  tract 
offered  (the  Editor's  grandfather)  for  a  "song."  But  worst 
of  all  John  Stapleton,  after  the  Revolution,  had  two  teams 
on  the  road  hauling  goods  from  Philadelphia  to  Pittsburg, 
which  was  then  a  profitable  business.  He  once  accompanied 
his  teams  and  while  in  Pittsburg  made  a  "deal"  for  a  large 
body  of  mountain  land  east  of  that  place.  Failing  to  dis- 
pose of  it  as  he  expected,  and  tired  of  paying  the  taxes,  he 
offered  the  land  to  his  son  William  if  he  would  pay  the  taxes. 
The  latter  could  see  nothing  valuable  in  mountain  land. 
For  timber  there  was  no  sale  and  for  farming  it  was  "no 
good."  The  land  was  allowed  to  be  sold  for  taxes.  But 
alas !  grandfather  lived  to  see  the  rich  coal  mines  near 
Greensburg,  Pennsylvania,  opened  on  the  laud  which  his 
father  had  offered  to  give  him.  He  often  related  to  his 
children  about  "the  fortunes  he  missed." 

William  Slapleton,  Sr.,  married,  in  1814,  Elisabeth,  daugh- 
ter of  Daniel  Drumheller.  She  was  born  1795  ;  died  1874. 
They  had  children  as  follows  :

CONCERNING  GEORGE    RUDOLPHUS  HINKLE  OF 
MARYLAND. 

On  page  21,  it  will  be  seen  that  we  give  the  birth  of 
George,  son  of  George  Hinkle,  Sr.,  as  1734.  This  date  we 
got  many  years  ago,  and  now  believe  it  to  be  an  error.      The

births  of  the  sons  Baltzer  and  Philip  we  have  from  Rev. 
Stoever's  record,  and  is  therefore  correct.  The  Virginia 
pedigree  (p.  47)  puts  George  first  on  the  list  of  the  children 
of  George,  Sr.  If  he  was  the  oldest  son,  then  onr  date 
printed  is  correct.  If  correct,  then  he  should  appear  prom- 
inently on  the  records  of  Frederick  County  in  the  provincial 
period  like  his  brother  Baltzer.  We  could,  however,  find 
no  trace  of  him  on  the  records.  This,  and  from  what  fol- 
lows, leads  us  to  think  that  he  was  the  youngest  son,  and 
that  Mary,  the  wife  of  George,  Sr.,  may  have  been  a  second 
wife. 

On  p.  27,  it  will  be  seen  that  George,  Jr.,  removed  to  Al- 
legheny County,  Maryland,  in  1784.  His  home  was  six 
miles  east  of  Cumberland,  and,  until  recently  (and  perhaps 
still)  in  the  family  name. 

George  Hinkle,  J}\,  and  wife  Harriet,  and  their  three  sons 
are  all  buried  there,  and  the  dates  we  give  are  from  the 
tombstones.  George  Hinkle  made  his  will  May  2,  1837  ; 
and  it  was  probated  July  1 3 ,  following.  He  was  born  1 764  and 
died  1837 ;  hence  only  twenty  years  of  age  when  he  came  to 
Cumberland.  He  was  near  twenty-seven  years  younger  than 
Baltzer.  Of  his  descent  from  George,  Sr.,  there  can  be  no 
doubt,  as  two  grandsons  now  both  over  eighty,  Rev.  George 
Hinkle,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  Richard  Hinkle,  D.  D.,  sons  of 
Jesse,  both  remember  the  visits  of  Rev.  Eli  Hinkle,  son  of 
Rev.  Moses  (p.  60)  and  heard  them  discuss  their  relation- 
ship. 

George  Hinkle,  of  Cumberland,  only  had  three  children 
as  follows  :

Of  the  foregoing,  Rev.  George  Hinkle,  D.  D.,  entered  the 
ministry  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  i860,  in  Cal- 
ifornia ;  later  a  member  of  the  Nevada  Conference  ;  labored 
thirty-four  years  in  the  ministry.  Rev.  Richard  Hinkle, 
D.  D.,  entered  the  ministry  of  the  Central  Pennsylvania 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  1854  ;  pre- 
siding elder  1 880-1 884  ;  labored  fifty  years  in  the  acthe 
ministry;  resides  in  York,  Pennsylvania,  and  still  preaches 
as  a  supply  almost  every  Sunday. 

Rev.  Herbert  Hinkle,  son  of  Rev.  Richard,  was  born 
January  8,  1874,  and  entered  his  father's  conference  in  1900.

Judges  of  the  District — they  have  one  child,  Miss  Emma 
Strider  ;  (d)  Florence,  married  John  Peter  Hess,  Baltimore, 
Maryland — six  children  ;  (e)  Cora,  married  Adelbert  Robin- 
son, Marysville,  Ohio  ;  (f)  Minnie,  married  Rev.  William  K. 
Marshall,  Sykesville,  Maryland;  (g)  DeWitt,  married  Min- 
nie Welsh  ;  two  children  :  Charles  Town,  West  Virginia  ; 
(h)  Nellie,  married  Charles  Nelson  Coleman;  three  children  : 
Charles  Town,  West  Virginia.  In  the  First  Presbyterian 
church,  Staunton,  Virginia,  is  a  beautiful  marble  tablet  in- 
scribed to  the  memory  of  the  above  John  Philip  Strider,  who 
was  one  of  the  noblest  ornaments  of  our  family.  He  was 
born,  May  17,  1847.      He  was  a  student  at  Washington  Col- 
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lege,  Lexington,  Virginia,  at  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War. 
Joined  the  second  company  of  that  institution  for  the  Con- 
federate service  ;  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Pied- 
mont ;  returned  to  the  college  after  the  war  ;  graduated 
1869;  ordained  Presbyterian  minister  1876 ;  pastor  of  the 
First  Church  at  Staunton,  Virginia  ;  became  professor  of 
Moral  Philosophy  and  Belles  Lettres  at  Washington  and 
Lee  University  (his  alma  mater),  in  1885;  died  January  23, 
1886  ;  buried  at  Staunton.  He  was  a  brilliant  orator,  pol- 
ished scholar,  and  most  amiable  gentleman.  His  death  was 
a  great  loss.      He  was  unmarried. 

(8)  Hiram  Opie,  born  January  31,  1822  ;   died  in  infancy. 

FAMILY  OF  CHARLES  HINKLE  (SOX  OF  ANTHONY  2D. ) 

On  page  50,  it  will  be  seen  that  Charles  was  one  of  the 
younger  sons  of  Anthony  2d,  of  Germantown,  and  with 
other  brothers  removed  to  Rowan  County,  North  Carolina. 
When  his  brother  Peter  made  his  will  in  1775,  he  devised 
his  plantation  to  his  wife  Salome,  son  Anthony,  and  an 
unborn  child,  which  we  know  from  other  entries  was  named 
Peter.  This  land  was  part  of  a  large  tract  which  was 
granted  to  the  brothers  Peter  and  Charles  jointly,  and  of 
course  prior  to  1775.  Charles,  too,  must  have  died  prior  to 
the  census  of  1790,  as  his  name  does  not  occur.  He  had 
two  known  sons,  Casper  and  Charles,  Jr.  The  former  appears 
in  the  census  (1790)  as  a  man  of  family.  Charles,  Jr.,  does 
not  appear,  and  hence  a  minor.  On  February  27,  1797, 
Casper  and  Charles,  Jr.,  sold  to  their  cousin  Anthony,  son 
of  Peter,  their  share  of  the  land  which  their  fathers  had 
jointly  taken  up  prior  to  1775  and  for  which  a  patent  was 
granted  the  heirs  in  1790. 

Charles,  Jr.,  in  1797,  was  married  to  Susanna  March  at 
which  point  we  leave  him  for  the  present. 

Casper  Hinkle,  oldest  son  of  Charles,  Sr.,  had  three  sons  : 
Casper,  Jr.,   Charles,  and  Matthias.      Casper    2d    moved    to 
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Indiana;   Charles  was  killed.      He  also  had   two  daughters  : 
Susan  married  Jacob  Shoaf ;   and  one,  name  unknown. 

Matthias,  born  m  1793,  died  1870,  had  seven  sons  and 
three  daughters  as  follows:  Solomon,  Matthias,  David,  Alex- 
ander, Emanuel,  Ransom,  and  Christian;  daughters,  Phoebe, 
married  Daniel  Leonard;  Elisabeth,  married  Alfred  Leonard  ; 
Chrissy,  married  a  Craver.  Nearly  all  the  foregoing  had 
families.  For  some  reason  now  unknown,  Casper  Hinkle,  Sr., 
prior  to  1800,  and  when  some  of  his  children  were  quite  small, 
removed  to  Baltimore,  Maryland,  leaving  his  family  behind, 
and  never  returned.  Many  of  the  posterity  of  Matthias  live 
in  and  about  Lexington,  North  Carolina. 

JOHN  HINKLE,  ESQ.,  OF  YORK,   PENNSYLVANIA.

William  graduated 
at  Yale,  1S69,  and  was  employed  by  Sargent,  Wilson  & 
Hinkle,  book  publishers,  Cincinnati.  After  nine  years,  his 
health  failing,  he  removed  to  Minneapolis,  Minnesota.  He 
and  his  brother  Anthony  Howard  erected  a  charcoal  iron 
blast  furnace  at  Ashland,  Wisconsin,  known  as  the  "Hinkle  " 
furnace.  It  was  in  1907  incorporated  with  the  Lake  Supe- 
rior Iron  and  Chemical  Co.,  of  which  WTilliam  was  Vice- 
President  and  Manager.  He  retired  from  all  active  business 
July  1,  19 10.

HINKLE  DISJUXCTA. 

Miss.  Cora  C.  Curry,  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  is  very  anx- 
ious to  find  the  connecting  link  between  her  great  grand- 
father, Jacob  Hinkle,  and  the  family  of  the  Exile.  We  repeat- 
edly thought  we  had  found  it,  but  were  as  often  disappointed. 

Jacob  Hinkle  was  born  in  Pennsylvania,  January  17,  1785, 
and  in  some  way  got  to  the  Southwest  when  young.  He 
never  talked  about  his  antecedents  except  to  say  that  he  was 
"of  the  old  Hinkle  family. n  On  September  24,  1805,  he 
married  at  Chillicothe,  Ohio,  Miss  Nancy  Kennedy,  and  at 
once  took  up  his  residence  at  Louisville,  Kentucky,  where 
he  lived  most  of  his  life.  He  was  a  printer  and  publisher, 
and  in  1808  assisted  in  founding  the  ''Missouri  Gazette, n 
the  first  newspaper  in  St.  Louis.  After  an  eventful  and 
checkered  career  he  died  at  Shawneetown,  Illinois,  in  1S59. 
His  wife  died  at  Metropole,  Illinois,  September  24,  1868. 
They  had  children  as  follows  :  (1)  Amanda,  married  Capt. 
Robert  Curry;  (2)  Mary  Ann,  married  to  Capt.  David  S. 
Laughlin ;  (3)  Milton  Washington;  (4)  William  Henry; 
(5)  Adelina,  married  to  Capt.  John  Gretzinger.  The  sons 
and  sons-in-law  were  all  noted  steamboat  owners  on  the 
Ohio.  Amanda,  daughter  of  Jacob  Hinkle,  was  born  in 
1806  ;  and  in  May,  1820,  married  Capt.  Robert  Wilson 
Curry. 

Among  others  they  had  William  Wallace  Curry,  born 
February  15,  1824,  who  as  a  political  orator  and  I  niversa- 
list  minister  attained  great  distinction.  Judge  Hinkle  for 
many  years  held  an  important  Federal  position  at  Washing- 
ton, and    now   lives   in  quiet    retirement   in    that  city.      His

wife,  Hannah  Singer  Curry,  died  in  1896.  Their  family 
consists  of  five  very  gifted  daughters,  one  of  whom,  Miss 
Cora,  has  for  many  years  held  an  important  position  in  the 
Interior  Department. 

The  question  is,  Who  was  the  father  of  Jacob  Hinkle? 
If  he  came  from  our  family  at  all,  it  must  have  been  from 
one  of  the  Lancaster  County  branches,  as  he  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania.  He  was  hardly  one  of  the  unknown  sous  of 
Anthony  3d,  who  went  west,  but  might  have  been  a  son  of 
our  supposed  Anthony  4th,  born  about  1761,  and  of  whom 
we  find  no  trace  in  Pennsylvania.  He  did  not  come  from 
John,  Esq.,  of  York,  or  Philip  of  Bucks  County,  brothers  of 
Anthony  3d.  He  might  have  been  a  grandson  of  either 
George  or  John,  sons  of  Gerhart,  Memorial,  p.  53. 

Two  of  the  most  distinguished  men  of  the  State  of  Wash- 
ington are  Hon.  J.  Grant  Hinkle,  Assistant  Secretary  of  the 
State,  and  Hon.  James  D.  Hinkle,  one  of  the  Superior  Court 
Judges.  The  former  comes  from  Justus,  son  of  the  Exile, 
as  follows  (ascending):  J.  Grant  Hinkle-Wm.  H.  Hinkle, 
Sampson  Hinkle,  Rev.  Moses  Hinkle — Jacob  Henkel,  Jus- 
tus Henkel,  Rev.  Anthony  Henkel  the  Exile.  Judge  Hin- 
kle comes  from  Anthony  Henkel,  of  Germantown,  as  follows  : 
His  father  Jacob  Hinkle,  of  Mattoon,  Illinois,  born  1827,  in 
North  Carolina,  is  a  son  of  Peter  Hinkle,  born  in  1797,  in 
North  Carolina.  He  was  a  son  of  Peter,  born  in  1775,  the 
posthumous  son  of  Peter,  Sr.,  (see  Memorial,  p.  50,)  he  a 
son  of  Anthony  2d,  of  Germantown,  Pennsylvania.  Peter 
3d  was  a  Moravian;  and  in  1831  came  with  a  colony  of 
that  faith  from  Forsyth  County,  North  Carolina,  to  Ed- 
wards County,  Illinois,  where  they  founded  a  Moravian  com- 
munity.

Monument  to  the  Exile — We  are  exceedingly  anxious  that 
this  project  shall  go  through.  We  have  been  lately  looking  at 
models  and  getting  prices  on  monuments.  For  $350  we  will 
be  able  to  get  a  SOLID  Barrie  granite  block,  three  feet  wide 
and  seven  feet  high,  to  be  set  in  a  bed  of  concrete  under 
ground.  It  will  weigh  over  three  tons,  and  there  being  no 
joints,  it  will  stand  a  thousand  years.  One  face  will  be  pol- 
ished, wreathed  with  garlands;  thirty-two  lines  of  indented 
inscriptions  will  be  allowed.  This  was  our  best  offer.  Can 
we  make  it?  We  are  ready  to  start  the  fund.  In  the  next 
issue  of  The  Memorial  all  subscriptions  will  be  acknowledged. 
We  have  asked  Dr.  Casper  O.  Miller,  of  New  Market,  Vir- 
ginia, to  act  as  treasurer  of  the  fund.  He  has  consented  to 
act  in  this  capacity  ;  moreover,  since  some  one  must  take  the 
initiative  to  get  the  project  under  way  we  will  take  the  liberty 
on  behalf  of  our  almost  two  hundred  members  whom  we 
have  enrolled,  to  make  the  following  nominations  for  the 
Executive  Committee.

In  Memoriam — It  is  with  a  feeling  of  sadness  that  we  re- 
cord the  death  of  Miss  Anna  Hinkle,  of  Hanover,  Pennsyl- 
vania, on  July  3,  1910,  at  the  age  of  60  years,  5  months,  and 
22  days.  She  was  the  youngest  daughter  of  the  late  Dr. 
George  W.  Hinkle,  son  of  Hon.  John  L.  Hinkle,  of  Hano- 
ver (p.  65,)  and  was  the  last  to  bear  the  honored  family 
name  in  that  locality.  Miss  Hinkle  was  a  teacher  over  thirty 
years  in  the  Hanover  schools,  and  was  noted  for  her  amiable 
and  kindly  disposition.  She  was  a  member  of  the  Lutheran 
church  and  a  Sunday-school  teacher  since  girlhood.  At 
death  she  devoted  her  fortune  to  various  charities,  and  did 
not  except  the  Catholics  of  her  city.  She  was  a  great  help 
to  the  Editor  in  gathering  the  genealogy  of  her  forefather, 
John  Henkel,  Esq.  (p.  62.)      Farewell  ! 

The  Exile's  Diary — p.  7 — We  have  found  nothing  new 
respecting  the  diary  of  our  immigrant  ancestor,  Rev.  Antho- 
ny Henkel,  but  we  are  more  settled  than  ever  in  our  convic- 
tion that  the  granddaughter  who  had  it  in  her  possession  as 
late  as  1814,  was  Barbara  Conrad,  only  daughter  of  Anthony 
Henkel  2d,  of  Germantown.  When  Ambrose  Henkel,  of 
Virginia,  visited  her,  she  was  upwards  of  eighty  years  of  age. 
She  had  the  ancestral  silverware  of  which  she  gave  Ambrose 
a  spoon  and '  plate.  Now  in  the  inventory  of  her  father's 
household  goods,  Anthony  2d,  is  an  item  of  half  dozen  sil- 
ver spoons,  which  Barbara  no  doubt  retained.  She  was 
about  eighty  years  of  age  in  18 14.  Besides  all  this.  Dr.  S. 
Homer  Henkel,  of  Staunton,  Virginia,  quite  well  remembers 
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that  Rev.  Ambrose,  when  showing  him  the  spoon  many 
years  ago,  told  him  it  was  given  him  by  a  daughter  of  An- 
thony. Since  Anthony  had  but  this  one  daughter  whom 
we  knew  lived  to  a  good  age,  the  case  seems  quite  clear. 
Following  this  lead  we  might  yet  be  able  to  recover  the 
diary.

IN  MEMOHIAM. 

This  issue  of  "  The  Henkel  Memorial  n  is  delayed  far  be- 
yond our  purpose  because  of  a  sad  bereavement  to  the  Editor 
in  the  death  of  his  beloved  daughter,  Velma  Mci\\  wife  of 
Prof.  Harry  Miller,  of  the  University  of  Illinois.  Our  great 
loss  will  be  best  understood  when  we  say  that  we  had  three 
daughters,  all  graduates  and  highly  gifted  girls.  Some  years 
ago  the  oldest  married  well,  but  upon  the  birth  of  her  first 
child  met  with  untoward  circumstances  which  made  her  a 
mental  and  physical  wreck  for  life.  Soon  afterwards  the 
youngest,  a  buxom  girl  of  eighteen,  contracted  pulmonary 
trouble,  which  brought  her  to  death's  door.  The  mother, 
too,  broke  down.  We  established  a  home  for  them  in  the 
Alleghenies  where  most  of  the  time  of  the  afflicted  ones  is 
spent.  Through  these  years  of  sore  trial  and  affliction,  our 
Velma  was  an  angel  of  light  ;  putting  off  her  own  wedding 
from  year  to  year  for  the  sake  of  others.  To  her  father  she 
stood  in  a  close  intimacy  only  understood  by  those  in  adversity. 
On  July  12,  1910,  she  was  happily  married  to  Prof.  Miller, 
of  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  the  companion  of  her  youth. 
They  began  their  home  in  Urbaua,  the  seat  of  the  University, 
and  where  Velma's  beautiful   voice,   genial  disposition,  arid 
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willing  helpfulness,  soon  won  her  hosts  of  friends.  In  April 
of  this  year  (1911)  she  Came  East  to  her  father's  home  to  pre- 
sent to  us  her  firstborn  in  June.  She  was  seemingly  well  and 
jovial  as  ever,  and  hoped  to  bring  her  "dear  daddy,"  as  she 
saidj  "  bushels  of  sunshine."  On  the  night  of  May  3d,  she 
was  taken  with  nausea.  We  summoned  a  physician  in  the 
morning,  who,  as  we  learned,  fully  understood  her  case,  but 
failed  to  warn  either  us  or  the  poor  girl  of  its  gravity.  The 
day  wore  away  and  with  it  the  opportunity  to  procure  expert 
help  or  have  recourse  to  the  expedients  her  case  demanded. 
At  four  in  the  afternooon  of  the  fourth,  she  still  was  able  to 
sit  up  and  read  a  letter  from  her  husband.  The  doctor 
called  at  that  time,  but  nothing  specially  was  done.  Two 
hours  later  we  saw  a  grave  change,  and  at  once  went  to  sum- 
mon a  physician  and  telegraph  to  her  husband  in  Illinois. 
When  we  returned  we  found  the  house  full  of  people  who 
said  my  daughter  was  dying.  Rushing  to  the  sick  chamber 
we  found  two  physicians  doing  what  ought  to  have  been 
done  in  the  morning.  My  loved  one  was  in  convulsions  and 
soon  expired.  Our  grief  has  been  great  indeed,  and  the 
wound  made  by  her  unexpected  death  refuses  to  heal.  Our 
sorrow  is  all  the  more  bitter  because  we  feel  that  with  the 
prompt  and  close  attention  her  case  demanded  her  precious 
young  life  might  have  been  saved.  She  lacked  nine  days 
of  being  twenty-six.  She  was  the  one  of  our  family  who 
took  aii  interest  in  our  Henkel  researches,  and  our  readers 
owe  much  to  her  encouragement  for  the  reason  that  we  labored 
under  great  difficulties.  We  had  hoped  that  at  the  proposed 
dedication  of  the  monument  our  great  family  might  have  an 
opportunity  to  hear  her  sweet  voice  in  song.  Alas  !  how  un- 
certain all  our  earthly  hopes,  how  fleeting  our  joys!  Faith 
in  an  all-sufficient  Savior  alone  can  heal  our  sorrows.      Vak\

REV.  SOCRATES  HENKEL,   D.  D. 

This  able  and  worthy  representative  of  onr  family,  and 
one  of  the  last  of  the  Ki  old  line,"  was  the  son  of  Rev.  David 
Henkel  and  wife  Catharine  Hoyle.  He  was  born  in  Lincoln 
County,  North  Carolina,  March  23,  1823  ;  and  died  at  New- 
Market,  Virginia,  June  20,  1901. 

When  quite  a  young  man  he  made  his  home  among  his 
kindred  at  New  Market,  Virginia,  and  remained  there  all 
his  life.  Here  he  was  thrown  in  contact  with  the  leaders  of 
Lntheranism  North  and  South,  this  being  the  seat  of  the 
Henkel  Press  from  which  emanated,  since  1806,  a  constant 
stream  of  Lutheran  and  other  publications. 

With  such  surroundings  it  was  natural  that  he  should  pre- 
pare himself  for  the  work  to  which  both  his  honored  father 
and  grandfather  had  devoted  their  lives.  At  New  Market 
he  laid  the  foundation  of  a  thorough  literary  and  theological 
training,  which  eventually  made  him  one  of  the  ablest  and 
most  successful  defenders  of  the  Lutheran  church  in  America, 
and  was  frequently  found  in  the  counsels  of  the  most  distin- 
guished theologians  of  the  Church. 

He  entered  the  ministry  of  the  Tennessee  Synod  in  1850, 
and  took  charge  of  Emmanuel  congregation  of  New  Market. 
It  was  this  congregation  of  which  his  illustrious  grandfather. 
Rev.  Paul  Henkel,  was  pastor  many  years.  Dr.  Henkel 
was  pastor  of  Emmanuel's  for  a  period  of  forty-five  years. 
In  1895  he  was  compelled  to  resign  because  of  impaired 
health,  but  retained  his  pastorate  as  emeritus  until  his  death. 

Dr.  Henkel's  life  was  one  unremitting  effort  to  do  good,  as 
his  manifold  activities  indicate.  He  was  a  recognized  leader 
of  Lntheranism  in  the  South.  He  was  profoundly  versed  in 
both  English  and  German  theology.      As  a  preacher,  he  was 
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plain,  concise,  and  practical  rather  than  eloquent.  He  was 
a  voluminous  writer ;  besides  being  a  chief  factor  in  the 
preparation  of  the  Lutheran  books  that  made  the  Henkel 
name  famous  in  the  Lutheran  world.  Most  of  his  literary 
activities,  however,  were  devoted  to  editorial  work.  He  and 
his  sons  becoming  successors  to  the  Henkel  Press,  thev  con- 
ducted the  publication  of  two  weekly  papers,  the  Shenan- 
doah Valley  and  Our  Church  Paper,  the  latter  a  Lu- 
theran publication.  Besides  his  many  other  activities,  Dr. 
Henkel  was  also  an  educator  of  prominence.  Prior  to  the 
Civil  War  of  1861-1S65,  he  was  President  of  the  New  Market 
Female  Seminary,  and  later  was  President  of  the  Poly- 
technic Institute  also  at  that  place. 

From  this  meager  sketch  it  will  be  seen  that  Dr.  HenkePs 
life  was  vastly  busy  and  useful,  and  our  family  may  well 
regard  him  as  one  of  its  brightest  ornaments. 

He  was  married  in  1850  to  Miss  Eleonora  C.  Henkel, 
daughter  of  Rev.  Ambrose  Henkel.  She  was  born  Decem- 
ber 22,  1821,  and  died  December  12,  1890.  Of  their  chil- 
dren three  sons  survive,  Ambrose  L.  and  Elon  O.  Henkel, 
present  proprietors  of  the  Henkel  Press,  and  Otto  H.  Henkel, 
all  of  New  Market. 


REV.  POLYCARP  CYPRIAN  HENKEL,   D.   D. 

This  highly  gifted  and  eloquent  divine  was  the  oldest  son 
of  Rev.  David  Henkel  and  wife  Catharine  (p.  60).  He  was 
born  in  Lincoln  County,  North  Carolina,  August  20,  1820, 
and  died  at  his  home  at  Conover,  North  Carolina,  Septem- 
ber 28,  1889. 

Dr.  Henkel  was  a  most  worthy  representative  of  our  fam- 
ily. He  was  one  of  the  most  studious  and  tireless  of  all  our 
exiled  father's  many  illustrious  sons.  Although  he  was 
one  of  the  most  talented  of  all  our  kin,  he  left  few  literary 
remains  for  the  reason  that  he  was  too  active  to  devote  much 


rio 
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time  to  his  pen,  and  the  opportunity  for  which  he  hoped  was 
cut  short  by  failing  health  and  death. 

He  entered  the  ministry  of  the  Tennessee  Synod  in  1S43, 
and  spent  forty-six  years  in  a  most  fruitful  service  to  his 
church  as  pastor,  missionary,  organizer  and  educator.  With 
the  exception  of  seven  years  spent  in  Missouri  as  organizer 
of  the  English  work  in  that  synod,  his  labors  were  confined 
to  his  native  State. 

Dr.  Henkel  had  a  sharp,  penetrating,  and  logical  mind, 
and  for  that  reason  was  selected  by  his  synod  and  other 
bodies,  on  various  occasions,  to  deliver  discourses  on  some 
of  the  prevailing  errors  of  the  times.  A  number  of  these 
appeared  iii  pamphlet  form  and  evince  great  Biblical  knowl- 
edge as  well  as  keen  logic.  Those  we  have  examined  are 
"  CJirisP s  Descent  into  ffelV\  and  "Immortality"  the  latter 
a  refutation  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Restitutionists. 

He  was  the  pioneer  in  his  synod  in  the  cause  of  higher 
education,  and  in  1852  was  made  chairman  of  a  committee 
to  form  plans  for  a  higher  institution  of  learning.  This 
project,  however,  did  not  materialize.  In  1878,  he  founded, 
practically  alone,  Concordia  College,  at  Conover,  North 
Carolina.  This  institution  was  taken  under  the  patronage 
of  the  Tennessee  Synod,  and  Dr.  Henkel  became  its  first 
President.  He  was  compelled  to  resign  in  18S5  because  of 
failing  health. 

His  public  spirited  character  is  shown  in  the  fact  that  in 
1 86 1,  when  the  storm  clouds  of  the  Civil  War  were  gather- 
ing, he  was  elected  as  a  delegate  to  the  State  Convention  to 
consider  the  course  the  State  should  take.  In  a  masterly 
speech  of  two  hours  Dr.  Henkel  opposed  secession,  and  the 
ordinance  was  not  passed.  When'  the  second  convention 
was  called  after  hostilities  commenced,  he  was  again  a  dele- 
gate and  then  considered  it  his  duty  to  stand  by  his  State  in 
her  course.  All  through  the  struggle  he  was  a  tower  of 
strength  in  his  State. 
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Dr.  Henkel  was  married,  in  1843,  to  Rebecca  Fox  of  Ran- 
dolph County,  North  Carolina.  Of  their  children  two  sur- 
vive as  follows  :  Hon,  David  S.  Henkel,  of  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia, who  has  spent  many  years  in  the  ministry,  and  has 
also  served  in  the  Legislature  of  Virginia  ;  also  Mrs.  Catha- 
rine C.  La//,  of  Conover,  North  Carolina. 


DR.  SOLON  PAUL  CHARLES  HENKEL. 

On  page  91  will  be  found  portraits  of  the  sons  of  Dr. 
Solomon  Henkel,  oldest  son  of  the  Rev.  Paul  Henkel,  of 
New  Market,  Virginia,  p.  58.  Our  subject,  Dr.  S.  P.  C. 
Henkel,  was  the  youngest  son  of  Dr.  Solomon  Henkel.  He 
was  born  at  New  Market,  February.  7,  1S1S;  and  became  a 
member  of  the  Lutheran  church,  September  13,  1834. 

He  graduated  in  medicine  at  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, March  26,  1S42,  and  attended  the  practice  of  the 
physicians  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  for  two  years. 

He  was  married,  November  16,  1847,  to  Annie  Maria 
Miller,  daughter  of  Dr.  Abraham  Miller,  of  Winchester,  Vir- 
ginia, whose  wife  Rebecca  Schultz  was  a  daughter  of  John 
Schultz,  one  of  the  "  Dutch  Mess,"  who  belonged  to  Morgan's 
riflemen,  "the  brave  and  hardy  gallants  of  the  valley  that 
waded  to  Canada  and  stormed  Quebec"  in  the  American 
Revolutionary  War. 

They  had  the  following  children:  (Dr.)  Miller  A.,  (of 
whom  presently,)  married  Fannie  Moore,  first;  Carrie  Hale, 
second;  (Dr.)  Solomon,  married  Bettie  Hawk  ;  Matthias  S., 
married  Emily  S.  Fisher;  (Dr.)  Frederick  L.,  not  married  ; 
Rebecca  M.,  married  Isaiah  Funkhouser;  Josephine  A., 
married  Newton  G.  Moore;  Edward  D.,  died  when  two 
years  old;  (Dr.)  Alfred  D.,  married  Maggie  M.  Stephenson; 
Martha  H.  E.,  not  married ;  Gertrude  V.,  married  Walter  R. 
Huffard  ;  Julia  K.,  married  Elon  O.  Henkel;  and  Annie 
Maria,  married  Rev.  W.  W.  J.  Ritchie. 

During  the   Civil   War  his   kindness  and   attention   to   the 
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sick  and  wounded  Federal  soldiers,  (in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
they  had  confiscated  much  of  his  property,)  was  unprece- 
dented, as  well  as  his  untiring  service  to  the  wounded  Con- 
federates. 

He  equaled  his  talented  father  in  the  medical  profession 
in  which  his  four  sons  were  no  less  skilled. 

As  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Solomon  D.  Henkel  &  Brothers 
his  interest  with  theirs  in  the  great  enterprise  of  giving  to 
the  world  the  Book  of  Concord  in  the  English  language,  en- 
listed his  co-operation  and  capital. 

After  a  very  busy  and  useful  life,  and  a  most  successful 
professional  career,  Dr.  Henkel  died  a  sincere  Christian  at 
the  place  of  his  birth,  May  14,  1882.  His  widow  died,  Sep- 
tember 8,  191 1,  at  their  home  at  New  Market,  Virginia, 
having  attained  the  remarkable  age  of  84  years,  6  months, 
and  22  days. 

DR.   MILLER  ABRAHAM  HENKEL. 

Dr.  M.  A.  Henkel,  oldest  son  of  Dr.  S.  P.  C.  Henkel,  and 
his  wife  Anna  Maria  Miller,  was  born  at  New  Market,  Vir- 
ginia, October  26,  1848,  and  died  at  Winter  Park,  Florida, 
May  30,  1 91 1.  Like  his  father  he  was  graduated  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  established  himself  in  Win- 
chester, Virginia,  where  he  soon  built  up  a  lucrative  practice. 

He  was  married,  April  15,  1874,  to  Miss  Fannie  M.  Moore, 
of- near  New  Market,  Virginia,  with  whom  he  had  children — 
Thomas,  of  Winter  Park  ;  Anna,  (Mrs.  Geo.  Fetzer,  dec'd,) 
Moorefield,  West  Virginia  ;  Af//fer  and  Mary,  died  young  ; 
and  Fa nnie,  (Mrs.  Baxter  Smith,)  Demorest,  Georgia.  Some 
twenty-eight  years  ago,  Dr.  M.  A.  Henkel  removed  to 
Winter  Park,  Florida,  for  the  benefit  of  his  wife's  health. 
She  soon  died,  however,  and  he  married  in  1887  Miss  Carrie 
B.  Hale,  of  St.  Johnsbury,  Vermont,  who  survives  him.  The 
remains  of  Dr.  Henkel  were  brought  north  and  interred  in  Mt. 
Hebron  cemetery  at  Winchester, Virginia. 


REV.    P.   C.   HENKEL,   D.   D. 

Born  August  20th,   1820 
Died    September    26th,    1889 
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The  very  best  eulogy  we  can  give  Dr.  Henkel  is  that  he 
was  a  worthy  representative  of  our  great  family  ;  yea,  he  was 
an  ornament  to  us.  Most  skillful  as  a  physician  and  sur- 
geon ;  successful  as  an  orange  grower  ;  honored  as  an  up- 
right and  incorruptible  citizen,  he  was  over  and  over  elected 
mayor  of  his  town.  Best  of  all,  he  was  an  humble  and  sin- 
cere Christian.  He  was  baptized  in  infancy  by  his  great 
uncle,  Rev.  Ambrose  Henkel  (p.  59).  In  Winter  Park, 
the  church  of  his  fathers  (the  Lutheran)  not  being  represent- 
ed, he  united  with  the  Congregational,  and  was  soon  added 
to  the  church  official  board. 

He  was  much  interested  in  i4  The  Henkel  Memorial," 
and  in  his  last  letter  to  the  Editor  urged  the  monument 
enterprise.     Reqmcscat  in  pace. 


RECENT  EXPLORATIONS. 

The  Editor  recently  examined  the  records  of  St.  Michael's 
church,  Germantown.  This  church  our  ancestor,  Rev. 
Anthony  Jacob  Henkle,  founded  about  1717,  and  here  he  is 
buried.  These  records  are  nearly  all  in  the  German  lan- 
guage, and  some  so  faded  as  to  be  beyond  reading.  They 
are  packed  in  a  strong  chest  which  is  over  a  hundred  and 
fifty  years  old.  The  oldest  we  found  was  a  small  book  con- 
taining the  subscriptions  for  the  building  of  the  church  in 
1738.  For  this  church  our  great  Ben  Franklin  gave  the 
sum  of  two  shillings.  We  were  disappointed  in  not  finding 
the  earlier  baptismal  records  ;  as  we  were  on  the  lookout  for 
the  children  of  Anthony  3d  of  Lancaster,  son  of  Anthony  2d 
of  Germantown.  In  the  chest  we  found  the  head-stone  of 
our  exiled  father  Henkel  as  described  on  p.  17,  "  Memorial/' 
The  pastor  placed  it  here  for  safe  keeping.  There  was  also 
in  the  chest  a  large  amount  of  Continental  money  of  all 
denominations,  amounting  to  probably  thousands  of  dollars. 
We  have  no  idea  how  it  ever  got  there. 
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In  Germantown  lived  Anthony  Henkel  2d,  youngest  son  of 
the  Exile.  He  died  here  in  1751,  leaving  a  large  family ; 
page  44.  We  think  his  home  which  was  the  ki  Mermaid 
Inn,"  was  a  sort  of  headquarters  for  the  Henkel  family. 
We  will  give  in  disconnected  order  our  gleanings  from  the 
various  books,  and  our  readers  can  make  the  references  to 
suit  themselves. 

Maria  Barbara,  only  daughter  of  Anthony  Henkel  2d,  was 
confirmed  April  15,  1752,  at  the  age  of  16.  (She  married 
John  Conrad  this  same  year,  pp.  30  and  49.) 

Martin  Graff  (Grove) ,  who  married  the  widow  of  Anthony 
2d,  died  in  1760,  aged  48  years.  They  had  at  least  one 
child — William,  born  1758  ;   p.  44. 

George  Kast,  a  widower  of  Germantown,  married  in  1755, 
Barbara  Geiger,  daughter  of  "  Valentine  "  and  "  Freka  n 
Henkel  Geiger,  page  25.      They  had  children  recorded  : 

Anna  Magdate7ia,  baptized  October  27,  1756;  Maria 
Margareta,  July  15,  1758  ;  Catherine,  1766.  On  June  16, 
1 76 1,  they  buried  a  son,  aged  5  years. 

Benjamin,  sou  of  Anthony  Henkel  (2d)  deceased,  and 
Margaret,  born  March  29;   baptized  March  31,  1751,  p.  47. 

Nathan,  son  of  Anthony  Henkel  (3d)  and  Maria  Marga- 
reta,  was  baptized  March  31,  1758.  Note — see  p.  99.  A 
grandson,  Nathan,  is  still    living  at  Hymera,  Ind.,  (A.  S.) 

George,  son  of  Baltzer  and  Elizabeth  Henkle,  was  bap- 
tized April  3,  1759.  (Note — Baltzer  was  a  son  of  George 
of  Maryland,  p.  27.  We  are  told  that  this  son  left  no 
posterity. ) 

Joseph,  son  of  Philip  and  Mary  Henkle,  born  October  2^, 
1765;  baptized  June  3,  1766.  (Note — Philip  was  a  son  of 
Anthony  2d,  and  lived  in  Bucks,  p.  61.) 

William,  son  of  Charles  and  Elizabeth  Henkle,  born  No- 
vember 23  ;  baptized  December  2,  1765  ;  p.  50. 

Barbara,  daughter  of  Henry  and  Catharine  Henkle  (p.  50); 
baptized    1771;    Wiltiam,    1772;   Susanna,    1773.      In    1768 
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their  son,  aged  4  years,  died.    In  1772,  a  son,  18  weeks  old, 

died;    1773,  died  their  infant  daughter. 

In  December,  1767,  died   a  son  of  Charles    Henkle,  aged 

2  years. 

The  following  two  entries  were  not  of  our  family  : 
David,  son  of  Peter  and  Elizabeth  Hinkle,  born  November 

13;  baptized  December   10,   1768;    1769,    Casprr    Henkle's 

son  died,  aged  2  years  (p.  yy). 


ADDITIONAL   INFORMATION. 

MORE  ABOUT  ANTHONY    HINKLE    THIRD  AND    HIS 
FAMILY  (Pp.  99-104). 

Anthony  3d  is  the  most  elusive  member  of  our  Henkle 
tribe.  He  disappeared  from  Lancaster  County  at  the  close 
of  the  Revolution,  and  all  our  efforts  to  find  him  are  in  vain. 
He  had  a  large  family,  and  the  reason  for  our  persistent 
search  is  that  there  are  so  many  splendid  families  whose  an- 
cestry seems  to  point  to  him.  It  will  be  seen  that  we  had 
only  recovered  three  of  his  children,  viz.,  Wendel  and  Na- 
than, Revolutionary  soldiers,  and  Elizabeth,  wife  of  George 
Smith — all  of  Indiana.  We  ventured  to  place  two  more  to 
the  number;  viz.,  George  and  Anthony  of  Tennessee,  for 
reasons  given  on  p.  100.  To  these  we  are  now  happy  to 
add  another;  namely,  Joseph,  of  Ohio.  Two  of  Anthony's 
(3d)  sons  having  gone  to  Ohio,  there  seems  no  further  doubt 
as  to  the  identity  of  Joseph,  leaving  one  unrecovered.  We 
found  him  on  this  wise.  In  early  Ohio  histories  we  found 
that  two  men,  named  Hinkle  and  Cook,  were  killed  and 
scalped  by  the  Indians  at  Covalt  Station  on  the  Miami  River 
in  1793.  After  much  effort  we  found  Benjamin,  now  S4 
years  of  age,'  a  grandson  of  Hinkle,  still  living  at  North 
Middleton,  Ohio.  We  found  him  a  well-to-do  and  intelli- 
gent correspondent.  He  writes  that  his  grandfather's  name 
was  Joseph ;  that  his  wife's   name  was   Cook,   a    relative   of 
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Robert  Fulton  of  first  steamboat  fame.  The  grandson  only 
knew  that  Joseph  was  from  Pennsylvania.  The  name  Jo- 
seph Hinkle,  Cook,  and  Fulton  all  pointed  to  Lancaster 
County,  and  there  we  found  them  easily.  Joseph  Hinkle 
lived  in  Manor  township,  not  far  from  the  other  Hinkles. 
He  was  a  young  militiaman  in  1782  (Peuna.  Archives,  5th 
Series,  Vol.  vii.,  p.  1134).  He  appears  in  the  U.  S.  Census 
of  1790,  with  wife  and  three  children,  and  in  a  year  there- 
after disappears.  When  Joseph  was  killed  his  children  were 
small.  The  widow  soon  married  Gabriel  Hutchison,  a  Rev- 
olutionary veteran.  Only  three  of  Joseph's  children  are 
known;  viz.,  Joseph,  Jr.,  Asa,  and  Ziba.  All  had  families. 
Joseph,  Jr.,  was  born  April  13,  1787,  and  died  July  3,  1881; 
aged  94  years. 

Joseph  Hinkle,  Jr.,  and  wife  Elizabeth  had  a  family  of 
seventeen  children  as  follows :  Mary,  Henry,  Nancy,  Lezt'is 
and Lacinda  (twins,)  Lydia,  Squire,  Rachel,  James,  Amanda, 
William,  Benjamin,  Elisabeth,  John,  George,  EHram,  and 
Joseph  (3d).  All  are  dead  but  Hiram,  Amanda,  and  Benja- 
min. Our  correspondent,  Benjamin,  was  born  December 
24,  1827.  In  1850,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Nancy  Selby. 
They  have  lived  together  happily  and  prosperously  sixty- 
one  years.  They  reared  seven  children;  viz.,  Mary,  Re- 
becca, George,  Louisa,  Bertha,  Benjamin,  and    Clara. 

The  thing  that  points  to  Joseph  being  one  of  the  sons  of 
Anthony  3d,  that  went  to  Ohio,  is  the  family  trait,  longevity. 
Note  that  Joseph,  Jr.,  was  over  90  years  of  age;  Benjamin 
is  84,  and  nearly  all  the  rest  were  old.  He  fits  in,  in  point 
of  locality,  age,  &c,  and  was  not  a  son  of  George  or  John, 
sons  of  Gerhart,  p.  53. 

Of  Anthony  4th,  presumed  son  of  Anthony  3d  (p.  100), 
who  located  near  Springfield,  Tennessee,  we  have  the  fol- 
lowing additional  data:  First  of  all,  note  the  family  trait  of 
longevity  as  proof,  besides  the  name  Anthony,  showing  the 
veneration  for  the  exiled  and   honored   ancestor.      This   An- 
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thony  (4th)  came  from  Pennsylvania  to  Tennessee  about  1S00. 
(Note — in  our  opinion  he  had  spent  some  years  in  North 
Carolina  with  his  brothers  Wenclel  and  Nathan;.  He  was 
over  90  years  of  age  when  he  died.  He  had  children  as  fol- 
lows:  (1)  Peter,  born  1S01;  died  in  Robertson  County,  Ten- 
nessee, at  the  age  of  94  years.  He  was  a  man  of  remarkable 
strength  and  vitality  ;  (2)  Andrew  Jackson,  lived  to  be  over 
90  years  ;  (3)  Phoebe,  lived  to  be  93  ;  (4)  Nancy ;  (5)  Sallie  ; 
(6)  Polly;   (7)  Lillie;  (8)  Betsey. 

Of  the  family  of  Peter  we  have  the  following:  Among  the 
children  of  Peter  Hinkle  and  wife  Doxie  were — William, 
died  at  Paducah,  Kentucky,  1900,  aged  72;  Wiley  B.,  a 
prosperous  merchant  of  Evansville,  Indiana,  born  in  Ten- 
nessee, September  4,  1838;  Joseph  A.,  of  Hinkledale,  Ten- 
nessee, a  Methodist  minister;  A.  B.  Hinkle,  of  Hawesville, 
Kentucky;  and  T.  M.  Hinkle,  of  Springfield,  Tennessee. 
All  have  families. 


JOHN  HINKLE  OF  MISSOURI. 
On  p.  58  it  will  be  seen  that  Hon.  Isaac  Henkle  of  Vir- 
ginia had  a  son  John  who  married  Mary  Parsons  and  went 
west.  They  removed  in  1 82 7  to  St.  Charles  County,  Mis- 
souri, where  they  both  died.  John  was  a  soldier  of  the  War 
of  1 81 2.  His  father-in-law,  Thomas  Parsons,  was  an  officer 
in  the  Third  Regiment  of  Virginia  in  the  Revolution.  John 
and  Mary  Hinkle  had  children  as  follows:  (1)  Elizabeth, 
married  Eli  Haigler ;  (2)  George  Washington  (father  of 
John  P.,  William,  and  Isaac);  (3)  Mildred,  married  Lon 
Morris;  (4)  Phoebe,  married  Jacob  Haigler;  (5)  Jane,  (twin 
of    Phoebe,)    unmarried;    (6)  Alice,    married   Joseph    Bull; 

(7)  William,  died  at  San  Francisco,  California,  unmarried  ; 

(8)  Isaac,  died  unmarried;  (9)  John,  married  Lucy  Bowman, 
still  living,  aged  88  ;  (10)  Miles  Parsons,  married  first  Sarah 
M.  Sappington,  second  Addie  M.  Bailey. 

"    Of  the  foregoing,  the   youngest,  Miles,  was  born   in   Pen- 
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dleton  County,  now  W.  Virginia,  September  i,  1825,  and  died 
in  Franklin  County,  Missouri,  February  S,  1900.  He  went 
to  California  in  the  gold  excitement  of  1849,  returning  in 
1855.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the  Mexican  War.  His  first 
wife,  Sarah  M.  Sappington,  was  born  1837,  and  died  1S75. 
They  had  children:  Mary  D.,  died  young;  James  Fielding, 
born  1862,  (Roswell,  New  Mexico);  William,  died  young; 
Emmet  Parsons,  died  young;  John  Isaac,  born  1871.  With 
second  wife,  Addie  M.  Bailey,  John  had  children — Nellie, 
Carrie,  Lucy  and  Wheeler. 

Hon.  John  Isaac  Hinkle,  son  of  Miles  Hinkle,  is  one  of 
the  brightest  ornaments  of  our  family.  He  graduated  from 
the  University  of  Missouri  in  1892,  and  then  located  at  Ros- 
well, New  Mexico,  where  he  set  up  a  very  successful  law 
practice.  After  three  years  he  returned  to  his  native  State 
and  located  at  Clinton.  He  was  elected  city  attorney  and 
also  prosecuting  attorney  for  the  county,  a  position  which 
he  held  two  terms.  He  was  appointed  by  Governor  J.  W. 
Folk  as  Judge  Advocate  and  Paymaster  of  the  State  troops 
with  the  rank  of  Major.  This  position  he  held  four  years. 
Returning  to  Roswell,  New  Mexico,  he  entered  upon  a  very 
successful  business  career,  his  chief  interests  being  banking 
and  irrigation^  He  served  several  terms  as  mayor  of  Ros- 
well. When  New  Mexico  moved  forward  to  join  the  sister- 
hood of  States,  our  cousin  was  honored  with  an  election  to 
the  State  Constitutional  Convention,  and  thus  became  one 
of  the  founders  of  New  Mexican  statehood.  In  addition  to 
this  honor  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Senate,  and  has  the 
rare  distinction  of   participating  in  its  first  legislative  body.

MORE  ABOUT   REV.   MOSES    HENKLE    AND    FAMILY. 

(See  page  60.) 

On  p.  61  we  say  that  Rev.  Moses  Henkle  was  buried  at 
Upper  Tract,  in  Pendleton  County,  West  Virginia.  In  this 
we  were  misinformed  as  will  be  seen.  He  had  a  very  large 
family  of  exceptionally  active  character,  but  the  family  had 
very  little  cohesiveness,  becoming  widely  scattered,  and  hav- 
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ing  little  connection  with  each  other.  We  have  been  the 
medium  of  bringing  some  of  these  separated  links  together. 

Six  sons  were  ministers,  several  of  national  prominence. 
On  April  24,  1831,  the  widow  of  Rev.  Moses  Henkle  lost 
her  house  in  Ohio  by  fire  with  all  its  contents.  Two  of  her 
sous,  Moses,  Jr.,  and  Benjamin,  presented  her  with  a  new 
Bible  in  which  a  new  family  record  was  partially  made. 
This  Bible  was,  in  1841,  presented  to  her  grandson,  William 
Downs  (then  a  lad),  son  of  Rev.  Lemuel  Henkle,  and  is  now 
in  possession  of  the  widow  of  Prof.  W.  D.  Henkle,  Seattle, 
Washington. 

From  these  records  we  learn  that  Rev.  Moses  Henkle  was 
born  in  Rowan  County,  North  Carolina,  September  18,  1757, 
and  when  two  years  of  age  his  father  removed  to  Virginia, 
(p.  54).  In  1814  he  removed  to  Ohio  where  he  died  in 
Clarke  County,  July  28,  1827.  Ci  The  Western  Pioneer"  of 
Cincinnati  of  1S27,  giving  an  account  of  Moses,  says  he  was 
a  licensed  Methodist  minister  43  years.  This  would  put  his 
licensure  back  to  1784,  and  make  him  one  of  the  first  min- 
isters of  that  church  in  Virginia. 

Margaret  Montgomery,  the  wife  of  Rev.  Moses  Henkle, 
was  born  near  York,  Pennsylvania,  September,  1761,  and 
was  the  daughter  of  William,  the  son  of  Hugh  Montgomery. 
The  family  was  prominent  in  the  Revolution. 

The  Bible  mentioned,  gives  the  births  of  all  the  children 
of  Moses  Henkle  but  one,  the  exception  being  Joel.  Why 
this  was  we  cannot  tell.

He  was  born  July  16,  1780,  and  died  October  19,  1S21; 
buried  at  Upper  Tract,  West  Virginia.  He  was  married 
May  4,  1800,  to  Barbara  Mpsier.  She  died  January  16, 
1855.  Rev.  Jesse  Henkle  was  well  to  do  and  a  slaveholder. 
It  is  said  that  he  freed  his  slaves,  but  they  refused  to  leave 
him. 

His  children  in  order  were  as  follows:

Cunningham  ;  removed  west  and  died  in  Springfield,  Illinois, 
1837,  leaving  two  sons,  Nathaniel  and  Jesse  Henkle.

He  had  one  son,  Saul,  Jr.,  and 
four  daughters.  The  latter  were  (a)  a  Mrs.  Halsey ;  (b) 
Eliza,  married  Dr.  Howell;  (c)  Ann,  married  D.  Brown; 
and  (d)  Clarinda  Shinn.  The  latter  named  in  honor  of  Rev. 
A.  Shinn  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  an  intimate 
friend  of  the  family,  (e)  Saul  the  son  was  born  in  Spring- 
field, March  6,  1828.  He  was  an  eminent  lawyer  and  an 
intimate  friend  of  Governor  Chase.  During  the  Civil  War 
(1861-65)  he  was  a  member  of  the  Legislature  and  served  on 
the  staff  of  Governor  Chase.  He  was  appointed  by  the  latter 
as  Commandant  of  Camp  Chase  at  Columbus.  After  the  war 
he  formed  a  law  partnership  with  Ex- Governor  Ford  of  Ohio 
and  opened  offices  in  Washington,  the  National  Capital. 
The  firm  attained  great  prominence,  and  was  employed  by 
the  National  Government  in  prosecuting  some  of  its  greatest 
cases;  such  as,  "  The  Star  Route,"  "  French  Spoliation," 
and  similar  cases.  General  Saul  Henkle,  Jr.,  died  in  Wash- 
ington. He  was  married  to  Sarah  Fisher  with  whom  he  had 
three  children,  two  of  whom  died  in  infancy,  and  Edward 
Anderson  Henkle,  Esq.,  of  Philadelphia,  an  enterprising  and 
successful  business  man. 

C3)  /oely  the  third  son,  had  a  family.  Among  others  had 
sons  Wesley  and  Henry  who  also  had  families.  He  removed 
from  Ohio  to  Jasper  County,  Indiana,  where  he  died. 

(7)  Elizabeth,  married  William  McCrary.  They  resided  at 
Montmorency,  Indiana.  They  had  two  sons  and  three 
daughters. 

(8)  Rev.  Moses  Montgomery  Henkle,  M.  D.,  D.  D.,  179S 
—1864.  This  was  one  of  the  brightest  ornaments  of  our  family. 
A  profound  scholar,  tireless  worker,  and  one  of  the  most 
distinguished' ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South.  After  preparing  for  a  medical  career  he  wisely  in- 
clined to  the  ministry.  He  was  one  of  the  prime  factors  in 
the  founding  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  the 
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bosom  friend  of  the  eloquent  Bishop  Henry  B.  Bascom,  and 
the  author  of  a  number  of  valuable  books,  among  them 
"  The  I^ife  of  Bishop  Bascom  ,1  in  1855.  For  many  years  he 
was  engaged  in  the  publication  service  of  his  church  in  Nash- 
ville, Tennessee,  where  he  resided.  He  was  editor  of  The 
Nashville,  Christian  Advocate  and  Ladies\  Companion.  His 
family  consisted  of  his  wife  Eliza,  one  son  Moses  Montgomery, 
Jr.,  and  two  daughters  Laura  and  Amelia.  At  the  outbreak 
of  the  Civil  War  (1861-65)  ^e  was  m  Philadelphia  arranging 
for  the  publication  of  some  books.  His  wife  and  daughters 
were  with  him.  Because  of  hostilities  at  Nashville,  he  was 
unable  to  return.  In  this  dilemma  he  proceeded  to  Balti- 
more where  his  brother  Rev.  Eli  Henkle  and  his  son  Dr.  Eli 
Jones  Henkle  resided.  The  latter  was  in  affluent  circum- 
stances and  supported  them  several  years.  The  sympathies 
of  Moses  being  with  the  Confederacy,  he  and  his  family  were 
sent  adrift  through  the  lines  by  the  Federals.  They  pro- 
ceeded to  Richmond,  Virginia.  Here  they  suffered  great 
privations  because  of  the  poor  health  of  Moses.  At  the  close 
of  1864  he  passed  to  his  eternal  rest,  and  was  buried  at  Rich- 
mond. The  widow  and  daughters  then  returned  to  Balti- 
more in  great  destitution,  and  were  supported  by  Dr.  Eli 
Henkle  until  she  was  able  to  sell  their  Nashville  home. 

Moses  Montgomery  Henkle,  Jr.,  died  at  Nashville,  during 
the  war,  leaving  a  widow  and  several  daughters.  The 
mother  and  daughters  decided  to  remain  in  the  East.  Soon 
after  the  war,  Laura  married  a  Philadelphia  publisher  named 
Granger,  and  died  in  about  two  years.  Amelia  married  a 
teacher  of  the  Baltimore  High  School.  She  too  died  soon, 
leaving  two  girls,  one  of  whom  died  early  ;  the  other  o::e 
grew  up  to  be  a  splendid  lady,  and  is  supposed  to  be  still 
living.  The  widow  of  Rev.  Moses  Henkle  and  his  two 
daughters  are  buried  in  Oakwood  Cemetery,  Philadelphia. 

(9)  Sampson,  (1 801 -1852,)  son  of  Rev.  Moses  Henkle, 
was  a  prosperous  business  man  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  until  he 
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lost  nearly  all  he  had  by  fire.  He  then  removed  to  Indiana 
where  he  died  in  Jasper  County,  July  24,  1852.  His  chil- 
dren were  (a)  George  W..,  (b)  Amelia  F.,  (c)  Joseph  C.}  (d 
John  A.,  (e~)  William  H.,  (f)  Martha.  Of  these  Amelia  and 
William  H.  still  live  at  an  advanced  age,  and  are  the  only 
living  grandchildren  of  Rev.  Moses  Henkle  to  our  knowl- 
edge.  William  H.  lives  at  Caney,  Kansas.  He  was  a  sol- 
dier of  the  Civil  War,  in  the  9th  Indiana,  and  is  the  father 
of  Hon.  J.  Grant  Hinkle,  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  State 
of  Washington.  We  may  add  that  the  latter  was  an  officer 
in  the  Spanish- American  War,  and  saw  active  service  in  the 
Philippine  Islands. 

(10)  Rev.  Lemuel  Hcnkel,  D.  D.,  son  of  Moses,  was  one 
of  the  founders  of  the  Protestant  Methodist  Church.  His 
wife  was  Mary  Downs,  born  1805  at  Little  Egg  Harbor, 
New  Jersey.  Rev.  Lemuel  Henkle  was  born  December  22, 
1803,  and  died  of  small-pox  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  De- 
cember 7,  1835.      He  had  children  as  follows,  all  deceased: 

(a)  Margaret,  married  James  McCandless,  with  whom  she 
had  children  as  follows  :  Mary,  Wilbur,  William  Henkle, 
Lillie,  Emma,  Clara,  Adela,  and  one  died  young.  Of  these, 
William  is  married,  and  has  a  family  and  lives  in  Dayton, 
Ohio.  Emma  married  a  Haide ;  is  a  widow ;  and  lives  at 
Dayton;  has  a  family.  Clara  married  a  Douglass;  lives  at 
Dayton;  and  has  a  family.  Mrs.  McCandless  died  March 
19,  1875;   buried  at  Dayton. 

(e)  Prof.  William  Dozens  Henkle,  second  child  of  Rev. 
Lemuel  Henkle,  was  born  October  8,  1828,  and  died  at  Sa- 
lem, Ohio,  November  12,  1881.  He  was  one  of  the  fore- 
most educators  in  America;  State  Commissioner  of  Com- 
mon Schools-  author  of  standard  school  books;  and  promi- 
nent as  a  writer  on  educational  subjects.  He  is  survived  by 
a  wife  and  one  daughter,  Clara,  who  married  Rev.  Waller. 
Clara  has  two  sons,  Harold  and  Philip  Robert ;  both  students 
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at  the  University  of  Washington   State.     Mrs.  Waller  with 
her  aged  mother  lives  at  Seattle,  Washington. 

(c)  Lucinda,  about  1877,  married  James  McCandless, 
widower  of  her  sister  Margaret.  She  had  no  children;  died 
November  20,  1904;   buried  at  Dayton. 

(d)  Mary,  the  youngest  child  of  Rev.  Lemuel  Henkle, 
was  a  most  beautiful  and  accomplished  woman,  and  remark- 
able for  her  interest  in  public  affairs.  She  was  born  De- 
cember 3,  1833,  near  Xenia,  Ohio  ;  married  August  n,  1852, 
to  David  Fletcher  Spain  and  died  at  South  Bend,  Indiana, 
April  30,  1 901.  Their  children  were  Edgar  Henkle  Spain, 
of  Detroit,  Michigan;  Charles  Lyle  Spain,  Detroit,  Mich- 
igan ;  and  Li  Hie,  wife  of  Walter  Derr,  South  Bend,  Indiana. 
All  the  foregoing  are  married  and  have  families. 

(11)  Benjamin,  youngest  child  of  Rev.  Moses  Henkle, 
was  married  to  a  Miss  Van  Meter  of  the  old  Virginia  family 
of  that  name.  He  had  a  family.  He  removed  from  Ohio 
to  Jasper  County,  Indiana,  and  was  a  neighbor  of  his  brother 
Sampson.  He  died  there.  So  far  as  we  were  able  to  learn 
he  had  children  as  follows : 

(a)  Cecelia,  married  Hon.  John  Adair.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Indiana  legislature.  They  had  a  family  but  we 
have  been  unable  to  reach  them  as  yet. 

(b)  Augustus,  married  ;   died  young. 

(c)  Lucelta,  (Lutie,)  married  Capt.  L.  A.  Cole  of  the  9th 
Indiana  Infantry,  in  the  Civil  War.  Among  others  they 
had  a  daughter  Lina,  who  married  a  Derr. 

(d)  Osbom,  who  died  young. 


LETTERS  OF  REV.   MOSES  HENKLE. 

Over  a  century  ago  New  Market,  Virginia,  was  a  sort  of 
headquarters,  not  only  for  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  South, 
but  also  for  our  Henkle  family.  Here  lived  Rev.  Paul  Hen- 
kel,  the  great    Lutheran    preacher  and    missionary,  and    his 
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influential  family.  His  son  Dr.  Solomon  Henkel  was  for 
many  years  the  postmaster,  and  the  family  together  had  the 
most  extensive  religious  publishing  house  in  the  South.  In 
the  hands  of  descendants  are  preserved  hundreds  of  letters 
written  to  the  New  Market  worthies  by  church  officials  and 
various  members  of  the  Henkel  family.  They  are  mostly 
written  in  the  German  language,  and  require  skill  to  trans- 
late. We  have  recently  examined  a  batch  of  letters  from 
Rev.  Moses  Henkle  of  Pendleton  County,  Virginia,  written 
to  his  brother  Paul.  They  throw  a  flood  of  light  on  our 
family  history,  and  are  of  special  interest  at  this  time  be- 
cause of  the  exploitation  of  his  family  in  this  number.  We 
will  onlv  give  extracts  germain  to  our  family  history : 

February  9,  1808,  he  writes  about  a  trip  he  made  to  Ohio. 
He  says  he  "fell  in  love  with  the  Sciota  country,"  and  ex- 
pected to  make  it  his  future  home. 

May  20 ,  1808,  he  heard  his  brother  Paul  was  sick,  and 
was  anxious  about  him.  Their  "  old  mother "  was  well. 
His  son  Rev.  Saul  Henkle  was  serving  Pendleton  circuit. 
He  (Saul)  had  been  to  Fort  Pleasant  lately  helping  to  bury 
his  father-in-law. 

August  9,  1809,  he  is  sorry  for  his  brother  Paul's  contin- 
ued illness.  Their  "old  mother"  is  not  well  and  wishes  to 
see  him.  Pie  (Moses)  intended  to  go  to  see  her  in  a  few 
days.  Things  were  going  badly  in  the  family  of  old  uncle 
Yost  (Justus,  Jr.,  who  died  1794,  p.  57),  "especially  since 
the  widow  is  married."  Her  daughter  (we  omit  the  name) 
is  about  to  marry  an  unworthy  man,  and  he  wants  Paul  to 
send  over  his  daughter  Sally  to  shame  her  out  of  the  notion. 
(Her.  daughters  married  well.  See  this  issue).  He  was 
"thinking  more  and  more  about  moving  to  Ohio."  "Our 
brother  Jacob's  youngest  child  was  buried  last  week." 

October  2,  i8og,  "Mother  and  Herman's  folks  are  well, 
also  brother  Jacob  and  family."  My  mind  is  somewhat 
confused.  My  family  is  about  scattering.      Saul  and  Joel 
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are  making  ready  to  move  to  Ohio  next  spring.  "lam 
solicited  to  sell  off  and  go  likewise."  He  thinks  the  laws 
of  Ohio  better  than  those  of  Virginia.  He  thinks  of  getting 
a  pamphlet  "reprinted/'  which  shows  him  to  have  been  an 
author. 

October  ij,  /Sop,  his  family  all  well,  also  "our  old  mother." 
His  son  Silas  was  away  helping  his  brothers  to  move  to  the 
Miami  (Ohio) .  "Our  brother  Isaac  is  about  moving  to  the  Sci- 
oto (Ohio) .  Jonas  Harman  is  gone,  and  a  number  more  of  our 
friends  intend  going  ere  long."  "Our  old  Uncle  John  Skid- 
more  (p.  56)  lies  very  sick,  and  expects  to  leave  this  world 
shortly.  I  long  to  hear  some  good  news  about  my  nephew7 
Philip  Henkle,  the  theologist."  (Rev.  Paul's  son,  p.  87). 
"  We  lately  heard  from  our  son  Eli.  He  is  well.  Our  son 
Jesse  and  family  are  well.  Jesse  had  a  hard  battle  with  a 
new  fangled  gentleman  preacher  who  preached  at  Jacob 
Wise's  on  Mill  Creek,  bringing  certain  strange  things  to  our 
ears.  I  believe  Jesse  came  off  victorious  in  the  judgment 
of  the  hearers." 

THE  FAMILY  OF  JUSTUS   HEXKLE,  JR. 

(Pag?  58). 
Just  in  time  for  this  issue  we  made  a  remarkable  discovery 
of  the  descendants  of  Justus  Henkle,  Jr.,  of  Pendleton 
County,  West  Virginia.  ALL  his  sons  removed  to  Ohio  in 
the  early  part  of  the  last  century.  The  sons  in  the  order  of 
their  ages  were  George,  Jacob,  Elias  and  Abraham,  besides 
the  daughters  mentioned  on  p.  58.  The  wife  of  Justus,  Jr., 
wTas  Christena  Teeter.  As  will  be  seen  from  a  letter  in  this 
issue  by  Rev.  Moses  Henkle,  the  widow  married  again  prior 
to  1809.  Her  grandson  Jacob  Henkle,  of  Philomath,  Oregon, 
writes  that  her  husband's  name  was  Moller.  They  moved 
to  Pickaway  County,  Ohio,  where  she  died  and  was  buried. 
This  same  correspondent  gives  the  following  interesting  in- 
formation which   well    illustrates   a   prominent    trait    in    the 
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Henkel  family.  After  the  death  of  Justus,  Jr.,  (1794,) 
George,  the  oldest  sou,  decided  that  their  mother  must  live 
in  a  better  house  and  accordingly  proceeded  to  build  one  of 
black  walnut  lumber.  This  is  now  the  costliest  of  our  Amer- 
ican woods.  There  being  no  saw  mill  in  that  region  he 
built  one  himself  on  Mill  Creek,  and  on  it  sawed  the  lumber. 
They  also  had  a  small  blacksmith  shop  where  the  boys  made 
all  the  nails,  hinges,  &c,  for  the  house.  They  then  pro- 
ceeded to  build  the  house.  This  feat  speaks  well,  not  only 
for  their  filial  regard  for  their  mother,  but  also  for  their  me- 
chanical skill. 

There  are  still  living  three  grandchildren  of  Justus,  Jr. 
They  are  Jacob,  Jr.,  son  of  Jacob,  of  Philomath,  Oregon,  now 
86  years  of  age,  and  his  brother  Andrew Jackson ,  of  Priest  Riv- 
er, Idaho,  now  83  years  of  age,  and  Mary  Ann  Hoover,  daugh- 
ter of  Abraham.  These  old  people  were  delighted  to  get  in 
touch  with  our  Association,  and  with  their  own  hands 
wrote  letters  of  vast  importance  and  interest.  Jacob  is 
president  of  the  Henkle  Association  which  meets  yearly 
in  Philomath,  Oregon.  Much  that  is  of  interest  concerning 
these  pioneer  families  must  be  omitted  for  want  of  space,  to 
our  great  regret. 

Note — After  the  matter  pertaining  to  the  family  of  Jus- 
tus Henkle,  Jr.,  had  been  set  up  we  obtained  from  Mrs. 
Mary  Ann  Hoover  the  record  from  the  Bible  of  her  father 
Abraham.  This  is  vastly  important,  and  we  insert  it  here. 
It  will  be  noted  that  it  gives  several  daughters  of  whom  we 
had  no  record.  We  cannot  get  any  further  data  in  time  for 
this  issue.  It  will  be  also  noted  that  the  wife  of  Justus,  Jr., 
was  a  Nagley,  doubtless  a  sister  to  the  wife  of  Rev.  Paul 
Henkel.

(I.)  George,  the  oldest  son  of  Justus  Henkle,  Jr.,  and  his 
wife  Christena,  was  born  in  Pendleton  County,  Virginia,  in 
1779.  His  wife  was  Eva  Barbara  Zirkle,  born  in  Shenan- 
doah County,  Virginia,  in  1777.  About  1812  they  migrated 
to  Fayette  County,  Ohio,  where  George  died  November  24, 
1857,  and  his  wife  in  1858.  Their  children  were  (1)  Eton, 
(2)  Salem,  (3)  George  Washington,  (4)  Moab — all  born  in 
Virginia,  and  (5)  Malinda,  (6)  Nathan,  (7)  Caroline,  and 
(8)  Taint  ha  ;  born  in  Ohio.  Of  these,  Nathan  and  Caroline 
died  young  ;  George  married  Polly  Bush,  and  Malinda 
married  Pressly  Fagans,  and  both  families  removed  to  Iowa 
about  1842  ;  died  there  leaving  honorable  posterity.  Elon 
located  in  Iowa  also  ;  thence  in  1853  moved  to  Texas  where 
all  traces  of  him  are  lost.  Tabitha  married  Thomas  Al- 
ders.    They  lived  and  died  at  Lima,  Ohio. 

Moab,  born  August  24,  1805  ;  married  Naomi  Bush  in 
1833  ;  died  April  7,  1872,  at  Washington  C.  H.,  Ohio.  His 
wife  born  September  20,  1809  ;  died  January  10,  1894. 
Their  children  were  (a)  Sama?itha,  born  1834;  married 
Luther  R.  McHenry  in  1856:  reside  at  Washington  C. 
H.,  Ohio  ;  (b)  Cnrran,  born  1835;  married  in  1857  to  Car- 
oline Bryan  ;  served  in  the  Civil  War  (1861-65)  *n  168th 
Reg.  Ohio  Vol.  Inf.;  died  1894;  (c)  Catharine,  born  1839; 
died  1909;-  (d)  Malinda,  born  1843;  married  Milton  Bur- 
nett in  1865;  has  family  and  living  in  Mishawaka,  Indiana; 
(e)  Simeon,  born  1845;  soldier  of  168th  Reg.  Ohio  Vol. 
Inf.,  Civil  War;  died  in  the  service;  (f)  Htilda,  born  1847; 
died  1900;   (g)  Ellen,  born  1851;   married  Chas,  J.  Campbell, 
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1869;   have  family  and  reside  at    Washington  C.  H.,  Ohio. 

(II.)  Elias,  second  son  of  Justus,  Jr.,  went  to  Ohio  prior 
to  1 815,  as  in  that  year  he  married  Peggy  Thompson  (p.  58). 
Elias  was  very  unfortunate  in  his  marriage.  His  wife  de- 
serted him  in  this  wise:  as  she  and  her  husband  were  walk- 
ing together  three  men  on  horseback  followed  them;  upon 
reaching  them  they  halted,  one  dismounted  and  assisted 
Mrs.  Henkel  on  a  horse  behind  one  of  the  riders.  Mount- 
ing his  horse  again  they  rode  away  with  the  woman.  The 
poor  husband  was  dazed  with  surprise  not  knowing  what  it 
meant.  He  afterwards  died  broken-hearted  in  Pickaway 
Count  v.  Mrs.  Hoover  thinks  he  left  a  son  and  two  daugli- 
ters  who  visited  at  her  father's  home  in  1838,  and  remained 
for  some  time. 

(III.)  Abraham,  the  third  son  of  Justus  Henkle,  Jr.,  was 
born  in  Pendleton  County,  Virginia,  November  7,  1785. 
His  wife  Mary  Harper  was  born  in  the  same  place,  Septem- 
ber 29,  1784.  They  were  married  December  23,  1S06.  Their 
children  were  : 

(1)  Sydney,  born  1807;   died  1S10. 

(2)Josiah,  born  January  10,  1810  ;  died  May  22,  1855, 
in  Lee  County,  Iowa;  married  (1)  Susanna  Davison,  (2) 
Theodota  Tichner. 

(3)  Jebediah^  born  October  26,  1812  ;  died*September  26, 
1873,  Benton  County,  Oregon;   married  Mary  Wilson. 

(4)  Margaret,  born  March  1,  1815  ;  died  October  25, 
1890,  Benton  County,  Oregon;   married  Jesse  Wood. 

(5)  Amos,  born  June  15,  1817  ;  died  in  Lee  County,  Iowa, 
October  3,  1909;  married  (1)  Martha  McGreerer,  (2)  Sarah 
McGreerer. 

(6)  Miles,  born  March  10,  1820;  died  in  Lee  County. 
Iowa,  January  1,  1849  ;   married  to  Fannie  Blair. 

(7)  Henry,  born  May  17,  1822  ;  died  in  Appanoose  Coun- 
ty, Iowa,  January  7,  1905;  married  (1)  Sarah  Wilson,  (2; 
Almeda  Forbes. 
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(8)  Moses,  born  May  3,  1824  ;  died  February  18,  1907, 
Benton  County,  Oregon  ;  married  (1)  Barbara  Eyler,  (2) 
Malinda  Hess,  (3)  Catharine  Bliffin. 

(9)  Abraham,  born  September  27,  1S26  ;   died  in  infancy. 

(10)  Sarah,  born  May  12,  1829  ;  died  1854  in  Davis 
County,  Missouri ;   married  George  Glaze. 

(11)  Mary  Ann,  the  only  child  not  born  in  Virginia,  was 
born  in  Vermilion  County,  Illinois,  April  2,  1833;  married 
to  Benj.  B.  Hoover,  May  16,  1851.  She  is  the  only  living 
child  of  Abraham  Henkle.  Nearly  all  the  foregoing  had  large 
families. 

Of  the  foregoing  we  have  the  following  : 

(4)  Zcbcdiah,  married  and  moved  to  Oregon  at  an  early  day. 
Among  others  he  had  children  :  George  Eli,  of  Independ- 
ence, Oregon;  Amos  and  James,  of  Philomath,  Oregon; 
Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Davis  and  Mrs.  Etta  IValker,  of  same  place  ; 
and  Abraham,  of  Prineville,  Oregon. 

(5)  Margaret,  one  of  the  oldest,  married  Jesse  Wood. 
This  family  accompanied  their  uncle  Jacob  Henkle  in  their 
treck  across  the  plains  to  Oregon  in  1853.  They  located  at 
(now)  Philomath,  Oregon.  Margaret  Henkle  Wood  died  at 
Philomath  some  vears  ago  at  a  great  age.      The  children  are 
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Abrahani  and  Charles  Wood  and  Mrs.  Susanna  Newton,  all 
of  Philomath ;  William,  of  Colfax,  Washington;  Joseph,  of 
Corvallis,  Oregon;  and  Mary,  wife  of  Andrew  Jackson  Hen- 
kle, of  Priest  River,  Idaho. 

In  1830,  Abraham  Henkle  removed  from  Pendleton  Coun- 
ty, Virginia,  with  ox  teams.  He  located  first  in  Ohio,  and 
after  a  year  moved  on  to  Illinois,  locating  near  Danville, 
where  his  youngest  child  (Mrs.  Hoover)  was  born.  When 
they  lived  iu  Ohio,  their  dog  became  homesick  and  returned 
to  Virginia,  retracing  the  trail  by  which  they  had  traveled 
and  stopped  at  the  places  where  the  company  had  camped. 
This  is  remarkable  when  we  look  at  a  map  and  think  of  the 
rivers  that  had    to  be   crossed.      In  1836,  Abraham  Henkle? 
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removed  to  Lee  County,  Iowa,  locating  among  the  Black 
Hawk  Indians  near  Farmington.  He  was  a  pious  and  in- 
fluential citizen.  His  home  was  a  sort  of  objective  point  for 
many  relatives  who  came  west  from  Virginia.  In  1854,  he 
and  his  wife  retired  from  active  life  and  made  their  home 
with  their  daughter  Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Hoover  in  Taylor  Coun- 
ty. Here  they  died,  Abraham,  on  April  7,  1873,  and  his 
wife,  on  April  7,  1882,  and  were  buried  in  the  Hoover 
cenfetery. 

The  data  herewith  given  of  Abraham  Henkle  and  his  fam- 
ily we  have  taken  from  a  well  prepared  article  by  Mrs.  Man- 
Ann  Hoover,  and  we  are  sorry  that  we  could  not  find  space 
to  insert  it  entire.  Should  the  M  Memorial  M  be  continued, 
many  of  these  families,  including  Mrs.  Hoover's,  will  be 
given  fuller  notice. 

(IV.)  Jacob,  fourth  son  of  Justus,  Jr.,  of  Virginia.  He 
was  born  in  Pendleton  County,  Virginia,  February  24,  1788; 
married  Anna  Gragg,  of  Virginia,  December  27,  1808.  She 
was  born  May  18,  1887.  In  181 2  they  removed  to  Fayette 
County,  Ohio;  thence  in  1827  to  Shelby  County,  and  thence 
back  again  to  Fayette  County.  In  1839  they  moved  to  Linn 
County,  Iowa,  and  in  1850  to  Appanoose  County,  Iowa. 
In  1853  Jacob  Henkle  with  his  entire  family,  most  of  whom 
were  grown,  and  Jesse  Wood,  whose  wife  was  a  daughter 
of  his  brother  Abraham  Henkle,  and  others  crossed  the 
plains  to  Oregon,  locating  at  (now)  Philomath,  about  90 
miles  south  of  Portland.  Here,  after  all  his  wanderings, 
this  pioneer  died,  July  27,  1875,  aged  Sj  years.  His  wife 
died  April  28,  1856. 

Jacob  and  Anna  Gragg  Henkle  had  children  as  follows: 

(1)  IcJiabod,  who  succeeded  to  the  old  homestead,  was 
born  in  Virginia,  October  1,  1810,  and  died  July  24,  1903; 
aged  91  years,  9  months,  and  28  days.

(6)  Mary,  born  in  Ohio,  March  24,  1822;  died  June  5, 
190S,  aged  86  years ;  married  David  King  :  living  children 
are  Airs.  Antta  Barnard,  Spokane,  Washington  ;  Airs.  Sidney 
Wood,  Colfax,  Washington;  Airs.  Charlotte  Crassuoo,  Phil- 
omath, Oregon  ;   and  Airs.  Elisabeth  Wells,  Corvallis,  Oregon. 

( 7)  Jacob  (still  living),  born  in  Ohio,  October  1,  1S25; 
married  first  Elisabeth  Wood.  His  living  children  are: 

Rachel  Kit- 
son,  all  of  Philomath,  Oregon,  and  Airs.  Elisabeth  Wells, 
Oakdale,  Washington. 

(8)  Andrew  Jackson,  born  in  Ohio,  Alay  27,  182S;  still 
living  at  Priest  River,  Idaho;  married  Alary  Wood,  daugh- 
ter of  Jesse  Wood  and  his  wife  Alargaret  Henkle.  They 
had  eight  children.  Three  died  in  infancy,  another  died 
without  issue.      Living  children  are  :

From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  no  de- 
scendants   of   Justus,  Jr.,  of   Virginia,   bearing    the    family 
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name  in  that  State.  It  will  be  seen  (p.  58),  that  we  men- 
tion three  daughters,  but  there  were  four — Mary  who  mar- 
ried George  Ketterman.  She  must  have  lived  to  a  great 
age  as  the  records  in  Virginia  show  that  she  was  married  in 
1793,  and  there  are  relatives  living  in  Ohio  who  remember 
a  visit  she  made  to  that  State.  She  was  a  widow  and  ac- 
companied by  a  daughter  and  sou-in-law.  Abraham  mar- 
ried Mary  Harper,  not  Cooper,  as  on  p.  58;  "Mollie,"  the 
youngest  daughter  of  Justus,  Jr.,  married  a  Mr.  Whetstone. 
Nothing  further  is  known  of  her.  Christen  a  married  a  Her- 
man, and  u  Sally/'  of  whom  we  have  nothing  further. 

FAMILY  OF  ICHABOD  HENKLE. 

As  already  noted,  Ichabod  was  the  oldest  son  of  Jacob 
Henkle,  and  was  almost  92  years  of  age  when  he  died  in 
1903.  He  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife  was  Mary  Ann 
King,  with  whom  he  had  sons:  (a)  Jesse \  unmarried;  (b)  Jer- 
emiah, married  ;  and  has  children,  Otis,  Dell,  Beulah  (Mrs. 
Hunter)  and  Ichabod.  He  married  second,  Elizabeth  Con- 
ger, and  had  children;  (c)  Julia,  who  married,  and  has  8 
children  ;  (d)  John  Alexander,  married,  and  has  3  children  ; 
(e)  Jacob  Lay  ton,  married,  and  has  a  family  ;  (f)  Charles 
Ichabod,  married,  and  has  a  family  ;  (g)  Lynn  ;  (h)  Fay, 
married,  and  has  a  family.  Upon  the  death  of  Ichabod 
Henkle,  his  widow  married  Jacob  Henkle,  her  husband's 
younger  brother.  Together  they  are  spending  the  evening 
of  their  life  on  the  old  Ichabod  Henkle  homestead,  so  full  of 
memories  of  pioneer  days.  Here  the  Henkle  descendants 
hold  their  annual  reunion,  and  from  the  hand  of  Jacob  Hen- 
kle and  his  wife  the  greater  part  of  the  history  of  the  fam- 
ily of  Justus  Henkle,  Jr.,  of  Virginia,  as  herein  given,  was 
gathered.  We  may  yet  add  that  Jacob  Henkle,  Jr.,  and  his 
brother  Andrew  Jackson,  with  their  cousin,  Mrs.  Mary  Ann 
Hoover,  now  80  years  of  age,  (daughter  of  Abraham  Hen- 
kle,) are  of   the   thousands  of   descendants  of   our  Exile   Fa- 
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ther,  the  least  removed  from  him,  being  only  fourth  in  de- 
scent. We  have  found  some  of  the  ELEVENTH  genera- 
tion, and  there  may  be  some  higher,  but  these  three  have  only 
THREE  LINKS  between  them  and  the  Exile.  Their  line 
as  shown  in  the  preceding  pages  runs  thus  (descending)  :  I. 
The  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkle,  the  "Exile";  II.  His 
son  Justus,  Sr. ,  of  Virginia  ;  III.  His  son  Justus,  Jr. ,  of  Vir- 
ginia ;  IV.  His  son  Jacob,  the  Oregon  pioneer;  and  Abra- 
ham, of  Iowa.  Although  they  have  passed  beyond  the  age 
of  fourscore,  they  possess  the  family  traits  so  strongly,  (es- 
pecially longevity,)  that  we  confidently  hope  they  will  live 
to  see  our  cherished  plan  to  erect  a  worthy  memorial  to 
our  common  exile  ancestor  fully  consummated. 


THE  GREAT  WESTERN  TRECK. 

To  Jacob,  the  youngest  son  of  Justus  Henkle,  Jr.,  must 
be  accorded  the  banner  as  the  greatest  pioneer  of  our  Henkle 
family.  He  practically  made  a  transcontinental  journey  in 
the  most  primitive  fashion  and  under  the  most  difficult 
conditions  imaginable. 

The  first  treck  was  a  hundred  years  ago  from  Virginia  to 
Ohio;  thence  to  tlThe  Black  Hawk  Purchase"  in  Iowa; 
and  thence  in  1853  to  the  Willamette  Valley  on  the  Pacific 
Slope.     Wonderful  achievement ! 

From  the  hand  of  Mrs.  Jacob  Henkle,  Jr.,  of  Philomath, 
Oregon,  who  is  one  of  the  few  survivors  of  the  last  great 
treck,  we  have  an  interesting  account  of  the  journey  which 
we  give  in  a  condensed  form. 

Jacob  Henkle  and  his  family  having  heard  of  the  beauti- 
ful Willamette  Valley  in  Oregon,  its  mild  climate,  fertile 
soil,  &c,  determined  to  move  thither,  which  at  that  time 
was  a  great  undertaking. 

Considerable  time  was  spent  in  disposing  of  their  lands, 
procuring  wagons,   &c.      The    wagon-    were    specially  con- 
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strncted.  They  were  all  covered  with  double  duck.  Some 
had  sheet-iron  stoves  with  the  pipe  projecting  from  the 
wagon  tops.  Provisions  to  last  six  months  were  put  up  in 
bags  and  tin  cans. 

The  party  consisted  of  Jacob  Henkle,  his  wife,  and  four 
married  sons,  IcJiabod,  1\Tilliam,  Jacob,  Jr.,  and  Jackson, 
(the  two  latter  still  living),  with  their  families.  Two  sons- 
in-law  with  their  families,  Clement  Barker  and  wife  Chris- 
tena,  and  David  King  and  wife  Mary,  (also  Jesse  Wood  and 
family.  His  wife  was  a  daughter  of  Abraham,  brother  to 
Jacob  Henkle  (Editor..) 

On  April  4,  1853,  the  party,  consisting  of  a  train  of  26 
wagons  drawn  by  oxen  and  horses,  started  on  their  long 
and  perilous  journey,  father  Jacob  Henkel  taking  the  lead. 
They  took  a  southwest  course  through  Missouri  where  they 
were  able  to  buy  provender  for  their  stock  without  trouble. 
On  the  21st  they  reached  St.  Joseph  on  the  Missouri  River. 
The  stream  was  very  high  which  made  it  difficult  to  cross. 

Hundreds  of  immigrants  were  here  awaiting  their  turn  to 
be  ferried  across.  The  stock  was  made  to  swim  the  stream, 
and  the  wagons  crossed  on  the  ferry  boat.  The  passage  was 
accomplished  without  accident. 

On  the  25th  they  resumed  their  journey.  They  were  now 
beyond  the  borders  of  civilization.  Great  storms  swept  upon 
them  upsetting  some  of  their  wagons.  The  Indians  rode 
down  on  them  and  attempted  to  stampede  their  stock  for  the 
purpose  of  plunder.  Provender  was  obtained  with  great  dif- 
ficulty. The  water  was  often  alkali  and  made  them  sick, 
as  well  as  the  stock. 

In  the  Platte  River  Valley  they  found  no  wood  and  used 
41  buffalo  chips  "  for  fuel.  This  was  the  dry  dung  of  buffa- 
loes which  proved  a  boon  to  all  the  early  settlers  in  the  re- 
gion beyond  the  Mississippi  River. 

They  paid  eleven  dollars  per  wagon  to  be  ferried  across 
the  Green  River.      Here  they  abandoned  some  of  their  wag- 
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ons.  At  the  Snake  River,  in  Utah,  they  came  to  "  the 
parting  of  the  ways."  The  great  overland  trail  here  forked, 
one  leading  to  California  and  the  other  to  Oregon.  They 
now  experienced  great  hardships.  Their  stock  was  famish- 
ing, and  they  were  compelled  to  throw  away  considerable 
stuff  which  would  be  of  priceless  value  to  them  later  on,  in 
order  to  lighten  the  wagons.  In  crossing  the  Cascade  Moun- 
tains, which  is  a  stretch  of  80  miles,  they  suffered  untold 
hardships.  Dreadful  snow  storms  swept  down  on  them. 
Some  more  of  their  stock  perished,  and  both  man  and  beast 
were  at  the  limit  of  endurance. 

In  some  way  the  news  of  their  plight  reached  the  hardy 
pioneers  on  the  other  side,  and  they  came  to  their  rescue 
with  fresh  ox  teams  and  provisions,  and  brought  them  safely 
into  their  ''Promised  Land,"  the  beautiful  Willamette  Val- 
ley of  Oregon. 

The  head  of  each  family* was  given  160  acres  of  land. 
They  located  close  together,  built  a  saw  mill,  and  established 
happy  and  prosperous  homes. 


BIOGRAPHICAL. 

Anthony  Howard  Hinkle,  Esq.  We  regret  to  announce 
the  death  of  Anthony  Howard  Hinkle,  Esq.,  of  Cincinnati 
(p.  118).  He  was  a  most  accomplished  gentleman  and  an 
honor  to  our  family.  The  following  notice  from  "  Musical 
America"  gives  a  proper  estimate  of  his  personal  worth: 
44  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  May  26,  191 1. — Anthony  Howard  Hin- 
kle, of  this  city,  a  widely  known  patron  of  music,  died  yes- 
terday at  his  summer  home  in  Hot  Springs,  Virginia.  He 
was  69  years  old,  and  had  been  a  prominent  book  publisher. 
He  was  president  of  the  trustees  of  the  Cincinnati  Music 
Hall  ;  President  of  the  first  Musical  Festival  which  was  the 
fore-runner  of  the  May  Festival  Association  ;  and  a  trustee 
of  the  College  of  Music.1' 
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Jackson  Hinkle.  On  September  27,  19 10,  Jackson  H in- 
kle, of  Farrnersville,  Indiana,  passed  to  his  reward  at  the 
high  age  of  95  years,  7  months,  and  29  days.  He  was  the 
oldest  son  of  Philip,  son  of  Weudle  Hinkle  (p.  102).  His 
long  life  not  only  illustrates  the  tendency  of  our  family  to 
longevity,  but  in  a  higher  sense  his  life  was  a  bright  exam- 
ple of  personal  worth.  He  was  a  man  of  wide  information, 
upright  in  all  his  dealings,  and  an  ornament  to  our  family 
and  all  mankind. 

Dr.  G.  C.  Henkle.  Dr.  G,  C.  Henkle  was  a  sou  of  Rev. 
Andrew,  and  grandson  of  the  noted  Rev.  Paul  Henkel.  He 
was  born  at  Germantown,  Indiana,  July  2,  1835,  and  died 
in  Euon,  Ohio,  January  25,  1912,  leaving  a  wife  Catharine, 
and  children,  V.  A.  Henkle,  Dayton,  Ohio ;  Mrs.  J.  C. 
Stover,  Gratis,  Ohio;  and  Mrs.  W.  U.  Young,  of  Euon, 
Ohio.  He  is  also  survived  by  a  brother,  Philip  Henkle, 
Laurel,  Mississippi,  and  a  sister,  Mrs.  Margaret  Darr,  of 
New  Mexico.  He  was  a  skillful  physician  and  an  earnest 
Christian. 

Mrs.  Anna  Maria  Henkel.  This  talented  mother  passed 
to  her  eternal  rest,  after  years  of  suffering,  at  New  Market, 
Virginia,  September  8,  191 1.  She  was  the  widow  of  Dr. 
S.  P.  C.  Henkel,  noted  on  p.  131,  where  the  reader  will 
learn  more  of  her  family.  "Aunt  Maria  "  was  one  of  the 
few  remaining  links  that  binds  the  present  generation  with 
a  notable  past.  In  her  younger  days  she  mingled  with  the 
most  distinguished  members  of  both  her  husband's  and  her 
own  family.  Her  father,  Dr.  Abram  Miller,  of  Winchester, 
Virginia,  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  affluent  citi- 
zens of  the  Shenandoah  Valley.  He  was  a  man  of  many  in- 
terests— mayor  of  his  town,  merchant,  magistrate,  banker, 
&c.  Dr.  Miller  bestowed  great  care  on  the  education  of  his 
daughter,  the  subject  of  this  memoir.  She  was  a  woman  of 
uncommon  personality.      Pier   mind,  richly  endowed    by  na- 
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tare,  was  carefully  cultured  in  the  fine  arts  and  literature. 
She  possessed  a  wide  range  of  information  not  often  found 
in  the  narrow  limits  of  the  home.  Perhaps  the  best  encom- 
ium we  can  give  is  to  say  that  her  resolute  nature  and  many 
excellencies  were  deeply  impressed  on  the  life  of  her  chil- 
dren. A  wide  circle  of  friends  will  cherish  her  memory.

A  FAMILY  CHAT. 

It  would  be  a  supreme  delight  to  us  all,  to  have  a  family 
gathering  and  talk  over  the  events  of  our  great  family  dur- 
ing the  last  century  and  a  half.  Captains  of  industry  would 
tell  us  how  they  made  their  fortunes.  Statesmen  would  tell 
us  how  they  made  their  way  to  fame.  Scholars  would  tell 
us  of  their  tl  doings"  in  the  literary  world.  Soldiers  would 
tell  us  of  the  perils  of  battle  and  adventures  in  camp  and 
field  ;  at  home  and  abroad.  Such  a  gathering,  we  fear,  must 
be  deferred  until  we  attain  the  fruition  of  hope  in  the  better 
life  to  come.  Let  us  nevertheless  indulge  in  a  little  family 
chat. 

A  first  word  about  some  of  our  female  cousins  :  Miss  Flor- 
ence Hinkle,  of  Philadelphia,  is  winning  laurels  in  the  world 
of  song.  She  ranks  as  one  of  the  finest  singers  in  America. 
She  comes  from  the  Gerhart  Henkle  branch  :  Miss  Florence 
Hinklc,  of  York,  (p.  113,)  is  also  gaining  an  assured  place 
in  the  musical  world  as  a  leader  and  instructor.  She  has 
studied  at  the  best  musical  conservatories  in  the  country. 

Bertha  Cr azvford Hubbard \  of  Buffalo,  New  York,  (p.  113,) 
is  a  most  gifted  cousin  not  hitherto  mentioned.  Miss  Craw- 
ford was  so  unfortunate  as  to  become  the  wife  of  Elbert 
Hubbard,  of  East  Aurora,  New  York,  the  chief  apostle  of 
the  "  Roycrofters '\  Hubbard,  who  is  both  famous  and 
wealthy,  owes  much  of  what  he  is  in  business  and  literature 
to  Bertha  ;   but  the  money  and   talents  she  brought   to  him 
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were  very  poorly  requited.  Some  nine  years  ago  she  was 
compelled  to  seek  a  divorce  from  him  for  very  good  reasons. 
Soon  after  obtaining  it,  Hubbard  was  married  to  the  one 
who  caused  the  trouble.  Bertha  married  Hubbard  in  1881 
and  had  four  children  by  him. 

One  of  the  most  gifted  women  our  family  ever  produced 
was  Mrs.  Mary  Spain,  the  youngest  daughter  of  Rev.  Lem- 
uel Henkle  (p.  61.)  She  married,  in  1852,  David  Fletcher 
Spain,  of  Indiana.  She  died  in  1901,  leaving  three  children, 
namely,  Edgar  Henkle  Spain  and  Prof.  Charles  L^yell  Spain, 
both  living  in  Detroit,  Michigan;  and  Lillie,  married  to 
Mr.  Walter  Derr,  of  South  Bend,  Indiana.  All  these  have 
families. 

Mrs.  Spain  is  said  to  have  been  a  woman  of  singular  grace 
and  beauty.  She  took  a  keen  interest  in  public  affairs,  and 
was  the  best  female  "politician"  in  Indiana.  She  was  the 
youngest  sister  of  Prof.  William  Downs  Henkle  (p.  61.) 

It  will  doubtless  be  of  interest  to  some  of  our  readers  to 
know  that  one  of  our  cousins  was  once  engaged  to  the  now 
famous  actress  Lillian  Russell.  For  some  reason  the  match 
fell  through,  and  the  great  actress  did  not  land  in  our  family. 
We  betray  no  confidence  if  we  say  that  her  suitor  was  John 
Montgomery  Stricter,  of  Columbus,  Ohio.  Mr.  Strider  is  the 
son  of  John  M.  Strider  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  Henkle.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  Rev.  Charles  Henkle  (p.  60.)  Mr. 
Strider  was  born  in  1858,  and  is  a  writer  and  poet  of  note. 

Ruppert  S.  Holland,  Esq.,  of  Philadelphia,  son  of  Dr.  J. 
G.  Holland,  dean  of  Jefferson  Medical  College,  is  fast  making 
his  mark  in  the  literary  world.  Among  his  books  recently 
published  are  "  Historic  Boyhoods,"  "Historic  Girlhoods," 
and  quite  recently  "Historic  Inventions."  They  are  all 
good  books.  Mr.  Holland  comes  from  Rev.  Paul  Henkel 
through  his  mother,  a  Ruppert  (p.  59.) 
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SOME   FAMILY  TRAITS. 

We  call  special  attention  to  the  many  members  of  our 
Henkel  family  who  have  reached  a  great  age.  In  this,  as  well 
as  previous  issues,  there  are  records  of  quite  a  number  of  very 
aged  people.  In  this  issue  we  mention  one  of  ioo,  one  98, 
and  others  nearly  that.  Some  of  our  best  correspondents 
are  over  80  years  of  age. 

Miss  Cora  C.  Curry,  of  Washington,  has  furnished  the 
Eugenics  section  of  the  Carnegie  Foundation  with  an  ex- 
cellent portraiture  of  the  Henkel  family  in  America.  She 
has  a  good  insight  into  the  peculiarities  of  the  family.  We 
will  print  it  in  Second  Series  if  issued. 

Judge  William  Wallace  Curry,  of  Washington,  father  of 
Miss  C.  C.  Curry,  combines  many  of  the  Henkel  family 
traits.  He  was  born  February  15,  1824  (p.  119),  and  hence 
is  near  88  years  of  age.  He  is  also  a  minister  of  the  Uni- 
versalist  church  and  quite  lately  preached  a  strong  and  vig- 
orous sermon  before  an  association  which  requested  him  to 
print  the  sermon  in  pamphlet  form  which  he  also  did.  We 
have  not  yet  connected  his  versatile  grandfather,  Jacob 
Hinkle,  with  our  stock.  Inasmuch  as  he  was  born  in  Penn- 
sylvania in  1785,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  he  was  either  a 
son  or  grandson  of  our  elusive  Anthony  jd,  of  Lancaster 
County.  This  Jacob  Hinkle  had  a  nephew,  a  lawyer,  and 
who  was  somewhat  of  a  hunchback,  living  in  Vincennes, 
Indiana,  over  60  years  ago.  In  a  directory  of  Louisville, 
Kentucky,  of  1843,  is  found  a  lawyer,  George  Hinkle,  who 
might  have  removed  to  Vincennes.  Who  will  look  into 
this  for  us? 

THE   MONUMENT.     . 

In  regard  to  the  monument  to  be  erected  to  the  memory 
of  our  exiled  foreparents,  we  have  concluded  that  no  defi- 
nite plans  can  be  made  until  we  know  how  much  money  we 
can  command.      We  will  probably  send  out  circulars  solicit- 
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ing  funds,  but  you  should  not  wait  for  that.  Send  your 
contribution  at  once  to  the  treasurer,  Dr.  Casper  Miller,  New 
Market,  Virginia.  After  the  dedication  all  contributors  will 
receive  a  picture  of  the  monument,  and  if  the  -'Memorial  n 
is  continued  a  full  account  will  appear  of  the  proceedings. 
Every  member  should  send  at  least  one  dollar.  Those  who 
can  afford  it  should  send  more.  We  need  at  least  $500. 
We  here  call  attention  to  a  contingency  that  ought  to  be 
provided  for.  The  grave  is  quite  near  a  narrow  street  (Phil 
Ellena),  that  will,  in  our  opinion,  be  widened  in  course  of 
time.  The  remains  of  our  foreparents  should  therefore  be. 
put  in  a  sarcophagus  to  meet  that  event.

Our  researches  in  the  Henkel  family  history  have  been  the 
most  difficult  work  the  editor  ever  undertook,  and  yet  the 
task  is  far  from  completed.

(2)  George  Washington  (had  children  John  P.,  William,  and 
Isaac;  (3)  Mildred,  married  Eon  Morris;  (4)  Phoebe,  mar- 
ried 1st  Jacob  Haigler,  2d  Benjamin  Perkins;  (5)  Jane, 
twin  of  Phoebe,  unmarried  ;    (6)  Alice,  married  Joseph  Hull; 

(7)  William  died  in   San   Francisco,  Cal.,  1849,  unmarried; 

(8)  Isaac  died,  unmarried,  aged  69;  (9)  John,  married  Lucy 
Bowman;  died,  June,  191 1,  aged  89 — children  of  John — Mary, 
Russell,  Emmett  B.  and  Alpha  ;  (10)  Miles  Parsons  married 
1st  Sarah  M.  Sappington,  2d  Addie  M.  Bailey.  Of  the 
foregoing  the  youngest  Miles  Parsons  was  born  in  Pendleton 
County,  Va.,  now  West  Va.,  September  1,  1825;  and  died 
in  Franklin  County,  Mo.,  Feb.  8,  1900.  He  went  to  Cali- 
fornia during  the  gold  excitement  of  1S49,  returning  in  1S55. 
He  was  a. soldier  of  the  Mexican  war.  His  first  wife,  Sarah 
M.  Sappington,  was  born  1837  ;  died,  1875.  They  had 
children — Mary  D.,  died  young;  James  Fielding,  born  1S62 
(Roswell,  New  Mexico);  William,  died  young;  Eminett 
Parsons,  died  young;  John  Isaac,  born  1S71  (Hagermatt, 
New  Mexico).      By  second  wife  Miles  Parsons  had  children 
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— Nellie,  Carrie,  Mildred,  Lucy  and  Wheeler  D.,  all  now 
residents  of  Missouri. 

Of  the  foregoing  James  Fielding  and  John  Isaac,  the  two 
oldest  children  of  Miles  Parsons  Hinkle,  have  met  with  some 
measure  of  success,  both  in  business  and  politics,  in  New 
Mexico  the  State  of  their  adoption.

A  TRIBUTE  TO   MRS.  ELEONORA  C.  HENKEL. 

Born  December  22,  1821;  died  December  12,  1890,  in  New  Market, 
Virginia;    aged  68  years,  11  months,  and  21  days.

The  announcement  of  the  death  of  Mrs.  Eleonora  C. 
Henkel,  though  not  unexpected,  awakens  a  feeling  of  deep 
sorrow.  Others  will  give  the  facts  of  her  life  and  offer  trib- 
utes to  her  memory,  but  I  desire  to  bear  this  testimony  to 
her  lovely  character.  Associated  in  the  editorial  department 
with  her  honored  husband,  Rev.  Socrates  Henkel,  D.  D.,  for 
a  number  of  years,  I  was  a  frequent  guest  at  her  house  and 
had  special  opportunities  to  learn  to  know  and  love  her  well. 
It  may  be  truly  said  of  her,  "None  knew  her  but  to  love  her." 

She  was  quiet  and  gentle  in  disposition  and  manners.  She 
moved  so  gently  about  her  house,  speaking  in  such  soft  tones, 
that  one  who  did  not  see  her  for  a  half  day  might  think  she 
was  away  from  home,  yet  she  was  the  complete  mistress  of 
that  home.  All  dependents  implicitly  obeyed  her,  as  she 
ruled  in  love.  Hers  was  a  rare  example  of  authority  by 
kindness  and  affection. 

She  was  very  hospitable.  Both  the  extent  and  manner  in 
which  she  entertained  friends  and  strangers  were  matters  of 
frequent  wonder.  Guests,  expected  or  unexpected,  intimate 
friends  and  strangers,  were  greeted  with  a  smile  of  welcome. 
After  her  house  wras  full  she  did  not  close  her  doors,  but  at 
great  personal  inconvenience  made  room  for  all  who  came. 
Often  in  great  pain,  too  sick  to  be  out  of  bed,  she  served  her 
guests  with  a  cheerfulness  and  serenity  that  completely  con- 
cealed her  suffering,  and  if  by  accident  they  learned   it   and 


insisted  on  going  to  another  house,  she  would  never  consent. 
She  was  "given  to  hospitality." 

In  nothing  was  she  demonstrative.  She  was  as  guileless 
as  a  child.  But  hers  were  deep  feelings.  Her  devotion  to 
her  husband  and  sons  as  it  manifested  itself  in  her  unselfish 
service,  was  truly  beautiful,  and  they  loved  and  honored  her 
in  return.  It  was  a  happy  family.  She  was  willing  to  have 
a  life — for  a  number  of  years  never  for  an  hour  free  from 
pain — prolonged  because  her  presence  was  a  comfort  and  a 
help  to  them. 

She  was  a  model  woman,  and  seemed  to  think  her  opin- 
ions upon  subjects  outside  of  her  household  duties  worth 
very  little,  yet  her  most  intimate  friends  knew  that  she 
thought  for  herself  and  thought  very  clearly.  She  had  been 
taught  by  her  father,  Rev.  Ambrose  Henkel,  the  doctrines 
of  the  Church,  and  these  instructions  laid  the  foundation, 
not  only  for  her  high  Christian  character,  but  also  for  deep 
thinking  on  religious  subjects  maintained  through  life.  She 
had  superior  talents. 

Certainly  a  good  woman  has  gone  to  rest.  Her  home  will 
never  be  the  same  to  us.  Her  community  will  miss  her 
charitable,  helpful  hand  and  her  encouraging,  sympathetic 
wTords.  But  her  long,  keen  suffering  is  at  last  ended.  While 
I  write  she  is  enjoying  the  eternal  sabbath  of  which  this 
Lord's  day  is  only  a  faint  type.  Unable  to  be  at  the  burial 
of  her  body,  I  want  to  lay  this  flower  upon  her  grave.

GENESIS  OF  THE  HEXKEL-HIXKEL 
FAMILY  IN  AMERICA. 

For  the  benefit  of  many  new  subscribers  who  did  not  get 
the  First  Series  we  will  give  a  brief  outline  history  of  our 
honored  ancestor.  In  17 17  there  arrived,  in  Philadelphia 
from  Germany,  a  Lutheran  minister  named  Anthony  Jacob 
Heiikcl.  He  was  then  well  along  in  years,  and  was  accom- 
panied by  his  wife,  four  sons,  three  daughters,  and  a  son-in- 
law.  His  children  wTere  mostly  grown.  He  was  of  the 
Germany  nobility,  and  a  direct  descendant  of  the  Counts 
Henkel  von  Donnersmarck,  a  family  that  was  raised  to  the 
rank  of  princes  of  the  Empire  by  the  present  Emperor  in  1895. 
One  of  his  ancestors  was  Dr.  Johann  Henkel,  chaplain  to 
queen  Marie  of  Hungary,  wTho  selected  him  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  Luther  about  1526.  Dr.  Henkel  was  intimate 
with  Erasmus,  the  greatest  scholar  of  the  age.1  The  father 
of  Dr.  Henkel  was  Count  Conrad  Henkel  von  Donnersmarck, 
one  of  the  commanders  of  the  Hungarian  army  in  its  con- 
flict with  the  Turks  in  1526. 

We  know  nothing  of  the  parents  of  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob 
Henkel  except  that  he  was  an  immediate  relative  of  Count 
Henkel  who  so  munificently  gave  to  the  support  of  the  Halle 
Missionary  Institute.  Dr.  Henry  Melchior  Muhlenberg,  the 
patriarch    of    the    Lutheran    Church,  was    a   beneficiary    of

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Another  connection  of  our  ancestor  was  Dr.  Justus  Henkel, 
a  noted  divine,  who  died  prior  to  1625,  and  who  in  our  opin- 
ion was  his  grandfather.  We  base  our  opinion  on  the  fact 
that  our  forefather  named  a  son  * '  Justus  ' '  who  in  turn  gave 
the  name  to  his  son.  Besides  this,  John  Henkel,  a  grand- 
son, likewise  bestowed  the  name  on  a  son.  Hence  we  see 
the  name  "Justus"  in  separate  branches  which  seems  to 
indicate  that  it  was  a  family  name.  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob 
Henkel  was  ordained  a  Lutheran  minister  in  February,  1692, 
and  received  the  appointment  of  chaplain,  (it  is  said,)  to 
Count  Maurice  of  Saxony  at  Frankford  on  the  Main. 

From  his  diary  in  the  possession  of  unknown  granddaugh- 
ter at  Germantown,  and  examined  by  the  late  Rev'.  Ambrose 
Henkel  of  Virginia,  it  seems  that  Henkel  incurred  the  dis- 
pleasure of  his  sovereign  by  denouncing  the  wickedness  of 
the  sovereign's  court.  For  this  he  was  summarily  dismissed 
and  forbidden  the  realm. 

Henkel  belonged  to  the  Pietistic  group  of  Erfurt  and 
Halle,  the  leaders  of  which  organized  a  land  company,  and 
secured  from  William  Penn  a  tract  of  twenty-six  thousand 
acres  in  Pennsylvania,  about  thirty  miles  west  of  Philadel- 
phia. This  "  Frankford  Land  Company"  was  organized  in 
1686,  and  was  given  a  patent  for  the  same  in  1701.1  The 
company's  first  agent  in  Pennsylvania  was  the  noted  Rev. 
Francis  Daniel  Pastorius,  who  after  his  arrival  here  espoused 
the  Quaker  interests.  Later,  Rev.  Daniel  Falckner  was 
appointed;  and  later  still,  John  Henry  Sprogell.  The  de- 
sign of  the  company  was  to  provide  a  refuge  for  the  perse- 
cuted and  oppressed  for  conscience  sake  in  Germany.  The 
Lutheran  faith  was  the  "State"  religion  of  most  of  the 
German  states  then,  and  any  deviation  from  the  prescribed 
rules  wras  severely  punished. 

Among  the  u  Dissenters"  of  the  State  religion  were  the 
Pietists,  who,  without  forsaking  the  faith    of    their  father-,

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protested  against  the  formality  and  deadness  of  the  State 
church.  This  class  of  religionists,  both  Lutheran  and 
Reformed,  suffered  much  at  the  hands  of  the  State  church, 
the  persecutions  of  which  was  the  direct  cause  of  many 
thousands  coming  to  Pennsylvania.  In  a  German  book, 
dated  1676,  treating  of  the  Pictistic  agitation  of  that  period, 
we  learn  that  a  prominent  minister  named  Henkel  was  a 
leader  in  the  movement  against  the  formalism  of  the  State 
church.  This  may  have  been  the  father  of  our  ancestor. 
When  the  "  Pioneer"  arrived  in  Pennsylvania,  he  was  the 
only  German  Lutheran  minister  in  the  province. 

Henry  Barnard  Koester,  who  came  with  the  Kelpius  colony 
of  the  Wissahickon  in  1694,  was  the  first  representative  of 
Lutheranism  in  the  German  language.  He,  however, 
returned  to  Europe  within  a  decade.  The  brothers,  Daniel 
and  Justus  Falckner,  were  also  identified  with  the  Kelpius 
party.  Justus  Falckner  was  ordained  to  the  ministry  by  the 
Swedish  provost  at  Philadelphia  in  1703,  and  his  was  the 
first  ministerial  ordination  in  Pennsylvania.  Daniel  Falck- 
ner becoming  the  agent  of  the  Frankfort  Land  Company,  a 
great  many  settlers  were  induced  to  locate  on  the  tract.  The 
nucleus  of  the  settlement  was  at  New  Hanover,  about  three 
miles  north  of  the  present  city  of  Pottstown.  Here  was 
established  the  first  German  Lutheran  church  in  America. 
It  is  held  that  an  organization  existed  here  as  early  as  1704, 
Daniel  Falckner  being  the  pastor. 

Soon  after  his  ordination  Justus  Falckner  removed  to  New 
York,  and  a  little  later  Rev.  Daniel  Falckner,  getting  in  a 
difficulty  in  the  Frankfort  land  concern,  removed  from 
Pennsylvania  and  took  charge  of  some  newly  established 
Lutheran  congregations  in  New  Jersey. 

When  our  ancestor  arrived  in  Pennsylvania,  there  was  but 
one  other  German  minister  in  the  province,  not  counting 
Pastorius,  who  was  almost  wholly  occupied  in  secular  pur- 
suits.    The    other    minister   was    Rev.    Samuel    Guldin,    a 
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Pietistic  Reformed  minister,  who  was  exiled  from  Berne, 
Switzerland,  and  arrived  here  in  1710,  the  first  Reformed 
minister  in  the  province.  Soon  after  his  arrival,  Henkel 
and  his  son-in-law,  Valentine  Geiger,  bought  adjoining 
tracts  from  the  Frankfort  Land  Company  at  New  Hanover, 
and  it  seems  the  former  took  immediate  charge  of  the  Lu- 
theran interests  in  Pennsylvania.  In  17 19  through  him  the 
congregation  secured  its  glebe  lands  from  the  land  company 
and  built  a  church  which  was  completed  in  1721.  The 
trustees,  among  whom  was  Geiger,  HenkePs  son-in-law, 
having  incurred  a  heavy  debt,  which,  for  some  reason,  was 
not  promptly  paid,  the  creditors  under  an  old  law,  put  them 
to  jail  in  Philadelphia.  Mrs.  Henkel,  who  was  a  woman  of 
great  energy  and  determination,  took  a  costly  set  of  silver 
plate  and  proceeded  to  Philadelphia  where  she  pawned  or 
pledged  the  plate  for  the  release  of  the  trustees.  This  set 
of  plate,  part  of  Mrs.  HenkePs  w7eddiug  outfit,  was  in  the 
possession  of  the  unknown  granddaughter  already  mentioned. 
She  kindly  presented  a  silver  spoon  and  plate  to  Rev.  Am- 
brose Henkel.  Having  come  from  Virginia  on  horseback, 
Ambrose  took  the  spoon,  leaving  the  plate  for  a  more  con- 
venient season  that  never  came.  This  spoon,  a  rare  relict 
indeed,  is  in  the  possession  of  Ambrose  L.  Henkel,  New 
Market,  Va.,  one  of  the  printers  of  the  u  Memorial."  Rev. 
Henkel  organized  the  Lutheran  congregation  of  German- 
towm,  Philadelphia,  and  Tulpehocken,  and  in  our  opinion 
also  u  Earltown,"  now  New  Holland,  in  Lancaster  County. 
Our  opinion  is  founded  on  the  fact  that  when  Rev.  John 
Casper  Stoever,  the  younger,  began  his  ministrations  there 
May,  1730,  he  found  the  nucleus  of  a  congregation.1  This 
was  only  two  years  after  the  death  of  our  ancestor.  While 
there  is  no  record  to  establish  the  fact,  the  coming  of  Pleukel 
and  his  at  once  assuming  the  pastorate  of  so  many  Lutheran

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communities  was  doubtless  the   result   of   negotiations  the 
details  of  which  are  lost. 

THE  FAMILY  OF  THE  "PIONEER." 

Evidently  the  u  Pioneer"  and  son-in-law  Geiger  had  con- 
siderable means  upon  their  arrival,  since  the  books  of  the 
land  company  show  that  their  land,  some  two  hundred  acres 
each,  was  soon  paid  for.  The  parson  seems  to  have  devoted 
himself  closely  to  his  ministerial  office  and  left  to  his  vigor- 
ous sons  the  management  of  the  plantation.  In  the  month 
of  August  as  he  was  returning  to  his  home  from  Philadelphia, 
for  a  reason  unknowm  he  fell  from  his  horse  and  sustained 
fatal  injuries.  This  was  some  miles  beyond  Germantowu. 
He  was  carried  into  a  near  by  house  where  he  made  his  -will 
by  word  of  mouth  before  witnesses.  This  will  in  which  he 
mentions  all  his  children,  appraisement  of  estate,  &c,  is 
printed  in  full  in  the  first  number  of  First  Series. 

The  Ci  Pioneer"  was  buried  in  what  is  now  the  graveyard 
of  St.  Michael's  Lutheran  church  on  Germantowu  Avenue, 
Mt.  Airy,  Philadelphia.  We  think  he  was  at  least  sixty-five 
years  of  age,  and  probably  over.  His  wife,  Maria  Elisabeth, 
remained  on  the  homestead  until  its  partition  and  sale  by 
the  sons  Justus  and  Anthony,  Jr.  About  1739  the  latter 
purchased  a  farm  about  a  mile  from  St.  Michael's  church 
on  wdiich  is  situated  the  famous  "  Mermaid  Inn  "  on  Ger- 
mantown  Avenue,  and  which  was  probably  built  by  him 
prior  to  1745.  Here  the  widow  died  in  1744,  aged  73  years. 
The  widow  was  buried  in  the  same  grave  as  her  husband,  a 
fact  verified  by  the  Editor  in  June,  1910,  by  opening  the 
grave  in  the  presence  of  descendants  who  had  come  from 
four  different  States  to  witness  the  opening.  Rev.  Anthony 
Jacob  Henkel  and  wife  Maria  Elisabeth  had  children  as  fol- 
lows : 

(I.)  Gcrhart  Anthony,  whom  he  calls  in  his  will  "my 
oldest  son."

In  some  way  now  unknown,  the  Parson's  identity  was 
merged  into  that  of  his  son,  and  for  over  one  hundred  years 
was  known  in  history  as  Rev.  "  Gerhart  "  Henkel  until  the 
matter  was  cleared  np  about  seven  years  ago  by  the  discov- 
ery of  the  will  and  other  mortuary  records  of  the  u  Pioneer." 
Gerhart  Henkel  and  wife  Anna  Catharine  were  married 
about  1720,  and  had  children  :  (1)  Mary  Margaret,  married 
to  John  George  Yunt ;  (2)  Maria  Elisabeth,  married  to  John 
Theobald  Shultz  ;  (3)  George;  (4)  Joint ;  (5)  Susanna 
Margaret,  married  to  Henry  Miller.  All  the  children  re- 
sided in  Lancaster  County,  and  were  heads  of  families.  More 
concerning  them  presently.  Gerhart  Henkel  died  about 
1737,  and  his  widow  soon  after  married  Thomas  Wilson,  a 
wealthy  landowner  of  near  Philadelphia. 

(II.)  Johanna  Fredriea  seems  to  have  come  next  to  Ger- 
hart. She  was  born  about  1695,  and  prior  to  1 7 15,  married 
Valentine  Geiger  in  Germany,  who  came  with  the  Hen- 
kel family  to  America:  She  died  prior  to  1742,  and  Geiger 
subsequently  married  again.  Her  children  (surname  Geiger) 
were : 

(1)  Anthony,  born  1717,  died  1753  ;   leaving  a  family. 

(2)  Maria  Margareta,  born  1721,  died  1794;  married 
1746,  John  Stapleton  of  Oley,  Berks  County  ;  had  daughter 
Elisabeth,  died  young;  and  John,  born  175.1,  from  whom  the 
Editor  descends. 

(3)  Christopher,  born  1722;  died  1805;  lived  and  died 
in  Robeson  township,  Berks  County;  u  Inn-keeper,"  was 
wealthy,  and  had  large  family  ;  will  at  Reading. 

(4)  Valentine,  born  about  1723,  married  1747;  had  fam- 
ily ;  in  1 771,  removed  to  Northumberland  County,  near  Sun- 
bury,  where  he  died  1777,  leaving  family;   will  at  Sunbury. 

(5)  Anna  Barbara,  born  about  1736;  married  1755  to 
Geo.-Kast,  a  widower  of  Germantown  where  she  resided. 
She  had  a    family  and    survived    her    husband   many  years. 
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Valentine  Geiger  left  five  children  by  his  second  marriage, 
but  these  do  not  concern  the  present  publication. 

(III.)  George  Rudolphus,  born  prior  to  1700,  married,  and 
about  1737  removed  to  the  u  Monocacy  Settlement,"  (now 
Frederick  County,)  Maryland  ;  died  in  West  Virginia,  1786 
or  -7.  Among  his  children  were  George,  Jr.;  Balthaser, 
born  1737  ;  Philip,  born  1740  ;  Jacob,  Henry,  Margaret \  and 
some  whose  names  are  not  recovered. 

(IV.)  Maria  Elisabeth,  born  about  1703,  married  Elias 
(?)  Kuhn  ;   not  recovered. 

(V.)  Maria  Catharine,  born  about  1705,  married  Peter 
Apple,  and  prior  to  1742  moved  to  same  locality  in  Mary- 
land as  her  brother  George  as  above.  She  died  1785,  leav- 
ing a   son ,  and    daughters    Eva   House,  Charlotte 

Myer,  Mary  Matthias,  and  Magdalena  Byerly. 

(VI.)  John  Justus,  born  about  1707,  married  1730,  re- 
moved prior  to  1750  to  Rowan  County,  N.  C,  thence  in 
1760  to  West  Virginia.  Children,  Anna  Maria  Elisabeth, 
married  Moses  Ellsworth ;  Jacob,  married  Mary  Teeter ; 
Rebecca,  married  Paul  Teeter  ;  Catharine,  married  Adam 
Biffle  ;  Magdalena,  married  Maj.  John  Skidmore  ;  Abraham, 
married  Mary  Teeter  ;  Susanna,  married  Paul  Teeter  ;  Jus- 
tus, Jr.,  married  Christena  Teeter  ;  Hannah,  married  John- 
son ;  Elisabeth,  married  Ruhlman  ;  (Hon.)  Isaac,  married 
Mary  Cunningham. 

(VII.)  Anthony  Jacob,  Jr.,  youngest  child  of  the  "Pioneer," 
was  born  1709,  and  died  at  his  homestead  "  Mermaid  Inn," 
near  Germantown,  1751.  He  married  about  1731,  Anna 
Margareta  — ; ?  with  whom  he  had  children  as  follows  : 

(i)John,  Esq.,  born  1733,  died  18 16,  York  County,  Penna.; 
had  family. 

(2)  Barbara,  born  1735,  married  John  Conrad,  German- 
town,  Penna.;   had  family. 

(3)  Anthony,  3d,  born    1737,  married    Maria    Magdalena 
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Z wicker,    Lancaster   County,  and  later   Rowan  County,  N. 
C;  had  large  family. 

(4)  Pldlip,  born  1739,  married  Mary  Johnson  ;  resided  in 
Bucks  County,  Penna.;   died  18 14  ;   had  family. 

(5)  Peter,  married  Salome ?  died  in  Rowan  County, 

N.  C,  1775- 

(6)  Michael,  may  have  been  the  Dr.  Michael  Hanckels 
who  died  in  Philadelphia  in  1815,  but  we  are  inclined  to 
think  that  he  too  removed  to  North  Carolina. 

(7)  Charles,  (8)  He?iry,  and  (9)  Benjamin,  all  removed 
to  North  Carolina.  The  latter  was  born  1751,  a  few  mouths 
after  his  father's  death.  In  less  than  two  years  after  her 
husband's  death,  the  widow  of  Anthony  Henkel  married 
Martin  Groff  (Grove)  of  Germantowu. 

In  the  foregoing  sketch  we  have,  for  the  convenience  of 
the  reader,  carried  the  family  of  the  "  Pioneer  "  to  the  third 
generation.  For  fuller  details  it  will  be  necessary  to  refer 
to  the  pedigree  in  the  First  Series.  We  may  here  remark 
that  when  we  began  the  publication  of  the  u  Memorial  n 
three  years  ago,  we  were  unable  to  find  the  family  of  Ger- 
hart,  the  oldest  son  of  the  "  Pioneer."  We  have  now  re- 
covered the  entire  family  pretty  thoroughly,  and  found  this 
branch  possessed  of  the  same  noble  qualities  as  the  rest. 
There  remains  one  branch  of  the  "  Pioneer's  "  family  yet 
undiscovered,  namely,  that  of  Maria  Elisabeth,  who  is  said 
to  have  married  Elias  Kuhn.  Our  most  diligent  search  has 
failed  to  find  a  man  of  this  name.  The  name  "  Kuhn  "  is 
very  common  in  the  ancient  church  and  State  records,  but 
no  H  Blias  "  is  to  be  found  among  them.  Practically  all 
children  were  given  double  names  in  the  Colonial  period, 
and  we  are  inclined  to  think  that  oar  Kuhn  was  known  by 
another  name. 

Similar  things  have  baffled  the  Editor  in  other  lines. 
There  was  a  Kuhn  family  in  North  Carolina  in  the  Colonial 
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period,  and  we  are  inclined  to  think  that  this  branch  is  the 
one  we  are  looking  for.  If  this  is  the  case  they  are  proba- 
bly beyond  our  reach. 


GERHART  HENKEL  AND  HIS    DE- 
SCENDANTS. 

By  a  reference  to  the  first  issue  of  the  First  Series,  the 
reader  will  note  that  we  then  knew  practically  nothing  of  Ger- 
hart  the  oldest  son  of  the  c<  Pioneer  "  and  his  family.  Ere 
we  closed  the  series  we  had  located  the  family  in  Lancaster 
County  in  a  locality  about  thirty-five  miles  west  of  the  old 
home  in  New  Hanover  in  (now)  Montgomery  County. 
When  we  decided  to  issue  a  Second  Series  we  felt  it  to  be 
our  first  duty  to  recover,  if  possible,  these  people  to  the 
knowledge  of  ;c  The  Henkel  Memorial  Association." 

We  reside  about  150  miles  from  that  region,  yet  we  made 
three  trips,  spent  several  weeks  of  time  in  examining  court- 
house, graveyard,  church  and  other  records  at  a  considera- 
ble expense.  The  result  was  most  gratifying,  as  the  reader 
will  find  later  on.  We  found  over  half  dozen  articles  brought 
from  beyond  the  sea  in  171 7  by  the  family  of  the  "  Pioneer,' ' 
a  description  of  which  is  given  elsewhere.  Doubtless  there 
are  many  more  in  possession  of  others  not  visited.  One  of 
the  granddaughters  of  Gerhart,  (Mrs.  Filson,)  is  known  to 
have  had  many  rare  and  valuable  things. 

Gerhart  Henkel  was    born  prior  to   1695,  and  about  1720 

married    Anna  Catharine ?  ;    with   whom   he  had   two 

sons  and  three  daughters.  He  lived  at  Colebrookdale,  (now 
Boyertown,)  Berks  County,  a  few  miles  west  of  New  Hanover. 
We  are  able  to  trace  him  to  1736  when  he  disappears  from 
all  records,  and  it  is  a  fair  presumption  that  he  died  this 
year.  In  this  year  his  youngest  child,  Susa?uta  Maygareta 
(Miller,)  was  born.  With  undue  ha^te  the  widow,  Anna 
Catharine    Henkel,  was    married  February  1,  1737,  at   Lan- 
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caster,  to  Thomas  Wilson.  (See  Stoever^s  Records).  Her 
husband  owned  a  plantation  of  over  a  thousand  acres  in  the 
Perkiomen  region,  east  of  New  Hanover.  The  church 
records  show  that  she  had  several  children  by  Mr.  Wilson. 
Her  husband  was  born  in  1696,  and  died  in  1764.  We  think 
the  widow  died  at  the  home  of  one  of  her  children  in  Lan- 
caster County. 

Tradition  has  it  that  Gerhart  Henkel  had  settled  at  (now) 
Hinkletown  in  Lancaster  County.  We  think  this  is  correct, 
but  he  must  have  died  soon  after  his  location  there.  It  was 
in  this  vicinity  we  found  four  of  his  children  located.  The 
children  of  Gerhart  and  Anna  Catharine  Henkel  were : 

(1)  Ma ry  Margareta,  born  1722,  died  1809,  married  John 
George  Yunt. 

(2)  Mary  Elizabeth,  born  about  1724,  married  John  Theo- 
bald Shultz,  died  in    1809. 

(3)  George,  born  1727,  died  1778. 

(4)  John,  born  about  1730,  died  1780. 

(5)  Susanna  Margareta,  born  1736;  married  Henry  Mil- 
ler;  2d,  Peter  Leese,  died ? 

These  families  we  will  consider  in  the  order  of  their  birth. 

JOHN  GEORGE  YUNT  AND  FAMILY. 

The  Yunt  family  arrived  in  Pennsylvania  from  the  Father- 
land prior  to  1730,  and  located  at  Colebrookdale  in  (now) 
Berks  County.  On  July  31,  1737,  Anna  Maria  Yunt  and 
Anna  Catharine  Henkel  stood  sponsors  at  a  baptism  at  Cole- 
brookdale. (Rev.  Stoever's  records).  The  Pennsylvania 
Archives  do  not  record  the  arrival  of  this  family,  and  we 
therefore  conclude  that  they  came  prior  to  1727  from  which 
time  the  arrival  of  German  immigrants  was  recorded.  The 
Yunt  family  of  North  Carolina  is  supposed  to  be  a  branch  of 
this  family.  Among  the  children  of  the  Colebrookdale  fam- 
ily was  John  George  Yunt,  who  was  born  in  1719.     On  Sep- 
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tember  10,  1745,  he  was  married  to  Mary  Margareta,  oldest 
daughter  of  Gerhart  Henkel.  Soon  after  their  marriage  we 
find  them  located  on  a  fine  plantation  on  Conestoga  Creek, 
about  two  miles  east  of  Ephrata  in  Lancaster  County.  In 
1752  the  Yunts  sold  for  a  nominal  sum  a  tract  of  land 
for  the  use  of  the  Lutheran  church  on  which  an  edifice  was 
erected  the  year  following.  The  third  building  is  now  there, 
known  as  the  "Bergstrass"  church,  near  Hinkletown. 

John  George  Yunt  died  September  10,  1770,  aged  51  years 
and  6  months.  His  tombstone  is  the  finest  work  of  art  in 
the  "  Bergstrass  "  churchyard.  It  is  a  massive  red  sandstone, 
and  has  on  it  besides  scroll  work,  a  lamp,  skull,  crossbones, 
and  hour  glass.  His  widow,  Mary  Margaret  Henkel,  sur- 
vived him  almost  forty  years.  She  died  November  16,  1809, 
aged  8 j  years.  In  her  will  she  disposes  of  a  large  amount 
of  property  besides  a  bequest  to  the  M  Bergstrass"  church. 
Their  children,  so  far  as  now  known,  were  the  following  in 
their  order  : 

(I.)  Catharine,  married  George  Houck  of  Cocalico  Town- 
ship.    She  died  prior  to  1809,  according  to  her  mother's  will. 

(II.)  Nicholas,  married  before  the  Revolution.  In  his 
mother's  will,  written  in  1807,  she  devised  to  him  the  land 
on  which  he  then   lived,  "  on  Pine  Run   in  Berks  County." 

(III.)  Ephraim,  Cocalico  Township. 

(IV.)  Anna  Maria,  born  June,  1754,  married ? 

(V.)  Saloine,  married  Adam  Diller,  Earl  Township. 

(VI.)  Andrew,  died  February  26,  1841,  aged  80  years, 
7  months,  and  2  days  ;   Earl  Township. 

(VII.)  John,  Cocalico  Township. 

(VIII.)  George,  Earl  Township,  died  1854,  in  the  nineti- 
eth year  of  his  age.  Some  of  the  foregoing  families  will  be 
considered  in  detail  later  on.  Several  of  the  sons  of  John 
George  Yunt  disappear   from  all  records  prior  to  1790.     We 
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are  inclined  to  think  that  they  removed  to  Kentucky.  Three 
of  the  sons,  namely,  Nicholas,  Andrew,  and  John,  were  sol- 
diers of  the  Revolution ;  also  the  sons-in-law  George  Honck 
and  Adam  Diller. 

FAMILY  OF  ANDREW,  SON  OF  JOHN  GEORGE  YUNDT 
AND  WIFE  MARY  MARGARET  HENKEL. 

Andrew  Yundt  was  a  prominent  man  in  business  and 
civil  affairs.  He  lived  at  the  old  home  at  Hinkletown.  As 
elsewhere  shown  he  was  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution.  He 
died  February  26,  1841,  aged  80  years,  7  months,  and  2  days. 
His  wife  was  Barbara  Dietrich  with  whom  he  had  children 
as  follows  : 

(1)  Polly,  born  1790;  (2)  Archibald,  born  1792,  died 
1846,  single;  (3)  Allen,  born  1794,  died  i860,  single; 
(4)  George,  born  1797,  died  i860,  married  Ann  Elizabeth 
Chambers;  (5)  Henry,  born  1798,  died  1878,  married  Mary 
Magdalena  Kinzer. 

Of  the  foregoing,  Henry  Yundt  was  a  prominent  citizen 
of  Blue  Ball,  Lancaster  County.  His  children  were  as  fol- 
lows :  (a)  Anna  Margaret,  married  Mich  R.  Witwer ; 
(b)  Henrietta  Caroline,  married  B.  F.  Kinzer  ;  (c)  Maria 
Louisa,  married  Reuben  B.  Seidel  ;  (d)  Elizabeth,  married 
Saml.  Welchans  ;  (e)  Harriet,  unmarried  ;  (f)  Edwin  Heiiry, 
Esq.,  Blue  Ball,  Pennsylvania;  (g)  Horace  A.,  Esq.,  Read- 
ing, Pennsylvania ;  (h)  Clarissa,  unmarried  ;  (i)  Emma, 
married  *Bodo  Otto,  Williamsport,  Pennsylvania  ;  (j)  Dr. 
Winfield  Scott,  a  surgeon  in  the  Civil  War,  born  1842,  died 
1886,  leaving  a  widow. 

JOHN  THEOBALD  SHULTZ  AND  WIFE  MARIA 
ELIZABETH  HENKEL. 

The  early  life  of  John  Theobald  Shultz  is  wrapped  in 
obscurity.  We  have  examined  all  available  records  regard- 
ing his  parentage  and  early    life    without    success.     There 
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were  many  German  immigrants  to  Pennsylvania  of  the  name 
of  Skulls  prior  to  1750,  and  it  is  likely  that  John  Theobald 
came  as  a  youth  with  his  parents.  Many  of  our  Shultz 
people  are  under  the  impression  that  John  Andrew  Skulls, 
the  popular  two-term  Governor  of  Pennsylvania  (1823-1S26), 
was  of  our  Shultz  family.  This  is  an  error.  The  Gover- 
nor's father  was  Rev.  John  Christopher  Shultz,  who  came 
as  a  Lutheran  minister  from  Germany  and  located  at  Womels- 
dorf,  a  few  miles  distant  from  Newmanstown  where  John 
Theobald  later  located.  Hence  the  error.  John  Theobald 
Shultz  was  married  at  New  Hanover,  on  April  6,  1747,  to 
Maria  Elisabeth,  second  daughter  of  Gerhart  and  Anna 
Catharine  Henkel.  For  a  period  of  over  fifteen  years  we 
are  unable  to  locate  his  residence.  During  this  time,  how- 
ever, we  know  that  he  was  a  business  man  with  extensive 
and  influential  connections.  From  his  receipt  book  now  in 
possession  of  a  descendant,  John  Shultz  of  Reading,  we  note 
that  he  made  payments  to  over  twenty  business  men  of 
Philadelphia  from  the  year  1760  to  1767.  During  this  time 
he  paid  Wister  &  Co.  the  sum  of  351  pounds,  Daniel  Benezett 
155  pounds,  Henry  Keppele,  Jr.,  132  pounds,  Adam  Kimmel 
126  pounds,  &c.  He  paid  out  during  these  years  over  $7,000. 
He  had  transactions  with  Robert  M orris,  the  great  financier 
of  the  Revolution,  and  Samuel  Miles  and  Timothy  Matlack, 
both  of  whom  were  colonels  in  the  Revolution.  In  1761, 
Shultz  purchased  one  hundred  blankets  from  Benezett  &  Co. 
from  which  we  conclude  that  he  was  a  merchant.  Prior  to 
1770,  we  find  Shultz  located  in  Earl  Township,  Lancaster 
County,  among  his  wife's  kindred.  From  the  book  men- 
tioned we  see  that  he  bought  a  house  and  lot  from  his 
brother-in-law,  George  Hinkel,  in  1772.  Later  he  sold  his 
plantation  to  the  same  person,  and  was  paid  in  Continental 
script  which  afterwards  depreciated  as  to  reduce  him  to 
poverty.  Shultz  was  now  a  poor  man,  and  was  compelled 
to  resort  to  his  trade  for  a  living.     He  was  a  first-class  potter, 
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and  for  the  pursuit  of  his  business  moved  about  1785  to 
Newmanstown  in  (now)  Lebanon  County,  about  twelve  miles 
from  his  old  home  on  the  Conestoga.  From  the  samples  we 
have  seen  of  his  ware,  he  was  a  most  expert  workman.  A 
milk  pitcher,  in  possession  of  a  descendant,  is  a  marvel  of 
beauty. 

John  Theobald  Shultz  was  born  October  26,  1722,  and 
died  April  26,  1796.  He  lies  buried  at  the  Millbach  church 
near  Newmanstown.  The  widow,  Maria  Elizabeth  Henkel, 
survived  her  husband  until  1809.  She  made  her  home  with 
her  oldest  daughter,  Mrs.  Anna  Catharine  Filson,  who  was 
also  a  widow,  and  residing  at  Newmanstown.  Mrs.  Filson 
died  in  1806,  and  is  buried  by  the  side  of  her  father,  but  we 
could  find  no  trace  of  the  mother. 

On  the  tombstone  of  Shultz  is  recorded  that  he  was  the 
father  of  eleven  children.  Of  these  we  have  recovered  the 
following  : 

(I.)  Anna  Catharine,  born  April  14,  1748,  married  David 
Filson,  died  August  19,  1806. 

(II.)   Maria  Margareta,  born  Jamiary  29,  1750. 

(III.)  Susanna,  born  July  7,  1753,  married  Joseph  (?) 
Matthews. 

(IV.)  Elisabeth,  born  March  14,  1755,  married  Jacob 
Lightner,  Earl  Township,  Lancaster  County. 

(V.)   Benjarnin,  an  invalid,  never  married. 

(VI.)  John,  born  July  27,  i76i,died  February  26,  1840. 

FAMILY  OF  JOHN  SHULTZ,  JR. 

John  Shultz,  son  of  John  Theobald  Shultz  and  wife  Maria 
Elisabeth  Henkel,  was  born  July  27,  1761,  and  died  at  his 
home  in  Newmanstown,  Lebanon  County,  Pennsylvania, 
February  26,  1840.  His  wife  Sarah  Fulweiler  was  born 
1762,  and  died  1839.  John  Shultz  was  a  tailor  by  trade  and 
also  served  the  public  in  many  civil  offices.     He  was  indus- 
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trious  in  business  and  faithful  in   discharging  his  public  du- 
ties.    He  had  children  as  follows  : 

(i)  David,  born  1790,  died  1854  ;  married  Mary  Haffel- 
finger  and  had  children — Henry,  Jolm,  David,  George,  Dan- 
iel, Catharine  (Saltzgiver),  Mary  (Schrob). 

(2)  Samuel,  married  Christena  Miller  and  had  children — 
Samuel,  Henry,  Susanna  (Snyder),  Maria  (Mrs.  William 
Schoener),  Rebecca  (Mrs.  Jacob  Hockman.) 

(3)  John,  married  Eva  Phillips,  no  issue. 

(4)  Frederick,  born  1800,  died  1883  ;  married  Rebecca 
Smith  and  had  children— rSallie  (Mrs.  John  Zellers),  Freder- 
ick-, Joseph,  born  1831,  (Brevet  Capt.  Co.  C,  17th  Pennsyl- 
vania Cav.,  killed  in  action  at  Meadow  Bridge)  near  Rich- 
mond ,  Virginia,  May  i2>  1864)  ;  Elisabeth,  died  single  ;  John, 
died  single)  ;  Rebecca,  married  William  Ibach  ;  Mary,  died 
single;  Edmund;  Susanna,  married  Richard  Stout ;  Samuel. 

(5)  Susan,  married  Daniel  Ennentrout,  Womelsdorf, 
Pennsylvania. 

(6)  Sarah ,  born  1803,  died  1873,  single. 

GEORGE  HINKLE  AND  WIFE  BARBARA. 

George  Hinkle,  son  of  Gerhart^  was  born  at  Colebrookdale, 
near  the  ancestral  home  at  New  Hanover  in  1727.  As  already 
stated,  we  think  his  father  located  on  the  Conestoga,  Lan- 
caster County,  just  a  short  time  before  his  death,  1736.  Be 
that  as  it  may,  we  find  his  son  George  located  here  at  Hinkle- 
town,  at  an  early  day  in  possession  of  a  large  plantation. 
When  he  died  he  left  an  estate  of  over  400  acres  of  fertile 
land  to  his  family.  He  must  have  been  a  man  of  great 
energy  and  business  ability.  He  seems  to  have  been  stricken 
in  ill  health  in  the  prime  of  life.  He  had  his  will  drawn 
June  io,  1777,  which  is  one  of  the  finest  on  record  at 
Lancaster.  He  died  March  13,  1778,  at  the  early  age  of  51 
years.     His  fine  tombstone  may  be  seen  in  the  tlBergstrass" 
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churchyard,  near  that  of  his  sister,  Mrs.  Yunt.  His  wife 
died  in  1791,  according  to  the  court  records;  We  were  una- 
ble to  find  her  grave. 

It  is  puzzling  to  us  that  in  his  will  he  fails  to  mention  his 
oldest  son  Jacob.  This  Jacob  paid  taxes,  served  his  militia 
duty,  &c,  in  Earl  Township  with  the  rest  of  his  brethren 
long  after  his  father's  death.  Besides  this,  Pastor  Wald- 
schmidt  records  that  he  married  Jacob  Hinkle,  "  son  of 
George"  to  Elisabeth  Edwards  on  February  13,  1775.  After 
the  Revolution  Jacob  disappears  from  all  records,  and  we 
opine  that  he  went  South  to  his  numerous  kin  in  North 
Carolina. 

The  children  of  George  and  Barbara  Hinkle  (with  the 
exception  of  a  few  who  died  in  childhood)  were  as  follows  : 
(1)  Jacob,  (2)  John,  (3)  George,  (4)  Jonatlian,  (5^)  Sam- 
uel,  (6)   Catharine,  married  to  Richard  Davis,  Hinkletown  ; 

(7)  Anna  Maria,  married  December  28,  1783,  to  John  Wolfe  ; 

(8)  Sarah,  married  — —  ? 

The  family  of  George  Hinkle  scattered  prior  to  1800,  and 
few  of  this  branch  are  to  be  found  in  Lancaster  County.  In 
the  records  of  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  we  found  a  George 
Hinkle  of  Lancaster  County  who  purchased  a  plantation  at 
Indian  Springs,  about  15  miles  west  of  that  place,  prior  to" 
1795.  Finding  descendants  at  Indian  Springs,  we  learned 
that  Jonathan  had  also  located  there  prior  to  1800,  and  both' 
had  "''gone  West"  in  their  old  age.  We  were  unable  to* 
pursue  them  further.- 

JOHN  HINKLE  AND  WIFE  ANNA  ELISABETH. 

John  Hinkle,  son  of  Gerhart,  was  born  in  Colebrookdale' 
prior  to  1730.  He  located  in  Manor  Township,  Lancaster" 
County,  some  ten  or  twelve  miles  from  his  brother  George.- 
Like  the  latter  he  was  thrifty,  and  at  his  death  left  a  con- 
siderable estate  to  his  children.  The  record  of  his  own  fam- 
ily, and  those  of  his  sons,  may  be  seen  in  the  archives  of  the' 
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old  Lutheran  and  Reformed  churches  of  Lancaster  city.  We 
have  examined  both  for  births  and  baptisms  only,  down  to 
1800.  The  records  herewith  given  of  the  grandchildren  are 
incomplete.  Nearly  all  the  Hinkles  of  Lancaster  and  York 
counties  descend  from  this  branch. 

John  Hinkle  died  late  in  1780,  leaving  a  wife  Anna  Elisa- 
beth, and  the  following  children  :  (1)  William,  born  1754; 
(2)  John,  Jr.,  born  1755  ;  (3)  John  Justus,  born  1758  ;  (was 
he  named  for  his  great-uncle  Justus  ?)  ;  (4)  Amia  Elisabeth, 
born  1 761  ;  (5)  Catharine  Elisabeth,  born  1766;  (6)  John 
Peter,  born  1770.  We  are  unable  at  this  time  to  give  more 
about  the  daughters.  We  have  gathered  the  following  mostly 
from  the  church  records  mentioned :  ( 1)  William  and  wife  Elis- 
abeth. This  family  lived  near  Marietta  on  the  Susquehanna 
River.     Among  their  children  were  (a)  Elisabeth,  born  1785  ; 

(b)  Catharine,  born  1787  ;  (c)  John,  born  1788  ;  (d)  William, 
born  1 791  ;  (e)  Mai'garet,  born  1793  ;  (f)  Anna,  born  1798. 
(2)  John  and  wife  Catharine  (nee  Kauffman).  This  family 
occupied  a  large  estate  near  Columbia,  a  few  miles  below 
Marietta.  John  Hinkle,  as  also  his  brother  William,  was  a 
soldier  of  the  Revolution.  He  died  in  1828.  His  children 
were  (a.)  Jacob,  born  1785,  died  1872,  aged  87  years.  His 
wife  Mary  died  1870,  aged  81  years.  They  lived  and  died 
in  York  County,  leaving  a  large  posterity  :  (b)  John,  born 
1787;  (c)  Joseph,  born  1789;  (d)  William,  born  1791  ; 
(e)  Elisabeth,  born  1793,  married  to  John  Lockhard  ;  (f)  Cath- 
arine, married  to  Henry  Knight ;  (g)  Nancy,  married  an 
Ottstadt ;  (h)  Patience,  married  Joseph  May ;  (i)  Henry, 
born  1800,  died  1875. 

(3)  John  Justus  and  wife  Catharine.  This  family  lived 
near  May  town,  two  miles  north  of  Marietta.  Among  their 
children  were  (a)  John,  born  1785;    (b)  Catharine,  born  1787; 

(c)  Jacob,  born  1788;  (d)  Joseph,  born  1790;  (e)  Elisabeth, 
born  1792  ;   (f)  Peter,  born  1795;   (g)  George,  born  1797. 
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(4)  Peter  and  wife  Magdalena.  Among  the  children  were 
(a)  Elisabeth,  born  1793;  (b)  JoJvi,  born  1795;  (c)  Peter, 
born  1798. 

HENRY  MILLER,  SON  IN-LAW  OF  GERHART  HENKEL. 

Henry  Miller,  Sr.,  of  Eplirata,  Lancaster  County,  was 
married  to  Susanna  Margaret,  youngest  child  of  Gerhart 
Henkel  (oldest  son  of  the  "  Pioneer.")  When  she  was  con- 
firmed at  the  New  Hanover  church,  in  April,  1750,  the 
church  record  says  she  was  the  step-daughter  of  Thomas 
Wilson,  and  14  years  of  age.  The  same  record  gives  her 
marriage  to  Heinrich  Miller  as  November  19,  1752.  She  was 
therefore  hardly  17  years  of  age  at  her  marriage  and  less  than 
2  years  of  age  when  her  mother  Anna  Catharine  married 
Thomas  Wilson  of  Perkiomen  in  (now)  Montgomery  County. 
The  Virginia  pedigrees  tell  us  she  was  married  to  a  k 'Leeson." 
In  First  Series,  p.  15,  the  reader  will  note  our  perplexity 
about  this  name,  and  we  suggested  that  she  might  have  mar- 
ried a  "  Leeson  "  as  a  second  husband.  We  had  not  then 
found  her  family.  In  this  present  year  we  not  only  discov- 
ered her  posterity,  but  slept  in  the  beautiful  home  built  by 
her  husband  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago.  Moreover,  we 
were  -served  from  dishes  used  by  her  when  General  Wash- 
ington was  a  guest  at  her  home  in  the  winter  of  1777-S. 

In  regard  to  her  name  "  Leeson  M  the  Virginia  record  is 
right  as  a  German  sees  it.  After  becoming  a  widow  she 
married  Peter  Leese.  Now  by  adding  the  German  feminine 
terminal  lien"  she  did  become  ^eine  Leesen." 

The  Millers  have  an  interesting  history.  When  Conrad 
Beissel  founded  the  famous  Communistic  Society  at  Eplirata 
in  Lancaster  County,  about  1730,  the  Miller  family  became 
adherents  of  the  sect.  From  the  records  which  are  incom- 
plete, it  seems  that  there  were  two  and  perhaps  more  families 
of  this  name  in  the  society.  The  Millers  were  Swiss,  and  came 
with  the  early  Mennonite  colony  (1710J  to  Lancaster  County. 
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When  the  structure  called  '•' Hebron  "  was  built  in  1743, 
one  of  the  Millers  who  had  considerable  means,  and  was  a 
master  builder,  put  his  means  into  the  building  besides  his 
services  as  builder. 

In  course  of  time  several  of'  his  sons  becoming  dissatisfied 
with  the  communistic  life  of  the  "  Brotherhood  "  determined 
to  withdraw.  The  father  now  sought  to  recover  the  equity 
he  had  in  "  Hebron."  This  of  course  caused  a  trouble  in 
the  Community  which  was  adjusted' by  giving  him  100  acres 
of  the  Community  land  in  his  own  right. 

Here  we  introduce  Henry  Miller,  a  son,  who  gained'  this 
tract  and  built  the  large  stone  mansion  at  "  Erb's  Corners  " 
in  1763J  Henry  Miller  was  obliged  to  resort  to  the  highest 
court  in  the  Province  for  a  title  to  the  property.  This  was 
effected  in  1770  by  the  socalled  tripart  agreement . 

Henry  Miller  was  a  very  active  and'  energetic  man  and 
prospered  accordingly.  In  1777  he  erected  a  large  stone 
house,  on:  another  tract  which  he  owned,  employing  paroled 
Hessian: prisoners  of.  war  to  do  the  work..  He  also  had  a 
tannery. 

During  the  Revolution  there  were. stirring/times  about  Eph-. 
rata.  In  September,  1777,  was  fought  the  disastrous  battle  of 
Brandywine,  scarce  50  miles  away..  The  buildings  of  the 
Ephrata  cloister  with  their  ideal  sanitary  conditions  were  at 
once  taken  possession  of  for  hospital  purposes.  Only  one 
building,  u  Kedar,"  on  -u  Zion  Hill,"  was  used  as  a  hospital," 
and. the  others, were,  used  as  quarters  for  the  nurses,  medical" 
Staff,  «Scc.     About  500  sick  and  wounded  Continental  soldiers 


S;  For  a  complete  history  of  the  Ephrata  Brotherhood;  see  "  The  Ger^ 
man  Sectarians  of  America,"  2  Vols.,  by  Julius  F.  Sachse.  Dr.  Sachse  is  in 
error  when  he  says  that  Heinrich  Miller  who  built  the  mansion  at  "  Erb's 
Corners  "  was  the  same  person  who  financed  and  built  "  Hebron  "  in  1743. 
Heinrich  Miller  was  born  in  1728,  and  hence  a  youth  when  "  He-iron  "  was 
erected.     He  was  one  of  several  sons  of  the  builder. 
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were  brought  here.     Some  were  also  taken  to  Reamstown, 
several  miles  distant. 

"Kedar,"  the  sacred  saal  of  the  "  Brotherhood,"  where 
for  many  years  nothing  was  heard  but  the  voice  of  song  and 
praise,  soon  became  a  enamel  house  and  witnessed  woe  and 
suffering  seldom  equaled.  Within  a  few  weeks  after  the  hos- 
pital was  established  the  deadly  "camp  fever"  broke  out 
and  was  soon  beyond  all  medical  control.  The  result  of  the 
epidemic  was  the  death  of  over  200  soldiers  besides  a  large 
number  of  the  nurses  and  physicians. 

Henry  Miller  whose  home  was  adjacent  to  the  cloister 
grounds  was  not  a  man  to  stand  back  in  a  crisis  like  this. 
With  his  two  sons  then  in  the  patriot  army,  he  too  was  will* 
ing  to  make  a  sacrifice  personally  for  the  cause.  Braving 
the  danger  of  infection  he  ministered  to  the  needs  of  the  sick 
and  dying.  Ere  long  he  too  took  the  deadly  fever  and  paid 
the  penalty  of  his  devotion  with  his  life. 

On  his  deathbed,  January  9,  1778,  he  made  his  will  and 
died  on  the  12th.  The  provisions  of  his  will  are  (see  Will 
book  "C,"  p.  560).  (1)  His  son-in-law  John  Jones  shall 
have  one-fourth  of  his  plantation,  said  to  contain  106  acres. 
(2)  Oldest  son  Joint  and  son  Henry  shall  have  the  residue. 
John  to  have  the  new  house  and  tanyard,  and  Henry  to  have 
the  homestead.  (3)  Sons  John  and  Henry  to  pay  daughter 
Elisabeth  the  sum  of  30Q  pounds  each  as  her  share  of  the 
real  estate.  (4)  He  gave  his  son-in-law  John  Jones  one- 
fourth  of  his  plantation  adjoining  Michael  Zerfoss,  said  to 
contain  79  acres.  His  sons  John  and  Henry  to  have  the  balr" 
ance  as  tenant's  in  common.  (5)  His  wife  Susanna  shall  have 
her  home  in  one  of  the  houses  of  his  estate  during  her  widT" 
owhood.  He  also  gave  her  much  furniture,  &c.  (6)  To 
daughter  Susanna  He  gave  a  bed,  horse,  &c: 

Henry  Miller  was  born  March  12,  1728,  and  died  January 
1-2,  1778.  He  was  buried  in  the  old  cloister  graveyard 
within  a  rod  of  ;'  Hebron,"  built  by  his  father  in  1743.    His 
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fine  tombstone  is  well  preserved,  and  has  cut  on  it  a  crown 
and  two  lilies. 

The  widow,  Susanna  Margareta  Henkel  Miller,  married 
again  in  1781,  as  said,  to  Peter.  Leese.  Again  becoming  a 
widow  she  spent  the  last  days  of  her  life  with  her  son  Henry 
Miller,  Jr. ,  at  the  old  homestead.  The  date  of  her  death  and 
place  of  burial  are  at  present  unknown  to  us. 

Henry  Miller,  Sr.,  was  survived  by  four  children,  all  men- 
tioned in  his  will. 

(1)  John,  "  my  oldest  son,"  was  born  September  16,  1755, 
and  baptized  at  New  Hanover,  as  may  be  seen  in  the  church 
records  there.  He  was  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution  and  a 
man  of  family.  Through  bad  management  he  lost  the 
splendid  estate  willed  him  by  his  father.  After  shifting  about 
for  some  years  he  disappears  from  all  records  prior  to  1790, 
and  is  said  to  have  moved  to  the  frontier  where  he  and  his 
entire  family  were  killed  by  the  Indians. 

(2)  Susanna.  John  Jones  married  Susanna,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Henry  and  Susanna  Henkel  Miller,  in  1776.  He  was 
a  soldier  of  the  Revolution  and  lived  at  Ephrata  on  the 
property  inherited  by  Mrs.  Jones  from  her  father. 

Their  children  were:  (1)  Charles,  (2)  William,  (3)  Jesse, 
(4)  John,  (5)  Conrad,  (6)  Thomas.  Of  the  foregoing  we  have 
the  family  of  (3)  Jesse  and  wife  Hannah  Hart  as  follows: 
(a)  John  Eby,  starved  to  death  in  prison  at  Andersonville, 
Georgia,  in  Civil  War  ;  (b)  Susanna,  married  Geo.  Laush, 
Massillon,  Ohio;  (c)  Mary,  married  a  Wolfskill,  Womels- 
dorf,  Pennsylvania;  (d)  William,  Massillon,  Ohio;  (e)  Sarah, 
married  Martin  Irvine,  Ephrata,  Pennsylvania;  (f)  Jesse, 
Ephrata,  Pennsylvania;  (g)  Ha7inah,  married ?  Cleve- 
land, Ohio;  (h)  Catharine,  married  an  Ehrhart,  Royersford, 
Pennsylvania  ;    (i)  A?inie,  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania. 

(3)  Elisabeth  was  married  to  John  Tchantz,  a  descendant 
of  Bishop  John  Tchantz  of  the  Menuonite  church  who  came 
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to  Lancaster  County  from  Switzerland  prior  to  1718.  (See 
Rupp's  Lane.  Co.,  p.  81.)  The  name  of  this  family  has 
been  anglicised  to  Johns  and  germanized  to  Yo)itz.  As 
known  to  us  it  is  "  Johns."  The  reader  will  note  the  great 
similarity  of  the  names  of  Henry  Miller's  sons-in-law.  One 
was  John  Jones,  the  other  John  Johns.  Ere  we  discovered 
the  distinction,  the  similarity  greatly  perplexed  us,  and  we 
thought  there  must  be  a  mistake  somewhere  in  the  records. 
Col.  F.  A.  French  of  the  U.  S.  Army  is  a  Henkel  descend- 
ant through  the  Johns  family. 

John  Tchantz  (Johns)  and  wife  Elisabeth  Miller  had  chil- 
dren as  follows  :  (1)  Henry s  born  1774,  married  1804  in 
Ohio  ;  Martha  — —  ?  ,  had  but  one  child  ;  Eliza ,  born  1805, 
married  Henry  Rudesill  ;  (2)  Jacobs  born  1776;  (3)  John, 
born  1778  ;  (4)  George,  born  1784  ;  (5)  Michael,  born  1790  ; 
(6)  Hettie,  born  1794,  married  a  Carpenter ;  (7)  Susan,  born 
1797,  married  a  Ruth,  removed  to  Stirling,  Illinois,  where 
the  family  became  prominent. 

Henry,  Jr.,  born  April  5,  1760,  died  at  the  old  homestead, 
November  24, 1832,  and  was  buried  on  "  Zion  Hill"  (Cloister 
grounds.)  Seemingly  great  deference  was  paid  him,  as  he 
and  many  of  his  posterity  are  buried  in  a  row  as  if  on  reserv- 
ed ground.  Nearby  is  the  magnificent  monument  erected  by 
Pennsylvania  in  memory  of  the  heroes  who  died  of  the  epi- 
demic. '  They  were  buried  in  deep  trenches  immediately 
after  death.  After  "  Kedar"  was  vacated,  it  was  burned  to 
the  ground  as  a  sanitary  measure. 

On  April  1,  1783,  Henry  Miller,  Jr.,  married  the  widow 
Catharine  Deshong,  who  had  two  children,  and  presented  a 
round  dozen  more  to  her  second  husband,  Henry  Miller. 
The  children  were  as  follows  :  (1)  Anna  ;  (2)  Peter  ;  (3)  Sit- 
sanna ;  (/£)  Maria,  who  died  in  infancy;  (5)  Henry,  jd, 
born  1784,  died  1866,  (Zion  Hill,)  married  Catharine  Miller 
of  North  Carolina;   (6)  Jacob,  born  1787,  died  1838,  married 
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Susanna  Sherk,  born  1792,  died  1856;  (7)  Samuel,  born 
1802,  died  1838,  married  Eydia  Wechter ;  (8)  Sarah,  born — ? 
married  Daniel  Bubb  ;  (9)  Margaret,  born  1799,  died  1848, 
single;  (10)  Catharine •-,  born  — ,  died  — ,  married  John 
Lesher — the  latter  had  son  John,  father  of  Pierce  Lesher  of 
Reamstown,  prominent  in  business  circles;  (11)  Lyrfia,  born 
1805,  died  1901,  married  William  Koenigmacher,  born  1797, 
died  18S1;  (12)  Christena,.  born  i8o8>  died  1 871,.  married 
John  T.  Miller. 

The  wife  Catharine,  born  175S,  died  1829,  is  buried  by  her 
husband's  side,  and  what  is  remarkable  also  her  two  daugh- 
ters by  her  former  husband,  Deshong.  They  were  Margaret 
and  Elizabeth.  The  latter  was  wife  of  C.  Shaffer.  She  was 
born  1778,  died  1862.  On  her  tombstone  she  is  called  tcthe 
daughter  of  Henry  Miller, "'  which  is  an  error. 

In  a  future  issue  we  will  give  more  concerning  the  fore- 
going families.  Meantime  we  will  notice  in  brief  Mrs..  Eydia 
Koenigmacher.  We  must  ever  regret  that  we  never  came  in 
touch  with  this  woman  who  was  a  typical  and  representative 
Henkel  descendant.  She  died  in  her  ninety-seventh  year 
with  her.  mental  faculties  unimpaired.  She  was  a  living  en- 
cyclopedia of  our  family  history,  and  known  far  and  wide  for 
her  intelligence.  At  her  death  the'  newspapers  gave  elabor- 
ate sketches  of  her  life.  It  was  she  who  rescued  from  her 
grandfather's  garret  the  study  chair  of  her' great  grandfather, 
"  the  Pioneer,"  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel'.  She  had 
but  one  child,  Rebecca,  wife  of  Moore  Connell  of  Ephrata.. 
She  died  a  widow  in  1898,  aged  72.  Mrs.  Connell  had  five 
daughters — all  unmarried:  Susan,  died  1909 ;  Abbie,  died 
1904 ;  Maggie ;  Bella;  and  Nora.  The  surviving  sisters 
occupy  the  Connell  mansion  at  Ephrata.  They  are  highly 
refined  and  gifted' ladies,  and  we  owe  much  to  what  they  re- 
membered of  "what  grandmother  Koenigmacher  said."

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MORE  INTERESTING  RELICS  OF  THE 
PIONEER. 

In  the  First  Series  will  be  found  a  description  of  several 
articles  brought  over  with  the  family  of  the  ' '  Pioneer' '  in  1 7 1 7 . 
They  are  a  bandbox,  beautifully  ornamented  with  poppies 
and  tulips  in  natural  size  and  color,  with  portraits  of  Johanna 
Fredrica  Henkel,  oldest  daughter  of  the  Pioneer,  and  her 
husband,  Valentine  Geiger,  to  whom  she  was  married  about 
1 715.  This  box  is  in  possession  of  the  Editor.  Then  also 
a  silver  spoon  said  to  have  been  part  of  the  plate  given  as  a 
wedding  gift  to  the  u  Pioneer's  "  wife.  It  has  engraved  on  it  a 
heart  pierced  with  forget-me-nots,  coat  of  arms  of  the  Ger- 
man nobility,  and  the  date,  1685,  supposedly  the  time  of 
their  marriage.  This  spoon  is  in  the  possession  of  Ambrose 
L.  Henkel  of  New  Market,  Virginia.  Since  April,  19 13,  we 
have  unearthed  many  more  as  follows  : 

(1)  On  April  10th,  we  discovered  the  study  chair  of  the 
"  Pioneer  "  at  the  home  of  the  Misses  Connell,  at  Ephrata, 
elsewhere  pictured  and  described.  These  ladies  put  us  on 
the  track  of  the  Shultz  family  which  we  had  not  hitherto 
been  able  to  locate.  On  June  2d,  we  visited  Mrs.  Susan 
Shultz  Stout  of  Newmanstown,  Lebanon  County,  where  a 
great  surprise  awaited  us.  Mrs.  Stout  is  a  well  informed 
woman,  and  gave  us  clews  respecting  many  things  of  inter- 
est. She  said  her  great  aunt,  Maria  Catharine  Filson,  a 
Revolutionary  widow,  elsewhere  spoken  of,  had  a  large 
number  of  ancestral  relics.  Having  no  heirs  they  were 
scattered  at  her  death  in  1806.  It  is  likely  that  the  articles 
herewith  described  formed  part  of  her  collection. 

(2)  Mrs.  Stout  has  a  bandbox  like  the  Editor's,  but  differ- 
ent portraits,  flowers,  and  legend  ;  (Query,  who  are  the  char- 
acters ?  Perhaps  Gerhart  and  wife,  oldest  son  of  the  "  Pion- 
eer." They  are  supposed  to  have  married  before  coming  to 
America.) 
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(3)  A  straw  hamper  of  peculiar  make  and  pattern. 

(4)  A  large  amethyst,  beautifully  cut  but  unmounted. 

(5)  A  silver  salt  spoon — sheaf  of  wheat  and  sickle  on 
handle. 

(6)  A  beautiful  teapot  belonging  to  Mrs.  Stout's  nephew, 
Dr.  William  Ibach.     This  was  presented  to  the  Editor. 

(7)  Dr.  Ibach  also  had  the  u  stein"  of  the  "  Pioneer/' 
This  he  gave  to  his  sister,  but  will  recover  it  for  the  Editor's 
collection. 

(8)  Mrs.  Bevan,  of  Mauch  Chunk,  Pennsylvania,  has  the 
baptismal  bowl  of  the  "Pioneer."  It  is  green  glass,  gold 
rimmed,  and  most  beautiful. 

(9)  Mrs.  Stout's  uncle,  John  Shultz,  had  a  most  beautiful 
pincushion,  the  cushion  part  encircled  by  a  silver  chain. 

(10)  Another  relative  had  a  pair  of  sugar  tongs  of 
unique  design.  To  the  Editor  it  is  marvelous  that  after  the 
lapse  of  almost  two  hundred  years  these  priceless  relics  of 
our  foreparents  should  come  to  light.  We  have  thought  it  a 
good  plan  to  assemble  all  these  relics  for  inspection  by  all 
our  kin  who  may  attend  the  dedication  of  the  ancestral  mon- 
ument at  Germantown. 

THE  "UNKNOWN  "   GRANDDAUGHTER. 

A  granddaughter  of  the  "  Pioneer,"  living  in  Germantown 
prior  to  1815,  exhibited  to  Rev.  Ambrose  Henkel,of  Virginia, 
much  of  the  family  plate  of  our  foreparents.  She  offered 
him  a  silver  dish  and  spoon  out  of  the  set.  For  some  reason 
he  did  not  take  the  plate,  but  took  the  spoon  now  in  posses- 
sion of  Ambrose  E.  Henkel  already  mentioned.  She  also  had 
the  diary  of  the  "  Pioneer,"  and  Ambrose  read  of  the  noble 
lineage,  persecution,  and  expulsion  of  his  ancestor.  The 
name  of  this  woman  is  lost,  but  the  late  Rev.  D.  M.  Henkel, 
who  with  the  above  Rev.  Ambrose  Henkel  and  his  brother, 
Dr.    Solomon    Henkel,  prepared    the  "  Virginia  pedigrees  ': 
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about  1843,  informed  the  Editor  that  it  was  a  daughter  of 
Valentine  Geiger.  We  thought  it  then  an  improbability 
for  the  reason  that  we  were  under  the  impression  that  there 
was  but  one  of  Geiger's  daughters  to  whom  this  could  apply, 
namely,  Maria  Margaret  a, 'married  in  1746  to  John  Staple- 
ton.  She  died  in  1794,  and  hence  not  the  one.  There  was 
one  daughter,  however,  that  fills  the  bill  exactly.  This  was 
Anna  Barbara,  second  daughter  of  Geiger.  The  New  Han- 
over church  record  gives  her  age  as  17  at  her  confirmation 
in  1754,  hence  she  was  born  in  1737.  Her  mother  died  soon 
after  and  her  father  married  again.  The  children  of  the 
second  marriage  we  do  not  exploit  in  the  Memorial.  We 
find  moreover,  that  Anna  Barbara  Geiger  married,  in  1755, 
George  Kast,  a  widower  of  Germantowu.  They  had  chil- 
dren recorded  in  old  St.  Michael's  record.  Anna  Barbara 
became  a  widow  prior  to  the  U.  S.  Census  of  1790,  as  her 
husband  nowhere  appears,  but  others  of  the  name,  u  Kast," 
probably  sons.  Rev.  David  Henkel  told  us  that  Rev. 
Ambrose  said  the  donor  was  a  widow,  and  aged  about  85 
years  when  he  interviewed  her. 

On  page  123,  First  Series,  the  reader  will  see  that  we  pro- 
posed Mrs.  Barbara  Conrad,  only  daughter  of  Anthony  2d, 
of  Germantown,  as  the  probable  ;'  unknown."  Mrs.  Conrad 
became  a  widow  in  1774,  and  some  of  her  sons  went  to  her 
brothers  in  North  Carolina.  She  was  a  few  years  older  than 
her  cousin  Mrs.  Kast.  One  of  these  two  women  doubtless 
was  the  "  unknown  granddaughter." 

MARIA  ELISABETH  KUHN. 

Maria  Elisabeth  was  the  name  of  one  of  the  daughters  of 
our  foreparents.  She  now  remains  the  only  one  of  the 
<;  Pioneer's  "  family  we  have  not  recovered.  The  Virginia 
pedigrees  say  she  married  E/ias  Kuhn.  Who  was  Ellas 
Kuhn  ?  We  cannot  find  him  among  the  German  immigrants, 
the  names  of  over  thirty  thousand  of  which  are  given  in  the

Pennsylvania  Archives.  We  have  a  list  of  the  tax-payers  of 
Philadelphia  County  prior  to  1734.  The  present  Montgomery 
and  most  of  Berks  County  were  then  included  in  the  county 
aforenamed.  No,  we  cannot  find  him.  However,  there  was 
a  Kuhn  family  very  prominent  iu%  the  early  history  of  Lan- 
caster County  that  we  have  thought  might  have  sprung  from 
Maria  Elisabeth  Henkel.  Our  trouble  is  with  the  name 
11  Ellas.' *  Might  he  not  have  married  and  gone  across  the 
Delaware  to  the  German  settlement  on  the  Raritan  ?  Had 
he  lived  in  Pennsylvania  we  would  be  able  to  find  him. 


A  GREAT  REVOLUTIONARY  WAR 
RECORD. 

On  page  66,  First  Series,  will  be  found  a  list  of  descend- 
ants of  the  '•  Pioneer"  who  served  in  the  War  for  Independ- 
ence. We  are  now  able  to  more  than  double  that  list,  and 
for  convenience  sake  will  make  a  neiu  list  and  give  the  au- 
thorities. We  are  sure  this  list  would  be  greatly  increased 
had  we  a  record  of  all  who  were  of  military  age.  As  it  is 
we  have  upwards  of  thirty  who  rendered  such  service  as  to 
make  their  descendants  eligible  to  membership  in  the  society 
of  "The  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution";  also  "The 
Sons  of  the  Revolution."  We  know  of  no  other  colonial 
family  that  can  surpass  the  record  we  herewith  give,  a  record 
of  which  we  may  all  justly  be  proud. 

In  this  connection  we  may  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that 
might  be  otherwise  overlooked  ;  namely,  that  where  father 
and  son  both  served,  the  service  of  the  father  bears  more  honor 
with  it  than  the  son,  and  the  member  is  entitled  to  two  in- 
scriptions on  his  badge.  For  instance,  Anthony  3d  of  Lan- 
caster was  in  the  war.  This  entitles  all  his  descendants  to 
membership.  Then  also  he  had  three  sons  in  the  service. 
The  descendants  of  these  will  get  recognition  for  their  par- 
ticular forefather  in  addition  to  the  father  of  the  sons. 
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Further,  it  is  not  necessary  in  order  to  join  one  of  these 
patriotic  societies  that  the  ancestor  must  have  been  in  actual 
military  service.  Here  are  the  conditions  to  join  the 
"Daughters;" 

"Any  woman  may  be  eligible  for  membership  who  is  of  the  age  of 
z  8  years,  and  who  is  de  see  tided  from  a  man  or  woman  who  with 
unfailing  loyalty  rendered  material  aid  to  the  cause  of  Lidepcndence. 
From  a  recognized  Patriot,  a  soldier  or  sailor  or  civil  officer  in  one 
of  the  several  Colonies  or  States,  or  of  the  United  Colonies  or  States — 
Provided,  that  the  applicant  be  acceptable  to  the  Society.''' 

We  give  several  instances  where  several  rendered  services 
without  bearing  arms  that  entitle  all  their  posterity  to 
membership  in  the  Patriotic  societies.  We  lately  discovered 
that  John  Hinkle,  Esq.,  of  York  County,  Pennsylvania, 
(born  1733,  died  1816,)  oldest  son  of  Anthony  2d  of  German- 
town,  was  a  member  of  u  The  Committee  of  Observation'1 
(1775),  for  his  county.  These  were  civic  organizations 
created  by  the  public  and  composed  of  the  leading  men  of 
the  counties.  It  was  their  business  to  advise  and  take  the 
lead  in  opposing  British  aggression.  His  son  Anthony  was 
a  lieutenant  in  the  militia.  This  would  entitle  only  the 
posterity  of  Anthony  to  membership.  The  services  of  the 
father  John,  however,  are  superior  in  that  it  entitles  all, 
including  that  of  Anthony.  This  is  but  one  example  of 
several  herewith  given,  and  which  those  interested  will  dis- 
cover for  themselves.      Here  is  the  revised  record  :

We  may  add  that  Col.  Samuel  Miles's  Rifle  Regiment,  in 
which  a  number  of  our  people  served,  was  a  "crack"  organ- 
ization that  did  some  of  the  most  severe  fighting  of  the  war. 

The  Pennsylvania  militia  were  called  into  active  service 
at  various  periods  of  the  war,  and  fought  at  Brandy  wine  and 
Germantown  in  their  own  State,  and  also  served  in  the 
u Jersey"  campaign  where  some  were  under  fire.  They 
were  called  out  by  classes  in  rotation.  Each  company  was 
divided  into  eight  classes.  This  was  a  fair  arrangement,  and 
permitted  some  to  remain  at  home,  which  was  absolutely 
necessary.  When  the  class  to  which  an  individual  belonged 
was  called  out,  he  could  remain  at  home  on  one  of  three 
conditions;  namely,  sending  a  substitute,  paying  a  big  fine, 
or  proving  physical  disability. 

We  have  no  record  of  any  of  our  kin  falling  in  action.  The 
amiable  Catherine  Filson,  granddaughter  of  Gerhart  Henkel, 
had  the  misfortune  to  lose  her  husband,  an  officer  of  the  6th 
Philadelphia  County  Militia.  We  herewith  give  (verbatim) 
her  application  for  a  pension  : 

" Petition  oj  Catharine  Fitscm  states  that  she  is  the  widow  of 
DAVID  FILSON  who  was  formerly  a  LIEUTENANT  of  a 
Company   of  Foot  in  Sixth   Battalion    of  Militia    in    Philadelphia 
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County  and  died  of  his  wounds  received  in  actual  service  of  United 
States  at  Pottstoivn  some  time  in  March,  1778."  Penna.  Arch., 
Vol.    IV.,  Second  Series,  p.  545. 


CLEWS  TO  "THE   MISSING  LINKS." 

A  most  painful  experience  for  both  the  genealogist  and 
the  one  seeking  a  connection  with  an  ancestral  family,  is  to 
come  to  a  point  where  the  relationship  is  evident  but  the 
proof  of  connection  is  wanting.  We  have  often  been  impor- 
tuned by  members  of  other  families  to  make  their  connec- 
tions, and  even  refusing  large  fees,  for  the  reason  such  work 
is  the  most  difficult,  requiring  much  time  and  patience,  and 
often  ends  either  in  a  tangle  or  blank  oblivion. 

Our  Henkel-Hinkle  family  has  an  inherent  tendency  to 
scatter.  They  are  always  "on  the  go."  We  know  some 
who  left  Pennsylvania  at  the  close  of  the  Revolution,  moved 
to  North  Carolina,  thence  to  Kentucky,  thence  to  Tennes- 
see, thence  to  Indiana  where  they  died.  Others  went  from 
Virginia  to  Ohio,  thence  to  Iowa,  thence  across  the  plains 
and  Rocky  Mountains  to  Oregon.  Reader,  think  what  such 
travel  means  per  pedes,  ox,  or  horse.  In  their  wanderings 
•  they  generally  "burnt  the  bridges  behind  them."  What  a 
contrast  between  this  family  and  many  we  know  of  who  are 
tied  to  their  grandmother's  apron  strings  and  afraid  to  get 
beyond  sight  of  the  Alleghenies. 

But  who  is  the  genealogist  that  can  keep  track  of  such  a 
restless  tribe  as  our  "Pioneer"  forefather  planted  on  this 
continent?  We  have  many  friends  who  are  undoubtedly  of 
our  stock,  but  the  proof,  such  as  would  stand  in  a  court  of 
record,  is  wanting. 

One  wealthy  lady  has  offered  us  $50  for  the  Monument 
fund,  a  western  lawyer  has  offered  us  $300  for  the  same  ob- 
ject, if  we  make  their  connection.     In  the   case  of  the  lady 
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we  have  grave  doubts  of  success,  but  in  the  case  of  the  law- 
yer we  think  we  could  make  the  connection  by  a  careful  ex- 
amination of  the  records  of  old  Rowan  County,  North  Caro- 
lina. That  county  was  the  nest  of  half  dozen  different 
Henkel-Hinkle  lines  in  Colonial  days.  There  some  of  the 
heads  of  families  died  and  their  posterity  scattered  to  "the 
West"  which  then  was  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  and  Ohio,  and 
later  Indiana  and  Missouri. 

We  will  give  a  few  of  the  many  undoubted  relatives  who 
seek  "the  missing  link,"  and  present  a  survey  of  the  field 
of  probability. 

(i)  Our  old  friend  Judge  Curry,  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
is  a  grandson  of  Jacob  Hinkle,  born  1785  in  Pennsylvania; 
married  in  Ohio  in  1805  ;  started  the  first  newspaper  in  St. 
Louis  ;  died  1859.  He  would  never,  for  some  reason,  tell 
his  connection  with  our  family  except  to  say  he  was  of  our 
stock.  Judge  Curry  is  now  89  years  of  age,  hale  and  hearty, 
and  still  able  to  deliver  addresses  occasionally. 

(2)  James  F.  Hinkle,  of  Indiana,  now  quite  aged,  is  a 
grandson  of  Jesse.  But  who  was  Jesse  ?  When  J.  F.  Hinkle 
was  a  little  boy,  old  "Aunt  Betsy  Smith,"  (born  1773,) 
daughter  of  Anthony  Hinkle  3d,  told  him  of  his  kinship  to 
her.  He  also  knew  Rev.  Nathan  Hinkle,  a  nephew  of 
( '  Aunt  Betsy  '  ■  who  also  told  him  of  their  relationship.  This 
was  almost  three  quarters  of  a  century  ago,  and  time  has 
effaced  the  recollection  of  names  and  dates. 

(3)  The  unknown  great-grandfather  of  Dr.  A.  B.  Hinkle, 
of  Macon,  Georgia,  located  in  Lincoln  County,  Tennessee, 
at  the  close  of  the  Revolution.  Dr.  James  Hinkle,  of  Sulli- 
van, Indiana,  met  the  father  of  Dr.  A.  B.  Hinkle  over  fifty 
years  ago,  and  found  they  were  relatives,  but  the  connecting 
link  is  now  lost.  It  should  not  be  a  difficult  task  to  recover 
the  name  of  the  Tennessee  pioneer,  and  we  would  probably 
be  able  to  place  him. 
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(4)  Hon.  J.  T.  Hinkle,  a  member  of  the  Oregon  State 
Legislature,  writes  us  that  his  grandfather  Minvill  Dod ridge 
Hinkle  was  born  in  North  Carolina,  emigrated  to  Kentucky 
about  1S25,  and  that  later  the  grcat-grandjathcr  with  sev- 
eral other  sons  emigrated  from  North  Carolina  to  Oceola, 
Missouri.  Now  who  was  the  great-grandfather?  These  are 
a  few  of  the  "missing"  links. 

We  will  now  give  some  possibilities  from  the  other  end  of 
the  line.  In  work  of  this  kind  we  must  work  from  both  ends 
until  the  splice  is  made. 

Long  prior  to  1800  over  half  dozen  different  stems  of  our 
family  located  in  North  Carolina.  Without  counting  the 
descendants  of  JUSTUS,  son  of  the  "Pioneer,"  and  who  are 
rather  fully  explained  in  First  Series,  we  may  notice  Jacob 
and  Philip,  sons  of  George,  of  Maryland,  the  second  son  of 
the  ( '  Pioneer. ' '  Rev.  Paul  Henkel  in  his  biography  of  1 782 , 
writes  of  the  above  Jacob  as  being  "an  old  man"  at  that 
time.  Philip  died  childless  in  1810,  leaving  all  his  posses- 
sions to  his  cousin  Benjamin  Hinkle.  We  have  no  knowl- 
edge of  the  family  of  Philip's  brother  Jacob.  He  may  have 
had  a  large  family,  some  of  whom  are  the  missing  ones. 

Again,  at  the  close  of  the  Revolution,  Anthony  Hinkle 
3d,  son  of  Anthony  2d,  of  Germantown,  removed  to  his  rel- 
atives in  Rowan  County,  North  Carolina.  Three  of  his  chil- 
dren, sons  Wendel  and  Nathan,  and  daughter  "Aunt  Betsy" 
Smith,  mentioned  above,  eventually  landed  in  Indiana; 
Joseph  in  Ohio  where  he  was  killed  by  the  Indians  in  1793; 
Anthony  4th  in  Kentucky.  But  Anthony  3d  had  other 
sons  of  whom  were  Henry  born  1772,  Peter  born  1781,  of 
whose  families  we  know  nothing.  Moreover,  there  was  a 
George  Hinkle,  living  in  Tennessee  in  1814,  whom  we  thought 
(without  proof)  to  have  been  a  son  of  Anthony  3d.  Of  his 
family  we  know  nothing. 

Then  further,  Anthony  3d  had  two  brothers  in  North 
Carolina  whose  families  we  have  not  recovered.     They  were 
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Henry,  born  1749,  and  Benjamin,  born  1751.  No  doubt  these 
men  or  their  sons  were  pioneers  in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee. 

Finally,  George  Hinkle,  of  Lancaster,  son  of  Gerhart, 
(oldest  son  of  the  "Pioneer",)  had  sons  Jacob,  John,  Jona- 
than and  George,  all  born  prior  to  1760.  These  men  were 
all  married,  Jacob  already  in  1775  ;  but  we  know  little  about 
their  families.  Several  disappear  soon  after  the  Revolution. 
One  of  these  purchased  a  farm  at  Indian  Springs,  Western 
Maryland,  prior  to  1795.  About  1830,  he  sold  his  farm  and 
removed  to  "the  West,"  leaving  behind  several  married 
daughters.  The  Editor  interviewed  a  Mrs.  Gehr,  who  said 
she  wras  a  great-granddaughter,  and  that  his  name  was  Jona- 
than, formerly  from  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania. 

From  all  this  the  reader  will  see  how  intricate  and  diffi- 
cult of  solution  are  the  problems  to  be  solved.  We  regret 
that  some  who  have  it  in  their  power  to  work  but  the  lines 
easily  expect  us  to  do  the  work  entirely. 

STILL  MORE  CONCERNING  ANTHONY  HINKLE  3D. 

In  First  Series  the  reader  will  find  a  number  of  articles  on 
Anthony  3d.  For  many  special  reasons  we  have  tried  our 
best  to  recover  this  family.  Anthony  had  a  large  family,  and 
we  are  morally  certain  that  some  of  our  excellent  kin  who 
are  seeking  their  point  of  connection,  will  find  it  in  this 
family  if  ever. 

Since  closing  the  First  Series  we  made  a  special  trip  to 
Lancaster  County  to  examine  the  New  Holland  church 
records.  Others  had  examined  them  in  vain.  From  the 
faded  German  records,  commenced  by  Rev.  John  Casper 
Stoever  in  1731,  we  recovered  four  more  of  the  children  of 
Anthony  3d.  This  brings  the  number  recovered  to  seven. 
There  is  however  a  gap  of  near  ten  years  in  which  we  must 
place  five  or  six  children  still  unknown  to  us.  At  the  close 
of  the  Revolution  the  entire  family  removed  from  Lancaster 
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County,  Pennsylvania,  to  Rowan  County,  North  Carolina, 
where  they  joined  the  half  dozen  brothers  of  Anthony  3d, 
who  had  "  gone  before,"  (p.  50,  F.  S.) 

We  will  now  give  a  summary  of  what  we  certainly  know 
to  date. 

(1)  Anthony  Henkel  3d  was  the  son  of  Anthony  2d,  of 
Germantown,  youngest  son  of  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob,  the 
"  Pioneer,"  (p.  49,  F.  S.) 

(2)  On  April  19,  1756,  he  married  Maria  Magdalena,  the 
daughter  of  Wendel  Zwickerof  "  Earltown"  (New  Holland,) 
Lancaster  County,  (St.  Mich.,  Phila.,  Ch.  rec.) 

(3)  He  did  not,  as  we  erroneously  said,  take  up  his  resi- 
dence in  Lancaster  County,  but  lived  in  the  vicinity  of  Ger- 
mantown in  "  Philadelphia  County." 

(4)  His  father-in-law  Zwicker  died  in  1760,  and  there 
follow  a  number  of  legal  transactions  concerning  the  estate 
in  which  his  son-in-law  Hinkle  is  mentioned  as  a  resident 
of  Philadelphia  County.  Finally  a  partition  of  the  estate, 
comprising  300  acres,  is  effected  in  1764,  in  which  the 
daughter  Magdalena,  wife  of  Anthony  Hinkle  of  "  Philadel- 
phia County,"  is  given  81  acres  of  this  land. 

(5)  The  widow  of  Wendel  Zwicker  having  established 
her  residence  in  u  New  Design"  (the  old  name  for  New 
Holland)  died  in  June,  1772,  leaving  by  will  her  home  in 
4 c  New  Design  "  to  her  daughter  Mrs.  Magdalena  Hinkle. 
That  the  Hinkles  took  possession  of  the  property  is  shown 
in  the  fact  that  thereafter  Anthony  Hinkle  pays  tax  on  a 
house  and  lot  in  Earl  Township  in  which  "  New  Design" 
is  situated. 

(6)  Having  taken  up  his  residence  at  New  Holland  we 
should  expect  to  find  Anthony  Hinkle  on  record  in  the 
M  Earltown"  Lutheran  church  book.  Our  reasoning  was  cor- 
rect, and  we  found  Anthony  Hinkle  and  wife  as  regular  com- 
municants, and   their  children  born  there  recorded.     Several 
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pages  of  the  record  are  so  hopelessly  faded  that  we  think  we 
missed  several.  We  found  Anthony  (4th),  Henry,  Margaret, 
and  Peter.  The  record  of  Nathan  we  found  in  St.  Michael's, 
Germantown.  That  book,  too,  is  in  bad  condition,  and  no 
doubt  contains  names  of  other  children  now  undecipherable. 
We  here  give  the  children  of  record  as  follow  : 

(a)  Wendel,  born  May,  1757;  Revolutionary  soldier ;  died 
1838,  Sullivan  County,  Indiana. 

(b)  Nathaniel  (Nathan),  born  March  7,  175S;  Revolu- 
tionary soldier;   died  1848,  Sullivan,  Indiana. 

(c)  Anthony,  born  May  11,  1770  ;  died,  Springfield,  Ten- 
nessee, "aged  over  90  years."     See  p.  136,  First  Series. 

(d)  Henry,  born  October  4,  1772  (we  have  no  further 
record). 

(e)  Elisabeth  (Aunt  Betsy  Smith).  According  to  her  tes- 
timony in  behalf  of  her  brother  Nathan  for  a  pension  (date 
1844),  her  age  then  is  given  as  73  years.  She  was  said  to 
have  been  born  January  10,  1773.  This  date  must  surely 
be  an  error  when  compared  with  the  birth  of  Henry.  Her 
husband  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier.  They  lived  in  Sulli- 
van County,  Indiana.      (See  First  Series,  p.  105.) 

(f)  Margaret,  baptized  April  27,  1777. 

(g)  Peter,  born  January  7',  1781. 

Can  it  be  that  J  A  COB  HINKLE,  born  in  Pennsylvania, 
1785,  grandfather  of  Judge  Curry,  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
was  also  a  son  ?  There  would  be  a  difference  in  the  ages  of 
her  oldest  (Wendel)  and  Jacob  of  29  years.  This  is  quite 
possible  and  several  circumstances  point  that  way.  See  item 
following. 

(7)  At  the  close  of  the  Revolution,  as  said,  the  family 
removed  to  Rowan  County,  North  Carolina.  Anthony  Hin- 
kle,  however,  pays  taxes  on  the  house  and  lot  at  New  Hol- 
land till  1794,  but  the  U.  S.  Census  of  1790  shows  that  he 
has  gone.     In  the  fall  of  1787,  Rev.  Paul  Henkel  says  in  his 
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journal  that  he  returned  from  a  preaching  trip  made  to 
Rowan  County,  North  Carolina.  He  was  accompanied  as 
far  as  his  home  in  Virginia  by  Mrs.  Anthony  Henkel,  tc  My 
father's  cousin's  wife,"  as  he  says.  She  was  on  her  way  to 
visit  her  old  home,  New  Holland,  Pennsylvania,  and  was  on 
horseback,  carrying  her  "  sohnlein  n  (little  son)  in  her  arms. 
This  was  hardly  Peter  who  at  this  time  was  almost  seven 
years  of  age.  We  see  how  Jacob  would  fit  in.  That  was  a 
great  undertaking  for  a  woman  well  up  in  years,  to  ride  on 
horseback  with  her  little  son  from  North  Carolina  to  Penn- 
sylvania. Little  wonder  her  posterity  are  "stalwarts."  In  a 
subsequent  issue  we  will  have  something  to  say  of  supposed 
sons.  We  may  yet  add  for  the  benefit  of  her  descendants, 
that  her  father,  Wendel  Zwicker,  as  per  record  in  the  "  Earl- 
town  "  church  book,  was  born  May  4,  1702  ;  married  his 
wife  Margareta  in  1722  ;  migrated  from  Germany  to  Penn- 
sylvania in  1737  ;  and  died  in  1760.  He  is  said  to  have 
been  the  father  of  nine  children,  but  they  must  have  died 
with  the  exception  of  a  son,  who  is  called  sometimes 
11  Ignatz  "  and  u  Nathaniel  "  who  gained  the  old  homestead  ; 
and  daughter  Elisabeth,  wife  of  Michael  Oberlin  ;  and  Mag- 
dalena,  wife  of  Hinkle.  We  discovered  the  tombstone  of 
Zwicker,  the  pioneer,  near  to  the  entrance  of  the  old  church 
yard.  Around  him  sleep  the  ancestors  of  the  Kinzers,  Dil- 
lers,  and  many  others  whose  posterity  are  an  honor  to  the 
German  race  throughout  our  great  Union.

The  Ancestral  Monument — Dr.  Casper  O.  Miller,  of  New 
Market,  Virginia,  treasurer  of  the  Monument  Fund,  reports 
slow  progress.  If  you  have  not  yet  sent  in  your  subscrip- 
tion for  this  laudable  object,  do  so  at  once.

Gerhart  Henkel  Number — This  issue  may  be  called  "  The 
Gerhart  Henkel  Number,"  for  the  reason  that  so  much 
attention  is  paid  his  family.  Only'  three  years  ago  this 
branch  was  lost  to  all  the  other  branches.  From  the  old 
Virginia  pedigrees  we  knew  the  names  of  his  five  children. 
That's  all.  Little  by  little  we  unraveled  the  tangled  skein, 
and  these  noble  people  now  take  their  place  among  their 
kin  in  the  great  Henkel  family.  A  number  of  the  descend- 
ants of  Gerhart  Henkel  attained  distinction  in  public  life, 
and  will  be  given  publicity  in  a  subsequent  number. 

Rev.  Paul  HenkeVs  Autobiography — Since  closing  the 
First    Series    of    "  The    Henkel    Memorial,"   we  have    had 
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access  to  the  biography  of  Rev.  Paul  Henkel,  bom  1754, 
died  1825.  It  is  written  by  himself  and  brings  his  history 
down  to  1S00.  A  good  translation  has  been  made,  and  much 
of  its  material  could  be  utilized  in  writing  a  history  of 
this  eminent  man.  We  feel  that  not  only  the  man  deserves 
a  wider  recognition,  but  the  Lutheran  Church  of  which  he 
was  one  of  the  American  founders  should  have  a  better 
knowledge  of  his  great  services.  While  the  manuscript  is 
valuable,  it  is  remarkable  to  us  because  of  what  it  does  not 
contain.  He  has  but  little  to  say  about  his  relatives.  Does 
not  mention  the  death  of  his  grandfather  Justus.,  or  father 
Jacob,  nor  of  his  sister  who  was  burned  to  death  in  a  fort 
during  the  French  and  Indian  War.  This  is  to  us  remarka- 
ble. He  was  not  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  as  we  had 
thought.  We  hope  in  a  subsequent  issue  to  give  some  of  its 
interesting  matter. 

Remarkable  Twins — Rev.  George  Hinkle,  D.  D.,  of  Sac- 
ramento, California,  and  Mrs.  Lizzie  Crawford,  of  Buffalo, 
New  York,  are  twins,  born  in  1825,  and  now  88  years  of  age. 
Their  brother  Rev.  Richard  Hinkle,  D.  D.,  of  York,  Penn- 
sylvania, is  also  past  80  years  of  age  and  still  able  to  preach 
with  vigor.  They  were  born  in  Western  Maryland  and 
descended  from  George  Henkel,  second  son  of  the  "Pioneer," 
who  located  in  that  State  prior  to  1740.    (P.  26,  First  Series.) 

Our  Scientific  Relatives — Years  ago  there  lived  a  man  near 
Newmanstown,  Lebanon  County,  Pennsylvania,  who  was 
known  the  world  over  as  c<  The  learned  blacksmith."  This 
was  Lawrence  S.  /bach,  who  shares  with  Elihu  Burrett, 
another  blacksmith  astronomer,  the  honor  of  being  among 
the  world's  greatest  astronomical  mathematicians.  For 
many  years  Ibach  plied  the  forge  by  day  and  his  telescope 
by  night.  For  many  years,  too,  he  furnished  the  astronom- 
ical calculations  for  most  of  the  almanacs  published  in 
America.  Since  his  death,  his  son  William,  who  inherited 
his  father's  genius,  has  carried  on   the  work.     It   will   sur- 
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prise  many  who  have  admired  the  talent    of    this  family,  to 
know  that  they  belong  to  our  great  Henkel  kinship. 

Mr.  Andrew  P.  Henkel,  of  Cincinnati,  is  another  self-made 
scientist,  and  has  the  finest  telescope  in  the  hands  of  a  pri- 
vate individual  in  the  West.  We  hope  to  give  more  space 
to  these  worthy  members  of  our  family  in  a  future  number 
of  the  Memorial. 

A  Henkel  Patriarch — Father  Jacob  Henkel,  of  Philomath, 
Oregon,  seems  to  be  the  representative  patriarch  of  the  Hen- 
kel relationship.  He  is  now  almost  89  years  of  age  and 
pretty  well  preserved.  He  is  one  of  the  three  living  great- 
great-grandchildren  of  the  u  Pioneer,"  and  what  is  remarka- 
ble is  himself  a  great-great-grandfather \  and  hence  stands 
exactly  in  the  middle  between  his  exiled  ancestor  who  died 
185  years  ago  and  his  own  posterity.  He  is  the  son  of  Jacob, 
Sr.,  son  of  Justus,  Jr.,  son  of  Justus,  Sr.,  of  Virginia,  son 
of  the  "  Pioneer,"  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel.  His  father 
was  born  in  Virginia  in  1788,  removed  to  Ohio  in  181 2,  from 
there  to  Iowa  in  1839,  and  thence  with  all  his  large  family, 
some  of  whom  wrere  married,  he  crossed  the  plains  and  Rocky 
Mountains  in  1853,  locating  in  Oregon  where  he  died  in 
1875,  aged  87  years.  For  the  story  of  this  great  transconti- 
nental journey,  see  page  156. 

Jacob  Henkel  has  68  descendants  as  follow  :  7  children, 
24  grandchildren,  30  great-grandchildren,  and  7  great-great- 
grandchildren. His  posterity  is  worthy  of  its  connection 
with  the  Henkel  family.  Four  are  ministers  of  the  Gospel. 
One  is  in  the  Oregon  and  another  in  the  Washington  State 
legislature. 

We  may  yet  add  that  father  Jacob  Henkel  is  the  president 
of  The  Henkel  Association  of  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  that 
they  have  lately  sent  to  Dr.  Casper  O.  Miller,  of  New  Market, 
Virginia,  the  sum  of  $55,  to  be  divided  between  the  Monu- 
ment and  Henkel  Memorial  Publication  fund. 
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BIOGRAPHICAL. 

Null.  On  April  25,  1913,  Eleonora  Henkel  Null,  youngest 
and  only  surviving  child  of  the  noted  theologian,  Rev.  David 
Henkel,  (son  of  Rev.  Paul,)  passed  to  her  reward  at  Con- 
over,  North  Carolina.  She  was  84  years  of  age ;  and  was 
the  last  surviving  link  of  a  remarkable  family.  (P.  89,  First 
Series.)  With  her  departure  there  remains  but  one  grand- 
child of  the  great  Rev.  Paul  Henkel  among  us.  Are  we 
right?  She  was  twice  married.  Judge  P.  C.  Little,  of 
Globe,  Arizona,  is  a  son  by  her  first  husband. 

Henkel.  On  June  8,  1913,  there  died  at  Philomath,  Ore- 
gon, the  beloved  companion  of  our  aged  Jacob  Henkel,  pres- 
ident of  "  The  Henkel  Association"  of  the  Pacific  Coast. 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Conger  Henkel  was  almost  j8  years  of  age 
and  had  an  eventful  history.  As  the  wife  of  Ichabod  Hen- 
kel she  was  one  of  the  party  that  made  the  great  overland 
journey  from  Iowa  to  Oregon  in  1853,  described  on  page 
156,  First  vSeries.  After  the  death  of  Ichabod  she  was  mar- 
ried to  his  younger  brother  Jacob,  who  now  so  deeply  mourns 
the  loss  of  this  pious  and  gifted  woman.      Vale. 

In  this  connection  we  may  remark  that  Jacob  Henkel  is  now 
88  years  of  age.  His  brother  Andrew  Jackson,  of  Priest  River, 
Idaho,  is  85,  and  their  cousin  Mary  Ann  Henkel  Hoover,  of 
Iowa,  is  82  years  of  age.  We  are  sure  they  are  the  closest  links 
to  the  u  Pioneer"  of  any  one  living.  They  are  great-great- 
grandchildren. There  are  plenty  of  aged  people  who  have  de- 
scendants of  this,  or  the  fifth  remove.  The  pedigree  of  the 
brothers  is  as  follows  :  (1)  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel,  the 
"Pioneer;"  (2)  Justus,  his  son;  (3)  Justus,  Jr.;  (4)  Jacob. 
who  moved  from  Virginia  to  Ohio,  thence  to  Iowa,  and 
thence  to  Oregon  ;  (5)  Jacob  and  Andrew  Jackson,  his  sons. 
Mrs.  Hoover  comes  from  the  same  line,  her  father  Abraham 
being  a  son  of  Justus,  Jr.

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PRINCE   GUIDO   HENKEL 
Present  head  of  the  Henkel  family  in  the  Fatherland

GUIDO    HENCKEL,   PRINCE  vox  DONNERS- 
MARCK. 

In  the  first  issue  of  The  Henkel  Memorial  the  reader 
will  note  that  our  ancestor,  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel, 
emanated  from  the  German  nobility,  and  descended  from 
Count  Conrad  Henckel  von  Donnersmarck,  who  was  one  of 
the  commanders  of  the  Hungarian  army  in  its  unequal  battle 
with  the  Turks  at  Mohacks,  in  1527. 

Our  readers  wTill  doubtless  be  interested  in  the  following 
account  of  the  present  head  of  the  Henkel  family  of  Ger- 
many. We  have  already  noted  that  in  1895  the  Emperor, 
William,  elevated  the  Donnersmarck  branch  to  the  rank  of 
Princes  of  the  German  Empire. 

The  present  head  of  the  house  is  Prince  Guide  Henckel, 
who  is  nearly  ninety  years  of  age,  and  bids  fair  to  reach  the 
age  of  his  father,  Count  Htnckel,  who  died  at  the  age  of 
ninety-six.  Thus  we  note  that  the  trait  of  longevity  in- 
heres in  the  family,  whether  German  or  American,  as  we 
have  often  pointed  out. 

It  may  interest  our  people  to  know  that  Guido  Henckel 
is  the  richest  man  in  Germany,  and  there  are  few  richer  men 
in  the  world.  His  wealth  consists  in  mines,  factories,  real 
estate,  government  and  municipal  bonds,  steamship  lines, 
&c,  all  over  Europe  and  America.  Although  but  a  small 
part  of  his  wealth  is  in  Germany,  yet  in  his  Fatherland  his 
assessed  property  amounts  to  sixty-five  millions  of  dollars, 
and  his  taxes  amounted  to  three  millions  of  dollars  in  the 
year  1913. 

His  principal  residence  is  at  Neidcck  which  is  the   seat  of 
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the  Doimersmarck  branch  of  our  family  since  1608.  Here 
Prince  Guido  Henckel  has  a  palace  which  far  surpasses  in 
grandeur  that  of  most  sovereigns  of  the  world. 

Prince  Guido  Henckel  was  a  close  and  intimate  friend  of 
old  Emperor  William,  grandfather  of  the  present  sovereign. 
He  was  also  a  close  friend  of  Prince  von  Bismarck  for  many 
years  Chancellor  of  Germany. 

At  the  close  of  the  Franco-Prussian  war  in  1871,  the  Em- 
peror appointed  Guido  as  governor  of  the  province  of  Lor- 
raine taken  from  France.  At  the  close  of  the  war  Henckel 
was  also  called  into  counsel  by  Bismarck  to  adjust  the  amount 
of  indemnity  France  should  pay  to  Germany,  and  Guido  is 
given  the  chief  credit  of  making  it  the  highest  penalty  any 
nation  ever  paid  for  starting  a  causeless  war.  The  amount 
was  five  thousand  millions  of  francs,  which  the  reader  can 
figure  out  to  be  one  billion  dollars  in  our  money.  His  great 
financial  and  diplomatic  ability  has  often  been  invoked  by 
the  German  government,  but  we  have  no  room  for  further 
details.  The  social  and  domestic  life  of  Prince  Guido 
Henckel  is  full  of  romantic  interest,  but  we  must  pass  it  by 
except  in  briefest  reference.  At  Paris  he  came  in  contact 
with  the  famous  Marquise  de  Piava  whose  character  would 
hardly  be  taken  as  a  model  here  in  America.  With  the  per- 
mission of  Emperor  William  he  married  her,  but  the  Mar- 
quise was  never  received  with  favor  at  the  German  court. 
Besides  all  this,  she  was  accused  by  the  French  as  having 
been  a  spy  for  the  Germans,  and  was  "turned  down,"  as  we 
say,  by  the  Empress  Eugenia.  For  all  this  Guido  and  his 
wife  "got  even"  with  unpropitious  fate.  When  Napoleon 
III.  and  Eugenia  fled  from  France,  and  their  crown  jewels, 
royal  furniture,  &c,  was  sold,  Guido  purchased  all  he  could 
get  hold  of  and  presented  them  to  his  wife.  Moreover,  he 
"got  even"  with  a  vengeance  by  building  for  his  wife,  at 
Neideck,  a  palace  the  exact  reproduction  of  St.  Cloud  the. 
home  of  the  Empress  Eugenia  at  Paris. 
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In  1884  the  wife  of  Prince  Henckel  died,  and  three  years 
later  he  married  a  fascinating  woman  only  twenty-three 
years  of  age.  She  was  the  divorced  wife  of  Nicholas  Mou- 
ravieff  of  Russia.  He  had  been  Minister  of  Justice  of  Rus- 
sia and  later  Embassador  to  Rome.  There  his  marital 
troubles  ended  in  divorcing  his  wife  who  in  1887  became 
the  wife  of  Guido  Henckel.  Their  marriage  seems  to  be  a 
happy  one.  Two  sons  have  been  born  to  them  :  Guidothon 
whose  god-father  was  the  great  Bismarck  and  Kraft.  Both 
sons  are  in  training  to  take  charge  of  their  father's  great 
wealth  when  in  course  of  time  they  will  inherit  it. 

FAMILY  OF  REV.   BENJAMIN  HENKEL  (See  P.  61). 

We  have  been  unable  until  recently  to  find  the  family  of 
Rev.  Benjamin  Henkel,  a  Lutheran  minister,  and  a  brother 
to  the  noted  Rev.  Paul  Henkel.  Knowing  that  his  son 
Gideon  had  located  in  Mason  Count)*,  now  West  Virginia, 
about  a  century  ago,  we  wrote  to  postmasters  in  various  lo- 
calities but  with  no  success  until  191 2  when  the  postmaster 
at  Point  Pleasant  gave  us  the  address  of  Joseph  Henkel,  83 
years  old,  and  a  son  of  Gideon.  To  him  we  wrote  without 
result  until  months  later  we  received  a  letter  from  his  son, 
Lewis  Napoleon  Hinkle,  Volga,  West  Virginia,  who  gave 
us  the  lists  following,  and  promised  to  support  our  work 
with  subscriptions  by  that  connection.  That  was  in  May, 
1913  ;  since  then  we  have  been  unable  to  get  a  line  further. 
We  mention  this  so  our  people  can  see  under  what  diffi- 
culties we  labor,  as  this  is  a  sample  of  many  similar  ones. 
We  are,  notwithstanding,  glad  for  what  we  did  get. 

The  descent  of  Rev.  Benjamin  Henkel  runs  as  follows : 
(1)  The  "Pioneer"  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel;   (2)  Jus- 
tus, his  son,  of  Virginia;    (3)  Jacob^  son  of   Justus,    Hardy 
County,  Virginia;    (4)  Benjamin  his  son,  born  in  Pendleton' 
County,  Virginia,  in  1766. 
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In  1786  Rev.  Benjamin  Henkel  was  married  to  Mary  Cath- 
arine Gonge  of  the  same  county.  They  had  children  as 
follows : 

(1)  Gideon,  born  September  12,  1788,  died  in  Missouri, 
March  10,  1869;  (2)  Emanuel,  born  1790,  died  1806; 
(3)  Moses,  born  1792,  died  1806. 

Rev.  Benjamin  Henkel  died  in  Virginia  in  1794.  It  will 
be  noted  that  only  one  child  survived  youth,  namely,  Gideon, 
of  whom  presently. 

The  widow  of  Rev.  Benjamin  Henkel  about  1797  married 
Michael  Sechrist,  and  the  family  removed  to  Mason  County 
on  the  Ohio  River.  The  wTidow  of  Rev.  Benjamin  Henkel 
had  five  children  by  Sechrist,  but  they  do  not  concern  this 
record.  The  record  of  Gideon  Henkel,  son  of  Rev.  Benja- 
min, is  as  follows:  About  1814  he  married  Rhoda  Allen, 
who  was  born  1793,  and  died  1835.  Gideon  Henkel  and 
wife  Rhoda  Allen  had  children  as  follows : 

(1)  Mary  Mahala,  born  181 5,  died  1835;  (2)  Benjamin, 
born  1817,  died  1900;  (3)  John  William,  born  1820,  died  in 
Missouri  1866  ;  (4)  Paul,  1822-1824  ;  (5)  Robert,  1823- 
1823;  (6)  Hannah  Caroline,  born  1825,  died  1856  ;  (7) 
Philip  Strawther,  born  1827,  died  1897  ;  (8)  Joseph  Allen, 
born  August  30,  1830,  still  living  near  Point  Pleasant,  West 
Virginia;   (9)  Lewis  Gideon,  born  1832,  died  1898. 

After  the  death  of  his  first  wife,  Gideon  Henkel  married 
Patsey  VanMeter  with  whom  he  had  children  as  follows  : 
(10)  Per?nelia  Ann,  born  1 838-1 840  ;  (11)  Mary  Mahala, 
born  1840,  still  living  ;  (12)  Rhoda  Jane,  born  1842,  living  ; 
(13)  James  Robert,  born  1844,  living,  a  soldier  in  the  Civil 
War  of  1861-65. 

Gideon  Henkel  about  1850  moved  to  Missouri  after  a  third 
marriage  to  Priscilla  Bass.  With  her  he  had  children — (14; 
Jeremiah  Robinson,  born  1853  ;  (15)  Elisabeth,  born  1855: 
(16)  Francis  Marion,  born  1857.      It  will  be  noted  that  Gid- 
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eon  Henkel  was  69  years  older  than  his  youngest  child.  We 
feel  sure  that  the  living  children  and  grandchildren  of  Gideon 
Henkel  would  be  glad  to  get  this  record  could  we  but  reach 
them. 

.  The  oldest  living  child  of  Gideon  Henkel  is  Joseph  Allen, 
as  above.  He  married  Sabina  Weaver,  born  1839.  They 
had  children  as  follows:  (1)  Lewis  Napoleon,  born  1858, 
(our  informant),  a  school  teacher;  (2)  Fanny  Elisabeth, 
born  1859,  died  young;  (3)  Jennie  Ellen,  born  1862  ;  (4) 
Pleasant  Ambrose ,  born  1864  ;   (5)  Joseph  Gideon,  born  1867. 

FAMILY  OF  JOHN  HENRY  HINKLE  (P.  102,  ist  Series). 

Pedigree:  (i)  Rev.  Anthony  Henkel,  the  Pioneer;  (2) 
Anthony  2d  ;  (3)  Anthony  3d  ;  (4)  Wendel ;  (5)  John  Henry, 
born  in  North  Carolina,  February  14,  1791  ;  removed  with 
his  father,  Wendel,  to  Kentucky,  and  thence  to  Indiana. 
He  was  married  March  22,  1819,  to  Elisabeth  Newkirk  who 
was  born  in  1800  ;  John  Henry  Hinkle  died  November  6, 
1858  ;   his  wife  in  1881.      They  had  children  as  follows  : 

(1)  Margaretta  Ann,  born  May  27,  1820;  (2)  Jacob  Mil- 
ton, born  January  20,  1822  ;  (3)  Mary  Elisabeth,  born  Janu- 
ary 31,  1824;  (4)  Samuel  Milton,  born  March  19,  1827; 
(5)  Sarah  Emily,  born  April  12,  1829;  (6)  Lonisa  Harriet, 
born  September  6,  1831  ;  (7)  William  Ritchie,  born  Febru- 
ary 4,  1834;  (8)  John  Wesley,  born  March  13,  1836;  (9) 
Amanda  Catharine,  born  July  28,  1838;  (10)  Francis  As-

Of  the  foregoing,  Wendel,  (Revolutionary  soldier,)  and 
son  John  and.  wife  are  buried  at  Pleasantville,  Indiana. 

FAMILY  OF  JACOB,  OLDEST  SON  OF  JOHN,  THE 
AFORENAMED  : 

Jacob  Hinkle  was  born,  reared,  and  lived  his  whole  life, 
and  died,  on  the  homestead  of  his  father  near  Pleasantville, 
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Indiana.  He  was  married  to  Emaline  Lisman,  of  Carlisle, 
Indiana,  January  20,  1848.  They  had  seven  children,  three 
of  which  died  in  infancy.      Children  : 

(a)  Catharine  E.,  born  June  29,  1849;  (b)  Eliza  Jane, 
born  August  15,  1851  ;  (c)  Sarah  Ann,  born  February  1, 
1853;  (d)  Rosoiia  I. ,  born  January  27,  1855;  (e)  Francis 
Mario?i,  born  February  11,  i860.  Information  concerning 
John  Henry  Hinkle  furnished  by  Rosenia  Holdson. 

THE  DAUGHTERS  OF  JUSTUS  HENKEL,  Sr. 

On  page  56  it  will  be  seen  that  JUSTUS,  a  son  of  the 
"Exile"  Rev.  Anthony  Heukel,  prior  to  1750  removed  to 
North  Carolina,  and  in  1760  removed  from  there  to  the  South 
Branch  of  the  Potomac  River,  in  the  vicinity  of  (now)  Up- 
per Tract,  Pendleton  County,  West  Virginia.  The  family 
of  Justus  Henkel  consisted  of  twelve  children,  four  sons  and 
eight  daughters.  So  far  as  we  know,  these  were  all  married 
prior  to  the  Revolution. 

They  lived  on  the  frontier,  and  doubtless  all  the  sons  and 
many  grandsons  participated  in  the  struggle  for  Independ- 
ence. Unfortunately  the  Revolutionary  records  of  Virginia 
are  very  defective,  and  hence  our  knowledge  of  their  services 
is  very  scanty.  We  know  that  Isaac,  the  youngest  son,  was 
a  captain,  and  John  Skidmore,  a  son-in-law,  was  a  major  in 
the  Revolution. 

In  the  First  Series  we  gave  rather  full  genealogies  of  the 
families  of  the  four  sons  of  Justus  ;  namely,  Jacob,  Abraham, 
Justus,  Jr.,  and  Isaac,  Esq.  Of  the  eight  daughters  we  gave 
but  little,  because  we  knew  hardly  anything  about  them. 
Since  then  we  have  gained  some  information  from  the  U.  S. 
Census  of  Virginia,  taken  1784,  and  other  sources  which 
enables  us  to  furnish  a  valuable  supplement  to  the  history 
of  the  Justus  Henkel  branch.  One  of  the  remarkable  things 
about  the  Justus  branch  is  its  connection  with  the  family  of 
old  George  Teeter. 
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Mr.  Teeter,  (originally  Dieter,)  came  to  Pennsylvania  from 
Germany  in  1729,  and  located  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
Province.  In  our  opinion  he  went  with  Justus  Henkel  to 
North  Carolina,  as  they  were  neighbors  there,  and  when  the 
Indian  troubles  made  their  residence  there  dangerous,  to- 
gether they  removed  to  Virginia,  and  were  iuseparablv  con- 
nected. No  less  than  SIX  of  Justus  HenkePs  children  were 
married  to  Teeters  as  follows : 

Jacob ,  (born  about  1733,  died  about  1775,)  father  of  Rev. 
Paul,  &c,  married  Mary  Teeter;  Justus,  Jr.,  married  Chris- 
tena  Teeter ;  Abraham,  married  Mar}-  Teeter,  (daughter  of 
Jacob)  ;  Rebecca,  married  Paul  Teeter  ;  Mary  Ann,  married 
George  Teeter,  Jr.;   Susanna,  married  P.  (Philip?)   Teeter. 

From  the  census  of  Rockingham  County,  taken  in  1784, 
we  glean  the  following  :  Rebecca  Henkel  who  married  Paul 
Teeter  was  then  a  widow,  and  had  (with  herself)  a  family 
of  seven  persons  ;  George  Teeter  who  married  Mary  Ann 
Henkel  had  a  family  of  five  ;  Philip  Teeter  who  married 
Susanna  Henkel  had  a  family  of  eleven. 

The  oldest  child  of  Justus  Henkel  was  Mary,  who  married 
Moses  Ellsworth.  She  was  born  in  Pennsylvania  in  August, 
1 73 1.  We  lately  found  her  baptism  in  the  records  of  the 
Old  Goshahoppin  Church  which  is  some  ten  miles  from  the 
old  Henkel  home  at  New  Hanover.  This  is  one  of  the 
points  where  our  4t  Exile  n  forefather  preached,  as  we  found 
in  the  same  records  that  he  baptized  the  Ramseur  children 
in  1728,  just  prior  to  his  death.  The  Ramseurs,  too,  re- 
moved to  North  Carolina.  From  this  family  came  the  noted 
Confederate  Maj.  Gen.  Ramseur  who  fell  in  the  Civil  War. 
In  1784,  Moses  Ellsworth  was  still  living  in  Pendleton 
County  with  a  family  of  four.  His  son  Moses,  Jr.,  was  also 
head  of  a  family.  In  this  same  county  also  lived  old  Maj. 
John  Skidmore  who  was  married  to  Mag  dale  na,  the  second 
daughter  of  Justus  Henkel.  In  17S4  he  had  a  family  o4' 
thirteen,  but  doubtless  had  children  wiio  were  heads  of  (am- 
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ilies.  His  son  Joseph  Skidmore  had  a  family  of  eleven,  and 
Thomas  Skidmore  had  a  family  of  seven. 

Catharine,  another  daughter  of  Justus  Henkel,  married 
Adam  Biffle.  In  the  census  of  1790  we  find  him  living  in 
Rowan  County,  North  Carolina.  Some  of  their  children 
were  then  heads  of  families. 

Hanna,  another  daughter  of  Justus  Henkel,  married  An- 
drew Johnson,  (Upper  Tract,  Virginia.)  In  1784  they  had 
a  family  of  seven  persons.  Elisabeth,  the  youngest  daughter 
of  Justus  Henkel,  married  Christian  Roleman,  and  in  1784 
had  a  family  of  eleven. 

In  all  our  correspondence  we  have  never  been  able  to  get 
on  the  trail  of  any  of  the  descendants  of  these  eight  daugh- 
ters.    There  are  doubtless  many  hundreds  of  them. 

Query.  Might  not  Andrew  Johnson  have  been  the  grand- 
father of  President  Andrew  Johnson  ?  The  latter  was  born 
in  1808  in  North  Carolina  in  the  region  where  our  many 
North  Carolina  relatives  lived.  His  father's  name  was  Jacob. 
Who  will  investigate  this  for  us? 

THE  YUNDTvS  OF  LANCASTER  COUNTY  AND  THKIR 

TRADITION. 

In  a  former  issue,  page  97,  we  have  shown  from  records 
that  the  Yundt  and  Henkel  families  have  been  associated 
since  1734,  and  in  1745  connected  by  marriage.  It  took  us 
years  of  painstaking  research  to  weld  the  broken  links  of 
the  chain.  Similar  service  for  other  branches  of  our  great 
Henkel  connection  has  invariably  been  appreciated.  Not  so 
here.  We  know  that  all  our  old  families  have  family  tradi- 
tions, some  of  which  are  true,  others  are  not.  Those  that 
are  not  true  can  generally  be  traced  back  to  their  source 
where  part  truth  and  part  error  meet.  The  error  gets  in 
place  of  the  truth  and  gradually  is  accepted  as  truth  by  suc- 
ceeding generations.  The  latter  is  the  case  with  the  Yundt 
familv  in  its  relation  to  our  Henkel   tribe.      This  of  course 
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relates  to  the  Lancaster  branch.  The  Yundts  of  the  South- 
land who  have  intermarried  with  us  (and  are  proud  of  the 
relationship)  are  of  a  different  branch. 

We  would  not  give  so  much  of  our  valuable  space  to  the 
subject  were  it  not  for  two  things:  First,  because  the  Lan- 
caster Yundts  disclaim  any  connection,  such  as  we  have 
established.  Second,  because  the  co-related  families,  the 
Shultz  and  Miller  families,  whose  connection  with  the  Hen- 
kels  is  of  the  same  character  and  degree,  are  perplexed  and 
surprised  at  the  contention  of  the  Yundts. 

The  facts  in  the  case  are  as  follow  :  After  years  of  search 
we  found  the  entire  family  of  Gerhart  Henkel,  oldest  son  of 
the  pioneer,  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel,  living  in  pre-Rev- 
olutionary  times  in  the  Conestoga  Valley,  Lancaster  County. 
By  documentary  evidence  we  have  shown,  in  previous  issues, 
how  Gerhart  Henkel  and  wife  Anna  Catharine  disappear 
from  all  record  in  their  home  region  (Colebrookdale,  Berks 
County)  after  1736.  Afterwards  we  found  Anna  Catharine 
married  at  Lancaster,  Thomas  Wilson,  a  wealthy  landowner, 
and  former  neighbor  of  the  Henkels.  Now  we  are  prepared 
to  show  from  church  records,  that  the  widow  Henkel,  having 
borne  her  husband  two  sons  and  three  daughters,  also  had 
a  family  by  Wilson.  Here  is  the  crux  of  the  question.  The 
Yundts  contend  that  their  ancestress  (Mary  Margareta)  was 
a  Wilson  NOT  a  Henkel.  Here  the  reader  will  see  how 
they  got  started  wrongly. 

The  men  whose  Wilson  claims  we  must  brush  away  are 
two  brothers,  both  lawyers  over  seventy  years  of  age — Harry 
Yundt,  Esq.,  of  Blue  Ball,  Lancaster  County,  and  Hon. 
Horace  A.  Yundt,  Esq.,  of  Reading,  Berks  County.  Let 
the  reader-remember  that  these  men  have  no  other  evidence 
of  their  contention  except  that  their  father,  Henry,  (see  page 
183)  told  them  that  his  grandmother,  Mary  Margaret,  was 
a  Wilson.  We  will  give  a  summary  of  facts  in  our  posses  - 
sion.      We  will  go  into  an  "argument  court."     Our  readers, 
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all  Henkel  descendants,  among  whom  are  many  eminent 
lawyers,  about  half  dozen  of  them  are  law- judges,  two  of 
them  on  the  Supreme  Court  bench  of  their  respective  States. 
They  must  be  the  judges. 

(i)  Our  earliest  Henkel  pedigree  was  compiled  about  a 
century  ago  by  Dr.  Solomon  Henkel,  son  of  the  celebrated 
Rev.  Paul  Henkel,  of  Virginia.  His  brother  Rev.  Ambrose 
Henkel  also  contributed.  These  two  men  visited  much 
among  the  connection,  both  North  and  South.  In  1843  the 
pedigree  was  revised  and  enlarged  by  them,  assisted  by  the 
late  Rev.  D.  M.  Henkel,  son-in-law  of  Dr.  Solomon.  This 
information  the  Editor  has  from  Dr.  D.  M.  Henkel  who  died 
at  Catawissa,  Pennsylvania,  1904 ;   aged  85  years. 

In  this  pedigree  (which  we  have  found  correct  as  far  as  it 
goes),  it  is  said  that  Gerhart,  oldest  son  of  the  pioneer  Hen- 
kel, had  two  sons  and  three  daughters;  namely,  George, 
John,  Mary  Margaret,  married  John  George  Yundt ;  Maria 
Elisabeth,  married  John  Theobald  Shultz  ;  Susanna  Marga- 
ret, married  to  a  Lease.  This  latter  woman  puzzled  us  for 
years  as  may  be  seen  in  our  publications.  We  found  her 
married  to  Henry  Muller,  and  concluded  Lease  was  a  second 
husband.  This  we  ascertained  to  be  correct  as  we  later 
found  her  Muller  (Miller)  family  about  Ephrata,  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  also  her  marriage  as  a  widow  in  1781  to  Peter 
Lease. 

(2)  We  found  that  about  1736,  Gerhart  Henkel  and  wife 
Anna  Catharine  dropped  out  of  all  records  in  the  region  of 
their  old  home,  Colebrookdale,  Berks  County,  which  led  us 
to  think  that  he  moved  away  and  soon  died.  This  was  con- 
firmed when  we  found  in  the  records  of  the  pioneer  preacher, 
J.  Casper  Stoever's  records,  that  he  had  married  Anna  Catha- 
rine Henkel  and  Thomas  Wilson  in  Lancaster  County,  Febru- 
ary 1,  1737,  whom  we  knew  to  be  a  wealthy  landowner  from 
Mrs.  HenkePs  community.  We  naturally  concluded  that 
lie  brought  his  widow  bride  to  his  home  near  New  Hanover. 
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(3)  After  this  marriage  we  find  Mrs.  Wilson  {nee  Henkel ) 
having  her  children  of  the  second  marriage  baptized  at  the 
New  Hanover  church,  the  old  Henkel  home,  which  confirmed 
our  surmisings. 

(4)  Next  we  find  the  confirmation  (in  the  church  record) 
of  Susanna  Marg.  Henkel,  "WILSON'S  STEP-DAUGH- 
TER" (so  in  the  record)  in  1750,  aged  14;  hence  the  reader 
will  see  that  she  was  a  babe  when  her  father  Gerhart  Henkel 
died.      She  was  born  1736,  and  her  mother   married    Wilson 

^  1737- 

(5)  Now  for  the  weddings :  In  these  same  records  are  re- 
corded the  marriage  of  the  three  daughters  of  Mrs.  Wilson 
by  her  former  husband  as  follows  :  Mary  Margaret  HENKEL 
(not  Wilson),  September  10,  1745,  to  JOHN  GEORGE 
YUNDT;  Maria  Elisabeth  Henkel,  April  6,  1747,  to  John 
Theobald  Shultz ;  Susanna  Margaretta  Henkel,  November 
19,  1752,  to  Henry  Muller  (Miller). 

(6)  Now  since  we  could  after  this  find  none  of  the  chil- 
dren of  Gerhart  Henkel  in  the  Schuylkill  Valley,  we  con- 
cluded that  we  wrould  find  them  in  Lancaster  County  where 
the  widow  had  married.  We  then  went  to  Lancaster  court- 
house where  we  found  the  will  of  Yunt,  1770,  with  his 
brother-in-law  Shultz  and  wife  "MARIA  MARGARETAM 
as  executors.  We  also  found  the  wills  of  George  Henkel 
1778,  and  John  1780.  Later  we  discovered  the  Shultz  and 
Miller  families.  All  these  families  were  located  in  the  Con- 
estoga  Valley. 

(7)  In  the  records  of  the  "  Berg-Strass"  Lutheran  church 
between  Ephrata  and  "  Hinkletown "  is  more  evidence. 
There  the  searcher  will  find  that  the  Hinkles,  Yundts,  and 
Shultz  people  stood  "sponsor"  for  each  other's  children  in 
baptism. 

(8;  We  may  yet  add  that  the  representatives  of  the  Miller 
and  Shultz  families  are  surprised  at  the  contention  of  the 
Yundt  brothers.      Plenty  of  Henkel  (not   Wilson)  relics  arc 
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scattered  among  the  descendants  as  we  show  in  last  issue. 
Yea,  even  the  baptismal  bowl  of  the  pioneer.  Some  aged 
ones  remember  when  their  forbears  used  to  visit  the  Ynndts 
on  the  score  of  their  Henkel  relationship.  Just  this  one 
point  more  ere  we  give  the  case  to  the  "jury."  The  tomb- 
stone of  Maria  Margareta  Yundt,  the  great-grandmother  of 
these  lawyers,  shows  that  she  died  1809,  aged  87  years; 
hence  born  1722,  but  her  sister  Susanna  who  was  born  1736, 
was  "Wilson's  step-daughter."  How  then  could  Mrs.  Yrundt 
have  been  a  Wilson? 


KEY.  PAUL  HEXKEL'S  JOURNAL. 

In  our  last  issue  we  mentioned  the  translation  of  Rev. 
Paul  HenkePs  journal  with  a  promise  to  furnish  some  of  its 
contents  for  Memorial  readers.  We  will  now  do  so,  but 
very  much  regret  that  for  want  of  space  we  can  give  so  little 
of  this  most  interesting  journal. 

Rev.  Paul  Henkel  was  the  son  of  Jacob,  son  of  Justus,  son 
of  the  Pioneer,  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel.  He  was  born 
in  Rowan  County,  North  Carolina,  in  1754,  and  died  at  New 
Market,  Virginia,  in  1825.  In  First  Series  will  be  found  a 
short  biography  of  him,  and  an  account  of  his  descendants. 
His  journal  ends  very  abruptly  in  1799,  which  is  greatly  to 
be  regretted  for  the  reason  that  much  of  his  great  missionary 
work  was  wrought  after  that  date.  Mt.  Airy  Lutheran 
Theological  Seminary  possesses  one  of  his  journals  which  he 
wrote  during  a  great  missionary  tour  through  Kentucky, 
Tennessee,  and  Ohio  in  181 2.  We  have  examined  the  man- 
uscript which  is  interesting.  Dr.  A.  D.  Henkel,  of  Win- 
chester, Virginia,  has  his  journal  of  his  missionary  tour  of 
1 814,  when  he  and  his  wife  and  son  Rev.  Philip  and  wife 
made  a  trip  through  South  Carolina,  North  Carolina,  and 
Tennessee.  We  had  cherished  the  hope  that  we  might, 
through  a  kindly  Providence,  be  permitted  to  gather  up  this 
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material  in  permanent  book  form.  We  are  sure  that  it  would 
exceed  in  thrilling  interest  anything  yet  written  on  Ameri- 
can missionary  work.  The  death  of  our  dear  kinsman  Mr. 
Ambrose  L.  Henkel,  to  whom  we  looked  for  co-operation, 
has  checked  our  hopes  in  this  direction.  We  will  now  give 
items  from  the  journal. 

He  begins  by  telling  of  his  parentage,  birth,  removal  of 
his  people  from  North  Carolina  in  1760  to  Hampshire  County, 
Virginia,  on  account  of  the  Indian  troubles.  His  father  pur- 
chased some  land  with  a  house  on  it  in  1761,  but  the  Indian 
war  being  on,  they  were  all  compelled  to  spend  their  nights 
in  a  nearby  fort  for  safety. 

This  place  was  in  the  region  of  Upper  Tract  (now)  Pendle- 
ton County,  West  Virginia.  In  the  fort  mentioned  there 
was  maintained  a  German  school  where  he  learned  to  read. 

In  1768,  he  and  his  brother  Moses  first  went  to  an  English 
school  in  which  they  made  great  progress.  He  says  his 
brother  was  much  quicker  and  brighter  than  he  was. 

He  had  always  had  a  feeling  that  he  ought  to  preach  the 
Gospel,  and  be  a  true  representative  of  his  illutrious  fore- 
father. This  feeling  was  confirmed  by  a  remarkable  dream 
which  he  had  as  follows : 

He  dreamed  that  he  was  in  a  great  field  in  a  bewildered 
state  of  mind.  In  this  maze  and  confusion  his  great-grand- 
father (Rev.  Anthony  Henkel)  came  to  him  as  his  guide. 
Together  they  crossed  the  field  until  they  came  to  a  great 
7nirror  before  which  they  both  stood.  His  ancestor  now  ask- 
ed, "What  do  you  see?"  Whereupon  Paul  replied,  (kI  see 
you  and  me."  Paul  now  looked  more  sharply  into  the  mir- 
ror and  found  that  he  looked  exactly  like  his  great-grand- 
father, only  much  younger.  The  ancestor  now  led  him 
away  to  a  place  where  he  showed  him  a  large  Nuremberg 
Bible.  This  he  opened  and  pointing  out  a  passage  to  Paul 
said,  "When  you  are  able  to  read  that  you  will  get  the  gift 
of  preaching."      Saying  this  he  disappeared. 
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Not  long  after  this  a  relative  presented  Paul  with  just  such 
a  Bible.  Upon  examination  he  found  in  Luther's  preface 
of  the  Bible  the  very  passage  he  was  unable  to  read.  It  had 
reference  to  the  Gospel  ministry.  From  this  time  on  he  had 
no  doubt  of  his  call  to  the  ministry.  He  now  in  order  to 
make  a  little  money,  opened  a  school  in  the  house  of  his 
mother's  sister. 

When  the  Revolution  broke  out  he  was  minded  to  join  the 
Patriots,  but  drew  back  when  he  saw  the  distress  his  inten- 
tion caused  his  mother.  Later  when  he  was  drafted  for  the 
war  he  furnished  a  substitute. 

On  November  20,  1776,  he  was  married  to  Elisabeth  Nag- 
ley.  He  preached  as  he  was  given  opportunity  or  invita- 
tion. He  often  made  journies  through  the  wilderness  infest- 
ed by  wolves  and  hostile  Indians.  Some  of  his  adventures 
are  thrilling.  Although  he  had  no  ecclesiastical  authority 
because  of  his  isolation  from  the  synod,  he  nevertheless 
traveled  all  over  the  frontiers  preaching  the  Gospel. 

During  the  Revolution  period  he  never  once  mentioned 
his  father,  but  often  refers  to  his  mother  in  whose  care  he 
often  left  his  family  when  on  his  preaching  tours.  This 
leads  us  to  believe  that  his  father  died  in  1775,  as  mention- 
ed in  the  previous  issue. 

In  the  fall  of  1782,  during  a  period  of  great  discourage- 
ment, he  had  another  remarkable  dream.  This  time  Martin 
Luther  himself  visited  him  and  gave  him  encouragement. 
During  this  year  (1782),  his  tours  extended  over  much  of 
Old  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  and  Maryland.  He  once  preach- 
ed at  Frederick,  Maryland,  in  the  church  of  Rev.  Krug, 
who  afterwards  became  his  preceptor.  His  clothes  were  so 
shabby  that  the  pastor's  wife  insisted  on  his  putting  on  Mr. 
Krug's  clerical  gown,  which  he  did. 

In  1783,  he  concluded  to  move  to  Shepherdstowm  on  the 
Potomac,  (near  Hagerstown,  Md.)  He  put  all  his  effects  on 
a  small  wagon  belonging  to  his  brother  Isaac.      His  brother 
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Benjamin  was  the  driver,  who  took  back  the  convey- 
ance. Reader,  how  much  "-stuff*'  do  you  suppose  he  had 
011  that  ' c  little ' '  wagon  besides  his  wife  and  a  number  of 
small  children?  The  details  are  interesting.  He  now  made 
incursions  into  Maryland  and  the  Shenandoah  Valley  of  Vir- 
ginia.     We  now  note  his  most  remarkable  journey. 

This  tour  led  him  to  Rader's  church,  seven  miles  southwest 
of  New  Market  on  the  border  of  Rockingham  County,  Virginia. 
With  this  church  he  and  sons,  grandsons  and  great-grandsons 
have  been  almost  continuously  connected  in  some  way  ever 
since,  a  period  of  over  130  years  (1783-1914). 

Paul  had  no  horse,  and  the  journey  had  to  be  made  on  foot. 
Now  let  the  reader  take  an  atlas  of  Virginia,  find  Shepherds- 
town  on  the  Potomac,  and  trace  a  line  almost  up  to  Harri- 
sonburg in  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  and  he  will  have  an  idea 
of  the  tour. 

WThen  Rev.  Paul  Henkel  reached  Rader's  church  his  shoes 
had  given  out,  and  he  was  barefooted.  Pie  had  just  money 
enough  to  buy  leather  for  shoes,  and  then  found  a  shoemaker 
to  whom  he  offered  a  silver  necklace  if  he  would  make  them 
for  him.     The  shoemaker,  however,  made  them  gratis. 

On  this  journey  he  came  to  a  poor  German  with  whom  he 
tarried.  The  old  man  had  a  small  horse  which  he  insisted 
Paul  must  take  and  use  on  the  trip.  To  this  Paul  agreed 
and  resumed  the  journey  on  horseback.  He  soon  found  he 
had  made  a  mistake.  The  horse  was  not  only  very  small 
but  very  slow.  Paul  was  over  six  feet  tall,  and  with  his 
long  legs  could  make  better  time  than  with  the  little  lazy 
beast. 

When  within  seven  miles  of  Woodstock  he  turned  the  ani- 
mal into  a  field  and  proceeded  on  foot.  His  objective  point 
was  the  house  of  John  Roller,  (grandfather  of  Gen.  John  E. 
Roller,  of  Harrisonburg).  However,  he  was  told  that  John 
Wacker  was  the  chief  man  of  the  "Pine'1  church  for  which 
he  was  aiming.      He  was  entertained  by  Wacker;   preached 
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at  Pine  and  Racier' s  ;  later  went  to  Roller's  ;  was  given  a  call 
by  these  churches  to  be  their  pastor,  and  then  started  home- 
ward. 

He  found  his  little  horse,  took  it  back  to  its  master,  was 
asked  to  stay  over  night  to  which  he  consented.  When  he 
got  into  bed  he  was  beset  with  fleas  so  that  he  arose,  went 
into  a  woods,  took  off  his  shirt,  and  by  slamming  it  against 
a  tree  drove  them  off.  He  then  laid  down  in  the  woods  and 
slept. 

On  this  trip  he  became  acquainted  with  Godfrey  Miller, 
of  Winchester.  Later  his  son,  Dr.  Solomon  Henkel,  mar- 
ried Mr.  Miller's  daughter  Rebecca.  There  have  been  a 
number  of  intermarriages  between  the  two  families  since.  In 
the  spring  of  1783  he  proceeded  to  York,  Pennsylvania,  to 
attend  the  Lutheran  Synod.  He  was  now  granted  provis- 
ional license  to  preach,  and  pastor  Krug  was  made  his  pre- 
ceptor. Near  Hanover,  twelve  miles  from  York,  he  was 
entertained  by  John  Henkel,  his  father's  cousin,  and  near 
Thurmont,  Maryland,  he  stopped  with  the  old  widow  Apple, 
his  grandfather's  youngest  sister.  The  church  here  was 
named  for  this  family,  "Apple's  church,"  and  Paul  preach- 
ed in  it.  After  the  sermon  a  man  came  forward  and  pre- 
sented him  with  an  old  sermon  book  that  had  belonged  to 
his  ancestor,  the  Pioneer,  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel. 

In  the  spring  of  1 784  he  removed  to  the  vicinity  of  Solomon's 
church  which  is  about  seven  miles  northwest  of  New  Mar- 
ket. Here  he  buried  in  1784  a  daughter  of  Andrew  Henkel, 
a  prominent  member  of  his  church.  This  man,  a  kinsman, 
we  have  not  been  able  to  place,  but  think  he  must  have  been 
a  son  of  George,  one  of  the  sons  of  the  Pioneer,  who  about 
1738  located  in  Frederick  County,  Maryland. 

Without  resigning  his  charge  he  now  began  his  great  mis- 
sionary tours  which  stamp  him  as  the  greatest  Lutheran 
missionary  in  America. 

In  1785,  he  received  an  invitation,  through  Jacob  Hinklc, 
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of  Abbot's  Creek,  North  Carolina,  to  visit  that  region. 
Jacob  Hinkle  was  then  an  old  man,  and  was  a  son  of  George, 
of  Maryland,  aforenamed.  On  Abbot's  and  Dutchman's 
Creek,  North  Carolina,  lived  a  great  many  of  his  relatives 
of  the  Henkel,  Geiger,  Kuhn,  and  Conrad  lines,  as  shown 
in  First  Series. 

On  July  12,  he  started  on  this  trip.  He  was  accompanied 
by  his  brother  Benjamin  who  assisted  in  making  appoint- 
ments, &c. 

In  1786  he  made  a  much  more  extensive  tour,  this  time 
penetrating  the  Holston  Valley  on  the  borders  of  Tennessee. 
This  trip  was  of  thrilling  interest.  He  arrived  home  De- 
cember 4,  1786,  after  an  absence  of  over  three  months,  dur- 
ing which  time  he  neither  heard  from  his  family,  nor  they 
from  him. 

His  third  great  tour  was  made  in  1787  to  North  Carolina 
and  Tennessee,  accompanied  by  his  wife.  Their  children 
they  left  behind  with  relatives.  They  had  terrible  experi- 
ences crossing  swollen  rivers,  lofty  mountains,  and  vast 
forests.  On  their  homeward  trip  they  were  accompanied 
from  North  Carolina  to  Virginia  by  Mrs.  Anthony  Henkel 
who  was  on  horseback  en  route  to  her  old  home,  New  Hol- 
land, Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania. 

His  fourth  tour  was  made  in  1789,  accompanied  by  a  young 
clerical  named  Voltz.  They  had  great  experiences.  Once 
when  with  a  party  of  others  they  attempted  to  ford  a  swollen 
river  some  nearly  lost  their  lives.  One  woman  (Mrs.  Har- 
man)  was  rescued  by  Paul  after  being  swept  from  her  horse. 

In  1790  he  purchased  a  piece  of  land  at  New  Market  and 
removed  there,  but  retained  his  congregations.  In  1794,  he 
removed  to  Staunton,  farther  up  the  Valley.  On  account 
of  almost  continual  sickness  in  his  family,  he  thought  it  best 
to  remove  from  there,  and  so  returned  to  New  Market  in 
1797. 
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In  1799  he  made  another  extensive  missionary  tour,  preach- 
ing, catechizing,  and  organizing  new  congregations.  No- 
vember 24th,  he  organized  a  new  congregation  in  Wythe 
County  and  then  started  for  home.  Here  the  narrative 
breaks  off  very  abruptly. 

Soon  after  this  he  moved  to  North  Carolina,  but  owing  to 
ill  health  from  malaria,  he  returned  to  New  Market  in  1806. 
Some  years  later  he  removed  to  Point  Pleasant  on  the  Ohio 
River,  but  soon  again  returned  to  his  old  home  at  New  Mar- 
ket, where  he  died  1825. 

A  few  notes  will  now  be  in  order: 

(1)  From  State  records  we  find  that  Jacob  Henkel,  Paul's 
father,  was  paid  for  supplies  to  the  militia,  but  doubtless 
died  about  this  time. 

(2)  Mrs.  Catharine  Henkel  Apple,  widow  of  Peter  Apple. 
She  was  the  youngest  daughter  of  the  Pioneer.  They  moved 
to  Maryland  prior  to  1740.  She  died  1785.  Many  of  her 
descendants  still  live  in  Frederick  County,  Maryland. 

(3)  This  was  Maria  Magdalena  Z wicker  Henkel.  She 
was  married  in  1756  to  Anthony  jd,  son  of  Anthony  2d, 
youngest  son  of  AntJiony  1st,  the  Pioneer. 

In  previous  issues  we  have  exploited  this  family.  On  this 
trip  of  over  1,400  miles  on  horseback  she  had  with  her  a 
little  son.  This  son  we  think  was  JACOB,  born  in  1785; 
grandfather  of  Judge  Curry,  of  Washington,  now  nearly 
ninety  years  of  age.  She  was  at  this  time  near  fifty  years 
of  age  and  the  mother  of  a  large  family,  some  of  whom  we 
have  not  yet  recovered.  Her  husband  Anthony  3d  and  sons 
Wendel,  Nathan,  and  Joseph  were  soldiers  of  the  Revolu- 
tion. At  the  close  of  the  Revolution  they  removed  from 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  to  their  kindred  in  North 
Carolina.  We  know  nothing  of  the  time  or  particulars  of 
their  death. 
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REV.  PAUL  HENKEL  AND  THE  LUTHERAN  CHURCH. 

The  prominent  part  the  Henkel  family  took  in  planting 
the  Lutheran  Church,  from  the  days  of  Martin  Luther  to 
the  present,  yet  remains  to  be  written.  In  the  diary  of  our 
ancestor,  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel,  it  was  found  written 
that  he  was  a  descendant  of  Dr.  Johann  Henkel,  D.  D., 
court  preacher  to  Queen  Marie,  of  Hungary,  the  sister  of 
the  great  Charles  V.  History  will  tell  the  reader  that  this 
Dr.  Johann  Henkel  was  a  co-worker  with  Martin  Luther, 
and  one  of  the  greatest  men  of  the  Reformation.  This  Dr. 
Johann  Henkel  we  take  to  be  the  father  of  Dr.  Justus  Hen- 
kel, likewise  a  pillar  of  the  Lutheran  church.  This  Dr. 
Justus  Henkel,  we  take  011  circumstantial  evidence  to  have 
been  the  grandfather  of  our  pioneer  ancestor.  A  near  rela- 
tive of  our  pioneer  ancestor  was  Count  Erdman  Henkel,  a 
pious  Lutheran,  who  heavily  supported  the  Missionary  Insti- 
tute of  Dr.  Francke  at  Halle,  and  aided  in  the  preparation  of 
Henry  Melchoir  Muhlenberg  for  his  great  work  in  America, 
and  thus  participated  directly  in  the  organization  of  the  Lu- 
theran church  in  the  New  World. 

In  the  previous  article  dealing  with  the  journal  of  Rev. 
Paul  Henkel  we  show  how  he  desired  to  be  in  some  measure 
a  successor  to  his  ancestor  in  the  Gospel  ministry.  Not  only 
do  his  almost  incredible  hardships  attest  to  his  entire  conse- 
cration to  his  work,  but  moreover  the  fact  that  FIVE  of  his 
sons  followed  his  footsteps,  and  gave  their  lives  to  the  min- 
istry of  the  Lutheran  church,  attests  his  prayers  of  faith  for 
her  welfare.  We  may  add  that  a  large  number  of  Paul's 
descendants  have  given  their  lives  to  the  Christian  ministry, 
several  of  whom  are  missionaries  in  China.  We  desire 
specially  to  show  Rev.  Paul  Henkel's  connection  with  the 
Lutheran  Ministerium,  the  authoritative  body  of  the  Church 
in  America.  The  Ministerium  was  organized  in  St.  MichaePs 
church,  Philadelphia,  by  Muhlenberg  on  August  15,  1748. 
Among  the  lay-delegates  was  Anthony  Henkel   2d,  oi   Ger- 
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mantown,   youngest  sou   of  the   Pioneer.     Our  family  was 
often  represented  in  the  body  after  that. 

In  the  article  on  Paul's  journal  we  see  how  he,  in  the 
spring  of  1783,  attended  for  the  first  time  the  Lutheran 
Synod.  An  examination  of  the  early  records  of  the  synod 
which  were  printed  some  years  ago,  shows  many  references 
to  Paul  from  17S3  to  1S20,  when  he  was  present  for  the  last 
time.     We  give  in  briefest  form  these  references. 

1783 — Held  at  York,  Pennsylvania,  June  15-17  :  <(  A  certain 
Paid  Henkel,  in  the  name  of  several  congregations,  earnestly  asks 
for  license  to  preach  and  baptize  children.  He  was  examined  in 
Christian  doctrine  and  found  fairly  proficient,  and  as  he  showed  evi- 
dence of  a  Christia?i  character  and  life  it  was  resolved  to  further  con- 
sider his  case.'" 

(P.  M.)  "After  mature  consideration  and  private  conference  with 
Mr.  Hinkle  it  was  ( 1 )  Resolved  to  grant  a  license  for  preaching 
and  baptizing  of  children,  and  give  it  to  Pastor  Krug,  who  shall 
give  it  to  Mr.  Hinkle  as  soon  as  he  can  show  a  regular  call  from  one 
or  the  other  distant  church  and  has  signed  a  suitable  revers.  The 
contents  of  the  revers  are  : 

1.  To  preach  the  Word  of  God  in  its  purity  according  to  Laiv  and 
Gospel,  as  it  is  explained  in  its  chief  points  in  the  Augsburg  Con- 
fession and  the  other  Sy?nbolical Books. 

2.  Diligently  to  instruct  children,  visit  the  sick,  care  for  souls,  a?id 
administer  holy  baptism  according  to  the  commands  of  Christ. 

3.  Diligently  to  exercise  himself  in  knowledge. 

4.  To  adorn  his  office  with  a  Christian  life. 

5.  Not  to  leave  or  go  beyond  the  congregations  which  were,  entrust- 
ed to  him  in  the  license. 

6.  To  record  the  most  noteworthy  occurre?ices  of  his  ministry  in  a 
journal  and  annually  to  prese?it  this  to  the  synodical  meeli?igs,  also 
to  appear  personally  as  often  as  he  is  asked. 

7.  To  renew  the  license  annually." 

1784 — Synod  met  at  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  June  7-8  : 
Paul  Henkel,  of  Virginia,  with  four  delegates  present,  ask- 
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ing  for  ordination.  His  license  only  was  extended  a  year 
with  promise  that  application  for  ordination  be  forwarded 
to  Europe. 

1785 — Henkel  not  present,  but  on  request  his  license  was 
renewed. 

1786 — His  name  does  not  occur. 

1787 — Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  June  3-5 :  His  license  was 
"unanimously n  renewed,  and  hope  was  given  him  that  he 
would  be  ordained. 

1788 — Not  present,  and  Rev.  Streit  directed  to  investigate 
the  reason. 

1789 — Not  present,  but  communications  from  his  churches 
in  Virginia,  in  which  he  was  commended.  His  license  was 
renewed. 

1790 — Not  present,  but  sent  four  sermons.  License  re- 
newed. 

1 79 1 — Name  does  not  appear. 

1792 — Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  Paul  Henkel  ordained 
regularly  by  the  chief  men  of  the  Synod,  June  6th.  From 
our  previous  records  the  reader  will  note  that  he  had  preach- 
ed "off  and  on"  since  about  1778  ;  and  since  17S2  had  given 
himself  wholly  to  the  ministry.  We  will  now  note  his  ap- 
pointments as  missionary  : 

1806 — Hagerstown,  Maryland,  June  3d:  "Mr.  Paul  Hinckcl 
was  appoi?ited  traveling  preacher"  ;  ''Resolved,  that  Mr.  Paul 
Hinckel  shall  be  allowed  $j.o  a  month  for  the  time  that  he  is  actually 
engaged  as  traveli?ig  preacher.  This  resolution  is  limited  to  one 
year." 

1807 — Lancaster,  Pennsylvania  :  "Mr.  Hinckel  read  part  of  his 
journal  from  which  it  appears  that  he  traveled  12S  days  in  the  serv- 
ice of  the  Synod,  and  baptized  /jS  children,  and  received  $106.05  on 
this  journey." 

1808 — Lebanon,  Pennsylvania  :  Here  he  was  appointed 
missionary  for  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  and  Tennessee. 
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1809 — Hanover,  Pennsylvania :  Paul  Henkel  reappointed 
to  same  territory. 

1810 — Harrisburg,  Pennyslvania  :  Henkel  present  and  re- 
appointed. 

181 1 — Philadelphia:  Not  present,  but  reappointed;  his 
report  read  ;  had  traveled  60  days  and  received  only  $26.50. 
He  was  appointed  missionary  for  Ohio,  Kentucky,  Virginia 
and  Tennessee ;  instructed  to  have  nothing  to  do  with  "camp- 
meetings,"  &c. 

181 2 — Carlisle,  Pennsylvania:  Not  present;  shall  travel 
in  territory  of  his  own  selection. 

1813 — Now  living  at  Point  Pleasant,  Virginia;  reap- 
pointed. 

1 8 14 — Absent,  but  was  reappointed  and  allowed  $40. 

181 8 — Frederick,  Maryland,  present.  On  page  478  we 
find  the  following  resolution  of  commendation  of  synod  : — 

"Report  of  last  year' s  transactions  of  Pastor  Henkel  as  traveling 
preacher.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  the  earnestness  and  zeal  which  our 
worthy  brother  continues  to  display  in  this  arduous  service,  and 
may  he  e?ijoy  the  continued  blessing  of  God." 

18 1 6 — Letter  from  Pastor  Henkel  in  which  he  pleads  for 
preachers  for  Virginia,  and  says  the  German  language  is  fast 
losing  ground. 

1817-1818 — Not  present. 

18 19 — A  letter  from  Henkel  complaining  about  a  minis- 
ter named  Myerheffer.  Synod  dismissed  the  complaint  be- 
cause not  sufficiently  specific. 

1820 — Lancaster,  Pennsylvania  :  At  this  synod  Henkel 
was  present  for  the  last  time.  This  year  marks  an  epoch  in 
the  relation  of  the  Henkel  family  to  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  America.  At  this  time,  and  for  years  previous,  Paul 
Henkel  and  his  gifted  ministerial  sons  were  the  leaders  of  a 
movement  in  the  South  to  operate  alon; 
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held  to  be  more  in  harmony  with  "  The  Unaltered  Augs- 
burg Confession."  We  need  not  now  enter  into  the  merits 
of  the  differences  which  sprang  up  between  them  and  their 
ministerial  brethren  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  to  which 
they  all  belonged.  Suffice  it  to  say,  that  the  open  rupture 
occurred  at  a  synodical  meeting  at  Liucolnton,  North  Caro- 
lina, in  May,  1820,  as  a  result  of  which  the  Henkels  and 
their  friends  organized  u  The  Tennessee  Synod,"  known  in 
Lutheran  history  as  "  The  Henkel  Synod." 

It  was  in  connection  with  this  synod  that  our  kindred  did 
their  greatest  service  for  the  church.  It  must  not  be  sup- 
posed that  the  name  indicated  the  limits  of  their  work,  as 
the  charges  of  the  synod  were  scattered  over  Virginia,  West 
Virginia,  North  and  South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Kentucky, 
Ohio,  and  Indiana.  For  a  most  interesting  history  of  this 
matter  the  reader  is  referred  to  "  The  History  of  the  Tennes- 
see Synod,"  by  Rev.  Socrates  Henkel,  D.  D.,  and  printed 
by  the  Henkel  Press,  New  Market,  Virginia. 


A  HENKEL  FORTUNE. 

Dr.  A.  D,  Henkel,  of  Winchester,  Virginia,  has  a  large 
number  of  letters  sent  to  his  great-grandfather,  Rev.  Paul 
Henkel,  and  others.  Most  of  them  are  over  a  century  old. 
In  First  Series  we  printed  quite  a  number  of  them.  The 
following  two  letters  relate  to  a  "fortune"  of  which  we 
know  nothing.  The  l<  fortune"  it  seems  was  left  for  the 
Henkel  heirs,  as  Hon.  Isaac  Hinkle,  son  of  Justus,  Jr.,  an 
uncle  of  Rev.  Paul,  is  said  in  the  letter  to  have  obtained  his 
share.  The<writers  were  descendants  of  CatJiarine  Henkel, 
daughter  of  Justus,  Jr.  She  married  Adam  Biffel.  The 
Biffels  lived  in  Rowan  County,  North  Carolina.  We  have 
never  been  able  to  get  the  Biffel  family  history.  Who  Jacob 
Hinkle  of  "The  Sweet  Springs"  was  we  do  not  know. 
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August  6,  1S20. 

Dear  Cousin  :  These  Hues  will  inform  you  that  I  am  well  at 
preseut,  hoping  these  lines  will  find  you  and  family  enjoying 
the  same  blessings.  I  will  inform  you  that  I  received  a  letter 
from  my  brother,  Jacob  Biffel,  which  informed  me  that  he  had 
received  a  letter  from  Isaac  Hinkle  that  there  was  a  legacy  left  at 
JACOB  HIXKLE'S  at  or  near  the  Sweet  Springs,  (Bath  County, 
Virginia — A.  S.)  for  the  heirs  of  Adam  Biffle,  and  Isaac  Hinkle 
has  sent  me  word  that  he  had  received  his  part  of  the  legacy 
and  that  my  part  was  there  ready  for  me.  I  wish  you  to  write 
to  me  the  certainty  of  it  and  write  where  Jacob  Hinkle  lives,  a 
brother  of  Isaac  Hinkle.  I  can  inform  you  that  I  am  left  a 
widow  a  second  time,  and  I  wish  you  to  write  me  a  letter  as  soon 
as  you  receive  my  letter  as  I  shall  be  glad  to  know,  for  I  stand 
in  need  of  it  now  if  ever  I  shall. 

No  more  at  present,  but  remain  your  loving  and  affectionate 
cousin  until  death.

belong  to  the  heirs  of  Paul  Biffle  in  North  Carolina,  Rowan 
County  ;  and,  sir,  I  wish  if  you  know  where  Jacob  Hinkle  lives 
you  would  be  so  good  as  to  let  me  know  ;  and,  sir,  I  wish  if  you

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THE  MERMAID  INN  GONE. 

In  the  second  number  of  The  Henkel  Memorial  the 
reader  will  find  a  fine  picture  of  the  Mermaid  Inn,  at  Mt. 
Airy,  Philadelphia.  This  was  the  home  of  Anthony  Hen- 
kel  2d,  youngest  son  of  the  Pioneer.  In  1739  he  purchased 
this  property,  comprising  over  80  acres,  situated  about  one 
mile  from  Germantown.  About  1746  he  built  the  Mermaid. 
In  addition  to  his  hostelry  and  farm,  he  also  had  a  black- 
smith shop  where  some  of  his  stalwart  sons  carried  on  the 
trade. 

In  the  Mermaid,  Anthony  2d  died  in  1751.  After  his 
death  the  farm  was  divided  among  the  children.  John,  the 
oldest,  (born  1733,  died  1816,)  obtained  the  inn  and  about 
27  acres  of  the  land.  In  1774  he  removed  to  York  County, 
but  did  not  sell  the  property  until  1793.  This  inn  was  a 
notable  landmark  in  the  history  of  our  family.  It  was  the 
chief  point  of  interest  for  our  many  connections  who  had 
migrated  to  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  when  they  visited 
their  kindred  in  the  North. 

The  Mermaid  was  demolished  in  191 2,  and  a  modern  hotel 
with  a  polite  name  erected  in  its  place.  The  old  blacksmith 
shop  w7as  still  standing  this  past  summer  (1913.) 


SOME  MILITARY  COUSINS. 

On  page  189  will  be  found  the  history  of  the  Muller  (now7 
Miller)  family.  In  this  connection  we  wish  to  note  two 
rising  stars  that  emanate  from  our  Henkel  pioneer  through 
the  Miller  line.  For  ready  reference  wye  give  the  full  line  of 
descent  here  : 

(1)  The  Pioneer,  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel ;  (2)  Ger- 
hart,  his  oldest  son ;  (3)  Susanna  Margaretta,  youngest 
child  of  Gerhart  who  married  Henry  Miller  of  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania ;  (4)  their  daughter  Elisabeth  Miller 
who  married   John  Tschantz  (Johns);  (5)   their  oldest  son 
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Henry  who  married  Martha  Gonder  in  1804;  (6)  these  had 
but  one  child,  a  daughter  Elisabeth  who  married  Henry  Ru- 
disill  at  Lancaster,  Ohio;  (7)  their  daughter,  Maria  Cath- 
arine, on  March  7,  1854,  married  R.  [Morgan  French;  (8) 
they  had  a  son  Francis  Henry  French,  born  at  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  September  27,  1857,  of  whom  presently;  (7)  Juli- 
anna,  another  daughter  of  the  Rudisills,  married  Newton  B. 
Freeman,  and  they  had  (8)  Henry  Rudisill  Freeman,  born 
at  Fort  Wayne,  January  27,  1856.  Henry  Rudisill  Free- 
man, now  residing  at  Fort  Wayne,  had  a  son  (9)  Frederick 
Neivton  Frecmaii,  born  November  30,  1875.  Of  the  fore- 
going (8)  Francis  Henry  French  entered  the  U.S.  Military 
Academy,  at  West  Point,  1875;  graduated  1879;  commis- 
sioned 2d  lieutenant  19th  U.  S.  Infantry;  served  in  Spanish- 
American  and  Philippine  wars,  commissioned  Colonel  U.  S. 
army;  married  at  Detroit,  Michigan,  in  1894,  Amelia  Maude 
Frances  Wright.  They  have  several  children.  Frederick 
Newton  Freeman  (9)  entered  the  U.  S.  Naval  Academy  at 
Annapolis,  1891;  graduated  1895;  commissioned  Lieut. - 
Commander  U.  S.  Navy;  participated  in  naval  battle  at 
Santiago;  saw  active  service  at  Manila,  &c. 


IN  MEMORIAM. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  inexpressible  sorrow  that  we  inform 
our  friends  that  our  dear  and  highly  esteemed  cousin, 
Ambrose  L.  Henkel,  of  New  Market,  Virginia,  Secretary 
of  our  Henkel  Association  and  one  of  the  printers  of  "  The 
Henkel  Memorial,"  has  passed  away.  With  his  death  the 
Henkel  relationship  has  sustained  an  irreparable  loss,  as  he 
was  one  of  the  best  informed  men  on  the  history  of  our  fam- 
ily, and  the  Editor's  main  support  in  his  effort  to  rescue  our 
family  history  from  oblivion. 

He  pursued  a  regular,  systematic  course  in  the  languages, 
mathematics,  and  the  sciences  in  the  New  Market  Polytech- 
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nic .Institute,  at  which  he  graduated  in  1873  with  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Arts.  He  also  possessed  splendid  business  abil- 
ities. 

In  1875  he  acquired  an  interest  in  the  Henkel  Publishing 
House,  established  in  1806  by  his  forefathers.  With  his 
father,  Rev.  Socrates  Henkel,  D.  D.,  and  a  brother  Mr. 
Elon  O.  Henkel  as  partners  they  published  the  Shenandoah 
Valley,  a  secular  paper,  and  Our  Church  Paper,  a  religious 
paper  in  the  interests  of  the  Lutheran  church,  besides  doing 
a  general  printing  business.  After  their  father's  death  the 
two  brothers  continued  the  business  under  the  old  firm  name 
of  Henkel  &  Company.  Since  the  death  of  Ambrose  the 
senior  member,  he  has  been  succeeded  by  his  brother  Elon 
O.  Henkel,  who  is  in  conduct  of  the  business  as  sole  owner 
under  the  former  firm  name. 

Cousin  Ambrose  was  always  the  same  kind,  loving,  and 
helpful  friend  to  all,  and  his  demise  is  mourned  by  a  great 
host  to  whom  he  was  "a  brother  beloved."  He  was  never 
married. 

In  early  life  he  connected  himself  with  the  church  of  his 
fathers  (Lutheran),  and  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  lay- 
men in  the  Southern  branch  of  that  church.  He  was  a  trus- 
tee of  several  church  institutions  and  a  frequent  delegate  to 
her  synods  and  other  convocations. 

He  wras  born  near  New  Market,  Virginia,  February  iS, 
1852,  and  died  in  the  German  Hospital,  Philadelphia,  Penn- 
sylvania, October  27,  1913  ;  aged  61  years,  8  months,  and  9 
days. 

Ambrose  L.  Henkel  was  the  son  of  Rev.  Socrates,  son  of 
Rev.  David,  son  of  Rev.  Paul,  son  of  Jacob,  son  oi  Justus,  son 
of  the  Pioneer  Rev.  Anthony  Henkel.  He  was  buried  in  Em- 
manuel Lutheran  churchyard,  at  new  New  Market,  amid  his 
illustrious  forefathers  of  four  generations.  Requiescat  in 
pace.

NECROLOGY. 

Nothing  illustrates  the  uncertainty  of  human  life  more 
sharply  than  the  fact  that  a  number  of  our  kindred  of  whom 
we  wrote  in  complimentary  terms  in  our  last  issue,  have 
passed  to  the  great  beyond,  and  our  further  notice  of  them 
must  be  in  the  character  of  obituaries. 

Andrew  P.  Henkcl.  This  eminent  cousin  passed  away  at 
his  home,  Hyde  Park,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  January  4,  19 13, 
at  the  age  of  57  years.  He  was  the  son  of  Hiram,  son  of 
Rev.  Andrew,  son  of  Rev.  Paul,  sou  of  Jacob,  son  of  Justus, 
son  of  the  Pioneer  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel. 

As  a  young  man  he  went  into  business  at  Cincinnati  and 
acquired  a  competency  after  which  he  retired  from  business 
in  the  hope  of  spending  the  rest  of  his  life  in  the  pursuit  of 
his  favorite  study,  Science.  He  was  probably  the  most  accom- 
plished amateur  astronomer  and  spectro-scientist  in  the  West. 
He  built  a  private  observatory  equipped  with  the  finest  and  best 
telescope  in  the  West,  save  a  few  in  public  institutions.  His 
observatory  was  a  mecca  for  all  amateur  scientists,  espec- 
ially when  a  comet  or  other  celestial  phenomenon  was  on 
the  tapis. 

A  few  years  ago  his  health  became  impaired  and  he  under- 
took a  trip,  with  his  wife  as  traveling  companion,  to  the 
East,  visiting  Egypt,  Palestine,  &c.  He  did  not  derive  the 
hoped  for  benefit,  however,  but  steadily  declined.  Of  his 
five  sons,  Paul  Lester,  a  brilliant  musician  who  studied  under 
the  masters  in  Germany,  preceded  his  father  in  death  in 
December,  191 2. 

The  ^remarkable  twins"  dead.  In  our  last  issue  we  noted 
"remarkable  twins"  over  80  years  of  age.  They  too  have 
passed  away.  Rev.  George  Hinkle,  of  Sacramento,  California, 
and  his  sister,  Mrs.  Elisabeth  Hinkle  Crawford,  of  Buffalo, 
New  York,  were  born  in  Western  Maryland,  December  25. 
1828.     They  descended  from  George  Rudolph  Henkel,  sou 
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of  the  Pioneer  who  located  in  Frederick  Count}-,  Maryland, 
prior  to  1740.  Mrs.  Crawford  died  July  4  and  her  brother 
July  7,  1913  ;  three  days  apart — remarkable  !  Mrs.  Craw- 
ford was  the  mother  of  Bertha  Hubbard,  wife  of  the  noted 
"Fra.  Elbertus  Hubbard  "  of  East  Aurora  (N.  Y.)  fame. 
His  treatment  of  his  gifted  wife  is  described  in  First  Series. 

Charles  David  North.  This  cousin  was  the  youngest 
child  of  Eliza  Henkel  and  Thomas  J.  North.  He  was  born 
at  Upper  Tract,  Pendleton  County,  West  Virginia,  October, 
1845.  His  mother,  Eliza  Henkel,  died  at  Yates  City,  Illi- 
nois, in  1805  ;  aged  100  years,  thus  illustrating  the  family 
trait  of  longevity.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Rev.  Jesse,  son  of 
Rev.  Moses,  son  of  Jacob,  son  of  Justus,  son  of  the  Pioneer 
Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel. 

In  1862  Mr.  North  entered  the  Confederate  Army,  and 
served  to  the  close  of  the  Civil  War.  In  1866  he  removed 
to  Yates  City,  Illinois,  where  he  married  in  1875,  Mary 
Sophia  Nicholson,  who  with  four  sons  and  two  daughters 
survive  him.  He  was  a  very  enterprising  and  thrifty  man 
and  accumulated  a  fine  fortune.  He  was  president  of  the 
Yates  City  Bank  at  the  time  of  his  death.  For  some  years 
he  spent  his  winters  at  his  Southern  home  at  Citronella, 
Alabama,  in  order  to  escape  the  rigors  of  northern  winters 
as  his  health  was  not  good.  In  February,  1912,  he  went 
down  as  usual,  but  with  health  much  impaired.  In  a  short 
time  he  took  pneumonia  and  died  there  April  2 2d.  His  re- 
mains were  brought  to  his  home  in  Yates  City  for  burial. 
Besides  his  wife  he  left  the  following  children  :  (a)  Adah 
Kathrine,  born  1877  ;  (b)  Ralph  Nicholson,  born  1879  ; 
(c)  Earl  James,  born  1881  ;  (d)  Carl  Clinton,  born  18S2  ; 
(e)  Harold  Edward,  born  1884  ;  (f)  Elsie  Louisa,  born  1889. 
Peace  to  his  ashes. 

Harvey  S.  Geiger — A  Remarkable  Incident.  In  the  First 
Series   the    reader   will    see  the  family  record  of    Valentine 
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Geiger  who  was  married  to  Johanna  Fredrica,  the  oldest 
daughter  of  the  Pioneer  Henkel,  prior  to  their  coming  to  Penn- 
sylvania in  1 717.  We  have  never  been  able  to  interest  the 
Geiger  descendants  in  the  Henkel  history.  They  have  a 
family  association  and  meet  yearly,  and  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  they  know  little  respecting  their  ancestor  except  what 
we  furnished  them,  we  have  never  yet  had  the  name  of 
a  Geiger  on  our  subscription  list.  In  the  light  of  these  facts 
the  following  incident  will  be  all  the  more  interesting. 

In  the  summer  of  191 2  as  we  were  passing  down  a  street 
in  the  city  of  Milton  we  came  to  a  confectionery  stand  kept 
by  a  Mr.  Geiger.  Behind  the  counter  stood  a  very  pretty 
young  woman  with  whom  we  struck  up  a  conversation  re- 
specting her  people.  She  said  she  was  the  proprietor's 
daughter,  and  that  her  grandfather,  an  aged  man,  also  lived 
in  the  city.  While  we  were  thus  conversing  an  old  lady 
joined  us  whom  she  introduced  as  her  grandmother.  Having 
only  an  hour  until  train  time  we  asked  the  old  lady  to  take 
us  quickly  to  her  husband  who  lived  perhaps  six  squares 
away.  Her  husband  was  Harvey  S.  Geiger,  aged  72  years 
and  in  bad  health  from  three  wounds  received  in  the  Civil 
War  of  1861-65. 

He  was  born  near  Catawissa  to  which  place  his  father  had 
removed  from  New  Hanover  in  (now)  Montgomery  County, 
the  original  home  of  the  Henkels  and  Geigers,  nearly  a 
century  ago.  He  was  related  to  us  through  three  different 
ancestors,  and  was  a  walking  encyclopedia  of  family  history, 
and  was  deeply  interested  in  our  work.  The  time  being  so 
short  we  took  no  notes,  but  arranged  to  visit  him  in  the 
near  future.  The  veteran  accompanied  us  to  the  train  ;  and 
we  said  "good  bye,"  expecting  to  visit  him  soon. 

Alas !  how  uncertain  are  all  things  human  !  A  week  or 
so  after  our  visit  we  were  sent  a  newspaper  giving  an  account 
of  his  tragic  death.     From   the   paper  we  learned  that   he 
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served  throughout  the  Civil  War  in  the  53d  Pennsylvania 
Infantry.  He  was  in  twenty-five  battles,  including-  all  the 
great  battles  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.  He  was  several 
times  badly  wounded,  and  was  promoted  for  bravery  in  ac- 
tion. One  evening  he  heard  that  the  moving  picture  show 
would  exhibit  Pickett's  charge  at  the  battle  of  Gettysburg. 
This  he  was  bound  to  see,  as  he  had  in  that  charge  been  ter- 
ribly wounded  in  his  breast.  He  was  greatly  interested  in 
the  pictures,  and  when  the  Confederates  reached  the  famous 
"  stone  wall"  and  the  hand  to  hand  encounter  began  the 
scene  was  too  realistic  for  the  old  hero.  For  the  moment 
he  forgot  all  else  about  him,  and  was  once  more  in  that 
bloody  fray.  With  determined  face  and  set  jaws  he  seemed 
to  be  on  the  point  of  rising  when  he  was  seen  to  relax,  then 
sink  clown,  then  fall  over.  He  was  dead.  O  Gettysburg, 
what  awful  memories  cluster  round  thy  days  of  blood!  Our 
cousin  Harvey  thought  he  heard  the  order,  ^Forward, 
CHARGE, ' '  but  it  was  the  voice  of  his  GOD  calling  the  "  RE- 
VEILLE." The  bright  morning  of  a  joyful  immortality 
had  broken  upon  him.      He  heard  u  Stack  arms  forever ." 

Rev.  D.  S.  Henkel.  Rev.  David  Socrates  Henkel  was 
born  August  24,  1846,  in  North  Carolina,  and  died  in  Chat- 
ham, Virginia,  February  7,  1914,  and  was  buried  in  historic 
Emmanuel's  graveyard,  New  Market,  Virginia,  where  he 
slumbers  well  amid  a  host  of  kindred.  His  ancestry  runs  as 
follows,  ascending  : 

(1)  Rev.  D.  S.  Henkel  was  the  son  of  (2)  Rev.  Polycarp, 
(3)  son  of  Rev.  David,  (4)  son  of  Rev.  Paul,  (5)  son  of 
Jacob,  (6)  son  of  Justus,  (7)  son  of  the  Pioneer  Rev. 
Anthony  Jacob  Henkel. 

He  was  a  man  of  varied  and  unusual  ability,  and  had  he 
in  early  life  fixed  and  settled  his  great  powers  to  a  definite 
line  of  endeavor,  he  would  have  attained  great  eminence. 

In  .1863,  he  was  granted  license  to  preach  by  the  Tennes- 
see Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  but  did  not  long  abide 
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a  regular  pastorate.  In  1867,  he  came  to  his  kindred  at 
New  Market  where  he  read  law  with  the  late  Judge  George 
R.  Calvert.  Here  he  married  in  1871,  his  cousin,  Rebecca, 
daughter  of  Mr.  Solomon  D.  Henkel.  He  resided  here  un- 
til 1892.  During  this  period  he  was  active  along  many 
lines.  He  practiced  law,  farmed,  was  a  merchant,  and 
served  in  the  Virginia  Legislature  and  conducted  "  Stanley 
Hall."  While  serving  in  the  legislature  he  was  the  author 
of  uThe  Henkel  School  Bill,"  a  wise  and  far-reaching  pro- 
vision which  made  him  widely  known.  A  change  in  his 
religious  views  led  him  to  connect  himself  with  "The  Dis- 
ciples of  Christ"  ;  and,  in  1892,  he  removed  to  Waynesboro, 
Virginia,  where  he  organized  a  congregation  of  that  denomi- 
nation. In  1893,  he  removed  to  Basic  City,  where  he  organ- 
ized another.  In  1902,  he  removed  to  Harrisonburg,  where 
he  again  organized  a  congregation  and  built  for  them  a 
church. 

In  1909,  his  wife  died,  and  soon  after  he  removed  to  Rich- 
mond. He  continued  his  evangelistic  activities,  laboring  at 
Newport  News  and  other  points  as  District  Organizer.  He 
was  married  a  second  time  a  few  years  before  his  death. 
His  second  wife  was  Miss  Elizabeth  Vaughan,  who  with  a 
small  son  survives  him.  His  last  charge  was  at  Chatham 
where  he  died.  His  children  by  his  first  wife  were  (1) 
Sallie,  married  Joseph  Nave,  Broadway,  Virginia;  (2)  Alice, 
married  O.  F.  Sutton,  Richmond,  Virginia ;  (3)  Beatrice, 
died  1893,  aged  18;  (4)  Tilden,  Waynesboro,  Virginia;  (5) 
Clinton,  died  young;  (6)  Roscoe,  died  young;  (7)  Herbert, 
Lynchburg,  Virginia  ;  (8)  Geo7'ge,  Newport  News,  Virginia  ; 
(9)  Charles,  Richmond,  Virginia  ;  (10)  Laura,  married  W. 
H.  Hughes,  Newport  News,  Virginia.     Vale. 

Mrs.  Susanna  Buzzard.  This  estimable  lady  died  at  her 
home  near  North  Lima,  Ohio,  June  24,  191 3,  at  the  ripe 
age  of  83  years.     She  was  born  in  Manheim  Township,  York 
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County,   Pennsylvania,  and   came  from  a  distinguished  line 
of  our  family.     Her  pedigree  (ascending)  is  as  follows : 

(i)  Mrs.  Susanna  Buzzard  was  the  daughter  of  (2)  Wil- 
liam Hinkle,  born  in  York  County  1796,  and  died  in  Ohio 
in  1853.  He  was  the  son  of  (3)  Anthony  Hinkle,  born  near 
Germantown,  Pennsylvania,  November  30,  1754,  and  died 
in  York  County,  February  28,  1838.  His  wife  was  Salome 
Lechner.  He  was  a  lieutenant  in  the  Revolution,  son  of 
(4)  John  Hinkle,  Esq.,  born  on  the  original  Pioneer  home- 
stead near  Pottstown,  Pennsylvania,  April  23,  1733,  and  died 
in  York  County  in  1816.  His  wife  was  Elizabeth  Levering, 
born  near  Philadelphia.  Son  (eldest)  of  (5)  Anthony,  born 
in  the  Fatherland,  in  1710,  and  died  near  Germantown,  Jan- 
uary 10,  1 751.  Youngest  son  of  the  Pioneer  (6)  Rev. 
Anthony  Jacob  Henkel  who  died  near  Germantown,  August 
12,  1728.  (See  cut  of  double  grave  of  self  and  wife  in  this 
issue.)  Mrs.  Buzzard  was  survived  by  four  children  as  fol- 
lows :  (a)  Lucretia,  married  S.  H.  Frankford  ;  (b)  William 
H.,  married  first,  Laura  Hass  ;  second,  Nellie  C.  Corll.  He 
is  city  electrical  inspector  of  Youngstown,  Ohio,  (c)  Mar- 
garet, married  first,  Thomas  Kelley  ;  second,  C.  T.  Beard; 
(d)  Ida,  married  William  Summer.  All  the  above  are  heads 
of  families.  Mrs.  Buzzard  is  also  survived  by  several  sisters, 
living  in  Ohio. 

SCENTING  NEW  TRAILS. 

Hitherto  our  efforts  to  identify  the  European  home  of  our 
ancestor,  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel,  have  been  fruitless. 
On  the  authority  of  his  unknown  granddaughter,  interview- 
ed by  Rev.  Ambrose  Henkel  in  Philadelphia  ever  one  hun- 
dred years  ago,  the  Exile  was  court  preacher  to  one  of  the 
lesser  sovereigns  in  the  vicinity  of  Frankfurt,  but  of  whom 
or  where  we  do  not  certainly  kuow\ 

Dr.  Mann,  a  noted  church  historian,  in  his  notes  on  the 
Henkel  f a  m  i  1  y  i  n  Ha  llisch  e  Na  ch  rich  Ic ;/ ,  s  a  y  s  1 3  e   w  a  s  chap- 
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lain  to  Prince  Maurice  of  Saxony.  As  Dr.  Mann  was  in 
tonch  with  Rev.  Ambrose  Henkel  who  interviewed  the 
granddaughter,  we  presume  the  information  was  from  him 
and  therefore  trustworthy.  Some  time  ago  a  clew  occurred 
to  us  which  if  followed  may  lead  to  interesting  results. 

Let  those  who  have  the  First  Series  refer  to  page  47, 
and  note  in  the  will  of  Anthony  Henkel,  of  Germantown, 
(youngest  son  of  the  Exile),  that  he  mentions  Henry  Kep- 
pele,  of  Philadelphia,  as  his  dear  god-father.  Now  as  An- 
thony was  born  in  17 10,  and  his  parents  came  to  America 
in  171 7,  it  is  plain  that  the  quotation  indicates  a  relation- 
ship prior  to  the  immigration  of  both  the  Henkels  and  Kep- 
peles.  Yes,  back  to  Germany.  This  led  us  to  investigate 
Keppele  with  the  following  result  : 

John  Henry  Keppele,  a  prosperous  German  merchant  of 
Philadelphia,  and  for  many  years  the  most  prominent  mem- 
ber of  St.  Michael's  Lutheran  church,  was  a  native  of 
Treschklingen,  Baden.  He  was  the  son  of  Leonard  Kep- 
pele, who  was  of  patrician  rank  and  a  high  official. 

Now,  inasmuch  as  Keppele  was  only  a  few  years  older 
than  Anthony  Henkel,  the  bond  of  connection  must  be 
sought  in  the  parents.  Here  now  we  have  as  a  fact  that  the 
Henkels  and  Keppeles  were  close  friends.  Perhaps  they 
were  kin.  John  Henry  Keppele's  mother  was  Eva  Doro- 
thea, daughter  of  Henry  Schuman,  mayor  of  Ittlingen,  near 
Carls-ruhe,  the  capitol  of  Bavaria.  Henry  Keppele  came  to 
Philadelphia  in  1738,  and  soon  took  a  prominent  place  in 
civic,  business,  and  religious  life.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Provincial  Assembly  in  1764,  and  one  of  the  founders  and 
first  president  of  "  The  German  Society  of  Pennsylvania." 
Furthermore,  we  discovered  that  there  were  intermarriages 
of  the  Keppele  with  the  Kuhn  family  of  Lancaster. 

In  previous  issues  the  reader  will  note  that  Maria  Eliza- 
beth'^ the  only  child  of  the  Pioneer  Henkel  that  we  have 
not  yet  recovered.      In  the  Virginia  pedigrees  she  is  said  to 
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have  married  Hlias  Kuhn.  We  have  not  been  able  to  find 
Elias  -Kuhn  in  any  colonial  records.  However,  for  reasons 
which  would  require  too  much  space  to  explain,  we  have 
thought  that  Maria  Elisabeth  married  into  this  family. 

The  progenitor  of  this  family  was  Johann  Christopher 
Kuhn,  who  as  an  elderly  man  came  from  Swabia  in  1733,  and 
located  in  Lancaster.  His  son  Dr.  Adam  Simon  Kuhn  was 
for  many  years  a  prominent  man  in  the  affairs  of  the  prov- 
ince. It  is  quite  possible  that  Elias  Kuhn  was  a  son  of  Jo- 
hann Christopher  whose  family  we  have  not  yet  recovered 
in  full.  From  the  foregoing  the  reader  will  note  the  wide 
extent  of  our  researches. 


A  CURIOUS  CIRCUMSTANCE. 

Hon.  A.  R.  Broadbeck,  member  of  Congress  from  the  20th 
District,  Pennsylvania,  has  a  record  of  achievement  of  which 
he  may  well  feel  proud.  He  is  a  resident  of  Hanover,  York 
County,  Pennsylvania.  His  wife  is  a  descendant  of  John 
Hinkel,  Esq.,  son  of  Anthony  2d,  son  of  the  Exile. 

The  point  is  this  :  Mr.  Broadbeck  has  a  controlling  inter- 
est in  the  most  influential  daily  newspaper  in  the  city  of 
York.  During  his  candidacy  for  Congress,  the  management 
of  his  paper  went  over  in  a  body  to  the  "  Bull  Moose  "  party 
while  he  ran  on  a  "simon-pure"  Democratic  ticket.  Be- 
sides this  ingratitude  of  his  own  paper,  Mr.  Broadbeck  had 
a  most  formidable  rival  in  the  person  of  Hon.  Daniel  Lafean, 
Republican,  who  had  represented  the  district  three  terms, 
and  had  behind  him  the  State  and  National  administration 
as  his  support.  Notwithstanding  all  this  opposition  our 
friend  won  out.     Remarkable,  is  it  not? 
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THE  MONUMENT  FUND. 

We  are  perplexed  as  to  what  is  the  best  thing  to  do  rela- 
tive to  the  proposed  monument  to  our  noble  ascestor,  the 
Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel.  For  the  benefit  of  many  new 
subscribers  we  may  say  that  in  the  fall  of  1728,  as  he  was 
on  his  way  from  Philadelphia  to  his  home  at  New  Hanover, 
in  (now)  Montgomery  County,  he  was  thrown  from  his  horse 
and  sustained  fatal  injuries.  He  was  carried  to  the  house  of 
Herman  Groothausen,  a  little  beyond  Chestnut  Hill,  where  he 
died  presumably  the  same  day.  On  his  death  bed  he  made 
his  will,  dated  August  12,  1728.  This  will,  in  which  he 
names  all  his  children,  the  reader  will  find  in  the  first  issue 
of  this  work.  For  many  years  we  were  unable  to  locate  his 
grave.  In  1909  the  grave  of  the  Pioneer's  widow  was  found 
in  St.  Michael's  graveyard,  Germantown,  Pennsylvania, 
near  the  place  of  the  accident.  She  died  in  January,  1744, 
aged  73  years.  The  grave  was  discovered  by  Mr.  Carl  Hin- 
kel,  of  Benton,  Wisconsin,  who  immediately  informed  us. 
We  at  once  went  to  examine  it,  and  after  looking  over  all 
the  indications,  we  concluded  that  the  widow  was  buried  in 
the  grave  OF  her  husband.  Eventually,  on  June  6, 
1910,  in  the  presence  of  a  number  of  friends  who  had  come 
from  Virginia,  Indiana,  and  Wisconsin,  we  opened  the  grave 
with  the  result  that  we  found  the  remains  of  our  ancestor 
under  those  of  his  widow,  thus  confirming  our  predictions. 

We  at  once  proposed  the  erection  of  a  monument  to  our 
foreparents,  and  by  mutual  consent  we  named  a  "Memorial 
Committee."  Three  years  have  now  passed  by.  The  Presi- 
dent has  apparently  "dropped  out;"  the  Secretary,  our  much 
lamented  cousin,  Ambrose  L.  Henkel,  has  died;  the  Treas- 
urer is  Dr.  Casper  O.  Miller,  of  New  Market,  Virginia. 

We  ought  to  have  at  least  $300  for  the  monument.  Up 
to  the  present  time  Dr.  Miller  reports  that  he  has  received 
only  about  $140.     Now  while  we  are  glad  for  this  amount, 
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it  is  not  near  enough  for  our  purpose.  We  should  place  the 
remains  in  a  granite  sarcophagus,  so  that,  in  case  Philellena 
street,  (near  the  grave,)  is  widened,  as  it  surely  will  be,  the 
remains  can  be  readily  removed.  We  therefore  appeal  most 
earnestly  once  more  to  our  friends  for  help.  If  any  of  our 
subscribers  have  not  yet  sent  in  a  contribution  will  you  not 
do  so  in  the  near  future  ?  We  had  ardently  hoped  that  at 
the  dedication  of  the  monument  we  might  have  a  general 
family  reunion.  Various  branches  of  the  family  have  their 
1  'associations."  At  a  gathering  of  this  kind,  the  Henkels 
of  the  Pacific  Coast,  (presided  over  by  our  old  patriarch 
Jacob  Henkel,  of  Philomath,  Oregon,)  a  very  considerable 
sum  was  raised.  Much  can  be  done  by  individual  effort.  It 
is  worth  while  to  try. 

In  the  course  of  this  year  (1914)  we  may  proceed  with 
what  money  we  have  in  hand,  since  the  remains  having  been 
exposed  to  the  air,  will  soon  be  gone  beyond  transferring. 
We  again  earnestly  solicit  your  help.  Send  the  money  thus, 
Dr.  Casper  O.  Miller,  New  Market,  Virginia. 


DR.   MILLER  HONORED. 

It  affords  us  great  pleasure  to  inform  our  friends  that  the 
Treasurer  of  our  Monument  Fund,  Dr.  Casper  O.  Miller, 
was  elected  as  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of  Virginia  at 
the  last  general  election.  This  is  an  honor  well  deserved, 
and  we  are  sure  our  cousin  will  give  a  good  account  of  him- 
self. To  us  it  is  remarkable  that  so  many  of  our  relatives 
are  called  to  places  of  trust  and  responsibility.  It  is  a  proof 
of  the  inherent  worth  of  our  people.  Scores  of  our  kin  are 
ministers  of  the  Gospel  ;  many  are  authors  of  national  repu- 
tation ;  scores  more  are  lawyers,  quite  a  number  of  whom 
have  been  elevated  to  the  bench.  One  is  a  great  "captain 
of  industry,"  and  who  among  other  activities  is  president 
of  a  railroad.     In  this  connection  we  may  say  that  while  on 
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the  whole  our  relatives  have  treated  us  kindly,  some  have 
"no  time"  for  our  work  and  refuse  to  give  even  a  hearing. 
We  were  once  told  of  a  fine  gentleman,  president  of  a  bank, 
who  was  of  our  Henkel  kin,  but  not  of  the  name,  who  would 
be  glad  to  learn  of  our  work.  We  came  to  his  house  from  a 
tramp  to  a  distant  graveyard  where  we  discovered  the  graves 
of  his  ancestors.  Tired  and  dusty  we  told  our  "mission." 
Said  he,  "I'll  give  you  fifteen  minutes  to  get  off  your  little 
spiel — it's  my  supper  time."  We  immediately  picked  up 
our  "grip"  and  made  for  a  hotel.  Did  we  call  again?  Not 
much. 

SHULTZ  ADDENDA. 

On  page  185  the  reader  will  note  that  we  say  that  Susanna, 
daughter  of  John  Theobald  Shultz,  married  Joseph  Matthews. 
This  is  an  error,  and  the  name  of  Mrs.  Matthews  is  not  yet 
recovered.  We  have  discovered  that  Susanna  was  married 
to  a  Missamer.  She  lies  buried  at  Shafferstown,  Lebanon 
County,  about  five  miles  from  Newmanstown,  where  her 
parents  repose.     She  was  born  November  18,  1763. 

Another  daughter  of  Shultz  was  married  to  a  Newman, 
son  of  the  founder  of  Newmanstown.  More  about  them  in 
our  next  issue. 


A   REMARKABLE   BOOK. 

In  the  record  of  Rev.  Paul  Henkel 's  journey  to  synod  in 
1783,  as  found  in  this  issue,  the  reader  will  note  that  while 
visiting  his  great  aunt,  Mrs.  Apple,  in  Maryland,  he  was 
presented  with  "  a  sermon  book  "  that  had  belonged  to  his 
great-grandfather,  the  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel.  Since 
our  last  issue  Dr.  A.  D.  Henkel,  of  Winchester,  Virginia, 
sent  us  for  examination  a  book  given  him  by  Mrs.  Stirewalt, 
a  granddaughter  of  Paul  Henkel.  •  She  said  her  grandfather 
prized  the  book  for  some  reason  very  highly.  We  found  the 
book  to  be  a  double  volume  of  the  works  of    the    celebrated 
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religio-philosopher,  Dr.  Spanheim  (1629-1710,)  of  Geneva. 
It  is  a  large  octavo,  bound  in  parchment,  printed  in  Latin, 
dated  1639,  Geneva.  Rev.  Paul  used  the  fly  leaves  as  a 
marriage  record.  In  our  opinion  this  is  the  identical  book 
given  Rev.  Paul  Henkel,  and  if  so  marks  the  recovery  of 
another  relic  of  the  Pioneer. 


IMPORTANT  NOTICE.

This  number  of  The  Henkel  Memorial  covers  a  report 
of  the  Henkel  Memorial  .  Dedicatory  Services,  held  in  St. 
Michael's  Lutheran  Church,  Germantown,  Pa.,  Sunday, 
October  28,  191 7,  as  contained  in  the  Secretary's  Report, 
and  an  account  of  the  expense  and  how  defrayed  as  shown 
in  the  Treasurer's  Report,  along  with  engravings  of  the 
memorials. 

The  world  war  and  other  causes  have  prevented  an  earlier 
publication  of  this  number  as  expected  and  desired  by  the 
committee,  but  such  abnormal  conditions  furnish  their  own 
apology  for  the  enforced  delay.  As  other  arrangements 
than  first  contemplated  by  Dr.  A.  Stapleton  as  to  a  suitable 
memorial  to  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Plenkel  were  afterwards 
made,  the  reasons  for  such  change  will  be  found  in  the  Sec- 
retary's report. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  addresses  delivered  at  the 
Dedicatory  Services  would  transcend  the  limits  which  the 
committee  think  justifiable  on  account  of  increased  cost, 
the  same  are  omitted. 

Appended  also  is  an  obituary  of  Rev.  Dr.  A.  Stapleton 
who  was  not  spared  to  witness  the  completion  of  the  work 
of  the  committee  of  which  he  had  been  such  an  active  mem- 
ber. The  Henkel  family  and  this  committee  owe  Dr.  Sta- 
pleton a  debt  of  gratitude  which  they  can  not  repay,  but  they 
can  in  a  measure  show  their  appreciation  of  his  labors  by  still 
furthering  the  interests  of  the  association  to  which  he  so  un- 
selfishly devoted  his  energies  regardless  of  material  gain.

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MINUTES  OF  HENKEL  MEMORIALS. 

The  project  of  erecting  a  monument  at  the  grave  of  our 
pious  pioneer  foreparents  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel  and 
wife  was  discussed  on  the  occasion  of  a  meeting,  June  7, 
1910,  in  the  Mermaid  Inn  near  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  by  those 
who  had  been  present  at  the  excavation  of  the  grave,  but 
after  more  mature  deliberation  it  was  not  thought  advisable 
to  launch  the  enterprise  at  that  time.  To  Mr.  Carl  R. 
Henkel,  of  Benton,  Wisconsin,  is  however  due  the  credit  of 
having  first  suggested  to  Dr.  A.  Stapleton  the  propriety  of 
erecting  such  a  monument.  The  latter  in  the  third  number 
of  The  Hexkel  Memorial,  p.  121,  .March,  1911,  nominated 
a  committee  to  secure  funds  and  discharge  the  duty  as 
involved  in  the  premises.  This  Executive  Committee  con- 
sisted of  the  following  :  Carl  R.  Henkel,  Chairman,  of  Ben- 
ton, Wisconsin  ;  Ambrose  L,.  Henkel,  Secretary,  of  New 
Market,  Virginia  ;  Dr.  Casper  O.  Miller,  Treasurer,  of  New 
Market,  Virginia  ;  Horace  L,.  Hinkle,  of  York,  Pennsylvania ; 
Hon.  H.  M.  Calhoun,  of  Franklin,  West  Virginia;  Mr. 
William  H.  Hinkle,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio;  Prof.  D.  F.  Sta- 
pleton, of  MifHinburg,  Pennsylvania.  The  different  lines 
in  descent  from  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel,  it  will  be 
observed,  are  represented  in  the  personnel  of  the  committee. 

A  circular  was  issued  by  the  Secretary,  appealing  for  funds, 
which  were  to  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer.  In  due  time  con- 
tributions were  received  and  deposited  in  a  savings  bank. 
After  the  death  of  the  late  lamented  Secretary,  Mr.  Ambrose 
L.  Henkel,  October  27,  1913,  it  was  deemed  desirable  to  re- 
organize and  compact  the  committee  to  secure  immediate 
results.  This  was  accordingly  done  and  the  committee  con- 
stituted as  follows  :  Dr.  William  C.  Posey,  President,  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.;  Mr.  Wm.  H.  Hinkle,  Cincinnati,  Ohio; 
Mr.  Elon  O.  Henkel,  Secretary,  New  Market,  Va.;  Dr.  C. 
O.  Miller>  Treasurer,  New  Market,  Va.      A  second  circular, 
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appealing  for  further  contributions,  was  issued,  as  the 
amount  on  hand  was  not  sufficient  for  the  purpose.  In  this 
connection  it  is  reverently  recorded  that  Rev.  A.  Stapleton, 
D.'D.,  a  member  of  the  Monument  Committee,  departed  this 
life  at  his  home  in  Williamsport,  Pennsylvania,  Monday 
morning,  September  iS,  1916,  to  the  deep  regret  of  the  com- 
mittee and  his  kindred. 

Friday  afternoon,  December  8,  1916,  by  the  courtesy  of 
an  invitation  extended  by  Dr.  Win.  C.  Posey,  President,  the 
other  members  of  the  Monument  Committee,  Mr.  Win.  H. 
Hinkle,  Dr.  C.  O.  Miller,  and  Mr.  Elon  O.  Henkel  were 
entertained  as  the  former's  guests  at  a  delightful  luncheon 
served  in  the  University  Club,  Philadelphia,  Pa.  The  gen- 
erous repast  ended,  there  was  an  informal  discussion  of  the 
monument  project.  As  a  result  plans  were  formulated  and 
action  taken  to  erect  a  memorial  tablet  in  St.  Michael's 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  Germantown,  to  perpetuate 
the  memory  of  our  pioneer  foreparents,  the  Rev.  Anthony 
Jacob  Henkel  and  his  wife  Maria  Elizabeth,  as  well  as  to 
remove  their  remains  to  a  more  suitable  plat  and  erect  a 
modest  stone  at  the  new  grave.  With  the  earnest  coopera- 
tion of  Rev.  Stephen  Paulson,  the  pastor,  and  the  council  of 
St.  Michael's  Church,  a  plat,  facing  the  walk  leading  to  the 
entrance  of  the  church,  was  secured  by  purchase  for  the  new 
grave  to  the  gratification  of  the  committee.  Dr.  Wm.  C. 
Posey,  Chairman,  and  Mr.  Wm.  H.  Hinkle  secured  the  plans 
and  estimates  for  the  tablet  and  stone  which  data  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  committee  and  contracts  entered  to  furnish  the 
tablet  and  stone  and  put  the  same  in  place  early  in  Octo- 
ber, 1917. 

Announcement  cards  were  printed  and  sent  to  as  many  of 
the  Henkel  descendants  as  their  addresses  could  be  procured 
to  the  effect  that  the  memorials  would  be  dedicated  with 
appropriate  services  on   Sunday,  October  28,    191 7,  at  3,30 
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o'clock  p.  m.  in  St.  Michael's  Lutheran  Church,  Ger- 
mautown. 

At  this  juncture  a  delightful  episode  is  recorded.  By  the 
thoughtfulness  and  suggestion  of  Dr.  Posey,  arrangements 
were  made  for  an  excursion  to  New  Hanover,  the  Trappe, 
and  Valley  Forge  for  the  afternoon  of  Saturday,  October  27, 
191 7,  the  day  preceding  the  dedication  of  the  tablet. 

At  1.30  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  excursionists  assembled  in 
Pottstown ;  thence  covered  the  route  by  auto  bus.  The 
party  was  accompanied  by  Rev.  J.  J.  Kline,  D.  D.,  the  pas- 
tor of  the  New  Hanover  Lutheran  Church,  and  his  wife. 
Dr.  Kline  is  well  versed  in  the  history  of  that  region  of 
country  and  imparted  interesting  information  relative  to  the 
route.  Having  arrived  at  the  New  Hanover  Lutheran 
Church,  the  -excursionists  entered  the  sacred  edifice  and 
heard  Dr.  Kline's  interesting  remarks  relative  to  the  church. 
Here  at  the  first  stop  in  Falckner's  Swamp,  the  scene  of  the 
early  labors  of  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel  and  the  site  of 
the  first  church  erected  under  his  pastorate,  the  emotions  of 
gratitude  swelled  the  bosoms  of  the  descendants  spared  to 
enjoy  the  unique  experience  two  hundred  years  after  his 
arrival  in  America.  From  the  best  information  obtainable, 
it  may  be  stated  that  the  first  church  erected  by  Rev.  Anthony 
Jacob  Henkel  in  Falckner's  Swamp  was  about  1721,  but 
nothing  is  left  to  mark  the  spot  of  this  first  rustic  log  building. 

Thence  the  party  journeyed  to  the  Trappe  where  the  ex- 
terior and  interior  of  the  Augustus  Lutheran  Church,  built 
in  1743,  under  the  supervision  of  Rev.  H.  M,  Muhlenberg, 
was  likewise  reverently  viewed.  Thence  the  journey  was 
continued  to  the  Washington  Inn  at  Valley  Forge  which  was 
reached  as  a  violent  thunder  and  rain  storm  broke.  Here 
General  Washington  had -his  headquarters  for  nearly  six 
months  and  his  army  lay  encamped  from  December  19,  1777, 
to  June  10,  1778,  while  the  British  occupied  Philadelphia, 
the  "  Rebel  capital." 
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Amid  such  historic  environments  a  superb  supper  was 
served  in  the  Washington  Inn.  The  Rev.  J.  F.  Henkle,  D.  D., 
invoked  the  divine  blessing  as  the  grateful,  happy  guests 
thronged  about  the  table  spread  with  a  bountiful  repast. 
The  violent  storm  still  raged  without,  but  joy  and  good  cheer 
filled  the  hearts  of  the  inmates  sheltered  within. 

The  repast  ended,  Dr.  Wm.  C.  Posey,  Chairman  of  the 
Monument  Committee,  proposed  that  a  Heiikel  family  asso- 
ciation be  organized,  and  that  Mr.  William  H.  Hinkle  be 
elected  as  its  first  president.  The  proposition  met  with  a 
hearty  acquiescence,  and  Mr.  Wm.  H.  Hinkle  was  unani- 
mously elected  as  its  chief  presiding  officer.  The  President 
appointed  a  committee  to  complete  the  organization  and  draft 
the  constitution.  The  committee  consists  of  Dr.  Wm.  C. 
Posey,  Rev.  J.  F.  Henkle,  D.  D.,  Dr.  C.  O.  Miller,  and 
Messrs.  W.  B.  Cutright  and  Elon  O.  Heukel. 

As  recommended  by  the  committee,  Dr.  CO.  Miller  was 
elected  Secretary  ;  Miss  Bertha  Burnett,  Vice-President  ; 
Miss  Cora  Curry,  Historian  ;  and  the  Secretary  likewise 
became  the  Treasurer.  These  officers  with  the  addition  of 
two  others  are  to  constitute  the  Executive  Committee,  to 
draft  a  constitution,  conduct  the  future  work  of  the  associa- 
tion, in  securing  members,  collecting  data  for  future  publi- 
cation, and  to  perform  such  other  duties  which  they  may 
deem  necessary  in  the  interest  of  the  association. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Cutright  suggested  that  lady  members  would 
no  doubt  cooperate  heartily  in  securing  members  for  the 
association  and  in  collecting  data  relative  to  the  various 
branches  of  the  family.  A  motion  was  made  that  another 
reunion  be  held  in  five  years,  but  a  substitute  was  carried 
which  provided  that  the  Executive  Committee  name  the 
time  and  place  of  the  next  meeting. 

A  fee  of  $i  a  year  was  fixed  for  membership. 

With  the  transaction  of  the  foreeoiuc;  business  ended  the 
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meeting  adjourned.     At   a   late   hour   the   excursionists  re- 
turned to  Philadelphia  or  their  respective  homes.

This  service  was  incorporated  and  became  part  of  the 
official  program  which  was  rendered  on  the  occasion  of  the 
thirty-sixth  convention  of  the  General  Council  of  the  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  Church  in  North  America,  in  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania,  October  24  and  31,  1917,  during  the  observ- 
ance of  the  Quadricentennial  of  the  Reformation  1517-1917, 
the  two  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  arrival  of  our  forepar- 
ents  being  inter  medias  coincident  with  this  historic  former 
epoch-making  event.  As  a  matter  of  interest  to  Henkel 
Memorial  readers  the  following  extract  from  this  official 
program  as  an  authentic  statement  is  given:  ik  The  Rev. 
Anthony  Jacob  Henkel  was  descended  from  Dr.  John  Henkel, 
Chaplain  to  Queen  Marie  of  Hungary,  a  friend  of  Erasmus, 
and  recommended  by  Luther  himself  as  ka  man  of  great 
learning    and     piety.'

Memorial  Tablet,  erected  October  28,  1917,  in  St.  Michael's  Lutheran  Church, 

Germantown,  Fenna. 
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emigrated  from  Germany  in  171 7  and  settled  in  Falckner's 
Swamp,  or  what  is  now  called  New  Hanover,  Montgomery 
County,  Pennsylvania.  Exiled  for  conscience  sake,  this 
earnest  and  forceful  pioneer  immediately  occupied  himself 
with  the  establishment  of  Protestantism  in  America,  found- 
ing a  Lutheran  Church  at  New  Hanover,  St.  Michael's 
Lutheran  Church,  Germantown,  and  aiding  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Church  in  Philadelphia.  After  an  active  and 
useful  career,  Rev.  Henkel  died  from  a  fall  from  his  horse 
in  172S,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Michael's  graveyard,  his  wife 
dying  sixteen  years  later  and  being  interred  in  the  same 
grave.  They  were  survived  by  seven  children.  The  pious 
and  industrious  lives  of  the  parents  have  been  transmitted 
through  these  to  numerous  descendants  who  now,  by  the 
erection  of  this  Tablet,  do  honor  to  the  memory  of  their  illus- 
trious ancestors."

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The  services  ended,  the  descendants  gathered  in  the  chan- 
cel before  the  Tablet  which  seemed  to  meet  with  hearty  ap- 
proval as  a  fitting  memorial.  It  is  moreover  an  artistic, 
dignified,  and  beautiful  testimonial.  The  panel  bearing  the 
inscription  is  of  pure  white  Italian  marble,  projecting  from 
a  monumental  frame  of  Sienna  marble,  handsomely  carved 
and  with  symbolic  emblems. 

In  concluding  this  final  report  of  your  committee,  it  may 
be  stated  that  the  services  on  this  memorable  occasion  were 
edifying,  the  several  addresses  excellent,  and  the  attendance 
gratifying.  The  meeting  and  mingling  with  kindred  and 
relatives  for  the  first  time  and  upon  this  historic  spot  proved, 
too,  a  pleasurable  and  delightful  experience.  However,  the 
hour  was  late  when  the  program  was  completed,  and  while 
there  were  groups  that  lingered  to  exchange  fraternal  greet- 
ings the  congregation  soon  dispersed. 

At  the  next  reunion,  which  will  be  the  first  assembly  of 
our  kindred  under  the  reorganized  Henkel  Association  (and 
when  a  constitution  will  be  presented  for  adoption,)  it  is 
expected  that  abundant  opportunity  will  be  provided  for  the 
members  to  meet  each  other  and  to  assist  in  furthering  the 
purposes  of  the  organization.  The  delightful  meeting  of 
this  anniversary  occasion  should  vouchsafe  with  increased 
attendance  many  happy  returns  of   the  event. 

To  one  and  all  who  in  any  way  contributed  to  make  the 
celebration   a   success   cordial  thanks  are  hereby  extended.

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REV.  AMMON  STAPLETON,  D.  D. 


Amnion  Stapleton,  the  son  of  William  and  Elizabeth  Sta- 
pleton,  was  born  at  Oley,  Berks  County,  Penna.,  January 
15,  1S50.  His  great  grandfather,  John  Stapleton,  was  the 
grandson  of  Johanna  Fredrica  Henkel,  the  oldest  daughter 
of  Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel,  and  wife  of  Valentine  Geiger. 
He  came  of  fighting  stock  on  his  paternal  side  for  his  great- 
grandfather was  a  first  lieutenant  in  the  First  Battalion, 
Berks  County  Militia,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of 
Brandywine  and  Germantown.  This  natural  propensity 
early  manifested  itself  in  the  life  of  the  grandson,  the  sub- 
ject of  this  sketch,  for  he  entered  the  Federal  army  at  Har- 
risburg,  Penna.,  on  July  14,  1864,  as  a  private  in  Company 
F,  195th  Regiment  of  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Infantry, 
when  only  fourteen  years  old,  serving  as  a  drummer  boy 
under  General  Philip  Sheridan.  He  was  discharged  on  No- 
vember 4,  1864,  and  re-enlisted  as  a  private  in  Company  I, 
I92d  Regiment  of  Pennsylvania  Infantry  on  February  20, 
1865,  and  was  discharged  on  August  24,  1865,  at  Harper's 
Ferry,  W.  Va.  His  last  service  was  under  the  command  of 
Capt.  I.  Wilson  Hess.  He  fought  in  the  battle  of  Gettys- 
burg and  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley.  As  a  civil  war  veteran 
he  became  a  member  of  Sedgwick  Post  No.  37,  Department 
of  Pennsylvania. 

Soon  after  the  civil  war  closed  he  entered  Central  Penn- 
sylvania College  at  which  he  graduated  in  1871;  M.S.,  1888; 
A.  M.,  1895. 

March  n,  1875,  he  married  Sarah  E.  Crandali,  of  Canton, 
Penna.     They  had  two  sons  and  three  daughters. 

If  on  the  paternal  side  he  early  developed  the  martial 
spirit,  later  the  strong  moral  trait  of  the  maternal  line  was 
awakened  and  forced  his  fine,  native  talents  into  the  minis- 
terial ranks  in  which  he  became   even    a    more    remarkable 
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soldier,  a  soldier  of  the  Cross.  For  lie  entered  the  ministry 
of  the  United  Evangelical  Church  in  1S71',  at  the  early  age 
of  21  years.  He  was  ordained  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  in  1S73, 
and  ever  since  that  time  he  had  served  the  church  in  some 
capacity.  He  was  for  a  time  a  minister  at  the  United  Church 
at  York,  Penna.,  and  served  several  charges  in  New  York 
State;  was  presiding  elder  of  the  Central  Pennsylvania  Dis- 
trict from  1895  to  1899  and  of  the  Carlisle  District  from 
1899  to  1903.  He  was  President  of  the  Central  Pennsyl- 
vania Bible  Conference,  a  trustee  of  the  United  Evangelical 
home  at  Lewisburg,  and  a  trustee  of  the  Albright  College, 
of  Myerstown.  He  was  the  historian  of  the  United  Evan- 
gelical Church. 

Dr.  Stapleton  was  the  author  of  a  number  of  important 
books,  and  the  "Who's  Who  in  America"  records  him  as 
one  of  the  best  known  genealogists  in  America.  He  w<as 
well  known  in  the  literary  field,  and  some  of  his  books  are 
Natural  History  of  the  Bible,  18S5  ;  Compend  of  Church 
History,  1896;  Evangelical  Annals,  1900;  and  Memorials 
of  the  Huguenots  in  America,  1901.  He  made  original  re- 
searches in  and  wrote  and  lectured  on  palaeontology  and 
archaeology;  was  also  noted  as  a  patriotic  lecturer,  and  on 
many  occasions  lectured  before  schools  and  various  other 
organizations.  He  was  also  the  editor  of  The  Hexkel 
Memorial.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Pennsylvania  Histor- 
ical Society  and  of  the  Pennsylvania  German  Society. 

He  had  at  home  one  of  the  most  valuable  historical  libra- 
ries in  this  country.  Men  from  various  parts  of  the 
country  have  visited  this  library,  and  pronounced  it  one  of 
the  best  that  has  ever  been  collected.  On  glancing  over  the 
books  it  will  be  seen  that  many  publications  back  to  1666 
can  be  found,  and  there  are  hundreds  of  books  of  great  value. 

Dr.  Stapleton  departed  this  life  suddenly  at  his  home,  1429 
Erie  Avenue,  Williamsport,  Penna.,  on  Monday,  September 
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18,  1916,  about  two  o'clock   in   the   morning,    death    being 
due  to  heart  failure. 

-He  is  survived  by  his  widow  and  the  following  children  : 
Francis,  of  Whiting,  Ind.;  Mrs.  P.  C.  Katherman,  of  Whit- 
ney, Penna.;  Robert,  of  Jersey  Shore,  and  DeEtta  at  home. 
Dr.  Stapleton  was  aged  66  years,  8  months,  and  3  days. 


THORNTON  M.   HINKLE. 

Thornton  M.  Hinkle,  son  of  Philip,  son  of  Anthony,  son 
of  Philip,  son  of  Anthony  Jacob,  Jr.,  son  of  Anthony  Jacob 
Henkel,  the  Exile.  Born,  August  17,  1840,  in  Cincinnati, 
Ohio  ;  died  at  Wernersville,  Pennsylvania,  September  17, 
1920.  His  mother  was  Frances  Quin  Hinkle,  a  native  of 
Philadelphia,  and  daughter  of  Aaron  and  Elizabeth  Euckey 
Quin.  His  father,  Philip  Hinkle,  was  a  native  of  Hiukle- 
town,  Pennsylvania,  came  to  Cincinnati  in  the  spring  of 
1832,  and  died  there  in  1880.  His  mother  Frances  Quin 
Hinkle  died  in  1849. 

Thornton  M.  Hinkle  was  educated  in  the  Public  Schools 
of  Cincinnati,  and  was  graduated  at  Yale  in  the  class  of  1S63, 
receiving  the  B.  A.  degree.  Some  years  later,  Yale  gave 
him  the  M.  A.  degree.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Laws  in  May,  1865,  from  Columbia  Law  School,  and  was 
immediately  admitted  to  the  Bar  of  Ohio,  continuing  in 
active  practice  at  Cincinnati  from  that  time  until  his  death. 

He  married  Helen  Frances,  daughter  of  Rev.  Orrin  N. 
Sage  and  Elizabeth  Berry  Sage,  of  Cincinnati,  October  29, 
1866,  who,  with  a  daughter  Helen  Hinkle  and  two  sons 
Frederick  W.  and  Philip  Hinkle,  survives  him. 

In  1868  he  formed  a  partnership  with  his  brother-in-law, 
George  R.  Sage,  under  the  firm  name  of  Sage  &  Hinkle, 
which  continued  until  1883  when  Mr.  Sage  became  United 
States  District  Judge.     A  few  years  later  he  associated  his 
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son,  Frederick  W.  Hinkle,   with  him,   and    this   association 
continued  until  the  date  of  his  death. 

His  practice  thronghont  his  career  was  extensive  and  in- 
volved many  important  litigations  in  the  State  and  Federal 
Courts.  Among  his  clients  were  important  business,  char- 
itable, and  religions  organizations  to  which  he  always  gave 
the  best  that  was  in  him.  He  was  active  in  many  literary, 
educational,  and  philanthropic  organizations,  including 
among  others  the  Lane  Theological  Seminary,  The  Western 
Female  Seminary  at  Oxford,  the  Law  School  of  the  Cincin- 
nati College,  "Pnlte  Medical  College,  The  Cincinnati  Public 
Library  Board,  Church  of  the  Covenant,  The  Union  Bethel, 
Cincinnati  Literary  Club,  and  the  Young  Women's  Chris- 
tian Association.  He  was  for  forty-four  years* a  trustee  of 
the  Cincinnati  Law  Library  Association,  for  forty-two  years 
of  which  he  was  its  treasurer. 

He  never  aspired  to  political  office,  but  was  for  eighteen 
years  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
of  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  for  ten  years  of  which  he  was  its 
vice-president  and  four  years  its  president.  L^pon  his  vol- 
untary retirement  from  this  Board  his  associates  paid  him 
tribute  by  resolution  of  which  a  part  is  as  follows  : 

"  Faithful  in  his  devotion  to    the    work  of    the 
Board,   attentive    to    the    minutest  details    of  that 
work,  with  a  command  of  every  phase  of  the  sub- 
ject from  its   legal,  financial,   and  economic  sides, 
such  as  is  possessed  by  few  men,  he  contributed  in 
very  large  measure  to   the  confidence  with    which 
the  financial  status  of  the  city  is  regarded  through- 
out the  land,  and  his  share   in  the  establishment  of 
the  high  position   of   our  city's  credit  has  been  of 
incalculable  value  to  the  community." 
As  a  writer  for  the  Literary  Club  he  was  prolific  and  versa- 
tile.    Many  of  his  papers  contributed  to  the  Club  were  pub- 
lished. 
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The  Memorial  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Cincinnati  Bar 
refer  to  Mr.  Hinkle  in  part  as  follows  : 

"  During  the  period  of  more  than  a  half  century 
that  Mr.  Hinkle  practiced  in  our  midst  he  main- 
tained a  position  well  towards  the  front  of  the  pro- 
fession, and  must  ever  be  remembered  as  one  of  the 
outstanding  figures  that  gave  dignity  and  command- 
ed respect  for  the  vocation  to  which  so  many  have 
dedicated  themselves."  *  *  "A  well-rounded, 
successful,  and  happy  life,  one  that  added  much  to 
the  world's  stock  of  good." 


DR.   H.  H.   HENKEL. 

After  an  illness  of  about  two  years  Dr.  Haller  H.  Henkel 
died  at  his  home  in  Staunton,  Va.,  on  January  17,  192 1. 
He  was  born  in  New  Market,  Va.,  April  5,  1852.  His  father 
was  Dr.  Samuel  Godfrey  Henkel,  a  son  of  Dr.  Solomon  Hen- 
kel, a  son  of  Rev.  Paul  Henkel,  a  son  of  Jacob  Henkel,  a  son 
of  John  Justus  Henkel  who  was  one  of  the  younger  sons  of 
Rev.  Anthony  Jacob  Henkel  our  pioneer  ancestor.  His 
mother  was  Susan  Koiner  who  was  a  granddaughter  of  the 
emigrant  Michael  Koiner.  Through  his  mother  Dr.  Haller 
H.  Henkel  was  connected  with  the  large  Koiner  family  in 
this  country  as  also  to  the  Barger  and  Dillier  (Diller) 
families. 

His  early  days  were  spent  in  his  native  town  where  he- 
attended  school  and  at  the  age  of  eighteen  he  entered  the 
New  Market  Polytechnic  Institute  at  which  he  graduated  in 
1873  witB  the  degree  of  M.  A.  He  taught  school  for  several 
years,  attended  the  Summer  Law  course  of  1876  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia,  and  at  the  ensuing  regular  session  entered 
the  medical  department  where  he  remained  one  year.  In  the 
fall  of  1877  he  entered  the  medical  department  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  York  from  which  he   received  the  degree  of 
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Doctor  of  Medicine  in  the  spring  of  1878,  receiving  honora- 
ble mention  in  the  first  ten  out  of  a  class  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty.  He  stood  tv first  best"  of  twenty-six  applicants  who 
applied  for  positions  on  the  staff  of  Bellevue  Hospital.  He- 
located  in  Staunton,  Virginia,  in  1881,  for  the  practice  of 
his  profession,  served  on  the  boards  of  health  of  the  city  of 
Staunton  and  of  Augusta  county,  as  surgeon  for  a  number 
of  years  to  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  and  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  railroads,  also  as  physician  to  the  Mary  Baldwin  Sem- 
inary, The  Virginia  Female  Institute,  and  the  Staunton  Mil- 
itary Academy. 

The  dominant  traits  of  his  character  were  self-reliance, 
independence,  and  tenacity  of  purpose,  which  qualities 
coupled  with  strong  will  power,  moral  stamina,  and  indefat- 
igable industry,  placed  him  in  the  front  rank  of  his  profession. 
In  1S86,  Doctor  Henkel  married  L.  Olive  Turney,  eldest 
daughter  of  the  late  Judge  Thomas  E.  Turney,  of  Clinton 
County,  Missouri.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  one 
daughter  Mrs.  Wilson  Timberiake  (Hallie),  a  graduate  of 
the  Virginia  Female  Institute. 

At  a  called  meeting  of  the  Augusta  County  Medical  Asso- 
ciation on  Monday,  January  17,  192 1,  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  adopted  : 

11  The  members  of  the  Augusta  County  Medical 
Association  desire  to  extend  to  the  bereaved  family 
of  Dr.  H.  H.  Henkel  their  sincere  sympathy  and 
also  desire  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  high 
professional  and  personal  character  of  their  deceased 
associate. 

"  They  feel  moreover  that  in  the  death  of  Dr.  H. 
H.  Henkel,  the  community  has  lost  a  most  valua- 
ble citizen  and  the  profession  its  most  distinguished 
member.

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MRS.  NAOMI  STOVER. 

On  Wednesday,  June  2,  1920,  Mrs.  Naomi  Stover,  wife  of 
Mr.  John  C.  Stover,  departed  this  life  at  their  home  near 
Gratis,  Ohio.  Her  father  was  Dr.  George  C.  Henkel,  a 
skillful  physician,  who  was  a  son  of  Rev.  Andrew,  and  a 
grandson  of  the  Rev.  Paul  Henkel.  Mrs,  Stover  is  survived 
by  her  husband  Mr.  John  C.  Stover,  one  son  Mr.  Harry 
Stover,  and  one  daughter  Miss  Susie  Stover,  a  talented  and 
cultured  musician.  Mrs,.  Stover  was  a  most  estimable  Chris- 
tian lady — kind,  gentle,  and  amiable,  and  a  large  circle  of 
kindred  and  friends  were  inexpressibly  grieved  by  her  death. 
She  was  born  at  Farmersville,  Ohio,  January  2,  1865,  and 
was  aged  55  years  and  5  months. 


EDWARD  A.  HENKLE. 

In  the  spring  of  1918,  Mr.  Edward  Anderson  Henkle  de- 
parted this  life  in  his  apartment  at  the  Hotel  Walton,  Phila- 
delphia, Penna.,  from  heart  disease.  His  grandfather  was 
Rev.  Saul  Henkle,  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Methodism  in  Ohio. 
His  father,  the  late  General  Saul  Henkle,  Jr.,  was  a  promi- 
nent lawyer,  who  in  copartnership  with  Ex- Governor  Chase, 
of  Ohio,  opened  offices  in  Washington,  after  the  Civil  War, 
and  was  employed  in  some  of  the  most  noted  cases  of  that  era. 
Mr.  Henkle  was  born  March  22,  1857,  in  Springfield,  Ohio. 
He  was  highly  endowed  with  inventive  genius,  and  was  one  of 
the  first  to  recognize  the  advantages  of  the  rotary  press,  and 
together  with  Mr.  Fowler  was  the  inventor  of  the  Fowler 
printing  press.  He  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  the  first  vice- 
president  and  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Globe  Ticket  Co.,  of 
Philadelphia,  the  success  of  which  he  made  possible  by  his 
own  inventions.  Mr.  Henkle  was  diligent  in  business,  sin- 
cere in  his  attachments,  and  generous  in  his  impulses ;  bright, 
cheerful,  and  gifted,  he  won  the  affection  of  all  who  knew  him. 
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PROMPT  ACTION  NEEDED  TO  SECURE 
SUPPLEMENTARY  RECORDS. 

The  Hexkel  Memorial  embraces  four  numbers  in  the 
first  series,  this  being  the  third  number  of  the  second  series. 
Whether  one  more  number  to  complete  the  second  series  can 
be  issued  will  depend  on  the  interest  and  financial .  support 
given  by  kindred  and  relatives.  There  is  plenty  of  material 
for  this  and  a  third  series,  as  a  number  of  branches  of  our 
large  family  with  their  celebrities  have  not  been  exploited  in 
previous  issues.  We  would  suggest  that  subsequent  num- 
bers could  be  published  if  the  organizations  or  individuals  of 
such  branches  would  secure  the  data,  prepare  the  material, 
and  raise  the  funds  requisite  for  the  enterprise.  A  small 
contribution  from  each  individual  would  consummate  a  work 
so  devoutly  desired. 

Viewed  from  a  broad  prospect,  as  numerous  as  the  Henkel 
family  has  become,  it  would  be  desirable,  if  possible,  to  have 
it  organized  by  families  ;  each  family  to  secure  its  own  data 
and  finance  its  portion  for  the  publication  of  the  same.  In 
following  the  subject  further  in  •  a  more  expanded  view 
with  the  purpose  oi  compiling  a  full  family  history  later, 
there  should  necessarily  be  an  editor  or  committee  to  do  the 
work.  The  association  should  in  the  meantime  strengthen 
the  effort  and  do  all  in  their  power  to  promote  this  import- 
ant project.  Such  material  and  family  lists  should  at  least 
be  prepared  promptly,  whilst  the  oldest  members  are  still 
living  and  can  impart  valuable  information  which  after  their 
death  would  be  obtainable  from  no  other  source.  Who  will 
take  the  initiative  in  this  important  enterprise?  The 
Henkel  Memorial  is  printed  by  Henkel  &  Co.,  New  Mar- 
ket, Va.,  who  could  be  secured  to  print  subsequent  numbers, 
as  the  work  develops  according  to  present  lines,  if  furnished 
the  manuscript  and  the  money,  thus  preserving  uniformity 
of  typographic  appearance. 
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As  a  sequel,  we  beg  to  urge  that  the  publication  of  such  a 
comprehensive  family  history  is  a  duty  which  we  owe  to  our 
ancestors,  ourselves,  our  posterity,  and  the  Church  and  State, 
and  it  prompts  us  to  preserve  from  oblivion  such  records  of 
substantial  achievements  by  members  of  our  family  as  have 
materially  assisted  in  the  upbuilding  of  our  common  country. 
From  records  already  obtained  of  the  Henkel  relationship,  it 
has  been  shown  that  as  a  family  its  work  has  been  of  a  pos- 
itive, aggressive,  constructive  and  conservative  character 
and  singularly  free  from  destructive  tendencies,  of  which 
worthy  accomplishments  we  may  be  justly  proud.  As  a 
pious  and  God-fearing  ancestry  has  entailed  such  blessings, 
let  the  present  generation  be  not  unmindful  of  the  source  of 
its  success,  and  so  transmit  in  turn  the  like  blessings  to  a 
grateful  posterity.

BARBARA  HENKEL-CONRAD-EVANS, 

Dr.  Stapleton  reached  the  conclusion  (in  Henkel  Memo- 
rial; pages  30  and  123)  that  the  granddaughter  who  had  the 
diary  was  Barbara  the  only  daughter  of  Anthony  Jacob  Hen- 
kel, Jr.  This  conclusion  has  become  a  certainty  from  au- 
•thentic  records.  Barbara  Henkel  married  John  Conrad  in 
1752.  He  died  in  the  year  1769,  leaving  three  children  : 
(a)  Peter,  (b)  Anthony,  (c)  Elizabeth  who  married  Chris- 
tian Keyser.  Barbara  Conrad  married  her  second  husband 
Isaiah  Evans  about  the  year  1773.  There  was  no  issue 
from  this  marriage.  She  was  living  in  181 2,  at  which  time 
Rev.  Ambrose  Henkel  met  her,  and  saw  the  diary.  She 
died  in  the  year  181 7. 

(a)  Peter  Conrad  lived  and  married  in  North  Carolina. 
He  returned  to  Philadelphia  about  1809  and  died  before  181 2, 
leaving  the  following  children  :  1.  Joseph;  2.  John;  3.  Ma- 
ry ;  4.   Elizabeth. 

1.  Joseph  Conrad  went  with  his  father  to  Philadelphia 
where  he  married  in  1814.  He  returned  to  Lexington,  North 
Carolina,  where  he  lived  and  died,  leaving  a  numerous  pos- 
terity. 

2.  John  probably  returned  to  Philadelphia,  but  his  family 
has  not  been  traced. 

3.  Mary  married  a  Mr.  Winters  of  Philadelphia  where 
she  lived  and  died. 

4.  Elizabeth  Conrad  married  Nathan  Park  probably  before 
her  father's  return  to  Philadelphia.  She  lived  and  died  near 
Lexington,  North  Carolina,  leaving  a  numerous  family. 

(b)  Anthony  Conrad  died  about  1829,  leaving  children. 
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I.  Isaiah,  married  Margaret  —  ;  2.  Peter,  married  Sa- 
rah —  ;  3.  William,  married  Elizabeth  —  ;  4.  Jacob,  un- 
married iniS39  ;  5.  Susan,  married  John  Eckstein  ;  6.  Mary, 
married  Samuel  Eckstein  ;  7.  Elizabeth,  married  Charles 
Fisher.  They  had  one  daughter,  married  G.  Schober.  Dr. 
Henry  C.  Eckstein,  a  retired  naval  surgeon,  living  in  Phila- 
delphia, was  a  son  of  Susan  Conrad  and  John  Eckstein. 

(c).  The  history  of  the  Keyser  family  by  Charles  S.  Key- 
ser,  printed  in  1SS8,  gives  the  names  of  8  children  born  to 
Christian  Keyser  and  Elizabeth  Conrad.  Three  of  them  left 
no  issue. 

4.  Samuel  left  descendants  of  whom  Captain  Joseph  Con- 
rad Keyser  lives  in  Pensacola,  Fla. 

5.  Rachel,  married  —  Nace.  Children  :  (a)  Margaret, 
married  —  Young;  (b)   Ann,  married —  Fritz. 

6.  Mary,  married  Conrad  Wolf. 

7.  Ann,  married  Charles  Warner.  Issue  a  daughter  who 
married  a  Mr.  Saluda.  Of  this  marriage  there  is  a  son  or 
daughter  living  in  Philadelphia. 

8.  John,  married  Elizabeth  Judd.  Of  their  descendants 
Captain  Wrilliam  Swift  Keyser  is  living  in  Pensacola,  Florida. 

Barbara  Evans  bequeathed  her  personal  property*  accord- 
ing to  the  terms  of  her  will  (written  in  181 2  and  probated 
in  1817)  to  her  son  Anthony  and  daughter  Elizabeth. 
The  rest  of  her  estate  was  divided  into  three  portions,  one 
portion  to  be  divided  between  the  four  children  of  Peter  Con- 
rad. Who  received  the  diary  ?  Inasmuch  as  her  personal 
effects  were  divided  between  Anthony  and  Elizabeth,  it  would 
seem  that  one  of  them  probably  received  the  diary.  However 
three  of  the  children  of  Peter  were  living  in  Philadelphia  at 
the  time  of  their  grandmother's  death.  As  they  were  the 
children  of  her  oldest  son  she  might  have  given  the  diary  to 
one  of  them  after  making  her  will.  From  statements  of  Miss 
Gertrude  Hamuer,   of  Lexington,   North  Carolina,  a  grand- 
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daughter  of  Joseph  Conrad,  it  is  not  probable  that  any  of  his 
descendants  have  the  diary. 

It  is  possible  that  it  may  have  fallen  into  the  hands  of 
John  Conrad  or  Mrs.  Mary  Winters  nee  Conrad,  but  the 
writer  has  not  been  able  to  trace  their  families.  If  the  diary 
came  into  the  possession  of  Anthony  Conrad,  and  he  handed 
it  down  to  his  children,  his  grandson  Dr.  Henry  C.  Eckstein 
knows  nothing  about  it. 

If  it  went  into  the  hands  of  Elizabeth  Keyser,  and  she 
transmitted  it  to  one  of  her  children,  it  does  not  seem  prob- 
able from  the  testimony  of  Captain  William  Swift  Keyser 
that  it  was  preserved  by  any  of  her  sons,  but  it  may  have 
gotten  into  the  hands  of  one  of  her  daughters. 

Dr.  Eckstein  when  a  boy  heard  Robert  Y.  Conrad,  a  bril- 
liant lawyer,  of  considerable  literary  attainments  and  a  mayor 
of  Philadelphia,  make  a  public  address,  and  Dr.  Eckstein's 
mother  told  him  that  Robert  Y.  Conrad  was  of  their  Conrad 
family.  Could  he  have  been  a  sou  of  John,  the  sou  of  Peter? 
If  he  were  a  descendant  of  John  Conrad  and  Barbara  Henkel 
Conrad,  and  being  literarily  inclined  he  might  have  inter- 
ested himself  in  the  family  history  and  gotten  the  diary. 
This  clue  has  not  been  followed  up. 

The  diary  may  have  long  since  been  destroyed,  but  if  in 
existence  it  would  probably  give  exact  data  of  the  early  life 
of  our  ancestor  and  something  of  his  family  which  would 
supply  missing  links  necessary  to  complete  their  interesting 
history.
